With an account of the Church Polity 5 
ip hat was Government, who were its Governours, 
their feveral Offices,Degrees,^ Order s.TheAffairs of 
theChurch follow from the firft General Council of Nice 
againfi the Arians, to the Apoftacy of Julian ; thence 
to the Second GeneralCouncil, fummoned by Theodofi- 
us the Firft at Conftantinople, againfi the Hare fie of 
Macedonius : thence to the Third, call'd by The- 
odofius the Second to meet at Ephefus s againfi 
the Harefie of Neftorius ; and thence to the Fourth, 
called by Martianus to Chalcedon, againfi the Ha¬ 
re fie of Eutyches and Diofcorus 5 and fo down 
to the depofing oj Auguftulus, and the Fall of the Em¬ 
pire in the Weft, with the divifion of the Church into the . 
Eaft and Weft. The Decrees and Canons of each Coun¬ 
cil are fet down, both for the fettling good Order and Govern¬ 
ment, and for fnpprejfmg thofe Schifms and Harefies which 
the Devil raifed by his afpiring Agents, that by fowing 
fuch Tares he might fpoy l Chrifts Husbandry.

The Hiflory of the Reformation of Religion by Conftantine. 

! . Ufferings had hitherto been the Character of the Church, and the Pro- 

L ' feffors of Chriftianity, the more Adtive and Vigorous they appear’d, 
the more exquifite Torments they were fure to undergo ; the Kings and 
l W Potentates of the Earth inftead of being her Nurfing-Fathers, had all a- 
long made ufe of their utmoft Power and policy not only to Curband 
Check her growing Greatnefs, but utterly toextirpate her from off the face of the 
Earth j fo that what Advances Ihe yet made were in defpightqf the Malice oilier 
Perfecutors, and the Fruits Ihe brought forth were the ble/ied produftof the 
Blood of her Martyrs. But now in compalfion to her Afflidhons, and m pity 
to the Pangs and Struglings lhe laboured under, God raifes up Conftantine, ncit 
only to be a ProteSor, but himfelf a Profeffor of Chriftianity, that fo his Church 
might have fome refpite, and enjoy at leaft a breathing-whilein the iiudft of thefe 
her Terrours and Agonies. r ~‘P±' 

2. The Name of Chrift had mightily prevail d, and the Church of God tfafs 
™£ urch upheld by a moft powerful Support before ever (he leaned on the \Roxnan Scepter, 
united. the Wings upon which ihe was Born, and under which fhe was Cherifhed add 
Defended, were flrongerand more large then thofe.of the Roman Eagle, which 
hitherto had improved the Vigour of its Eyes,ftrength ol’its Beak.r and marpneis 
of its Talents in vain, againft this Bird of Paradife. Neither .Was it out Of need 
of Reputation, that the Roman Fafces now was to be vailed ta the Crols, the;. 
Churches Maiefty and Glory never more appearing, than yv.tewwe • was molt 
clouded by Sufferings and Worldly Prejudice ; as the deepeftmdbkckeft Clouds 
are moft capable of receiving the reflexion of the Suns Beauties, and R thick' 
thebeft Medium to difeover the Brightnefs of Heavenly Bodies. Thefe ftope/idi- 
ous Miracles that flopped and diverted the courfe of Nature, .herfeff both m ine 
bigger and lefler World; in that by the produrftion of Wonders/ to the^outward 
Senfes, in this by working Effects perceivable^ both by the outward and. inward 
Sight, tofuchas were not blinded by igirorahce, prejudice or affe&ation, de- 
. g mon* 
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monftrated fuch incomparable Beauty, as would dazle all the Glories of the World 
though contracted into one Sun. Miracles wrought upon material SubjeCts.and fuch 
as neither the Art of Pagans , nor Skill of the Falfe Gods (who were alfo obnoxious 
to the fame Commands i could work, carried with them lufficient Evidence; but 
thofe that appeared in Mens minds, transformed quite from their ordinary Conditi¬ 
on, by fuch Virtues as were but Antiently Pictured on the greateft Philofophers, 
carried along with them abfolute demonitrations to unprejudiced Judgments, and 
left others without excufe. But contempt of the <ptetpav (po&pa> 7 zLTw made much 
more fure by the Circuroftances attending it ; Triumph I fay over Death, mani- 
fefled not only the Reality but Glory of the Truth,. which ftruck the World 
with admiration and convi&ion, for that the only Prodigy now, that Man 
fecmed, who could be fo ftupid as not to believe. Greater were the Conquefts 
the Church made by her Spiritual Weapons, viz. Prayers and Tears, than by 
the acceffion of Secular Arms, and ftronger her Natural Power (that is alfo 
Spiritual) Reputation, than that (he obtained by the addition of a Temporal 
Crown. 

Yet was (he to try all Conditions, and be now refrelhed after fo great 
ConfMs as (he had fuftained, Gods Power is alfo feen in calling thofe that have 
the greateft Temptations, and in giving fight to fuch vvhofe Eyes are put out by 
too near Approximation to Worldly, but dazling Objects : Neither were fuch 
Fun&ions as lie Eflabiilhed by his own Inftitution to be difowned by a want 
of real and the beft Acknowledgments, nor fuch as were Gods in this Life by 
his appointment, to be the only Perfons that were to be Devils in that to come. 

Therefore after 312. Years or more (during which-fpace we have no afturance 
that any Roman Prince unfeignedly became a Chriftian) Conftantine the Em- 
c oujimtivt perour the Son of Conflantius and Helena a Britiih Woman Converted to the 
theFahh d t0 * ^ ky a Vifion of aCrofs ieen in the Air, wherein was thi sGreek Infcription, 

1 e an ‘ & TtsTa i/xa, or, In this Overcome , as he Marched againll Maxentius the great 

Pcrfecutor of Chriftians. This all Chriftian Writers affirm, and as (a) Eufebius W 
tells us, Conftantine himfelf by Oath affirmed; neither need we at all to queftion cap. 
tiic Truth of it; For that God made ufe of Miracles upon extraordinary Occafions, 
we muft not doubt, and fuch we muft confefs this to have been, if the extraordi¬ 
nary Condition of the Perfon, and the vaft Confequences be duly confidered. 

That Miracles as at this rime were not ceafed utterly, we may believe from that 
reafon which was ever the final Caufe of them, and from the Teftimony of 
icvcral Writers, who difeourfe of the firft Plantation of Religion amongft 
Barbarous Nations long alter this Sfafon, whom it is little lefs than arrogance 
to Condemn of Fallhood t although perhaps too Credulous in fome Particulars) 

Lecaufe as extraordinary means feem neceflary for the Converfion of Later, as 
were ufed for the Conviction of former Difclples. This Converfion of Conftan¬ 
tine was in the Seventh of his Reign, the Fourth Year of the 272. Olympiad, of 
Rome the 106 5-. A. D.% 12. He himfelf the Second time, and Licinius his Colleague 
alfo the fecond tiryebeing Confuls. 

4. Being fully inftruCted in that way intowhiqh he had been fo Miraculoufly 
led, he relolveil to proceed in defpight of all oppofirion, he found the Church 
in fuch a Cafe as required an Healing, helping and delivering, notan adorning 
hand, her Wounds were deep and her Enemies ftrong, and many who lately 
had got fuch fuccefs, as they efteemed it, that puffed up in their Imaginations 
they determined to think of oppofirion for the future, although the Blood of the 
Martyrs, contrary both to their expectation and defne, ftill proved the Seed of 
the Church. -Knowing therefore, like a Skilful Phyfitian, the true Method of 
her Cure, he firft applyed fuch a Medicine, as both (liould heal her Wounds, 
and what was more, make her Sword Proof for the time to come; Publiffiing 
an EdiCt both in his own Name and that of Licinius , (after the Victory obtained 
Ed a a § ain ^ Maxentius') whereby it is declared, that (a) Liberty henceforth be denied to (sjEsfeli* 
gives liberty »one,of Chufing or Following the Chriftian Service and Religion ; but that Liberty be *¥• Lti - ,0 * 
of Confidence. granted to every one, to addift his mind to that Religion, which he thinketb fit for c *?‘ s ' 
him. A flow but fure pace in things of fuch Confequence and difficulty is the 
beft, all fudden and Violent Mutations are as to the Body Natural, fo alfo to the 
Civil and Spiritual very dangerous, one very Pletherick and weak is gently to be 
Purged, left together with fome Humours, Life it felf is forced out; neither is 
a quite contrary Dyet allowed all on a fudden,by that genuine faying of ASfculapius 
Feftina lent e Conftantine had learnt from one of his Predeceflors; and fat cito, ft fat 
bene, he knew agreeable to Chriftian Politicks. It is true that Idolatry is not to be

bditv'inuft then be allowed. Idolatry had taken too deep Root to be Eradicated 
putty muu in y ears we re required to do it as wefhall fee indue 

Long Prefciption and prefent Pofteffion are great obftadeS 
to dtffeifin eipeciallp when backed with Dignity and Power. And fuch was the 
Teiture Idolatry held by at thistime, Fool-hatdtnefs and toy ate the greateft 
Enem'es to Religion , ithingofthe greateft Sobttety and profound Prudence to

prefled ; but when through the importunity of the Gentiles thefe Games were 
reftored by permiffion of Honorius the Chriftian Emperour, the former Evils re¬ 
turned as wefhall fee in due place. But the Pagans grevioufly Troubled and 
Afflifted with this profperity of Chriftianity, which they faw could not be Ex- 5 

tirpated by fuch and fo many Perfecutions, to divert their Grief, invented certain 
Greek Verfes, as given out to one thatconfulted an Oracle wherein they declared 
Chrift innocent of this Error of Sacriledge as they called it, but accuMSePe- 
ter as Author of that wickednefs that he might be Worffiipped in Chnfts Name, 
for thefpaceof 36 j. Years, after which time this Worfhip wasto have an end

8. This Year alfo (that we may return to our proper Subject) Conflantine by an 
Retrains G?) Edift, reftrained the Sawcy impudence of the jteiw,who were wont when any (,) c. n. 

the Infolcnce of their Seft turned Chriftian.to throw Stones at him and abufe him, with other h *• * /«*• 
of th c Jew. forts of Violence. Such as Ihoujd do the like for the time to come, he commands 
to be Burnt whith all their Abettors j and fubjefts all Chriftians to the famepun- 
ifhment that lhall turn to their Religion. About this time it appeareth from 
Chryfofiom , that the Jews Rebelled though in what Year is not exprefied, for 
which crime Conflantine Caufed their Ears to be cut offj and led up and down 
in all places, as Fugitive Slaves that their Brethren might be advifed how to 
carry themfelves towards Chriftians j but afterward they were quiet, and living 
in Dutiful Obedience, had the fame favour as other Subjefts, which his Referipts 
made in their behalf fufficiently declare. 

9. Such was the Progrefs Conflantine made in the Reformation of Religion, 
whilftasyethe Governed the Empire in Conjunction with Licinius, which at 
firft feeming to joyn with him, afterwards turned Perfecutor in-thofe Dominions 
that were lubjedt to him. He being overthrown, taken Prifoner, and put to 
Death, he proceeded with greater Vigour, having by feveral Edifts recalled 
Chriftianity, Banilhed as it were out of thofe Parts ; Eftablilhed the Church al- 
moft utterly Overturned and Defolate, reftored fuch as had either been forced or 
Fled for fafety from their own Countrys, Releafed them that were Condemned 
either to Prifon or the Mines, reftored fuch to Liberty as had been made Slaves 

upon the account of Confcience $ reftored all to their Eftates and Dignities, and rb Cn ^‘ Eu ' 
provided for the Heirs of Martyrs that they fhould Succeed them according to conjtmuhi 
Law and Confcience ; and if they had no Kindred, then their Eftates fhould fall c *f- >9 .<tfn 
to the Church,provided that whatfoever they gave in. their Life-time lhould Hand * d ' 41 
Firm. All thole things were included in an Edift, which presently he put in 
Execution, difanulling whatfoever the Tyrants had done, fo that restitution was 
made to the right Owners according to Law and the Tenour of the laid Edift.

tr r- to Idols.- For he made a new Law, that if they were Chriftians all Gover¬ 

nours of Provinces lhould behave themfelves as became that glorious Title; 
but if they were otherwife affefted, he commanded that they lhould not Sacri- 
fice to Idols. Not |ong after he publiihed an Edift ( b ) againft Arufpices or 2 /a * 
South-fayers, who privately in other Mens Houfes followed their Trade : And ' 
about the fame time he freed (J) all Clergy-men from Offices, except fuch who fivJr L 
for to lhun all civil Imployraents, had upon defign betaken themfelves to that lur.uTttk 
Funftion. But when many abufed this Priviledge and Immunity granted to the a - §. 3- 
Clergy, the F.mperour (d) commanded afterward that fuch only mould Succeed 
them that Dyed as were poor aqd not liable to publick Impioyments.

Hiftory CO of his, Life C a Trearife written in an Encomiaftick (c)zJk + - 
way without Method or order) tejls us how he ordained that the Lords pay «*■ l8 « l9 ‘ 
fliouU be Confecrated unto Prayer, being the chief andfieft Day of the Week, * c 
chofeGraveReligiousMento be Deacons and Chaplains in his Court, and had a 
ftrong Guard about his Perfop, who as they were faithful to theirPrince. /o’by 
his example learnt to be Religious towards Gotland to obferve the Lords D^y,.by- 
devoting it to Prayer. And this Gracious Prince, faith fie perfuaded others to 
this pious Duty; ftill praying that by degrees he wight bring aU MeAto theknow-

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ledge of God : Wherefore he Commanded that throughout the Roman Empire, 
they lhould forbear toLabour on the Lords Day,and that they lhould have a refpeft 
to the days immediately preceeding the Sabbath, in regard of. our Saviours me¬ 
morable Aftions performed on thofe days ; here is the Sixt Feria or that we 
call Fry day pi pecially meant as Sozomenus (d)telleth,is becaufe on that day Chrift (d) s L u 
was Crucyfied. But whereas Conflantine in his Edift calls it not the Lords Day 
after the Ecclefiaftcal manner, but Dies Solis or Sunday , thence tome (e) (0 

colleft that this Law was impofed as well upon Gentiles as others. . '“ ad _ 

iz.Ca)Eufebius indeed tells us that heinftrufted his whole Army to reverence 
and obferve this Holyand Happy day,which was called Sunday,giving Liberty to vita Conft. 
thofe by a Divine inftinft, who had imbracedthe Faith, that they might freely^- 19. 
frequent the Church of God j and there without any Moleftation offer up their 
Prayers unto him. But others that had not yet tafted the fweetnefs of Divine 
Knowledge,he commanded that on the Lords day they lhould go into the Fields, 
belonging to the Suburbs of the City where they lhould meet, and joyn together * 

in Prayer to God : For he faid that they ought not only toufe their Spears, or 
put their confidence in Weapons or ft rengthot Body, but to acknowledge God 
to be the giver, and as of all other things, fo of Viftory j to whom with Hearts 
and Hands lifted up to Heaven, we ought to render due Praife and Prayer, to 
befeech him who is the giver of Yiftories, to Keep, Proteft and Defend us. He 
preferibed alfo to his Souldiers a certain Form of Prayer in Latin, which he 
commanded them toufe after this manner. We acknowledge thee the only • 

God, ive confefs thee to be our King ; we invoke thee as our helper ; by thee we have 
obtained Victories, by thee we have overcome our Enemies , from thee we enjoy our 
PrefcribM a p re f ent Happynefs , And hope we Jha 3 obtain one that is to come, we all become thy 
Sfcdby t hi| be Suppliants,befeeching thee to preferve long ourEmperourConRuntinefafe andViftori- 
jouldier.. 0 us, with his hopeful Progeny. This Form of Prayer he commanded his Souldiers 
toufe on Sundays, and in their daily Devotions ; (c) caufing alfo the Sign of the. 

Crofs to be Ingraven upon their Armour , andtg.be carried before the Army, 
which it was to follow, and not any Golden Standard as formerly. And he not 
only fent this Edift for obfervationofthe Lords Day to all Governours of Pro¬ 
vinces, but alfo for (d) keeping fuch Holydays as were Confecrated to the Memo- (d) idem. «•- 
ry of the Martyrs; and for the folemn obfervation of the Feafts of the Church , bid - 23 ‘ 
all which was performed according to the Emperours Commands. 

i?. This Year he alfo publiihed a O) Conftitution againft Witches , Inchant-

Churches. But he feemeth in the latter end of this Year, to have pulled down 
tome of the Buildings he had raifed, by another Conftitution Qd) or Refcript to (d) 
Maximus Prafeft of the City, whereby then refiding at Sardica , he commanded *• * p ^ 4n - 
By a the Arufpices or Saothfayers to be Confulted about fome Prodigies that had lately 
he confer happened, and permitted this to be done publickly by all others, a Faft unwor- 
«he arufpices thy of a Chriftian Emperour, efpeciallyfo Zealous as he feemed to be, for it’s 
tote confuit- one thing to Conn i ve at a fault, which there is not fufficient power and opportuni¬ 
ty to punifli, and another to reftore an unlawful Cuftom formerly prohibited, 
and to Eftablilh Iniquity by a Law. Hence Zozimus might be fo bold as' to 
aflert that Conflantine till this time although againft his will, to pleafe the Se¬ 
nate followed the Pagan Superffition. 

14: That this his Aflertion is falfe, the former Laws fufficiently declare, and 
not only our own Hiftorians. Yet hence take occafion to obferve that Cohflan- 
tine by reafonof difficulty and importance of the thing, was Conftrained to Aft 
with-great care and Circgmlpeftion, both towards the Senate as yet Fagan for 
the moft part, and the People,; and fo to have obferved his own Religion as in 
fo tickliffia time; not to undo allby once doing,but infinuating things by degrees, 
as the publick Affairs andExigence oftimes wouldComport, to have conftrajned 
none ; to his own ^though beft) ; way, and proceeded .but flowly and wanly in 
overthrowing Idolatry, as we fhall farther fee; hereafter. However fome Writers 
out;qftheir own Zeal ipagnifie what ^hey;tliemfelves defired,. meafurihjg.hm.

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Politicians (even in a Chriftian Sence} by their Panegyrical Flourishes, extoU 
that for zeal, which had it been practiced might through the unfeafonable ap¬ 
plication, proved the overthrow of that they moft defired lhould be eftablilh- 
cd. 

i S'- By their precipitancy and imprudence (as in fuch Cafes Princes never 
want thofe about them of fuch Temper,and would beat their Journeys ende’re they 
can well fet out ) might the Emperour be brought to do what he might be tem¬ 
pted afterwards to recall,and thereby both Sin in Eftablifliing that by a Law, which 
it might have been no Sin to permit with forrow, when he could not hinder it .- 
As alfo difcourage Profeflors, and call a great blemilh upon Religion ; or elle not 
only venture the overthrow of Religion, and reducing it to its former affli&ed 
Condition, but endanger his Crown and Dignity by Seditions. For the occafion 
of this Refcript, appeareth to have been a great fufpicion the Pagans had, that 
The occafion by degrees he would Eradicate their Superftition j becaufe about a Year a go 
ereo • he had the fecond time written againft Aruf pices , which exerciled their Art in 

E rivate Houfes. Leaving them to be accordingly Alarmed, hereby it is pro- 
able that by an Infurredtionor fome dangerous attempt, he recalled what he 
had formerly done, and eftablilhed the thing he prohibited. For as (x) one (*) a»•«/. 
obferveth, feeing that in this Refcript he declareth that all have Liberty to fol- 
low that way ofDivination, fo they abftain from private Superftition and Do- A ‘ D ' 2 22 « 
meftick Sacrifices; he plainly fignifieth that by fome other Edift he had pro¬ 
hibited the publick Exercife of Arufpicina , which it feems had wonderfully in- 
cenfed the Pagans and excited them to Seditious Attempts, the Arufpicina being 
ofvaft Efteem and Authority at Rome, as it is evident from the Law of the iz (*)*/,,-

L,n r * t j ie Luftra (Luftrorum Sacrificia) are not to be meant the Luftrations of private^' 
and common Solemnities, properly fo called and Celebrated on certain da ys 
per thereunto, neither fuch as Fathers of Families made in their Corn Fields, 
that thefe Calamities, Mors labes nubula impetigo pefeft as (or Peftilence) - which & uttrua. 
were moft proper Terms as (/) Feftus witnefleth to thefe fortsof Solemnities 
might be prevented, as in an old Ruftick(c) Calender it’s , found Written, in f c ZmZu,>- 
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the Month of May, Segetes Luftrantur, and in that of April, Oves Luftrantur. 

Neither are in this place, to be underftood the Luftra., which were wont to be 
Celebrated at RomIyy the Cenfors-, after the Cenfus of Citizens was made by a 
Sacrifice of the Suonetaurilia ; for they had ceafed long ago, as appeareth by 
what Cenforinus writeth in his Book de Die Natali ; at winch time the Office oi 
Cenfors alfo Ceafed, which fome endeavoured, though m vain, to re-eftablilh. 

18. By the Sacrifices of Luftra,here are meant Publick and Solemn Luftrations, 
which were Celebrated about the Pomarium of the City and the Fields, m a 
Proce/fion called Amburbia and Amlurvalis : The Beafts to be Sacrificed, being 
led about with certain Verfes uttered in a Set and Solemn Feaft-day ; thefe were 
Solemnized upon feveral Occafions, as for the Frunfulnefs of the Earth, and Plenty 
of Grain: upon infpeftion of the Sybiline Books, and a Lellifterntum made for 
the procurement of the Peace of the Gods, as it was termed, or upon Threats 
of great Dangers, for Defence of the Country againft Foreign Enemies ; m 
which Solemnities there was a Luftration by intervention of a Torch Sulphur, 

and Water, and Water was fprinkled according to TertuUian ; of this fort Anci¬ 
ently were the Arm,luftra, whereby the Army in the Campus Marttus was 
Luftrated by Sacrifice, as were Navies, Temples, Altars, and Pipes called Tuba., 
whence came the word called Tubiluftria , concerning which the Teftimomes of the 
Antients are very obvious. . „ . „ , . „ 

1 a. That this Conftitution not only refpefteth fuch Luftra as were made againft 
the Plague, or for benefit of the Villages; but alfo lor Viftory againft an 
Enemy, the Charafterifm of the Date of it feemeth fufficiently to Witnefs. 

For this feme Year,' and the Confullhip of Severus and Rufinas, the Goths made 
The Go- an Incurfion into the Empire, and wafted Thrace and Mafia, whom Conftantine 
thick fports Repulfed, and thence were Celebrated the Gothick Sports, whereof Porphyry in 
W—his Panegyrick, Ancient Coins, and other things written concerning thofe Times. 

bear mention, as the Calender called Calendarium Hemagianum, the Author of 
Conftan tine's Life,and an Anonymous of Sirmundus or Valefius. Now the Pagans 
thought they could more eafily force Chriftians to thole Solemnities, becaufe 
they were Celebrated without the more Superfluous Rites and Ceremonies; 
as perhaps without mutations of the Vittima, and Circumduftions a ready abo¬ 
lilhed, neither Sacrifices of the Ho ft ice (for it is requifitc to exprefs thofe things 
in their proper Latin Terms') fo that it feemed not fo clear, but that Chriftians, 
without wounding their Confciences, might be prefent at them : And the 
publick Profit was pretended, as the welfare of the Prince and Empire; in which 
cafe to them, as Apuleius faith in his firft Apology, nothing feemed Cn-

And infom. their Opinion, before the making of this Law ; by.giving way to thofe Spells and

The Learned Gorhifred doth not doubt,feeing he Abrogated the ufe ottbe Arufpi.d 
cina, which he had formerly Tolerated as we have leen under pretence there¬ 
fore of publick Safety, elpecially the Gentiles believed that Chriftians were ug.jeiu. 6 s. 
to be Compelled to the Sacrifices of the Luftra , Old Cuftoms and Rites uled 
by Anceftors Time out of mind, carrying ever a great lhew of Reafon, if 
meant out of Devotion to Prince and Commonwealth; which pretence Theodo- 
fius Junior Condemned by a Conftitution, concerning the obiervation of the ^ ^ ^ 

Lords-day, as we lhall fee in due time and place. So that the Pagans otyefted i.^muico 
to Chriftians Impiety and Irreverence towards their Prince and Country, who •*. 
on the other fide refufed to joyn in this Solemnity, or be defiled by Idolatry ; 
rejeftingCommunion in all fuch Cafes, however fuch things were covered by a 
fpecious Pretence of the Publick Safety; whence the Calumny oft Zozmus ap- 
pearethmanifeft, who writes that Innocent Biffiop of Rome, m the Time of Ho- 
norius amongft fuch Fears and Dangers as were then great, becaufe of the Go- 
thick War, contented to certain Pagan Rites for defence of the Empuj pre¬ 
ferring the Publick Safety, faith he, before known opinion. And liketo this is his 
other flander of Conftantine himfelf, who he faith till this tune gave Credit to the, 

Aruf pices though a Chriftian. But by thofe Slanders of Zozmus wc may learn 
that the true and proper Judgment of.Chriftians;was to abftain from Communion

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2.1. But it’s made a queftion who they were that the Gentiles would compel 
were that were tothofe Solemnities, and confequently whom the Emperour profess from their 
protected by violence by this Law.

But who can believe that Ecclefiaftical Perfons are barely meant, or that they only 
reje&ed Communication in thofe Sacrifices, and not alfo the reft of the Chrifti¬ 
ans ? The general Inhibition of the Law fufficiently declares it, which takes care 
that no fuch be compelled to the Rite of a ftrange Superftition , who ferve the 
moft Holy Law, wherefore the Phrafes Catholicee Seda fervientes , and Sanftijfima 
legi Servientes, are fuch as Imbraced the Chriftian Faith and lived accordingly, 
not fuch only as Miniftred in SacredOffices.But Conftantine by a great Penalty pro¬ 
hibits this Diforder, viz. by beating them with Clubs, if of vile condition, or 
impofing on them an heavy Fine, if Noble, which Ihould Iflue to the Publick 
not to the Exchequer , but the publick Treajury of the Cities concerned , as this c .ib.iun* 
fame Emperour allotted another Fine two Years after j and then the Cities, * 
of Italy muft here be meant, wherein Helpidius was Prcefettus pratorio, to whom 1 
the Law is Infcribed. 

22. Hereby may both the Mind of Conftantine and the Difcipline of that Age 
be fully difeovered ; there being Canons alfo made at Ancyra, by a Council

24. But the main obje&ed in this Argument, and that which requires a ferious 
ferutiny in this matter of Reformation is, that Conftantine as alio his Succeffors 
Valentinian, Valenst and Gratian for fome time bore the Title of Pontifex Maxi¬ 
mus, and therefore neither efteemed a Pagan Name, nor imployment unfitting for 
And that him. For this Accufation Zozimus is brought as a Witnefs,who’Writes(V} fo much (•) +• 

fndhisSucccf- f n exprefs words,with whom accords (F) Baronius in his Annals, though formerly 7 ^' a 7 / 1 ' 
Tors wercTi- in his Notes on the Roman Martirology, he gave him the lye as to this particu- 
led Pontifex Jar. And morereafonhe had fotodo, then at length thus to pafs over to his ' 
laximm. Party, that Hiftorian having neither any probable Author or Ground for his Afler- 
tion, he himfelf confeffing that he had not this Fable from any Creditable Perlbn, 
but taken it upon hear-lay and common Difcourfe, then which nothing is more 
vain and uncertain. Then what a worthy Author Zozimus is,- how much to be 
Credited in fuch Cafes we may fee, both by his inveterate hatred to Chriftianity? 
moved-where with he wrought his Book, which is fluffed with fuch Fables and 
Calumnies againft Chriftian Emperours, and others of that Religion, efpecially 
Conftantine and Gratian , becaufe he began the Reformation , and this Emperour 
more effequally inforced it by flopping the allowance formerly given to Super¬ 
ftitious Ceremonies, the Stipends allowed to Priefts, deftroying the Altar of 
Victory, and other Portentous Images, as St. Ambrofs, St. Hierome and Symma- 
■chus do Teftifie. 

25-. Yet could it be granted that Zozimus was not at all guilty of Spleen and 
Malice, how can he be Credited who fo palpably Erred in a matter of greateft 
Concernment ? Concerning Gracian, Writing that for fear of Maximus the Ty¬ 
rant 
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fartt; having palled the Alps, Rhetia, Novicum, Pannonia into the upper Myfia, 

Both which j ie was fl a i n at singidunum, whereas other Hiftorians unanimoufly agree that ’ be- 
4rC toL ently ing worfted near Paris, he fled and was Slain about Lyons. Farther if we Con- 
conut fuft other Writers, a deep filence there is, not one word of this Story of the Pon¬ 
tificate which Zozimus tells us, but in a matter of fuch Moment, who can ima¬ 
gine they Ihould fay nothing? Would Pagan Writers, efpecially the Paneg.yrifts, 
whereof thofe Times were Fruitful, have omitted this Title fo great, fo plaufible, 
when they Extol Chriftian Emperours to the Skies , and pafs not over things of 
flight confequence ? On the other fide would the Fathers and Eccldfiaftical Wri¬ 
ters have omitted to reprehend them for fo fcaindalous an Office and Title;'who 
are not went tadifleniblelefler Faults of Princes ?-Or who: can think that by 
Hereticks, or one or another, this would not have been laid toitheir Charge ?r ' . 

From the Then if we look on the Conftitutions of thofe Chriftian 'Princes,: their 

conations Coyns and Medals, as alfo fueh'Irifcriptions as are not Falfified, there’s nothing 
ind rcT^Kan * n t ^ em t ^ lat the leaft pretence to this Aflertion, although by them, efpeci- , 

Princes. 1 " ally the Titles of Emperours be largely fet out. If we confider their minds and- 
Inclinatioris, we fhall find that by various Conftitutions, they endeavour ed to 
Eradicate Paganifm out of the minds of their Subje&s, as the Times and necefiity 
of Aflairs would permit, forbiding to all Chriftians Communion with 
the Gentiles, in their Superftitious Rites ; how then could they themfelves pra¬ 
ctice what they difapproved in others ? and by ill examples Enervate their own 
Laws? Ecclefiaftical VVriters as'a~)Theodoret and ft Sozomenus note it in Julian as (a) ub. 3. 
anew thing, that he called himfelf Pontifex Maximus , as he alfo-ftiles himfelfin cap f h f Li i, f 
a Cc ) Fragment yet extant, not to mention Infcriptions where this Title is found. 

Thefe things feem fufficiently to Convidt Zozimus of Calumny and Falfliood, 

as to his Aflertion that thofe Chriftian Princes affirmed this Title. As for what ' c ' tas ' s * ’ 

he adds that Gratian rejefted it, who can believe that fo memorable a thing would 

have been utterly forgot, or never mentioned by Chriftian VVriters, who are. 

ready enough to give Commendations where due, as mightily extoll the Piety and 

Chriftian Zeal of Gratian, efpecially St. Ambrnfe and Aufonius $ then the dift- 

anceof place makes againft this Aflertion. For if the Pontifical Habit was ob- 

ferved to Gratian, by the inferiour Pontifices, and prefently rejected by him, 

then muft this have been done at Rome, where they refided and where we do not 

Read that Gratian ever came. 

27. Notwithftanding fome there are who go about to gain Credit to Zozimus 
liis Story, being willing to believe that Gratian firft rejected this Title, and for 
this reafon you muft know, becaufe the Bifliops of Rome then began to Challenge 
it as their du e,Baronius a mainStickler for it in hisAnnals,though of another mind in 
his Notes upon the Martyrology , brings his firft Teftimony out of Aufonius , 
whence he will make in his return of thanks to call Gratian, Pontifex Maximus. 

But this faith Gothofred, is faid gratis. For in two Places a' indeed Aufonius ( a )cap. J0 . 
equalleth Gratian with a Pontifex Maximus, but for his Religion and Chaftity &ea. 
as he plainly exprefleth it. And in a (jb) third he calleth him Pontifex Maximus, 
but by a certain allufion in refpeft of the Old Pontifical Comitia, to whicRGra-/**. 18. P- 
tian by Letters feemed to allude. The Second Teftimony he fetcheth from An¬ 

cient Infcriptions ,* wherein befides other Titles of Emperours, this of Pontifex 
Maximus is found, and he inftanceth in feveral, to be met with in the Collection 
of Infcriptions, by Graterus. Great heed is indeed to be given to ancient In¬ 
fcriptions j but we muft alfo confider that in them thefe Emperours afliime not 
that Title to themfelves, but it’s given them by others, viz. The Superftitious 
Romans and Italians , as Pagans in this Age; Sacrifices who made Inlpe&ionsin¬ 
to the Entrails of Beads ; for Chriftian Emperors (^who certainly approved no 
fuch things) as we have hinted formerly from (c) Ammianus. And we muft (t) ub. *. 
further know that fome of thofe Infcriptions, had been formerly made for Pagan 
Emperours, whofe Names being Erafed, afterward thofe of Chriftian Emperours 
were Ingraven in their places. 

2.8. This is evident from an (Vj lnfcription belonging to Conftantine, and taken 
notice of by [bf Barcnius himfelf, wherein in a Marble at Rome is read, Magno A.D.ist, 
& InviCto Imp. Ceef C. val.AurelioConftantinoPio, Fel. Invifto, Aug. Pont if. 

Max. Trib. Potefl. Cos. III. PP. Proc. D. N. Corpus Coriariorum&c. That this In¬ 
scription firft belonged to fome Pagan Prince,is evident becaufe in the left fide of the 
fame Bafis are alfo read Dedicata Kal. Jan. DD. NISI. Diocletiano III. & Maximini- 
ano Coff. For thisConfullhip was before the time of Conftantine as is moft clear 
to all, and his Name afterwards inferted; for there are C. Val.AureU Which 
C Pranomina 
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Pranomina never belongedto him, his Pnenomenbtmg Flavius, but are proper 
to Maximianus , not Diocle(tan as Baronins imagined. This change of Names 
is alfo found in Money which was damped anew with the Name of another 
Prince, and was ufed alfo in Statues and Images, which were made to ferve for 
the Honour of another Perfon, their Heads or Titles being changed, as Gothofred 
obferves, and is clear from many Witnefles. 

29. So weak are the Teftimonics brought by Baronins and Morinus t (a) who 
follows him herein j of no greater ftrength are their Arguments. They believe-^ 4 
that Chriftian Princes referved this Title, and might lawfully do it, without 
any Spot flicking on them from the Ceremonies, for the amplitude of Power 
therein contained; not out of love to Superftition, but for prefervation of their 
Authority, without the Crime of Idolatry; not to perform any Ceremonies, but 
for the maintenance of their Prerogative. They urge, that without this Title, 
the Emperours Ihould have been as no body, for that the Senate and People of 

. Rome, would have prefently Conlpired againft him, as one who was not a Fol¬ 
lower of the Religion of their Anceftors and Country. That the Authority of 
this Pontifex, was moft ample above the Confuls, and therefore feemed neceflary 
to the Emperours, that thereby they might, as by the chiefeft Point of Religion, 
curb and reftrain the Senate, which was often refra&ory towards Princes: and it 
leemed more neceflary to them, as Chriftians, who might well perceive they 
reigned againft the mind of the Senate; and by their Religion, railed the Envy 
and Malice of the Gentiles againft them. 

30. But to Divines this we leave to be difeufied, whether it were an innocent 
Myftery of State only, or a Crime; and whether Chriftian Princes could, with 
a fafe Confidence, and without Idolatry or Superftition, envy the Title and 
Office of Pontifex Maximus . Concerning the neceffity and utility of this So- 
phifm, it is not amifs to fay fomething. It is true that the old Pagan Emperours 
aflumed this Title, as a ftrengthening of their Powers, fo that they themfelves, 
fomerimes, performed the Ceremonies, and indeed exercifed the Fundion of a 
Pontifex., as iji) Domitian, (h') Adrian , and (y) Alexander Severus. Yet for (*)pu m .l v 
the imbracing of this Title, which could not poffibly be feparated from a mixture <?• n. 

of Pagan Superftition, there was no neceffity for Chriftian Princes, as if other- 
wife they could not be fecure; feeing that then at Rome, their Party became daily )'umpri* 
ftrangers, and Pagan Superftition daily decreafed, which by the omiffion of fuch P- 1l8, 
a thing, could not gather much advantage, the Pagan Superftition being re- 
ftrained, and the Imperial Power confirmed, fo that the Senate and People from 
Conftantine, looked on them as Protestors of the City, and Authors of Peace 
and Quietnefs, receiving them gladly, and celebrating their Praifes with all forts 
of Pomp and Commendations; being permitted to enjoy fome of their Follies, 
left too great ftridtnefs and feverity fhould raife fuch a Tempeft,as could not eafily 
be difpelled, though by degrees a Reformation might be tolerated. 

31. As for Conftantine, could he take the name of Pontifex, a Pagan Title; 

(who (as the Author of his Life falfely heretofore thought to be Eufehim , 
witnefleth) profefled himfelf Bifhop, 'ilea, or thole that are without) cer¬ 
tainly it finally agreed with thofe Conftitutions that were made againft the 
Sacrifice of the Luftra, and his negle&ing the Secular Games. Baronius addeth 
that the Chriftian Biihops granted thefe Emperours Power to afiume that 
Title, but whereby doth this appear ? Becaufe they do not blame them upon 
this accounr, as for feveral other things; but it may juftly be Argued on the 
contrary, that this was never done by Chriftian Emperours, becaufe we do not 
find them, upon this account. Chidden by the Fathers, who are not wanting 
to reprehend them for lefler Faults. For that which Baronins urgeth as his 
greateft force, that Chriftian Emperours did not, as Pagans, afturne the Robe 
and Title of Pontifex Maximus, being not initiated as others were, by drinking 
Bulls Blood, and otherwife, nor by Sacrificing to Jupiter Olympias, or other gods, 

(which had been an open Apoftacy from Chriftian Religion, and not to he 
covered or diflembled by any pretext) but only as Zozimus faith, that receiving 
the Robe, he ufed alfo the Title. But Zozimus his meaning is, not only the 
Habit and Title was aflumed, but he mentions the Habit, as the Enfign of the 
Pontificate, as Princes by receiving the Purple, took on them alfo Imperial 
Power. 

32. However, we mean not here the moft hainous Crime of Apoftacy 
([although Baronins obje&s that alfo to Conftantine very ftrangely) nor inquire 
into the moft wicked ad of Superftition that could be thought; from which 
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Baronius would endeavour to clear the afliimifig of this Title. But Superfti¬ 
tion he rauft be guilty of, had fie aflumed it; -neither can one be accounted free 
from Idolatry, that is not guilty of the higheft Crime of that nature, that doth 
not Sacrifice himfelf, or incourage that abominable Rite by his Authority 
Although a Prince ufed only the Habit and Title in Baronins his Senfe yet con 
fider ferioufly what this Habit was ; a Pontifical and Prieftly Stole, h&duti stKfr 
as Zozimus calls it, a Sacred Veftment, Sacerdotal and Pagan Ornament • a 
painted Robe, not with any Hiftory out of the Gofpel; doubtlefs as Afterius 
writes, the Clothes of Rich Men in Cappadocia, in his time, were wont to be 
neither wrought with the Images of Emperours as that Tralea or Palmata 
was, which Gratian fent to Aufonins, when he had defigned him Conful 
but were wrought and painted after the Pagan Fafoion, fuch as was Myftical* 
and fetch as rhe Pontifex Maximus received from the hand of Meriour Para* 

Pontifices as Zozimus witnefleth, which for a Chriftian to put on, was counted 
wickednels by Gratian, as that Pagan Author relates. 

33. What account is to be made of Zozimus his Story, and the defence of 
Baronius, we may perceive by thofe things, both who make this Title to have 
cealedm Gratian. But there are fome that proceed farther, and will have the 
Title of Pontifex Maximus ufed by Princes after his time, which they would 
prove from an Edidt of Vdentinian and Marcian , inferted into the third Acftion of 
the Council of Chalcedon , wherein thefe Emperours are called Pontifices Inclyti • 

lo the Edition (a) of Colain, and fuch as have been printed from it: But that (a) p. a,* 
thisis falfe, appears from the (J) Greek Copies, wherein no fuch matter appears (b) p. 4+ i'

34. From all that has been faid, it appears that Conftantine, though the 
Year foregoing he had permitted the ufe of Amfpicina to the Pagans, yet neither 
allowed Communion with them in himfelf nor other Chriftians, but dis¬ 
approved of whatsoever carried Superftition or Paganifm with it in fhew of 
.title. As for fuch things as had been Inftituted by the Gentiles, yet in their

kind of Oath they witnefled that the thing was as true and certain, as they 
defired the Safety and Profperity of the Emperour. 

26. But (to return to our Profecution of fuch particular A&s of Conftantine, 
as refpe&ed the Reformation) our Emperour, in the Twentieth of his Reign, by 
an (a ) Edift, commanded the bloudy Combating of Gladiators to be taken 
away, willing, that (uch as for Offences committed againft the Laws, had been 
wont to be fubjedted to fuch Conflicts, fhould be condemned to the Mines ; 
although the Times were fuch, that this Exercife could not prefently be abolifhed, 
continuing a long time, but a? length it was quite taken away, upon what 
occafion we fhall fee hereafter. The Punifliment of Malefactors by the Crofs, 
he alfo forbid, as ( 1 ) Sozomenus tells us, who addeth, that he caufed his Image W 
upon Coins or in Pictures to be done with a Crofs; as the Lance he was wont . 
to ufe in Battel, fomefay (c) he caufed to be falhioned into the Form of a 
Crofs, which being left to his Succeffors, defeended as low as Henry the Em- * * * 


perour, and his Son Otho. . 

57. After the Celebration of the Nicene Council, which was m the lame 
He farther Year, the former EdiCl was made, he more vigoroufly profecuted Idolatry, 

Profecutcsido- he conftrained no Idolaters, as we faid, to his own Religion, but only 

aroying'their exhorted and fought to turn them by gentle means. Eurapius Sardianus com- 
Tempies. plains that he overturned the moft Famous Temples in the whole World, and 
every where ereCted Chriftian Structures. That this was done prefently after 
the Council of Nice ; Eufebius , or the (a) Author of bis Life teftifies, as alio 
Socrates. The former tells us, that fome of the Pagan Temples, were, by his 
command, untiled, and the Gates pulled down; others were quitedemoliffied, 
and the Tiles and Timber carried away. And fome Graven Images, which the 
Heathens had of a long time ignorantly adored, were ereCted in the Market¬ 
place of Constantinople as opprobious Spectacles. Here Pytbius was placed 
And removing there Smintbius, in the Cirque the Tripos of Delphos , and the Heliconian Mules 
their images. j n ^ p a i ace Having once refolved, he thought not fit to effect his Inten¬ 
tions by any hoftile Violence, but making choice of certain trufty and ap¬ 
proved Perfons, lent them into all Places to fupprefs their inveterate and anci¬ 
ently received Errors. This they did, which muft be underftood in parr, and 
as the times would give leave, for all Idolatry was not abohlhed, nor all Pagan 
Temples broken down a long time after. 

38. But mention being made by the forecited Writers of Constantinople , 
how Images were in derifion eredied in the Forum of it, we muft not forget to 
fignifie, that the Reformation of Religion gave occafion to the building of that 
City, if Zozimus may be believed. He writeth, that a certain Feftival-day 
being come, wherein it was the Cuftom for the Army to afeend into the

Whofe example Conftantinus Porphyrogenneta imitating, that amongft Chriftians 
there fhould no difference be accounted betwixt a Concubine and an Whore; 
and that it fhould not be lawful for any Chriftian to have one, as Harmc* ' ' ' ■' 

nopulus witneffetfe. 
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2 o. Conftantine his new City being perfected, was a great Monument and Tefti- 
mony of the Reformation. For he (a) purged it from all Superftition and 
Idolatry, fo that no where therein were Statues of Idols in their Temples, C9 „y ./. 3lft4?4 
nor Altars defiled by the Blood of impure Sacrifices, nor Feafts of Devils cele¬ 
brated. St. Auguftine (i) reckoning up the feveral parts of Conftantine ’s Feli- 
city; amongft other Accounts this not the leaft, That God granted his defires 
Adoms us in building a City, which fhould be as the equal or Daughter of Rome, but 
n « built city w i t hout any Temple or Image of Devils. He Adorned it with many Churches, 

•* a ‘ verS whereof one was called the Church (c)of the Apoftles-, another of Fence, being , 

alfo called Sapience ; and another (d) built without the City, and named Michae- ' (j . ozome . 
Hum , in memory of St. Michael the Archangel , who is faid, there to have *«*,/.*.*. 
appeared; befides others mentioned by (e)Nicephorus ; all which he took care fhould JQ W 
be well furnifhed with Books, the charge of which Work, he impofed on Eufebius 
Bifhop of Ccefarea by this Letter. 

40. Seeing fa) that by God's Divine Providence , a great multitude of People 

in this City , ivbich is called after me Conftantinople, have devoted themfelves f . yo . 
to the true Church ; it is fit, that as their number increafeth , fo more Churches 
Fmnifliing Should be eretted. Know therefore , that roe thought it necefary to fignifie to 
tUm with your Wifdom, that you Jhould provide fifty Church Books , containing thofe parts 
Becks. o f g cr ip ture w hich you think moft ufeful and profitable to the Church , and moft 
portable , being fairly and legibly writ in fmooth Parchment. And we, out of 
gracious Clemency, have Jent our Letters to the Governor of your Province, 
to furnifb you with all things necejfary for the charge thereof ;' you ought only 
to take care the Books be written with all fpeed. And we give you Power and 
Authority, by thefe our prefent Letters, to take up two Waggons for carriage of 
the Books. Moreover , when they are fairly written , 1 would have them brought 
to me by a Minifter delegated to that purpofe out of your Church , whom when 
he comes, we will reward. God keep and prejerve you dear Brother. The 
Emperours command was fpeedily performed, fo that we lent him,- faith our 
Author, fifty Books curioufly written in Parchment, as may appear by his 
Letters of Anfwer, wherein he fignified his joy and gladnefs when he heard 
that Conftantia (formerly called Gaza in PalefTme, but upon this change, named 
by him after his Sifter) was Converted from Idolatrous Superftition, to the true 
Religion. 

41. But not only at Conftantinople, but in Italy , at Rome, and throughout the 
Empire, great was* his Magnificence in the building and endowing of Churches, 
concerning which, a Book was written, which Anaftafius the Vatican Library 

' keeper publifhed out of it; feveral are mentioned by the Author of his Life, 
and other Writers. He commanded one to be built in the very place where 
Saviour’s Sepulchre was, which the Heathens endeavouring to deface, had 
cor^Saviour’s there built a Chappel to Venus. Vaft was the Magnificence of this Gfiurch, as 
sepulchre. it is deferibed in his (4) Life; wherein are alfo mentioned others built at 
With feveral (fi) Betblcm , and on the Mount of Olives, at (c~) Nicomedia , and otheFCieies; (bj c . M0 . 4 ». 
others in divers one at the {d) Oak of Mambre , where it was thought our Saviour appeared (c) c. 4 p.

Image of Venus. Others fpeak of the f/) ftately Church from the former )/; Utu . 
called Conftantiniana, but more commonly Saviour & at Rome, below his Palace syMn *pu* 
on Mount Ccelius , having before caufed to be built a more ftately one at the p* ’ 
Confeffion of St. Peter, where he himfelf firft opened the Ground, and in ' * 5 
memory of the Twelve Apoflles, bore upon his fhoulders fo many Burthens 
of Earth; as Vejpafian had formerly done, at the re-edifying of the Capitol. 

Many, befides thefe, were raifed in Italy, Gaff, and other Parts, fo Manifieently 
built, fplendidly furnifhed, and plentifully endowed, that Pagan Hiftorians 
hence accufe him of immenfe Profufenefs, and extravagant Budding - of unpro¬ 
fitable Places. 

His Abfti. 42- Yet notwithftanding thefe vaft Expences, fuch was the Abfhnence both 
Mm* in not of him and feveral his Succeffors, that having the Wealth of the Idol-Temples 
*he wtfith'jlf i° their Power, though fuch a thing might have been done upon a-Religious 
the idol Ten*- account, and to make amends for all the Injuries and Lofles the Chriftians .had 
pie* near Hem,, fuftained from the Pagans, for above three hundred Years, they abftained from it 
at Rome 1 although in the laft, where the Influence of rhe Senate was hot-fo 
great, fometimes Conftantine, as he juftly might make bold with it* as the 
Author (a) of his Life writes concerning Golden Images which he caufed to 
be melted, and referved the Mettal to his own ufe. Such alfo was his Modefty, 

that 
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(fn° dC his t ^ at though he had Eredted fo many Monuments of his Glory, yet upon 
Nametobecn- none °f them was his Name ingraved, contemning that which moft of his 
graven on any Predeceflors had fo earneilly thirfted after, of whom Trajan , though accounted 
Buiiding" CW the heft, caufed his Name to ^e affixed to all his publick Works, fo that 
Conftantine facetioufly and wittily called him herba parietina , as Aurelias 
Viilor tells us. 

4$. Such was Conftantine' s Care and Colt for the publick Worfhip. For 
Heencoura-the encouragement of private Perfons, we read, (a) that (befides what we (») au 
ffdVfot thofc * iave formerly mentioned ) he Ordained, that fuch Sons or Slaves that were ji^ riuii 
that turn born in Superftition, ffiould not be forced to keep to it againft their minds: 
chridians. that Maintenance out of the Exchequer was plentifully allotted to fuch as 
turned Chriftians: in the firft place a white Garment for Baptifm, and twenty 
Solidi were allowed, provided (you mud know) that they brought for their 
admittance, a Ticket from the Biffiop of Rome. (£) Nicephorus writes, that W^x}*. 
in one year at Rome , were Baptized above twelve Men, befides Women and 
Children. In the former Treatife is found, that Conftantine at the fame time 
Andexhorrs in the'Z/lpian Palace, made an Oration to the Roman Senate and People, ‘ Con- 
bra« en i c °* cer °fog the Faith of Chrift to be imbraced by all, leaving yet a free choice to 
of*Chrift. Fa ' th * ever y oae > what Religion they would cleave to ; but declaring, that they 
* were more acceptable that turned Chriftians. To the fame purpofe he publiffied 
an Edi<ft, which we have exemplified in his. (c) Life, directed as well to the (c)l. 2. h? . 
Princes of the Eaft, as thofe of the Weft, wherein he aflerts the truth of &c - 
divers Arguments firft, and then invites all to imbrace it, declaring that none 
Ihould be forced, but received if coming on their own accord, and permitting 
others to frequent the Temples of their Idols, and ufe their Rites. From 
which it appears that fuch are miftaken, who ftippofe that all Temples were 
ffiut up, and their Ceremonies baniihed utterly, Specially in Italy % and thofe 
places where the Roman Senate had the moft Influence. Yet did he forbid fuch 
Magiftrates, publickly to Sacrifice to Idols, as were chofen from amongft the 
Pagans; by a Law prohibited Divinations, and Commanded, as we have faid. 

Churches to be built, as he had given example at Rowe, larger than ever. 

44. We muft alfo account the Munificence of Conftantinef which he ffiewed 
towards his new Citizens of Conftantinople ; not only an incouragement to fuch 
as ffiould inhabit that City, but alfo to the Profeffion of Religion, if we con- 
fider the reafon alledged by Zozimus for the founding of it, and the great care the 
Emperour took to have it clear from Idolatry, making it a # Chriftian Colony, 

He gives and the firft Chriftian City (univerfally fuch) throughout*the Empire. Firft 
Inhabitant of o[ a11 be beftowed. Bread ( aj on fuch as had Houfes at Conftantinople , which 
cmfiAMimfie. Roaves were called ( b ) Palatine. Others (c) he afligned to Souldiers that 

alfo had- Adorned the City with Buildings. And other Loaves (jd) that year * (bfi.'eidem 
wherein ht was Conful, he caufed every day to be diftributed to the common 1 lz - & 
fort, to which he added Wine, Flelh, and Oil, as Saidas (ej tells us, which t 
was. obferved for many years. (/) One fays he dayly beftowed on the Poor (A)Dta>m 
eighty thoufand Loaves, t'g) another eighty thoufand Modii of Wheat. This . 
Bread was courfe, weighing two Ounces and an half. But Valentinian gave it ‘ 

pure weighing fix Ounces, and the allowance was increafed afterward, both by CO Mtt *- 
Uft) Tbeodofius the Great, and (i) Marcian. For the diftributing of it, Scaffolds 
were ere&ed in many places, to which the Poor afeended by Steps. For one *rcf>»conj!an- 
" only place being not capable of fuch a vaft Multitude, one hundred and feven* 

teen Marble Stairs or Steps throughout the fourteen Regions of Conftantinople %]cjhLs. 
were made, as we find in the Ancient Defcription or Survey of that City fd c - Th - 
placed before the Notitia, whence this Bread was termed gradilis , it being un- l ’^ nult ' 
lawful for any to receive it, but on the Stairs according to aflignmenr. 

4 ?- For to every Tribe certain Stairs were afligned, which it was unlawful 
to change; the Officials of the Prafettus Annonte , to whom («) the cafe of 
this diftribution was committed, ftridtly looking into it. Thefe Loaves are 
sailed Civiles, becaufe they were beftowed on Cives, or Citizens in diftin&ion, 
from the Palatine, and others that were given to certain Schools or Academies 
of War: this Annona or Provifion was alfo called (i) Popularis and Civica. The Yb)iv «»#«». 
fame fort of Liberality, but not in fuch a meafore, had Trajan ffiown at Rome,?™!; %£ im 
allowing Food to (c) twelve thoufand Boys and Girls, of which Aurelian in- Panigyriu. 
creafed the number, as Vopifcus faith; whereupon in moft of the Coins of 
T r ajan and Hadrian, thele Stairs are feen, by which the People afeended to 
receive Bread, on the top whereof is feen a Scribe, and another with a Badge 
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of diftinftion, who diftributed the Loaves. At firft this Allowance could 
neither be alienated, nor transferred from one to another; but afterwards being 
alienated, Theodofius confirmed the Contracts, and permitted it to be removed 
from one to another, fo that afterward they might both be alienated otherwife, 
and given in Dowry. 

46. Yet his care extended not only to the Living, he thought it a Point of 
Chriftian Prudence and Piety to provide for the decent Interment of the Dead; & 

He provides and therefore Inftituted a company of Men, who were to take care of it gratis, 
for the inter, being called Lettuarii , for carrying the Dead out on Beds, and Decani , perhaps 
mm of the (bey were divided into Decads or Tens. For the maintenance of this 

Company, he give to the greater Church of Conftantinople Nine hundred and fifty 
Shops, to which Anaftafius afterward added One hundred and fifty, with certain 
other Revenues. The Prefeft of the City had the infpe&ion over them, whom 
Juftinian ordered to reftore feme of them to the Church which had been ufurped 
by private Men, and appoint to the Defenders of the Church QDefenfores') Eight 
hundred, to the Oectnomi or Stewards Three hundred, who out of their Revenues 
ffiould monthly allow Four hundred Aurei to Religious Perfons, viz. to the Decani 
One hundred eighty two,thofe called Afcetrii or Eight Moniales,who fung after the 
Beire Ninety one, to Acclythi that carried Lights Ninety one, to Canonical Women 
that ferved the Hofpital and Sung, Thirty fix; which Sum yearly amounted to 
Four thoufand eight hundred Aurei. Such as would -be at a greater Expence, 
both for Beds (or Biers) and more Afcetria too, were to pay what is fpecified in 
the Novel of Juftinian, which will have an Aftetrium to confift of Eight Moniales 
and Three Acclythi. But the Lettuarii bore the Body, made the Grave, and 
did other things belonging to this Office, whereupon they were called tto^ocral 
or Labourers, being put in their places by the Praffeft of the City. At Con¬ 
stantinople, it is not certain where their Refidence or Habitation was, though it 
be probable that they lived together, that fo they might the more eafily be 
found out, as at Rome, where they lived in one place (in the Fourteenth Region 
of the City) called Caftra Lettuariorum. As for their number, it doth not 
appear. 

47. Thus much did Conftantine really do for a Reformation, firft removing 
kidnefs to f Penal Statutes againft Chriftians, then incouraging them by Reftitution of their 
chriftians and own, afterward by difcountenancing Idolatry, as much as the neceffity of times 
«s Religion, would permit, and by his Liberality towards Profeflors of the true Religion. 

The Pallors or Biffaops thereof, he imbraced with Angular kindnefs, and a 
tender Fatherly care, not lowing amongft them Difcord, but compofing their 
Differences, not by owning a Monarchy in a Monarchy, or making one Lord 
of the reft, and of all Gods Inheritance; by giving him incouragement in 
earthly Dominion, or affording fewel to that flame of Ambition, which ffiould 
at length prey upon the whole Chriftian World. Yet fome Men have pro¬ 
ceeded to that Vanity, as having firft fancied to themfelves a Spiritual Mo¬ 
narchy by Divine Right, in the next place, to impofe a neceflity upon the 
fame Providence, for the maintenance of it in a Secular way, and Conftantine, 
the firft Reformer, Incourager and Indower, muft have the Honour, not only to 
provide for the Body due maintenance , but a Crown alfo for the Pride and 
Haughtinefs of a Suppofititiousand Prodigious Head. The good Man dreamed 
of nothing left. He knew no Head of the Church but him in Heaven, and 
though priority of place he might account reafonable to him who governed the 
Church in the Metropolis of the Empire, yet he perfectly underftood the quality 
and limits of his Power, not judging his own concernments in Religious Mat¬ 
ters, left than thofe of the Kings of Ifrael in old time, nor imagining that our 
Saviour, who faid his Kingdom was not of this World, had defigned the leflening 
of Temporal Power, or iubduing it wholly to a Spiritual Empire. 

48. Yet is he made a great and voluntary Agent in fuch a prodigious Defign, 
and as a Teftimony thereof, a Conftitution of his is produced, whereby a 
vaft Temporal Dominion is beftowed on Sylvefter Biffiop of Rome and his Suc- 
ceflors. Great difference there is amongft the Aflertors of the Spiritual Empire, 
concerning the Authority of the Edi&, and even the verity of the Donation, 
the reputation of it being almoft extinft, till a little revived of late times by 
one Marta a Dcxftor of Naples , who is fo confident of the certainty and truth 
thereof, that he faith. Non efte ulterius dubitandum, None ought hereafter to 
doubt, but that it was really made by Conftantine. But that which gives 
greateft countenance to the Edi<ft, is the Decretal Epiftle of Pope Leo 

the 
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the Ninth, who verbatim almoft-, repeats it whole fo far. as concerns the* 
Donation. 

Afrrgcd 49. As namely how Conftantine wrote in his Edidfc, that he would exalt Epm. , 
flw.Ws. to* “ the moft Holy See of Peter more than his own Empire or earthly Throne , Lnn - *' 
Silvester ’ Bi- “giving unto that See, Poteftatem dignitatem & honorificentiam Imperialem^' 
flmp of Row. « i m pe r i a i Power, Dignity, Vigor .and Honour,'(whereby the Pope, of a 
“ Bilhop, is made an Emperour, and above the Secular Emperour himfelf,). 

“ How he Decreed ,. that the Roman See Principatum teneat , fhould be Chief 
“ of other Churches, and have Principality above the See of Alexandria, 

“ Antioch, JeruJalem and Conftantinople, and of all other Churches in the whole 
“ World, (whereby the Spiritual Principality above other Patriarchs and Biffiops 
“is conferred on the Pope.) .How he gave to Sylvefier and his Succeflbrs 
“forever, his Later an Palace, which is preferred above all Palaces in the 
“ World, his Diadem and Crown, his Mandilion , his Cloak, his Coat, © 

“ omnia Imperialia indumenta , all Imperial Robes which he himfelf wore, his 
“ Imperial Guard, his Imperial Scepter, & omnem procejfionem Imperials cuU 
“ minis, & gloriam poteftatis noflra and all the refidufi of his Imperial Dignity, 

“ Honour and Power. There is his Eftate fuch, and fo Pompous, that. Con- 
“ ftantine himfelf, (as the Charter faith) held the Pope’s Bridle, and performed 
“ officio Stratoris , the Office of a Groom of the Stable, or Yeoman of the 
“ Stirrup unto the Pope. Here to the end that the Pontifical Height fhould 
“not feem vile, but be Adorned more than the Dignity and Power of the 
“earthly Empire; he gave unto Sylvefter 'his Succeflbrs for ever, both 
“ the City of Rome, and all the Provinces, Plages and Cities of Italy , and the 
“ VVeftern Countries, Decreeing all thefe his Grants to be kept inviolable 
“and unchangeable , ufque in ftnem mundi , even to the end of the-World. 

Here’s the Popes Revenues, and the Rich Patrimony of St. Peter. 

50. Thus much and far more doth Pope Leo verbatim recite, out of the Edidl 
or Charter of Conftantine , all which he faith, he fets down, left any fcruple of 
doubt fhould remain, touching, the Popes earthly Dominion, Neve leviter 
fujeepifeemini inept is & anilibus fabulis fanclam Roman am fedem vs He fibi incon- 
. ceffium honorem vendicare & defenjare aliqua tenus ; Left any fhould fo much 

as but lightly fufpedt, that the Roman See would challenge, or any way defend 
their Honour, by foolilh and uncertain Fables. Yea, he adds of this Edi£t, and 
that which he cites out of it, that he therefore relates it that hereby, Veritas 
fundetur © confundatur Vanitas ; That Truth may be confirmed, and Vanity 
confounded, and that all Catholicks may know, nos , himfelf and other Popes, 
to be the Difciples of that Peter , who faith of himfelf, We have not followed 
Z/nlearned, or fophifticated or falfely devifed Fables. And yet more to Com¬ 
mend this Edidl, headjoyns; “ Know ye that we do inculcate unto you thefe 
“ things which we have not fo much recovered, Relatu quolibet , by any Re- 
“ lation or Hearfay, quam qua ipjo vifu & tattu comperta funt\ as which we have 
“ found out by our own fight and feeling. Thus writes Pope Leo for the Cer¬ 
tainty, Truth and Credit of this Charter of Donation, fo Pontifically and Dr -9 VK *f* r 
Afluredly, as one faith, as if he had feen Conftantine fet his Seal unto the fame, Defence" of * 
or lay it with his own hand upon the Body of St. Peter, as the fame Leo faith CmSmtim. 
he did. P- l2 7- 

S'i. This Charter carries in its own Face fuch manifeft Tokens of Forgery, 
that the recital may well enough feem a fufficient Confutation of it, and to 
fuch as are converfant inHiftories, and not ignorant of the State of Rome, and 
all the VVeftern Provinces long after Conftantine*s time, and how they were 
which is governed, it cannot but feem exceedingly Ridiculous. But farther obfer.ve, that 
phiniy proved the very Ground and Occafion why Conftantine is faid to have made this Charter, 
thefe account's! 1S anc * ^ or S e< ^> VIZ ' the fuppofed Leprofie, Perfecution and Baptifm of Con¬ 
ftantine by Sylvefter , as welhall fee in due time and place. Secondly, who can 
abftain from finding, to find the See of Conftantinople mentioned in this Edict, 
as one of the Patriarchal Sees, whereas neither had it Patriarchal Dignity, 
before the fecond General Council, (that is more than fifty Years after the Do¬ 
nation is fuppofed to be made) nor was there at that timefo much as the name 
of Conftantinople; for the City was then called Byzantium , and feveral Years 
after, not changing its name till after the Nicene Council, as Baronius acknow¬ 
ledged. But this Donation of Conftantine being made a little after his fup¬ 
pofed Baptifm by Sylvefter (the fourth day, as the Adis of that Pope declare) 
tell into the Twenty ninth year of his Reign,and that preceding the Nicene Council. 



One would therefore think that there was feme Fraud ufed in the inferring of 
this name, but that there is an uniform Confent in all the Forms and Copies of 
the Charter, both Greek and Latin, kept fafely in their Vatican, as they affirm 
and ratified by the Decretal Epiftle of Pope Leo for true and Authentical/ fo that 
there can be’no fufpition of Corruption in thofe words of the EdicSt. The 
Errour and Corruption was in the Author alone, who forged fuch a grofs and un- 
creditable Untruth. 

5-2. But Thirdly, had Conftantine given Principality to the Roman See above 
all Churches in the World, as the Charter faith he did, what Folly was it in 
John Bilhop of Ctnftantinople , Cyriacus and others, to ftrive for that Prehemi- 
nence? Why did not Boniface the Third ffiew this Charter made by Conftantine > 

Why did he ufe fo much intreaty and means to Phocas a Murtherer (as Platina 
faith he did) that the Church of Rome might be called Firft of all Churches ? 

When the lame was long before almoft three hundred years, granted by a fair 
Charter to the Roman See, by fo worthy and renowned an Emperour. Fourthly, 

In this Edidl Conftantine is made folemnly to give to Pope Sylvefter the Lateral 
Palace which Sigonius, Baronius and Binnius ^all) will have bellowed long be¬ 
fore on Pope Miltiades his Predeceflor, in the Seventh year of Conftantine, viz. 
twelve years before he was either Baptized, or made this Charter of Donation! 

Fifthly, In this Edidl Conftantine is made to fay, that he will have all People in 
the World to know, that he had builded unto Chrift within his Palace of Later an, 
a Church from the very Foundation, together with a Font; yet was the Edidfc 
made, as they themfelves profefs, in the fourth day after Conftantine was Baptized 
and how then was it poffible that fuch a Stately Fabrick fhould be raifed in four 
days ? Efpecially considering that the Acts of Sylvefter having declared what Con - 
ft antine did all the feven days he was in Allis after his Baptifm, fay, that lie 
laid the Foundation of this Church on the eighth day. Whether then could that 
Church be builded on the fourth day, whole Foundation was but begun and the 
Earth firft digged on the eighth day alter his Baptifm ? 

S 3 - Further, Sixthly, This Edidl, as by the words of it are evident, followed 
the Leprofie of Conftantine fuppofed, and his Baptifm, and therefore could not be 
made before the ninth year of his Reign, tfftetein both thefe, Baronius and 
Binnius account to have happened. Yet is itf-dated in the fburth Confuljbip of 
Conftantine, which he exercifed ivith Gallicanus, whereas hisOfburth Confulffiip 
was in the Tenth year of his Reign, by which account he Ihould have made this 
Eduft and Donation eight or nine years before the occafion and caufe thereof was 
prefented; befides (fee the Stupidity of the Forger) not Gallicanus , but Licinius 
the fourth time was Conful with Conftantine in his fourth Confulffiip, as appeareth 
both by the Fafti and many Imperial Conftitutions of this Year. And indeed 
forafinuch as Gallicanus was never Conful with Conftantine , as by the Fafti 
is evident, this Edidt fuppofed to be made in their Royal Confulffiip was never 

F«,m ths To thefe reafons may be added the Teftimony of their Cardinal Baronius 

c«SL«. a lth W £ 01 ? agreeth Gretzer > who hath written an Apology forMm in this very 
mt. Point. He (aj proves it a meer Figment and Forgery, becaufe firft'the ancient Popes (a.) Barer.ad 
fince Conftantine* s time, though having many occafions to difpute againft Princes t H ' " 9 'p 
touching the Rights and Prerogatives of the Church, yet none of them before the ^ 
thoufandth year after Chrift, is read to have defended the fame by Authority of 
this Edidt, and yet they knew and make mention of Sylvefter*s Adis. 2. It is 
certain that the Emperours make no mention of that Edid* of Conftantine* s Do- 
nation, and yet in the Charter of Henry the Firft, there is mention made of all 
the former Emperours who had made fuch ample Donations to the Roman See. 

3 - This Edidl was not in the Ancient Adis of Sylvefter, but was by Forgery in¬ 
ferred into them after the thoufandth year of Chrift, being feigned by feme 
Grtectan under the Name of Eufebius, and published by Theodorus Baljamon, 
whereas till then no Gracian had fet it forth: and from the Grecians it came to 
the Latins and Weftern Church: Leo the Ninth being the firft Pope that makes 
mention of it. Tims by the Cardinals acknowledgment, we may fee what Truth 
there is in Popes, efpecially in Leo, who in his Decretal Epiftle moft folemnly 
commends this Edidl for an Ancient and undoubted Evidence, fuch as he knew by 
light and fence to be the true Deed of Conftantine, which yet the Cardinal, after 
:? D S °f Monuments and Records, teftifieth to be a Forgery, and that of 
the firft °f all devifed, as he faith, about Seven hundred, and publiffied 

tight hundred years after the Death of Conftantine. Stenchus (b'\ againft this 0 >) DeDin. 
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Date aflerteth it for marvelous Impudence in any to deny that this Donation or 
Edid is fet down in thofe Ads ot Sylvefter , whereof Gelafius fpeaketh, faying, 

I can produce all Libraries for witnefs hereof, all which have, together with 
the Hiftory of Sylvefter’s Baptizing Conftantine , this Donation Priviledge or 
Edid. , „ . , 

And sttm. jj. This Stenchus, who was alfo Library-keeper to the Pope, convinceth as 
the Vati- an eye witnefs his Fellow Baronius of Impudence and Untruth, for denying this 
r 4 !r r> " Donation to be mentioned in thefe Ads ot Sylvefter, of which Gelafius f peaks, 
and for flandering the Greeks as devifers of it about the Year 1000, which to 
have been in their Vatican before that in the time of Gelafius, he for a certainty 
allures us. Hence a Learned Man defervedly breaks forth into this Exclamation: Dr c« c k- 
How may we truft any Vatican Library-keeper, if Stenchus, an Eye-witnefs, be 
not to be trufted in this Cafe ? And if we credit him, who ever hereafter will 
truft his Fellow Baronius, who thus notorioufly downfaceth the Truth ? How¬ 
ever one may rightly affirm that both of them do in part fay truth, and both 
of them in part do err. That this Edid of Donation is a very Figment, Baronius 
rightly avoucheth, but Stenchus and the reft holding the contrary with him, 
fpeak far amifs. Again, that this Edid was of Ancient time in the Popes Library, 
and in thole Ads of Sylvefter, which Gelafius mentioneth, in this Stenchus de- 
ferveth to be credited. But Baronius, in faying it was not extant till the iooo 
year after Chrift, nor publilhed till Balfamon ’s time, in thole the.Cardinal faith 
far amifs. So with Stenchus we profefs, and have proved alfo the lame Edid to 
be nothing elfebut a Forgery and Figment. What they fay amifs we rejed in 
either .• what they rightly affirm, we accept of either, ana upon the true Con- 
felfion of Baronius , we conclude it to be a Forgery. And upon both thefe Truths, 
which they feverally profefs, we rightly and fafely conclude it to be an Ancient 
Forgery. 

j6. But though the Edid or inftrument of the Donation be forged orfalfified, 
p.diArgumcnt yet the Donation it felf may be good, faith (a) Gretzer, who for fuch Labours 
for the Dona- to defend it, telling us that the Popes have other undoubted Charters for their ^ ' Priv ™‘ 
tion Temporal Dominions, (which Cardinal (F) Albanus flatly denies) though their (b) ub.it 

Rightspuftly rely alfo upon the Donation ot Conftantine. His ftrange reafoning Don - c™! 1 ** 1 - 
Drawn from lyes in perhaps, an,acute Logician! faith he, will fay, That perhaps the Donation 
perhaps. Jva s made by witnejfes only without any •Inftrument. But though a frivolous caviling 

Sophifter may, yet no foher Man will fay fo. Where are thefe Witnefles, or 
who ever heard of them? Why may not the Bilhop of Conftantinople plead the 
like Donation by word of Mouth, of Rome and Italy from Conftantine to him 
and his Succeflors for ever; and fay it is proved by Witnefles, that now are 
dead without any Deed or Inftrument to teftifie the fafne ? And how can an 
acute Logician effeftually overthrow the one and defend the other Donation ? 

But to filence the Jefuits acute Logician, three feveral Popes, viz. Adrian , Leo 
the Ninth, and Nicholas the Third, are Witnefles that the Donation of Conftan¬ 
tine was made by a Charter and Inftrument, whereof the firft faith of that Con- 
ftitution, and others that they were kept in Lateranenfi Scrinio, in the Later an 
Regiftry ; and this was about the Year 790. The fecond tells us he faw and 
handled the very Charter of Conftantine’s Donation, which was about the Year 
10 jo. And the third faith that Conftantine left unto Sylvefter the City of Rome, 
and declared Per Pragmaticum Conftitutum, by a Pragmatical Conftitution or 
Writ of Record, that he and his Succeflors mould have the difpofing or Go¬ 
vernment thereof; which was about the Year 1280. To thefe might be added 
the Teftimonies of Cardinal Albanus and feveral others, of whom fome profefs 
they were Eye-witnefies of that (forged) Conftitution. 

57. Gretzer his acute Logician will farther fay. It may be that the Inftrument 
or Charter is either perifhed or corrupted by long Continuance. A Saying every 
whit as worthy and rational as the former. So may alfo another, and as good 
a Logician fay of the Donation of Rome and Italy made by Conftantine to the 
Bifhops of Conftantinople. And whether is Stenchus, with all Libraries, Pope 
And from Gelafius , and Leo the Ninth, fo afluredly teftifying the forged Charter not to be 
Probabilities or periflied .• or Gretzer s Logician, coming in with another perhaps more 
fbircs.° n ^' to be credited in this Caufe? After thefe fo furious Aflaults of Logick, he leads 
on his great and prevalent Arguments, which he is forced to call Probabilities 
or Conjeftures. One of the beft is taken out of Baronius , who faith. It » not 
for nothing that the French Kings in their Writs of Donation do profefs that they 
reftore to the Roman Church the Dominions which they took from the Lombards. 
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But the Inference thence made, is neither neceflary nor probable. They might 
be reftored, though the Popes had got then* by Invafion, wrongful Intrufiori, 

Fraud, Robbery, Rebellion or Treafon, as the Popes got them in very Deed, 
from the Eaftern Emperour, not poflefling them by Right or by any Donation, 
much lefs that of Conftantine, as is clear from Sigonius an Hiftorian of their own, 
and we ffiall particularly difeover in due time and place. His other Conjefture 
is, Seeing it is moft certain that before Pipin’* time, yea before Aripertfr (that is 
before the 704. year of our Lord) the Popes had divers Provinces fubjeCi to their 
Dominion, and there appears no Evidence for any other Title, whereby they fhould 
have and hold thofe Lands, it foBoweth that the right to have them is not unprobably 
derived from the Donation of Conftantine. 

j 8 . His Proof is only of the Patrimony of the Cottian Alps, and his Conclu- 
fion is of many Provinces, whereas that Patrimony was fo far from (ft) con- 
taining many or any one Province, that it was but certain Villages or Farm- iL if' 
houfes in the Northweft Part of the Alps; and what is this to the Donation pre¬ 
tended from Conftantine ? A few Cottages or Farm-houfes, as he himfelf calls 


them, to Rome, to all Italy, to all the Weftern Provinces and Kingdoms. And 
were there not many other means how the Pope might get them befides Conftan¬ 
tine’s Donation ? Befides it is clear from Sigonius, that Aripert and Litprandus 
gave of their own to the Roman See, as well as reftored thofe Farms, and how 
could they give what was its Right before ? And farther, what is this Patri¬ 
mony which their own Writers confefs to have owned fubjedion to the Em¬ 
perour by Tribute, to an Imperial Monarchical Supream and Independent Do- 
which are m i n ion in all Italy and the Weftern Provinces ? Thefe Arguments are too frivolous 
fcchprovedby to be infilled on: we lhall come to thofe of our own againft this Donation, which 
threecoavin- carry with them much more weight, and will, to any indifferent Perfon, put the 
2 ts ArfiI ' queftion out of all Difpute. The firft is drawn from the Teftament of Con- 
fiantine, wherein he is faid to have divided the whole Empire amongft his Sons. 
To be fure whether it was divided before or after his Death, the Weftern Part 


fell to Conftantine and Conftans, the Eaftern to Conftantius, even by confent of flO Dt c f‘h 
the Pope’s greateft Difciples Sigonius and (c) Baronius. Then is it at all to be (f)”M am. 
believed, that if Conftantine had formerly made, either by Word or Writing, an 337.

that fo Solemnly, that as Leo the Ninth faith, he Decreed that Donation to abide 
firm and inviolable unto the end of the World) lb Pious and Prudent an Em¬ 


perour would within twelve Years after do contrary to his own Ad ? Efpc- 
cially in his laft Will and Teftament, wherein he would rather have tellified his 
Religious Affedion and Love to the Church, by an Addition of fome other Gift, 
than leave fo eternal a Blemilh upon his Name, of Inconftancy, Injuftice, Irri- 

S , Sacrilege, and making his own Children Inheritors of what he knew was 
er his to give, nor which they, wirhout open Injuftice (if he had right to 
give it) Impiety and Sacrilege might accept, hold or Poflels. 

J9. A fecond reafon is, the perpetual Poflefiion and Dominion which the 
Emperours had of Rome and Italy, with the Government thereof, which conti¬ 
nued ftill in them, not only after Conftantine ’s time, but even whilft he lived, 
till it was unjuftly firft taken from them by the Popes, and then confirmed by 
Pipin, Charles the Great and others. In the very next Year after this fuppofed 
Donation, was (<*) Severus Praefed of Rome appointed by Conftantine to go- (0 c.73./ a. 
vern it, with the Cities belonging thereunto, by Imperial Authority as it for - de (^'c.ru. z . 
merly had been: The next year after was (A) Maximus, the two following »d tlgcm fim. 
(0 Ancius Juliams and Optalianus, and throughout all Conftantine’s time, every , 

Year he had his Lieutenants to Govern the City of Rome for him and in his in £ 4 °' 7 *; 
Right. It were eafie to exprefs almoft in each Year the feveral Preefetii urbis 
under Conftans, Conftantius, Valentinian, Theodofius and other Emperours, for 
more than One hundred Years after Conftantine, and feveral have according to 
occafion been mentioned. After the time of Valentinian the Younger, when 
the Weftern Empire, through the Corruption of Barbarous Nations, began to 
decay, that the Supream Government of Rome and Italy ftill remained in the 
Emperour his appointing Kings of Italy, after them.Dukes of Rome, and Enarchs 
of Ravenna is a fufficient proof, and this is evident, not only from other 
Authors* but Sigonius (d) the Popes own Servant. Now can it be imagined 
that all thefe Emperours would lo injurioufly intrude into St. Peter’s Patri- 
mony ? Can any one imagine that the Popes, Men of high Courage to defend 
their Right, would have put up fo great Wrong, without fo much as once 
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checking the Emperour for fo open Injuftice, Sacrilege, and Ufurpation ? May 
not the filence of fo many Popes, and continued Pofleflion by fo many Em* 
perours, be thought a juft reafon to condemn that pretended Donation ? 

60. But the third Proof, that Conftantine made no fuch Donation, is theTe- 
ftimony of their own Writers, who feeing that neither Eufehius , Rufinus , Tbeo- 
dorei, Socrates, Sozomen, Eutropius , Vidor , St. Jerome, St. Auguftin, St. Baftl, 

St. Chryfoflome , nor Ammianus , the Tripertite Hi (lory, Damafcen, Bede , nor 
Orofius, nor any who have molt diligently written the A£ts of Conftantine (being 
Authors of good Credit) not only do make no mention of this Donation, but 
further declare that he fo divided the Roman Empire amongft his Three Sons, 
that all Italy was alotted to one of them. And own it as a Fable concerning 
the Teftimonies of whom, as ahb the Arguments offered by Marta and others 
in vain, to confirm the Fictitious Donation, amongft many others who have 
written abundantly to fatisfaftion in this Argument, Dr.* Crackanthorp a moft * in u, d *. 
Learned Church Antiquary is efpecially to be confulted, we having rather by 
faying fo much, tranfcended the Nature of ourDefign. his Treat* of 

6 1 ? codin', though not guilty of fuch a Crime, as to found or efUbliflr 
a Spiritual Tyranny, yet fufficiently provided for the Patrimony of the Church, 
firft by O) reftoring, as we formerly faid, its Ancient Pofleflions, of which it 
had been robbed in times of Perfecution, the Oblations and Treafures of the t “; 
Church being before his time fo very great, that the Bilhops of Rome might eafily c* 
purchafe much more than that one Patrimony in the Cottian Alps , containing a 3S - 
few Farms or Villages. He became a very great Benefa&or by that Law men¬ 
tioned by the (F) Author of his Life, by Virtue whereof; If none of the Km- (ejt.w.jfc 
dred of Martyrs Confeffors and Exiles were alive, who might fucceed them as 
Such large Heirs, it was Enacted, that every where, and for ever, the Church fhould have 
Gifts to the anc j en : oy t j ie i r Poffeflions. Thefe Incouragements his own Example and the 
e,lforcc'th tha a t Religious Inclination of Chriftians, always affectionate in their firft Conver- 
sratutc of fion, were fufficient Foundations for ample Structures. Many private Men gave 
Mortmain. not on iy Goods, but Lands and fair Poffeflions both to other Churches and that 

of Rome. Profper (c) writes, that the Church of Arles wasinriched with the ( C )d eviu 
Pofleflions that many bellowed on it. So many and fo ample Donations of Li - 
Lands were made to the Church in St. Auftins time, that both Aurelius (d') his f d)* m45 . 
Predeceflor, and (<?) himfelfalfo fometime, refufed Lands that were offered to dediv "f- , 
be given, fometimes reftored them, and that unasked, after they were given. 

The like Donations might be fhewed in other Churches, efpecially in the Roman , f . a+ . 
to which they were fo ufually made, that Chriftian Emperours (as Valent inian, 

Grattan and Theodoftus) by their (/) Edi&s did reftrain themj and the like 
Laws were made in Spain and France in after-times, which were imitated by the Etci&eiJicu': 
Famous Statute of Mortmain, Enafted here in England Noveml. 4. in the Seventh 
Year of Edward the Firft. But thus much of the Reformation of Religion by 
Conftantine , carried on as the Times and Affairs would comport, the Progrefs aod 
Perfection of it we lhall difeover in due time and order.

orj and 1. / | " A Hat Government and Order are neceflary for the well being of Man- 
Gowrnmenc kind, however diftinguifhed into Parties and Societies, is too evident 

ibfolucdy ne- to be difputed j theEfledts of them, and of their Contraries, are fo convincing, 
cc ‘ r “ y * that they equal the Gtufes of the moft clear Demonftrations. Such is the De¬ 
pravity of Mens Minds and Inclinations, fo violent their Tendency to allMif- 
chief, that they can no more fubfift without Government, that live without 
Diforders (if left to themfelves) and mutual Injuries. Therefore hath the 
wife Creator and Difpofer of all things, that he might regulate our Inconftancy, 
and bridle the Extravagance of our wild and violent Afle&ions, ordained his 
Deputies in the World, with a Rule for Direction, and a Rod for the 
Corruption of Manners, with that to lead, and this to drive us on in the right 
way, left the difturbance of Order fhould bring Confufion, and Confufion certain 
Ruine and Deftrudtion. , , 

z. Such being Gods Ordinance and Conftitution in Civil Society and external 
Commerce, can it be fuppofed that equal Care flioiild be wanting for the Go¬ 
vernment of his Church, which is the Houfe of God , the City of the living God, 
the Kingdom of his moft dear Son. He that takes fuch Care for Kingdoms of 
the World, would he not make as good Provifion for fuch as he hath taken out 
of the World? IfDiforder, Confufion and Anarchy be a thing to be dreaded in 
the State, is it not as much to be feared in the Church? God is no where the 
Father of Confufion, but of Order and Peace, how much more than in that 
Spiritual Community?* Where he Commands that all things be done Decently 
and in Order ? But what Order can there be, where there is no Governour, 
where there is none that obeys, where every one may do what is lawful in his 
own Eyes? Therefore hath he appointed Stewards over his Family, Leaders 
over his Flock, Labourers over his Harveft, Husbandmen over his Field, in 
fum, Diverfities of Adminiftrations both for the Building and Prcferving of his 
Church, which is the Body of Chrift. In it hath he placed, as in the Humane 
Body, feveral Principal Members in Subjection and Subordination to himfelf 
the Head, which being as Eyes, Ears, Mouth and Hands, the Body might not 
feem Deformed and Maimed, nor be unable,, lor want of Help and Conduct, to 
look to it felf, or provide for its own Health and Security. But we muft not 
fuppofe that Difcipline is neceffary in the Church meerly for to contain the 
ForRegu- People in Obedience, for regulating the Flock, and not for the Government of 
feting the Pa- the Pallors. This were to fecure the Feet, and negleft the upper and moft Prin- 
trr llas cipal Parts, which by how much they are more Excellent, the Difeafes of them 
are more Dangerous? The Houfe cannot ftand, if the Builders themfelves pull 
it down, the Harveft muft be loft, if the Labourers Scatter, and Gather not. If 
the Salt have loft its Savour, wherewith lhall it be Seafoned? If the Light of 
the day be Darknefs, how great is the Darknefs of the Body ? If the Leaders 
themfelves go Aft ray, the Souldiers muft needs go afide and Wander. 

2. Yet in a thing of fuch Confequence, and wherein no lefsthan the Welfare 
of the Body of Chrift himfelf is concerned , a Polity and Government is not 
to be Framed according to the Pleafure ofMan,neither is his Fancy to be the Stan¬ 
dard where Decency and Order are the utmoft Bounds. An indeavour is to be 
ufed ever, that the fame Adminiftration of External Difcipline be ufed in the 
Church, which our Lord himfelf hath taught, and from the Beginning of the 
World approved. Now that Polity which God appointed at the Begmningfor 
the External Government of his People (the lnternal by his Spirit in the. Hearts 
of the Faithful we own and meddle not with) confifted in the Authority and cwjSi&i. 
Patcmti Power given to Fathers over their Families. For he would that the Fathers ihould 
Government be both Inftrudtors and Governours to their Children, Nephews, ana al. under U6.deperpttaa 
feftkirPower, commanding their whole Offspring to pay them Honour, Obe- 
feif. dience and Observance, to acknowledge the Will of God revealed to their Fa 

thers, and obey their Admonitions and Inftru&ions in his Worfliip. A moft 

certain 
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certain Reward of this Obedience, was the Blefling of God pronounced by the 
Mouths of Parents, who all'o foretold the Curfe oi Godagamft Difobedient and 
Rebellious Children. The Patriarchs of old were Pricfls and Prophets for their 
Progeny, and Magiftrates alfo for the Government and Reflrairment of them, 
it being the Will of God in thofe times to have his People ruled only by Pater- 
nal Power Hence in the Decalogue Mofes comprehends Princes per Magiftrates 
in the name of Parents, and in the OldTeftament almoft every where Princes 
and Goverours are ftiled Fathers, the Holy Ghoft fignifying ttat Princes ought 
to imbrace and tender their Subjefts with the fame Love and Care that Parents 
bear to their own Children, for as much as by Divine Inftitution all the Power 
of Princes flowed from Paternal Authority. From Adam to Mofes we have 
defending a Power of Fathers over their Children, and Eldeft Sons (except 
where by an extraordinary Providence the Cafe was altered) over their Brothers 
and the reft of the Family, in a continued Series for ; the Government of the 
Church' eftablilhed and approved by God, but of Equality or Colation in Govern¬ 
ment, neither any Precept nor Example. 

4. The Family of Jacob being grown into a Nation, that Domeftick Difciplme, 
as more agreeable to a Family than a Nation or Region, was abrogated; and out 
of Twelve Tribes one was chofen for theExercife ofPricfthood, and the Charge 

a Stic r t of all Holy things; wherein, according to the Number and Order of fuch Princes 
Tribe chuicn as defended from their common Progenitor Levi, God Ordained feveral Degrees 
to thcExcrcifc an( j Dignities, for the Interpretation of the Law and the Service of the Altar, 
uiHoly things. which Degrees were f Q re g U lated, that not only the Levites were under the 
Priefts , but alfo of both forts fome were inferior and fubjed: unto others. Of 
the Levites were Princes fuch as were Chief of the Families of Gerjbon , Kohatb , 
and Merari , the three Sons of Levi , after, whom followed other Fathers who 
directed their Brethren the Levites in their Minifterial Fundion, and whereof 
fome were made Judges and Magiftrates, as well elfewhere as in their own 
Cities, not only in the work of the Lord, but the Kings bufinefs alfo. And 
fome of them were Afliftants in the Great Council or Synodrium of Hierufalem , 
to the Princes of the Priefts and Tribes. Amongft the Priefts themfelves the 
Prime Dignity remained in the High Prieft, who by Divine Inftitution was 
Chief or Prince of the Princes of Levi , and was over the Chiefeft Judges at 
Hierufalem , as well Priefts as others, in the Lords bufinefs. Which Honour was 
given him, not becaufe herein he was a Type of Chrift, but becaufe this Form 
of Government was fitteft for the Jewilh Church : For neither Aaron nor any 
of his Succeflbrs reprefented the Kingly Office of Chrift ; otherwife our Saviour 
had been a Prieft after the Order of Aaron , as well as that of Melcbifedeck , 
if Aaron as well as Melcbifedeck had obtained as well the Dignity of King 
as Prieft : but it is fufficiently clear, that the Scepter belonged to Judah , and not 
to Levi. 

5. To the High-Prieft (who ever ought to be of the Family of Eleazar and 
Pluneas ) was adjoyned another, as his Second or Deputy out of the Progeny of 

who govern Ithamar the other Son of Aaron , to whom were fubjed the Gerfhonites and 
it with equal Meraritcs in the Miniftery of the Tabernacle. And fromthefe two Roots as it 
of'dTffercnt 3 ^ were fprung thofe Four and Twenty ( a ) called Heads and Fathers of the Priefts, (•) 1 cjir,n - 
orders and amongft whom David caufed Lots to be caft, that they might by turns ferve in 
Degrees. t | ie Houie ot the Lord. And as they were fubjed to the former two Princes or 

Heads, fohad they others (£) fubjed to them, as well Priefts as Levites, whofe P>) Ne! “"- 
Service they ufed in the difeharging of their Courfes. Their number fometimes I2, 
failed both by reafon of frequent Exile, and the decay of Families ; but in the 
Old Teftament they were called (Y) Fathers and Heads of the Priefts, and in 
the New Chief Priefts or’Apiaepas. Of both forts we faid not only Priefts but ^ lS . 
Levites were Judges appointed and Governours of Cities as well others as their M*rkn.«-*+ 
own Forty eight. And many Caufes of greateft moment were brought before 
them alone, or for the moft part, as thofe concerning Leprofie, Jealoufie, Secret 
Homicide, Falfe Witnefs and the like, in which Matters the People and Magi¬ 
ftrates were bound to confult and exped the Sentence of the Priefts. But we 
muft not forget that the moft Doubtful Intricate and Weighty Matters were 
referred to the greateft and graveft Council or Sanhedrim, which being to fit 
by Gods Command at the place where the Ark of the Testimony abode, in the 
time of King Jebofoaphat , conflfted of the Levites, Priefts, and Heads of the 
Families of Ifrael, had Amariab the High Prieft, Prince or Chief in all Matters 
of the Lord, and Zebadiab Prince of the Houfe of Judab t chief in the Kings buflnels. 
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" This Sanhedrim thus Conftituted in the time of Jehofbapbat, a Prince moft obfer- 

vant of the Mofaical Law, was but a continuation of that great Council of Seventy 
Elders whom God Ordained as Afliftants to Mofes in the great Burthen of Govern¬ 
ment. Now although we fhall not deny, that by reafon of the peculiar Confti- . 
tutionofthe Jewifh Commonwealth under the Mofaical Law, no neceflary euri j. ca}> ^ 
Confequence can be drawn from the diverfe degrees of Priefts and Levites, to 
the framing of the very fame Polity in the Church of Chrift, yet for Prefer- 
vation of good Order, that the Pallors and Governours of Gods Flock may the 
better do their Duty, and not be found unworthy of their calling, either in re- 
f pe £t of Depravity of Manners, or unfoundnefs of Opinion, the Wifdorti of God 
that evidently appeareth in the Levitical Polity, is not lightly to be efteemed 
or rejected. For if in every well conftituted Society Order is very neceflary ; 
and Confufion, of which God never is Author, is with all Induftry to be fliunned; 
we neither ought to inquire for, neither can we find a more excellent orperfed 
Pattern of Church Government (fo far as time, place, and the Condition of 
Perfons will bear) than what by God himfelf was fettled and confirmed in the 
Church and Commonwealth of the Jews. And although that Government be 
not thoroughly known, neither is there neceflity of being fully conformable to 
it, by reafon of the many and various Differences and Difproportions betwixt 
that Commonwealth and the Chriftian Church, fpread fo far and wide amongft 
fo many and various Nations; yet this is clear, that God would not have that 
Church governed by all the Priefts and Levites qualified with equal Power and 
Authority, but that he fubje&ed fome to others, as well in the Sacred Function 
as the Civil Government, and that all fate not promifeuoufly in that great 
Sanhedrim of the Seventy Elders, but fuch only were chofen into that Affembly 
iSf who were eminent for their Virtue, or Nobility of their Extraction. Hence it is 
‘ evident from the Levitical Difcipline, that the Government of the Church by 
Minifters of unequal and differing Orders and Degrees, is more agreeable to the 
Wifdom of God revealed in his word, than that which indifferently allows to 
Pallors equal, or one and the fame Authority. 

6. Whilft our Lord himfelf was upon Earth* although all Power in Heaven 
and Earth was given him, yet did he not manifeft or challenge it till he was 
rifen from the Dead, but the External Government of the Church he left to 
others, as not fo proper to the Son of God as to Mortal Men. His Kingdom 
was not of this World, but Spiritual, exercifing his Authority over all in the 
Power and Majeftyof the Spirit, protecting and defending his Subjects againft 
all outward and inward Enemies, and carrying on his work notwithftanding all 
Oppofition, in an irrefiftible, though Secret and Spiritual way. The external 
Adminiftration of Power, fuch as was convenient for the Peace, Order, and 
Decency of his Church, he delegated to thofe whom he made Leaders of his 
Flock and Stewards of his Houlhold, upon the removal of his Corporal prefence; 

Thofe were his Difciples of whom whilft yet he was upon Earth he made two 
chrift a P - Orders or Ranks, one of Apoftles, being Twelve Meffengers inverted with 
points Hs Apo- c hiefeft Authority; another of Seventy Perlons more in number, but with iefs 
SL’tlL Power, whom he fent before him to Preaeh in each City or Town whether 
ranner. he fliould come. They (not thofe) were his conftant Followers and Domeftick 
Attendants, heard all his Sermons, faw all his Works, being chofen for this pur- 
pofe to be certain and Eye-witnefles to the World of his Doctrine, Miracles* 
Afflictions, Death and Refurredion. They and no others were at Table with 
him at his lall Supper, heard the Prayers he made, received his comfortable and 
incouraging words, and the large Promifes he made at parting. To them aid 
he aflign the whole World as a Province to Teach and Baptize; and thofe did 
he fend as Ambaffadors a latere not only to Preach the Heavenly Truth, and 
Found Churches throughout the World, but to dired and order ill his Name and 
by his Authority, all the Faithful in all things concerning Faith and Manners; 
to preferibe Order in Government of his Church, and therein EftabJilh what 
might be neceffary for its Increafe, Peace and Unity, for reftraimng the Re¬ 
bellious and Refraftory, Provifion of Faithful Paftors, flopping the Mouths of 
gainlayers, and delivering up to Satan fuch as were incorrigible in Wickednefs and 
Blafphemy. And for all thofe things they had moft ample Gifts of the Spirit, 
and were indued with Power from on High. 

7. In 
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7. In this manner of chufing Difciples" and gathering the firft beginnings of 
his Chriftian Church, our Saviour feemeth to have refpefted the Jewifh Polity 
wherein Twelve Princes by Gods appointment were chofen out of the Tribes one 
out or each, and afterwards Seventy Eiders were joyned with the reft in Coun- 
cil. By which diverfity both of number and degree, a difference appears clearly 
m the Dignity of Governours, both in the People of God and Chrift’s Church 
and is evident in the promotion of Matthias , after the Treafon and end of Judas . 

who was one of the Seventy. The Apoftles had under them certain Difciples’ 
whom they ftill took with them as well for eafe as Company, and when they i' u 
had been fufficientiy inftru&ed, they partly fent to plant other Churches, when 
they themfelves were called away into other places, fometimes imployed in 
pertefting what was begun, reftoring what was decayed, or otherwife as occa- 
lion required: And for that they knew by reafon of their conftant Converfe the 
.whole fenfe and mind of the Apoftles, they were appointed (as Timothy by p«n n p t 
ot. Paul') to Ordain and Govern other Paftors and Teachers, than whom rm,m h “^ 
they were therefore more eminent and oft greater Dignity in the Church. ,Wfer,um ‘ 
floi, L ‘cZnf r ' . The Apoftles were all of the fame f Dignity and Power, not one placed 
pan Co,,forth above another as to Authority. Their Lord forbad them all Ambitious Defires 
^fore his Refurreftion they were not free from harping ftill upon a 
c w >r//.»*B»;.*Pl en didI Temporal Dominion, as their Country-men do at this hour, which 
tatc Ecchfos. the MeJJjah Ihould enjoy. As he checked fuch Imaginations, and denied them the 
cvhrum au“- of fl l e Temporal Sword, (which as he found fo he left to the Magiftrate,') 
permit,&foipcr n e was fo far from forbidding them the exercife of juft Authority over others 
, £ he P Iaced them Dignity above all others in his Church, neither forbad 
aquof.'undata c jOU to receive any Names or Titles of refpedt, but ambitioufly to feek after 
eft Hieronjm. and defire them. * Neither did he joyn in equal Authority any Presbytery or So- Mem. 
niaLrl °f inferior Paftors for the Government of the Church, much lefs any mn f ^ rd 

Lay-perfons, an Invention that bears not the Date of One hundred and fifty years * 7 ’ 
and never was heard of till of late time in the Church of God, whatever is pre¬ 
tended. The Apoftles were furnilhed with admirable Gifts of the Holy Ghoft, but 
filch as were requifite for the laying of fuch confiderable Foundations as thofe of 
Chrjftianity; for converting the Incredulous that never had heard of Chrift and 
when they did, would be too apt to ftumble at his Sufferings; for ftrengthen- 
mg the Faithful, who were but fadly entertained by the unbelieving World; and 
for turmlhing fo many Churches newly planted with careful and able Paftors. 

The Church being fettled, there was no neceflity of the continuance of fuch 
Miraculous Power. The Scripture is fufficient in all Ages to declare the Truth • 
the Miracles then wrought give it fufficient Teftimony ; the Authority of that 
full Cornmiffion is ftill continued by Succeffion: The Abilities of Paftors do not 
now appear on a fudden, but ripen with time if they be induftrious. Yet thofe 
parts of Apoftolical Office which lye in Teaching, Baptizing, Adminiftring the 
Lords Supper, loofing and binding, laying on of Hands in the Ordination of 
Paftors and Minifters, thefe ftill continue in the Church, and fo muftas long as 
the Church it left continues. Thefe we may in fewer words diftinguiffi into Do- 
tlnne and Difciphne, Adminiftration ot the Word and Sacraments, and the Power 
of the Keys and Ordination. 


9 - The former did belong indifferently to all Paftors and Minifters of the 
Church, Preaching the Word and Adminiftring the Sacraments, was their general 
Office ana Duty whilft jfte Apoftles yet lived, who referved Power of the Keys and 
Ordination to themfelves. Such they chofe at firft for Paftors and Teachers, as 
were for their Age and Gravity moft capable of Reverence and Honour, in which 
refpeft they were called Presbyters (from which word is derived the French 
Preft res wad our Pr lefts) or Elders. Afterwards fuch Young Men as were of 
fpecial Abilities were admitted, and yet retained the old Name which ufe had 
made Familiar. The Apoftles themfelves are fometimes called Presbyters or 
ff . as SfJ St * Peter taket h that Title upon him, and thofe Presbyters from (»> * 
their inlpedhon or overfight are termed Epijcopi or Bifhops, thofe Names being 
Qb) promifcuoufty ufed at the firft Plantation of Chriftian Churches, whiclL 
were governed by all thofe Presbyters in common under the Apoftles. B ut m, ^ 2 °- 
afterwards, as (cSt. Hterome writes, Factions and Parties being made by fuch fcM *w

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tlie whole Care of the Church ffiOyld belong, they named (in a peculiar and 
eminent way} Epiftoptu or Bifhop. Indeed the Apoftles at their firft Preaching 
of the Gofpel, might not think it neceflary to commit the Government of 
Churches urjtp Bifhops^ becaufe the chief Authority of Impofition of Hands, 
and binding and loofing they "would keep iq their own Hands; and being by 
Chrift himfelf made Universal Bifhops and Overfeers; as alfo becaufe they would Epipk^, 
not commit fo great a Charge to any, before they had had fufficient Experience 
of their Fidelity, Gravity, Prudence and Learning; and alfo left they Ihould, 
feem rather to ftudy the Honour and Preferment of their Difciples than the 
Converfion ,of Souls; therefore they fuflered the Churches firft to make trial 
of many Governours, from the equality of whom great piftiirbahce and Con- 
fufion arifing, and they being called ftill away into other places by fredi Occa- 
fions, were neceffarily conft.rained to fet over each Church a Paftor of approved 
Fidelity, which willingly received him, having by fad Experience learnt what 
Difturbarices Herefies and Schifms the Wickedneffes and Difeord of Teachers 
had produced, and how unfit the confufed Rule and equal Power of Presbyters 
was to prevent or remove thofe Diftempers. 

10. That thofe Fa&ions and Diffentions fpokenof by St. Jerome happened in 
the time of the Apoftles, is evident from the Epiftles written by St. Paul to

as many Schifms as Priefts will be made in the Church. Elfewhere, Jt) That 
afterwards one was chofen who jbould be fet over the reft ; a remedy was made in (C * v 
Schifms , leaft every one drawing to himfelf, Jhould break the Church of Cht/jl. 

Now at Alexandria from Mark the Evangelift unto Heracles and Dionyfius the 
Bifhops, the Presbyters ever named fome one Bifhop that was chofen from amongft 
themfelves and placid in an higher degree. Hence it appears plainly, that Epif- 
copacy is of Apoftolical Inftitution, which the feveral Succeflions of Bifhops 
Epifcopacy in feveral Sees before the death of St. John make evident; fo that the Supe- 
of Apoftolical riority in Bifhops, which he faith was brought in rather by the Cuftora of the 
wtitimon. Church than Divine Difpofition; rather reipedt fuch Cuftoms as were after¬ 
wards brought in by Cannons (fuch were, that Presbyters could not Baptize 
without the Bifhops Licence, nor Preach in his prefence) at leaft if the Apo¬ 
ftles had no exprefs Command for it, as St. Paul (/) diftinguifheth betwixt that (i) » 
and his own Opinion and Judgment in the matter of Virgins; yet muft we 
not think (as the Apoftle in modefty expreffeth himfelf) that they had the 
Spirit of Chrift, who would not doubtlefs leave them to a Fallible and Humane 
one, in a bufinefs of fuch Confequence, as the Government and well ordering of 
his Church. 

11. Such an Officer by the name of Epifcopus or Bifhop , was chofen after 
this manner: When a Bifhop was dead, wnpfe Church was furnilhed with 

The manner many Presbyters fit to fucceed him, theBifhopsjneareft to him of the.fame Pro- c y pr. /. 
chafing or vince meeting together, agreed upon a day for an Eledtion, which day they 
fhop. 81 Bl ' divulged both to the People and Clergy. At the day appointed both People and 
Clergy meeting in the Church, as many Bifhops as poflibly could be prefent 
(but without Three nothing could be done) gave their attendance on the 
Ele&ion, and took notice of fuch as the People and Clergy chofe. If all or the 
greater part of any Sort or Order unanimoufly pitched upon one Perfon, he 
was declared Ele£t, and a day was named for his Confccration, his Name and 
the time of his Confecration being affixed to the Doors of the Church, with 
warning, that if any one would objeft any thing agairift the Party to be chofen, 
they Ihould appear fufficientiy furnilhed for fuch an Affair at fuch a time and « 
place. At the fecond time of their meeting, fuch Bifhops as aflembled for 
Confecration and Impofition of Hands, if after diligent inquiry into the Manners 
of the Party, they found him fuch a one as the Apoftle had deferibed, they 

E Ordained 
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Ordained him Paftor, and gave him a ftridfc Charge in the prefence of all the 
Multitude. If any Crime was objected, and proved againft him, they judged 
him unworthy, and proceeded to the Ele&ion of fome other whom both the 
Clergy and People did unanimoufly defign to this Office. The Care of the 
Ancient Chriftians in choofing their Paftors was fo remarkable to the Heathens 
themfelves, that Alexander Sever us the Roman Emperour is faid by Lampridius 
to imitate it as that of the Jews in this manner .• For when he would make any 
Governours of Provinces or Chief Commanders, he publifhed their Names, de¬ 
firing the People, that if any of them were guilty of any Crime, it might be 
evidently proved .* And he faid it was a fad thing that this fhould not be done 
in the Provinces which Chriftians and Jews practiced toward fuch of their Priefts 
as were to be Ordained.

la. But it happening that in certain places there were very few Clerks, or 
fuch as were not fit for fuch a Calling, in fuch a cafe they betook themfelves 
to the Bilhop of the Metropolis or Mother City of that Province, and of him 
they defired either fuch a Perfon as they themfelves made choice of, or one 
whom he himfelf fhould commend to them. This way of looking after a 
Bilhop was called Population as the other Eleftion. At their Petition the Me¬ 
tropolitan having advifed with that Bilhop whofe Clerk they chofe, and called 
to him other Bifhops (two at leaft) Examined and Confecrated him in like manner 
as the former, or lome other, if juft caufe required, of more approved Integrity 
and Worth. For the reftraining of the Fa&ioufnefs of the People, and the Am¬ 
bition of the Clergy, the Bilhops of the fame Province were commanded to be 
prelent, that they might take care left Corruption, Ambition and Tumult pre¬ 
vailed. And for a curb to thofe Bilhops, left Hatred and private Favour fhould 
difturb or pervert the Work, the Metropolitan was to be made acquainted with 
the whole Proceeding before they could lay Hands on him: as if any one 
accufed them as far more prone, and not indifferent as to the Parties concerned, 
it was proper to the Metropolitan to hinder their Attempts, and with the affent 
of the greater number of Bilhops to hinder the Ele&ion, if, upon Examination, 
they faw it requifite. The Nicene Council, as to this Matter, Decreed, That 
a Bijhop fhould he Confecrated hy all the Bifhops of the fame Province; at leaft, 
that Three (hould meet together and have the confent of the reft expreffed by 
Letters before they fhould lay Hands on him. And that if any were Confecrated 
without the knowledge and Confent of the Metropolitan , he ought not to be owned 
as Bifhop , and that upon diffent the Matter was to be decided by the major 


part. 

i From this moft Antient of all General Councils, we mult obferve, that 
at that time there was a difference in Degree and Power amongft Bifhops them- 
a difference ^ ves » that an Infpedtion was given to fome one over feveral others, that he 
in Degree and was called Metropolitan, and the place of his Authority and Jurifdiftion his Pro- 
JET"* vince : The Metropolitan was fo named from the Metropolis or Mother City, fo 
1 ,ups ' called either in refpedt of Colonies fent abroad, which owned her as their Mo¬ 
ther, or by reafon of Power and Preheminence over and above the adjoyning 
Cities. This difference and relation being betwixt fuch places long before the 
beginnings of the Chriftian Church, when it came to be Eftablifhed, it found a 
neceffity of modelling its Government according to the Secular Form. For 
long before Princes gave their Names to the Chriftian Profeffion, when the 
Church had no other means of diftinguifhing right from wrong, and Truth 
from FaHhoud, but only by Synods, or the Meetings of Religious and Prudent 
Paftors, there being no Chriftian Magiftrate, but the Swords being imployed 
caiSwSrio- not for * but againft the Faithful in many exquiffte Perfections; fuch Meetings 
htan who pr-E- were thought moft convenient to be called by the Bifhops of fuch Principal 
fl ft S °ch th cit * es or Metropolis, and for that fome nraft neceflarily praefide in them as 
Matters. ur Moderators and Governours, they were thought moft fit fo to do, and by 
ancient Councils are called Metropolitans , as alfo Archbifhops. After the Con- 
verfion of Conftantine , when Princes never had owned and imbraced the former¬ 


ly difputed and perfected Name of Chriftians, they began to increafe the 
number of Synods, and confirmed not only the Decrees of General Councils, 
but what was alfo refolved on in Provincial Meetings, as wholefome Remedies 
againft Diforders both of Churc.h and State. And as by their'Edi&s, which 
had the Power of Laws, they referred Ecclefiaftical Caufes to Ecclefiaftical 
Judges; fo did they take Care, that according to the Cannons, thofe Metropo¬ 
litans fhould twice in a If ear afTemble the Bilhops of their ref^e&ive Provinces, 
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and in thofe Synods determine fuch Differences and Contefts as had happened 
in Matters of Religion. In procefs of time bufmefs growing every day more 
' larae and intricate, and Bifhops neither being able to defray the Charges of fo 
frequent and great Journeys* nor being wellfpared from their Sees, there was 
neceffity of reducing Provincial Synods to one yearly. Meeting,, and m the 
mean time of committing the Cognizance of fuch Matters as would bear no 
delay, would prove too tedious for the fmall time allowed to their meeting, to 
the Metropolitan of that Province where they arofe. 

14 Some think the Original of Metropolitans of as high a Date as the time 
oScSir of Timothy and Titus. That it was moft Ancient, appears from the Cannons 
«ns. as well of the firft Nicene , as other General Councils which fpeak of thofe kind 
* of Governours, not as lately fet up, but as ordinary Officers ot the Church, and 
take care 00 every Metropolitan City retain its ancient Dignity. And fuch was 
the Government of the Church when perfecuted: After that Conftantine had oKX/JlCTCUff, 
vailed the Fafces and Eagle of the Empire to the Crofs, and had quite changed Can ^ 
the ancient Form of Subordinate Majefiracy, the Form of Ecclefiaftical Junfdnftion gj, 
was alfo much altered: as well in the changing of Cities for Metropolitan Power, •n'OixjuxeH'i- 
as erecting of new forts of Governours. The Eaft felt the greateft force of <W&>c™.7 
this alteration, (though the extravagance of the Emperours efpecially fay their 
Roman Emulators,) but the Weft alio found a neceffity, though not in fo large 
a meafure, of conforming the Ecclefiaftical way of Adminiftration to that of the 
Civil. For another Form of Provinces being made, and other Cities Erefted 
into Metropolis, to the Bifhop of thofe newly upftart Cities was given the Title ^‘ Ca c ” n n , 
of Metropolitans, yet had they but the meer Title and place j no Metropolitical w y,-,- chaicot. 
Authority or Jurifdiftion, preceding their Colleagues of their feveral Provinces, 
and placed next to the Metropolitans, but fubjedt to them as the reft of their 
Fellow Bilhops. The Emperours might at their pleafure divide and multiply 
Provinces, which if the Bilhops indeavoured to do, they incurred the pain of 


uepoiition.- 

i y. It was confidered that the Apoftles and their Succeflors had delineated 
and affigned the Limits and Borders of Church Government, according to the 
Dignity and Order of the feveral Cities, and that the reafon was now the fame, 
if poffibly an Alteration without great Inconvenience could be obtained j that 
The place of the Idler Cities are dependent . upon the greater, to which is day ly great Con- 
hu Rcfidcnce. fl uence upon t he account of Traffick and publick Bufmefs; and much intercourfe 
neceflarily being betwixt the feveral Bifhopricks and Parifhes and Metropolitan 
Cities, it neceflarily muft follow, that there it is moft convenient the Metro¬ 
politan fhould have his See, where was the Metropolis for Civil Matters, that 
the feveral inferiour Officers of his Province might have the more eafie accefs 
to his Perfon: the force of which Confequence appears manifeftly in this, that 
where Cuftom or a certain Veneration of particular Places or Perfons has con¬ 
fined the Metropolitan See to fome private City in the Province, yet is the 
Prelate neceffitated to rcfide for the moft part in the Civil Metropolis. To 
thofe Reafons as are moft weighty, may be added that Honour and Efteem that 
all Chriftians have to the Perfon and Memory of Conftantine. If the Apoftles 
and Apoftolical Perfons imitated in their Church Polity the Method and Order 
of Heathen Perfecutors, much more did it feem fitting and convenient to the 
Bifhops, to follow the pattern of fo Pious and deferving a Prince. 

i6.Before this time therefore Bifhops being fet over feveral Cities,and Metropo¬ 
litans,or Archbifhofs over Provinces: When as the Civil Diocefles were appointed, 
whereof each contained feveral Provinces, it was thought fit that over every 
Diocefs fhould alfo one Bifhop be appointed to govern the Archbiffiops,as the Arch¬ 
bifhops did the Bifhops. Where the Prefidents, Confolares , and Corretfores were, 
there fate the Metropolitans. And when, the Vicarii were brought up and fet 
over the Governours of Provinces, Primates were conftituted in the Church to 
overfee Metropolitans and other inferiour Officers. The Vicarius was over feve¬ 
ral Provinces, fo was the Primate j the Vicars Charge was called Dioscefis , fo 
was that of a Primate. From the Confulares and Prejidents of Provinces, there 
lay Appeal to the Vicars, fo did there to the Primates from the Metropolitans 
Primates ot Exarchs. From the Sentence of Vicars lay Appeal to the PrefeEli Pretoria ; 

Sponsor andfo f rom the Primates and Exarchs to the Patriarchs hereafter to be fpoken 
Metropolitans, of. But that in imitation of the Vicars , the Office and Dignity of Primates was confute m- 
Inftituted, feemeth to fome moft demonftrable from this, that before the. time of “ 

E2 Conftantine 
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CoHftantine there are no Teftimonies nor Footfteps of any Jurifdi&ion of thofe 
Wears, neither in Ecclefiaftical Writers any mention of Primates, Enarchs or 
Diocejffes in this Senfe: AllHiftories, Councils, that of Nice give only Priority 
of place to the Bilhops of Rome ; Alexandria, Antioch , and Jerufalem own no 
Bifhops above Metropolitans , no Diocejffes above Provinces , no Diccejffan Councils 
above Provincial. But presently upon the Inftitution of the Vicars, and a diftin- 
tiion of their Diocefes from Provinces, there is molt frequent mention made 
of Enarchs, Primates, Diocejffes , and Diocejffan Councils in Ecclefiaftical Authors ; 
fo that the firft Conflantinopolitan Council fpeaks of them as already made and 
confirmed. Thefe Primates were called Primates Patriarchales,bnt in a ftridt Senfe 
are not to be confounded with Patriarchs. 

Patriarchs i 7. The Jews had their Patriarchs , to whom were fubje& all the Synagogues * 

chorea in the i n the World, which fo far owned their fubje&ion, that they paid them Tribute, 

Church. as a pp ears from the (a) Code of Theodojius. This Tribute was called Qb) Apo - G)fyt>ai 
ftole, and fuch as gathered it Apoftoli , whofe Office it was to execute the Com* ( 5 $^ 
mands of thefe Patriarchs , the Original of whom is to be derived no higher than *** PittniZ. 
the Deftru&ion of Jerufalem , and the Univerfal Captivity of that Nation. The 12 ‘ 
Montanifls it feems, in imitation of them, had alfo their Patriarch, as we learn 
from (c) St. Jerom , as fome (d) obferve from Herodotus , that the Heathen Wtyv?-?*. 
Egyptians called their Chief Prieft by that Name, of whom is to be underftood JtJZ’L 
that Saying of (e) Hadrian in Vopifcus , and neither of a Chriftian Patriarch »< 
nor the Jewifii, as fome would have it. The Chriftian was of much a later 
Date, though the Romanifts from fome forged Writings will needs have them nt&pZZZ- 
Inftituted and Seated by the Prince of the Apoftles. If they fpeak by way of™" f min 
Anticipation, and will contend that fuch Sees as were firft appointed by 
Apoftles, came to be afterwards Patriarchal; we fhall not at all contend, that gimchnjim. 
the Patriarchal Sees (though not as Patriarchal) were by Apoftolical appoint¬ 
ment. But the Patriarchs themfelves were of a later Date than the firft Nicene 
Council, no mention being made of them by any Chriftian Writer of Credit, 
till about or after the Death of Conftantine. As for the Epiftles of Anacletus 
Bifliop of Rome , from whom the Cardinal Annalift, and others, would prove 
the Series of the firft three Patriarchal Sees, and the Supremacy of the Roman; 
it and all the reft of the Epiftles of the old Popes are Spurious, being unknown 
to the World before rite Ninth Century, and then fuch were, as they are vented 
out of Spain into Europe, as (/) many have fufficiently evinced. Of as fmall (tyPojhhis 
Credit are the Councils held under them: And the Sixth Cannon of the Nicene ^pZ^iL 
Council, though it takes care for the Power and Precedence of thofe Bilhops of dvro & Turri- 
Alexandria and Antioch , conforming them to him of Rome ; yet doth it not va t * lmti - 
fpeak of them under the Name and Title of Patriarchs , but as Metropolitans or la ' 
Primates. 

18. Patriarchs therefore feem to have been fo named and obeyed, in Imita¬ 
tion of the Prafetti Preetorio , though there be no full conformity as to their 
of the Prjfitfi num ^ er » there being at firft but Three of them, and Four of the later. The 
pratml: * firft Three were the Metropolitans of Rome , Antioch and Alexandria , the pre- 
cife time of whofe Promotion is not known. Afterwards the Metropolitan of 
Conflantinople by the Decrees of the Councils of Constantinople and Chalcedon * 
obtained that Dignity as moft congruous to that Imperial Seat, which had the 
Title and (a) Priviledges of New Rome. After this the Bilhop of Jerufalem was (a) t* t 
dignified with the fame Title, who had anciently been graced with particular 

Five in ail. Refpett and Honour, yet fo that the Bilhop of Catfarea (To unwilling were the ^ 
Ancient Fathers to change the Cuftoms of the Church) retained all Rights and 
Priviledges of Metropolitan, which the Nicene Council alfo confirmed. But at 
length Favour prevailed for this moft Ancient Church, which as a (£) Romanift /b )BetUri* 
obferves, is ftiledby Theodoret , Mother of afl Churches, and by fuftine the Em- 
perour. Mother of the Chriftian Name and ProfeJJion ; upon this account, that 
from Her all other Churches were diftufed throughout the World. And after 
many endeavours ufed, this Honour was obtained for her, as we read in the A&s 
of the Council of Chalcedon, notwithftanding the violent refiftance of Leo t he 
Great, Bilhop of Rome, who, as one fays, alluding to the Speech of Lyfander, 
and that Popes Name, to the Lyoos skin fewed the Foxes, and omitted nothing 
that might hinder the Promotion of thofe two Sees; infomuch that fome ground- 
ing their Opinion on a place in Gulielmus Tyrius , have thought that Dignity was 
not Eftablilned and Confirmed to Jerufalem before the Fifth Council in the time 
of Juftinian. 

19. Such 
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19. Such was the Polity of the Ancient Church, conformable as to place and 
Dignity with that of the State, then which a more Commodious could not be 
invented, both for prelerving Peace, and fafe to every Bilhop. his proper Jurif- 
di&ion. But we ffiall fee how the Partition of Diocefles and Provinces agreed.

Suburbicarium, 7. Apulia and Calabria, 8. Brutium, 9. Samnium, and 
10. Valeria , all which were fubjed to the Roman Patriarch, and Conftituted his 
proper and peculiar Diocels, and extended no farther Weftward than the River 
Magra , the limit of Hetruria, and that called Aft us (but Efts by Pliny and 
Blondicsj not far from Ancona, which manifeftly appears in that one part of 
Picenum is called Picenum Suburbicarium, and the other Annonarium ; fo that 
in that Country the Suburbicarian Provinces were terminated. The Second 
Diocefs of the Weft , was the Italian, containing Seven other Provinces of 
Italy, viz. Venetia with Iftria, /Emilia , Liguria , Flaminia with Picenum 
Annonarium, and Rhtet'ta Secunda, all which in Civil things obeyed their Vicar, 
and in Ecclefiaftical the Metropolitan of Milaine ; in which refpeft this City is 
called by St. Athanafius the Metropolis of Italy , as Rome of the Roman Jurif- 
didion. The Third Diocefs, the African, wherein fometime were numbered 
more than Two hundred Bilhops and leveral Metropolitans, all which with their 
Provinces, were fubjeft to the Bifliop of Carthage as their Primate. The Fourth 
Illyrium, which formerly had its Primate and Provinces, but was afterwards 
lubjeded to the Patriarch of Conflantinople. The Fifth Gall, which once owned 
Augufta Treucrorum or Triers for its Metropolis, and the Bilhop of Triers for its 
Primate , but thence transferred the Dignity to Arles. The Sixth Spains, the 
Metropolis whereof Hifpalis feems firft to have been, but afterwards, together 
with the Royal Seat, the Dignity was transferred to Toledo. The Seventh Brit¬ 
tains, in the Plural number alfo, the Metropolis of which was anciently fork as 
it is conje&ured, where the Emperours, when in this Country, refided. But 
many agreed, this Honour was conferred on Canterbury, the Bifliop whereof is 
Primate, or (to ufe the words of (a) Malmsbury , and the Glofs (l) of the 
Cannon Law) Patriarch of the whole Diocels; and in a fober Expreflion alterius ZtogipZtif. 
orbis Papa , Pope of another World. Thus was anciently the Church divided o>)Cap.citras 
into Diocefles, according to the Form of the Empire, much altered in following 
Ages by Emperours and Councils, as we may fee hereafter, efpecially by the 
Roman Patriarch after his Incroachment and Ufurpation; fo that the Marks of 
thofe ancient Dioceffes are hardly to be found out, or the Footfteps of their Patri¬ 
archs and Primates not eafily discovered. 

21. Thus we fee the Church its Polity, in reference to theDivifion of Places confute R t r- 
under their leveral forts of Prelates. Now mull we confider their Power, *** 

The Power and.fo defeend to inferior Minifters. The Patriarchs Power was great in 
Patriarchs. Creation of Metropolitans and Bifhops. From Metropolitans Appeal lay to his 
Tribunal; he appointed Judges, and took cognizance of their Caufes, called 
Synods of his Diocefs, and decided other great and weighty Affairs. Of all 
thefe Five the Roman, becaufe of the Quality and Antiquity of the City, was 
firft in Order, but in Dignity and Jurildittion Collateral, not Superior. For 
the Nicene Council gives as much Power and Authority to him of Alexandria 
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in Egypt , Lyhia and Pentapolis , as the Roman had over the Sulurlicarian Pro- 
vinces,and Juftinian the Emperour ordained that the Biffiop of Juftiniana Prima in 
Pannonia Secundaft lould have the fame Right and Privileges over the, Bifliops,fub- *m e Tri . 
jedt to him,as the Roman Pope had over the Biffiops within his junfdidtion ; and on 
the Patriarch of Conftantinopole, were conferred equal priviledgesj as his City was tb» r . c . 
advanced to the fame Dignity with Rome , though the Elder in order preceded the ^ 
Younger. As for the Titles given to the Patriarch of Rome, however Glorious they «***««. 
may feem to fome, and to portend fome Principality, Jurifdiftion and Power over 
others,yet are found but common to him with others. Great are the Epithetes given (aj Bebja,.

We 
grant the Biffiop of Rome had not only the Dignity of Patriarch but is allb ftiled ( g ; /» gm- 
Patriacharum Epifcopus x Biffiop of Patriarchs ; but fo might in fome fence, not 
only he, but all other Patriarchs ; to whom Metropolitans were fubjedt, who be- ( i; Evtgri- 
caufe they prefided over many Biffiops or Fathers ; therefore were anciently call- 
ed Patriarchs. ’**

ed supremacy who accufe him of raffinefs and perverfenefs; fuch an Oracle was he accounted 31 ‘ 
rt j eaedb y * Ui by the Africans in the time of St. Auguftine , when endeavouring to eftabliffi his 
Supremacy by the way of Appeal in thofe Provinces, he was branded by them with 
Pride and Fraud in Corrupting,and Perfidioufnefs in violating the Nicene Cannons. 

Such was the Infallibility efteemed, when Lihertus was taxed for Ar 'tanifm, Vi- 
gilius for Neftorianifm, and Honorius for the Herefic^^of the Monothelites, by the 
whole Church; when Hildebrand for his Doftrine of depofing Kings, and abfolv- 
ing Subjects from their Allegiance, was by all good Men and feveral Councils 
efteemed a Violator of all Divine and Humane Laws, as Mafter of Perfidioufnefs 


and Perjury, aTyrantand even Antichrift himfelf; when Leo the Tenth his opi¬ 
nion of his own Holynefs, his Superiority, above a Council, was cenfured as He¬ 
retical by all Orthodox Men, and for 1400. Years none had ever doubted of the 
contrary : What Authority he had in ancient Times, either in promoting or de¬ 
grading his fellow Patriarchs , we may fee clearly in the Cafe of the Patriarchate 
of Conftantinople , which notwithftanding the utmoft endeavours of Leo , was 
confirmed by a general Council; in that of Meletius Biffiop of Antioch (an admi¬ 
rable Perfon if Bafil may be believed ) whom Damafus of Rome had by his Sen¬ 
tence deprived, which Sentence was rejected by the fecond general Council j 
and in that of Athanafius , who was not reftored after his feveral Baniffiments and 
Perfections by the Biffiop of Rome, (as Sozomen falfly Writes of Julius) but by 
Imperial orders, and the judgment of the Council of Sardis ; how great an efteem 
the ancient Fathers had for his Infallibility or Authority we find when Cy- 
Inknces of prian and Formilian being rebuked by Stephen,they reply upon him, as an arrogant 
«hdr Coequal p 00 i anc j a Counterfeit Chriftian; when the Eaftern Biffiops rebuked by Julius 
Excommuuicate, deprive him, and by their Letters, fignifie to all other Biffiops 
that they neither admit him into Communion, Write to him, or receive any Let¬ 
ters from him: When Diofcorus the Alexandrian Patriarch; cenfured (and juftly) 
by Leo, durft give fentence againft, and Excommunicate him ; when Vigilius , 
whilft Orthodox wasSynodically Excommunicated by the African Biffiops, and 
when he turned to be a Defender and Patron of the three Chapters, was condemn¬ 
ed and Anathematized as an Heretick, by the fifth general Council : Infinite 
were examples in this kind. Well might the Roman Patriarch have precedence in 
order, as agreeable to the Dignity of the City, which though ffie was Queen of 
the Empire, yet could not create him any Title to one Angle L not to fay a Triple)

Next to the Patriarch was the Primate, and although not indignity, yet in Pow¬ 
er equal to him, if we believe (fi) Gratian ; but this opinion feemeth to have ftJmjiinif: 
proceeded from the ambiguity and promifeuous ufe of tne Words , which in this ’ e P rtr ” at - 
Controverfie of Church Government hath begot ftrange Errors and Contentiohs, 
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as will be feen hereafter ; feeing there were other Trimates befides the fi ve Pa¬ 
triarchs, who owed fome fort of obedience to them receiving , and perform¬ 
ing their orders in afterabling Councils and other bufinefs. And as thefe Pri¬ 
mates werediftinguilhed from Patriarchs , properly fo called, lo alio Conltituted 
a peculiar Degree and Dignity above other Metropolitans ; notwithltanding 
what fome Objedt from an Epiftle of Pope Boniface , that two Provinces could not he 
fuljetl to one and the fame Perfon : For not to make ufe of what might be objefted 
againft thefe Epiftles j this expreffion may well be admitted in this fence, that 
no one Perfon could fo prefide over two Provinces, as to exercife the Function 
of a Metropolitan in any other than his own Province: For when Primates were 
ordained any where, care was taken to preferve the Rights of Metropolitans invio¬ 
late, as appears from feveral examples. But though Prefidents fhould fail m this 
Cafe, yet the nature of the thing doth evidently demonftrate it: For if the Pri¬ 
mate Ihould exercife the office proper to a Metropolitan, what need were there of 
a Metropolitan ? if a Metropolitan that of a Bilhop in his Province , what need 
were there of a Bilhop > Therefore the Bilhop his Pareciais fubjeeftto him 
certain and peculiar manner , wherein it is not fubjeift to a Metropolitan : The *

27. To Primates therefore firft, this is obferved to have been due as a Pnvi- JJm 
ledge to approve and confirm Bilhops and Metropolitans Canonically Elected. Se¬ 
condly, They examined and parted judgment on fuch matters as had been determi¬ 
ned and judged in Provincial Synods. For from Provincial Synods, appeal lay 

1 d Tb a i rMr to Primates ; and Thirdly, To them belonged the Celebration of Diocefan Coun- 
er Primates cils, i'ummed out of feveral Provinces, Primates having Authority, when they 
m the Church, judged j t convenient,to make fuch Aflemblies. Fourthly,They were appointed as 
Watch-men info many Watch-Towers ; andOverfeersin the Name of the Pa¬ 
triarch , to inquire and obferve, whether Ecclefiaftical Difcipline was diligently 
obferved ;and affording, an helping and healing hand where it was wanted. Info- 
much, that they had not only power of calling Synods of feveral Provinces , but 
in urgent Affairs, to lend for Bilhops out of divers Provinces, and with them to 
debate and fettle Matters j which was given to the Bilhop of Arles , by ancient 
cuftom in the days of Gregory the Great, who defines twelve to be a compleat 
number of fuch Affiftants. Fifthly, They gave Certificates ofLetters, commendato¬ 
ry to all Clerks, Metropolitans and Bi/hops, travelling out of their Diocefs ; by 
vertue whereof they mig ht he received into Communion with other Churches.* 

That thofe things were always and univerfally true cannot be faid, but often or for 
the moft part, and never juft except the Authority of Princes was therein duly 
confidered; who, befides their undoubted right of being nurfing Fathers matero Balfa- 
to the Church, are owned by thofe * that would rather place that honour in the M «»« & 
Bilhop of Rome, as Author of new Sees in the time even ot Juftinian. - autho^c. j. 

28. It appears from the Preface to (a) one of the Emperours Conftitutions, £ x ov ,i. 
The Aatho. that this Power then refided in Princes, to change and make new Sees of Metropo- u. 

ra y of Metro -lit an s, the Authority of whom, we are next to confider : of Metropolitans there 
pohtans. were two forts, in latter times, one, which was fubjeft to the Primate, and ano- 
Two sons of ther that acknowledged no Subje&ion; fuch thofe Arch-Bilhops accounted them- 
them. felves, that were not fubjedfc to any Primate. And fuch were all the Metropolitans of 

Africk, who were called Primates, but never Exarchs ; as (P) oneobferves, as if mruriw 
this name was only proper to the Primates of Diocefles ( not of Provinces) fuch as Pyth*»- &*• 
the Bilhop of Carthage, who by (Y) Leo the Ninth, is ftiled Maximus Africa tr '^ £ ^. + . 
Metropolitans, the greateft Metropolitan of Africk : And yet Qd~) Juftinian glories (d) Nnnl. 
that he had fet that Bilhop over all Africk , and the fame Perfon obferves, that X * K 
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he rather reftored him to his Dignity, after the Vandals were expelled that Coun¬ 
try than beftowed any new honour on that See j fo that if the other Bilhops 
were fubjeft to him, they muft be fubjedl to him not as a Patriarch, but a Primate, 
and therefore could not properly and ftri&ly be ftiled Primates themfelves .* How¬ 
ever, if they owned no fbbjeftion to Primates, their Power though not their 
Dignity, was fuitable to theirs. If under their inlpe&ion their jurifdi&ion was 
iubordinate to theirs, as that of the Primates to the Patriarchs in matters of Sy¬ 
nods, Appeals, and other matters, lyable to the cognizance of Superiours; they 
prefiding in the manner and Governing thofe Arch-Bilhops and Bilhops, that were 
within the limits of their Metropolitical jurifditftion. 

29. For in the Greror Eaflern Church , it’s manifeft that for fome time 
there was a diftin&ion betwixt Metropolitans and Arch-bifliops, who Conftitu- 

ted a peculiar Rank or Order betwixt them and Bilhops. And for that time the chaicd.com: 
Arch-Bilhop was within the jurifdi&ion of the Metropolitan: At length thofe i*. 
Arch-Bilhops were exempted from their power, and ordained by the Patriarch, as 
appears from Balfamfn and the Notitia of Metropolitans and Arch-Bilhops fub- urllf pith. 
je£t to the Conftantinopolitan Patriarch, to whom Innocent the Third Bilhop of diatrib.z.c. 3. 
Rome , after Conftantmople was fubjetfted to the Latins willingly aferibes that 
Office. But excepting this cafe of the Greeks , Arch-bilhops were the lame with 
Metropolitans, having the fame power of Ordination, afiembling Synods, and re- 
Tit i! Iar Mc * ceiving Appeals within their refpe<5tive Provinces, if in Priviiedge and Authority 
uopo tans. t k e y were really fuch ; for we hnd that in the Eaft towards the decay of the Em¬ 
pire, there were fome called Arch-bilhops, who had no jurifdiftioon over other 
Bilhops, meerly titular, and lb named only becaufe they had honour and prece¬ 
dence before their fellow Bilhops of the fame Province. 

30. The Power, Office, and Authority of a Bilhop ( wherein all thofe forts a- 
gree) being in power and jurifdiftion, not in order diftindt from one another ) 

The Power, ls moft weighty and confiderable, moft controverted, and of late impugned. At 
firft the Presbyters as we faid under the Apoftles in common care and Council 
aops in the Governed the Church; but by degrees necertity of Peace and Order brought the 
church. Goverment upon one mans Ihoulders, though fupported by the artiftanceofo- 

thers j for what St. (a) Cyprian faith of after times,may well be applyed to the moft ^ 
Primitive, that thence Herefies and Schifms arofe, becaufe Gods Trie'is was not c- ' 1 

beyed, andfome one was not thought of, who for a time fhould be Judge tf the 
Church, in the room ofChrifi j by which words he means not the Bilhop ci Rome, 
as fome vainly imagine but himfelf. 

31. The moft certain note of difference betwixt Bilhops and Presbyters, this 
became, that in every City were feveral or many Presbyter s, but only one 
Bilhop, except any by force intruded and made a Schifm, or the Bilhop by reafon 
of Sicknels or Age, was neceflitated to have an afliftant; who yet in his preience 
was of n© Authority. Another note and a part of his power was importtion of 
hands upon Bilhopsand Presbyters, called Confecration and Ordination, which

jz. From the end of their Inftitution (which was to prevent Schifms, and 
eftabliih Power and Peace in the Church) we may well gather, tha^ befides the 
power of Ordination, they had the other Priviledges (and Tasks) by St. Paul cqn- 
. Ferredon Timothy and 77 ^, viz. Of examining,reproving and removing fuch Pres¬ 
et privl * byters as were guilty of unfound Doftrine, and corrupt Manners ; which were to 
continue till the coming ofChrift, not ending with thofe two, and therefore if 
belonging to any as their Succeffors, certainly to Bilhops, whopraffiding m their 
feveral Churches, had Paftoral and Fatherly Power over both People and Presby¬ 
ters under them,according co theirOffice: They had and have the Authority of the 
fa] Apoftles in the Church, to bind and loofe, elfe how could they pumlh and fa )Qr^hm, 
Conftrain, and without punilhment no awe, and without awe, none canpre- 15 - 
ferve Peace and Order. Where they could not be themfelves prefent, to Preach 
and Adminifter the Holy Sacraments, they provided for fuch places, fit and con¬ 
venient Paftors, that they might be Rightly and Chriftianly inftrucfted ; took 
care left any Herefies, Errors or Diflentions crept up amongft them ,* afforded 
them their Council in doubtful matters, their afliftance in difficult, and without 
troubling the whole Province, put an end to their private Controverfies and Con¬ 
tentions, excellent effefts of Paftoral Care and Vigilancy. Befides thofe things 
that were connative with their Office, fucceeding Ages for the fame reafons 
thought fit to enlarge the Bounds of their Power and Priviledges; that all things 
might be done in Peace, Decency and in Order. Hence came it that by provifion 
of Cannons and Cuftom of the Church, they had many other Prerogatives; as 
Reconciliation of Penitents, Confirmation and Impofition of hands on die Bap¬ 
tized, Dedication of Churches and the like : And fo great was the power intrufted 
with them, that ( 2 ) no Presbyter could baptize without the Bilhops Licenfe, nor Q^ atnu 
Preach if he were prelent, in fome places. y. 

t j j. Nay, as foon as Ecclefiaftical Matters came to fome Form, Regulation and %”"'*■ 
Order, and the Government by Bilhops Priefts and Deacons eftablilhed : Bi - num ' 

Ihops within their own Diocels had the foie power of Holy Functions, and (al¬ 
though at the firft beginning of Chriftianity, molt things might be common to 
Presbyters and Bilhops ) Priefts and Deacons might be added to them, to aflill 
them, and be employed according to occafion, and their Abilities by their over¬ 
fight and diferetion; fo that a Prieft might not Baptize nor Adminfter the Holy 
Communion, nor Teach nor interpret the Scriptures; de loco Superiore Ecclefia , as 
Sr. Auguftin calls it, or de Cathedra , as St. Ambrofe >, as a SiSdatotho s or a Doftor 
(/or fo they were then called, that did it either of their own Authority as Bilhops, 
or was allowed it as Priefts,according to the Preaching now in ufe ) without pe¬ 
culiar allowance of the Bilhop of that Diocels. In many places Priefts were not 
Having the allowed to do it; it was not then thought to belong to them, but the task of the 
foie power of Bilhop alone, becaufe he in his Office reprefenting more immediately Chrift him- 
ii eh prSng was looked upon as him from whom Holy Offices were derived : Which 
and giving 5 made him fo abfolute in his Diocefs, that it was accounted great Ufurpation for 
Liccnfc fo to an y jyj an to challenge any power in Spirituals ^as fuch) but under him, and by 
his deputation.

own office, Oportet Epifcopum Concionahtem mori. fiMtm'mri. 

I y. But as Bilhops, their proper work feeihetb to be Government rather than 
preaching, and fo much the Etymology of their name hinteth to us. Indeed be- 
Bifoops go- ing the Minifters of Chrift in an efpecial manner, their office includes all univerlal 
van as weu a* Duties ; which as the ftate of the Church requireth according to its neceffities, 
p*** 1 are to be difeharged by them, fo that in times of Ignorance they ought to preach, 
and other whiles as others Comport, behave themfelves in their general prafHce, 
not only a&ing themfelves, but overfeeing aifo others ; diredhng and ruling 
Priefts in their Ecclefiaftical Funftions : By which A&s they are chiefly 
diftinguilhed from inferiour Minifters. Now befides thefe Epifcopi or Bilhops, 
there were Choreipifcopi, fo called from the Country or Villages which they 
Governed. Their original is by fome fetcht from Apoftolical Inftitution, as if 
they were made as Succeflors to the Seventy Difciples, as Bilhops are to the 
Apoftles; but it’s uncertain both what time they began,and when precifely they 
came to their period. G'ratiancites fa) Pope Damafus telling the Bilhops oXAfrick, w 
that they were then forbidden throughout the World; but his Succeflor, Nicolas confute die. 
cw ., w . writes an Epiftle to Hosbaldus as Ckorepifcopus, fo that Sormatidis (b) the Jefuit 
ordained. 1 with reafon affirms both the Epiftlesot Damafus and Leo the firft, concerning 

thefe Chorepifcopi to be fpurious,and from Pope Nicolas in his Epiftle to Radulphus ocb. - 
quotes thofe words in imitation of the feventy,Chorepifcopi were ordained, concerning Attri 

whomyivho can doubt but they had the Offices of Bi/hops ? Grattan affigns this difference 
betwixt them and Bifhops,that Bilhops could not be ordained but in Cities,but they 
in Villages ; Bilhops granted Letters called Formata or Dimijforice (by which one 
was exempted from the jurifdhftion of his Bilhop, which were wont to be given 
with great Solemnity ) the Chorepifcop'u could only grant Letters Commen¬ 
datory (called alio pac'tficce, granted to Clerks travelling, whereby they were 
commended, that they might quietly execute their Office in other DiocelTes) 
although the Glofs denies they could grant them, and makes them only proper 
to the Bilhops, who alfo had the right of Confecration, whereas the Chorepifi 
copi could only confer the teller orders. That pretended Epiftle of Leoy reckons 
up Ten feveral things which belong to the Office of Bilhops, the Chorepijcopt 
were not to meddle with, (c) Filefactu tells us that, a Bilhop being ordained by (c) Excmc, 
Hereticks, if afterward he became Catholick, was made Chorepifcopus : But J* bt 
rfgbSr thofe forts of Priefts which we may call puny Bilhops (being betwixt a Bi- nenji can. 3. 
Priett m cil- Ihop and a Presbyter) grew out of ufe by degrees,and Rural [d) Deans came in their d, «n s . 
room (as it’s faid ) but with a more reftrained power. 

36. The next in the order of this Hierarchy, was the Presbyter or Prieft, reu pm in cuc- 
who by direftion and under the infpe&ion of the Bilhop,Celebrated Divine Service, c * nm 

Adminftred the Sacraments, and preached Gods Word ; of all thofe the Para - * 3. 

cusy Parfon or Parilh Prieft, is moft confiderable. The rank of Curates ( the de emcit. e- 
fame with our Parfons, in French called Cures, faith Gerfon, {a) is the next 
in order to that of Bijhops j ids manifefi, in that the fame Hierarchical duties are 
incumbent upon them as upon the other , although hot in fo excellent a degree : For 
ids their duty to Purifie thofe committed to their charge by convittion and reproof, 
to illuminate them by Teaching and Preashingy and to adminifter the Satraments ; 
and tbey are bound, if occafion be, as well as Bijhops, to lay down their life for their 
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Sheep ; fo that when Chrifi fent abroad, the Seventy D'tfciples, /a whom fucceed Cu¬ 
rates, both according to the opinion of Divines and Lawyers, he committed 
in effett the fame Charge to them as he did to the Apoftles . Elfewhere (J>) he (b)Dtst atu tis 
writeth that this rank of Curates was figured in the old Law by the Levites,that 
it was Inftituted by Chrifi and his Apoftles in the very beginning of the Church>, curgtonmctn- 
which Inftitution became more evident by the Declarations of Popes, and as weU f ,d ' »• 
General as Particular Councils. So doth Gerfon defcribe this fort of Eccle- 
fiaftical Minifters, and without any Partiality, although being Chancellor of 
the Univerlity of Paris, he was alfo Cure or Pariffi Prieft of St. John in 
Grave in the fame City, as his Learned Country-man Filefacus (c) engageth 60 
himfelf to evince. 

a Parijb 5 7. He defcribes our Paroscus or Pariffi-Prieft, to be one ajftgned to fome cer- ' 4 
Prie S ieCcilbei tain Churches, as having the over fight of a People, in behalf of which he officiates, 
which he is obliged to teach, and to Adminifter the Holy Sacraments, and who for 
fo doing ought to be maintained by the Offerings of thofe that are committed to his 
charge. Concerning their Original, he fuppofes certain Priefts to have been 
Their Original. Ordained at firft by St. Peter, as the number of the Faithful increafed in Rome, 
and from the Pontifical Hiftory of Pope Damafus, indeavoureth to prove that 
they were reduced to a certain number by C let us , and he Profecutes their 
Hiftory a$ well to other places as Rome , proving that in moft antient times, 

Pa riffies in many Countries were Eftabliffied. Here let our Reader take notice 
of the feveral forts of Names by which this Prieft is called. Sometimes Pa- 
roccus and Parochus, fotnetimes he is faid to be a Presbyter, Ordained or Infti- 
tuted in a Parifh or Church , for by the Sixth Cannon of the Firft Council of 
Choice don, no Prieft is to be Ordained, but to forhe certain Place or Church, 
which Law was indeed of force in the moft Primitive times. At Rome it 
being fometimes requifite to have feveraLPriefts in one Church, over them all 
one was fet, who was therefore called Presbyter Cardinahs or Principal Prieft, 
which Title was not confined to the City, but given alfo to other Priefts, whofe 
Their feveral charge lay in the Country. Sometime he is called Presbyter or Prieft limply 
Torts of Names, without any addition; other whiles he is underftood by the word Sacerdos, fome¬ 
times ftiled Reflor Ecclefite, Proprius Presbyter, Presbyter Parochianus, Presbyter 
Plebis , and Plebanus, Presbyter Parochitanns and Parrochialis, Clericus Paroscialis, 

Clericus Localis. And, as in Councils he is diftinguilhed by the name of Presby¬ 
ter not feldom, as being more truly lb than others under him, fo is he called 
limply Clericus, as Principal or above other Clerks. In more late times we 
corn::,, meet with the names of Curio and Curatus, not derived from the antient Roman 

whence. Curiones, as fome have imagined, feeing it was never heard of till thole latter 

Ages, but from the care and lollicitude they ought to have for their Flocks; 
and it was firft brought up by the Cannons of the GaSican Chinch. We in like 
manner have the word Perfona or Parfon peculiar to us in England. And it 
muft not be omitted, that this fame Prieft is fometimes called Presbyter and 
Clericus Diocefanus. 

$8. For in the antient Monuments of the Church, it is often found that the 
Dioujit and words Diocefis and Par oacia are promifeuoufly ufed. Diocefis fometimes lignifies 
Parareia what, tfie fame thing which we in the prefent Modern Sence call a Pari ill, although 
moft commonly by it is meant a Territy of great Extent both in an Ecclefiafti- 
cal and Civil Senfe, as formerly we have obferved. By Paroscia (rather to be 
written f Paroecia ) at the beginning of Chriftian Religion, and not a few Ages t »»» dn 
after, was not meant a Society or Communion of Neighbours meeting at the mefl ' 
fame Church, but that which we call now a Diocefs or a Biffioprick. Filefacus J 
traces it down beyond the Nephews of Charles the Great, as tar as Arnulphus 
the Emperour. This promifeuous ufe of Names which we find to be very fre¬ 
quent in the Hierarchy, is to be attributed partly to the extent of their fignifi- 
cation, many being applicable to the fame Perfon and thing in feveral refpe&s, 
partly to the viciflitude of all Humane Affairs, wherein Language hath a very 
great lhare, nothing more depending upon the Fancy of the Vulgar: and partly 
to the Latitude of the Chriftian Church, which extending it felf through all 
places and Countries, no wonder that it receives diverfity of Terms, for we fee 
particular Regions, though of the lame Language in graft, yet have feveral 
Dialects and Idioms. Notwithftanding the promifeuous ufe of words, the things 
themfelves are not fo hard to be diftinguilhed, but that their diverfity may be 

difeourfed 
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difeovered by unprejudiced minds, although with that difficulty which ever ac¬ 
companies matter remote, and of fo large a diftance. 

20. At length we arrive dt the loweft ftepof thofe Sacred Promotions, and 
that is theOffice of aDeacdn. To a Deacon it (a) belonged to affift the Biffiop 
and Prieft, and minifler iri all things concerning the Sacraments of Chrift, to " ‘ *' 
of S ° 0 n e in receive Offerings, and Preach (or read) the Gofpel, the New Teftament being 
the church, delivered to him for this purpofe. To him alfo belonged the Offices of Prayer, 

writing of the Names of fuch as were to be Ordained, Baptized, the Dead and Dominos 
Excommunicate. He was wont to exhort unto Prayer, and give notice in the pr ' 

Celebration of Divine Offices, give the ufual Blefling, and publiffi the Feftivals J 
of the Church. Such was the Polity of the Antient Primitive Apoftolick 
Church for the main, Ordained and Eftabliffied by Chrift’s Apoftles, circum- 
ftantiated according to the Exigence of Affairs, and that Liberty which our 
Saviour hath left to his Officers in Matters of Prudence, Decency and Order. 

And no other forts of Orders dare we acknowledge of Divine Right; the 
(b) Romariifts themfelves confeffing that the lefler forts have no ground in 
Scripture. Dionyfius who calls himfelf the Areopagite owneth only the Three 
Orders of Bifhops, Priefts and Deacons. The Cannons that go under the name 
of the Apoftles, reckon but Five, of Biffiops, Priefts, Deacons, Readers and 
Chanters. The Mafter of the Sentences himfelf confefieth that the Church in W 
fucceeding times Ordained Sub-deacons and Acolythi, fo that farther the Cano- * 
nifts for their number of Nine, nor the Divines for that of Seven, can bring any 
certain thing out of the beft and pureft Antiquity. But how thefe might come 
in, as alfo concerning the nature of their Offices, befides concerning the Origi¬ 
nal and Nature of other Dignities, which the Prudence of latter Ages thought 
fit to Eftablilh, we fhall fpeak upon occafion in their due and moft proper 
place. 

40. But having given a profpeeft of this ftately Primitive Building, it remains 
to ffiew, how in an Humane way it was maintained, how thefe Officers fub- 

Tie salary lifted, what was the Sallary of thefe Spiritual Souldiers, and what ftrength the 
&ddieS ritU41 Secular Arm afforded to the Spiritual, in the eroding of its Authority and Power. 

At firft all things were common amongft Chriftians, afterward this Community 
ceafing, when the caufe was removed , this Cuftom was introduced, that all 
Contributions towards the Maintenance of the Miniftry fliould be at the 
difpofal of the Biffiop. This being divided into Four parts, he himfelf had one, 
his Clergy another, the Third was diftributed to the Poor, and the Fourth was 
referved for the Repairing of Churches ; thofe times of Perfection affording all 
forts of Difcouragements to needy Perfons, and being fo far from Contributing 
to the fupport of thofe Religious Edifices, that they rather were imployed in 
Burning the Temples and Worffiippers together. At this time Priefts were 
Arbitrarily fent into fome certain place or Pariffi by the Biffiop, whofe Revenues 
and Work were not then fo great, but that he could eafily undergo the trouble 
of Infpe&ion over his whole Diocefs, infomuchthat all Dues were paid to him, htdaUi. i.f.27; 
and by him to his Clergy j which Dues, if Credit may be given to an Arabick 
Cannon of the Firft Nicene Council, were Collected by the care of the Chore- 
pifeopus. 

41. After that Chriftianity was morediffufed and fettled, and that particular 
Churches were affigned to Refidentiary Incumbents,, a more certain way of 
Livelyhood was obtained, and the Maintenance of the Miniiter became the 
Burden of the Soil. When Kings once became Nurfing Fathers and Queens 
Nurfing Mothers to the Church, Biffiops were jprefently provided of an ample 
and certain Revenue. Their Endowments confifted not in Tithes, but in good 
Temporal and Forable Land beftowed on them by Princes and other Benefactors. 

This appeareth out of the Code ( a ) where we find feveral Laws of Conftantine 
the Great, and other Emperours, down to the time of Jufiinian himfelf, both 

for conferring of Lands .upon the Church, and fuch Lands as ffiould neither be chruu tat.ut. 

Barren, nor burdened with Statute or other Debts of the Exchequer, as alfo 

for the preferving of Lands in fuch manner conferred : and if thofe Emperours 

had any occafion to change the Lands of the Church, they would ever (b) allow de 

them fuch as ffiould be of as good value or better. Pariffi Priefts were maintained >w. henld. 

by Tithes which were paid even before the Reformation by Conftantine, as 

peareth from St, Cyprian (c) who advifeth the Clergy of his time, feeing they (c ) Efift.ee. 

had 
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had Tithes allotted for their Maintenance, that they ffiould not withdraw them- 
felves from the Service of God. The orderly alignment of Tithes to even, 

Pariffi is afcribed to Dionyfius Biffiop of Rome* who in imitation of St. Pauls 
appointingBiffiops in Cities, is faid alfo to have made and diftinguiffied Pariffies a a .,. 
about the Year 266, into fuch Form as now they retain. 

42. Then forafmuch as it was neceflary that the Spiritual Power ffiould be 
ftrengthened and affifted by the Temporal, purity of Dotfnne in the Church 
not always procuring goodnels of Manners, that which to fome is Religion, 
being to others no more than Fa&ion, and Love being too cold to procure per- 
J"!W,fca Obedience, except it was backed by awe and fear j to Bilhops was granted 
SJSSSS peculiar Jurifdiftion by Chriftian Emperours, Thofe extended to Perfons and 
the church. Caufes Ecclefiaftical, fuch as touched the Soul and Confcience, and appertained 
to Charitable and Godly Ufes: To the Laity alfo fo far forth^s it either con- 
cerned their Souls Health, or the external Government of the Church m things 
decent and comely; or as refpefted poor and miferable Perfons,fuch as Widdows, 

Orphans, Captives, and fuchlike helplefs People, or where the Civil Magiftrate 
could not be come by, or willfully delayed Judgment, in which Cales the Prelate 
was to difeharge the Office both of an upright Judge and an Holy Biffiop. Agamft 
Hereticks and thofe that difturbed the Peace of the Church, they had Power alfo 
granted, not only to confute them by Learning and rational Difcourfe, but alfo 
to ffipprefs them by Authority. All which the Fourth Book of Jn/tifoan s Code 
doth fufficiently declare.

From the firft Nicene Council called by Conftantine 3 to the Apcftacy 
of Julian. 

The lpace of Thirty fix Tears. 

1. >"^1 Onffantine having delivered the Church from Perfecution and other exter- 
V_y nal Preffures, it began fpeedily to be more affli&ed than ufual by internal 
Evils. The pinching Cold of Adverfity makes us keep clofe and unite toge¬ 
ther, nipping the Paffions of Strife and ./Emulation in their BlofToms, but in 
the Sunffiine of Profperity we feparate our felves, and the evil Roots of Pride, 

Vain-glory, Hatred and Contention, then put forth and fprout amaine. One 
Arius gave the occafion to thefe Diftempers, a Man born (for publick Mifchief) 
as moft Writers fay in Alexandria, Educated at School in Anttoch, where he N/cepk i. z. 

Arms a attained a Competency of Humane Learning, and having by his good Parts e - Lt 
ifeontmted g rown i nto Fame for Philofophy, fell to the Study of Divinity. Thence fur- C. I. &c. 

niffied With competent Learning, he returned to Alexandria, where he fo well s»zms, 1 »• 
behaved himfelf, that he was admitted to be a Deacon by Peter the Biffiop, but f ‘ ^ ih , n .i A . 
joyned himfelf with the Difciples of Meletim , who had made a Separation from nm.i. tier.es. 
that Church, accufingthe Biffiop of Aufterity, for not having received Meletita S ' e - L *• c 6 ' 
too readily to Communion after he had, for fear of Death, offered Jncenfe to the 
Heathen Gods. After the Martyrdom of Peter, at his return to Alexandria , 
he was by Achillas his Succeflor, reftored to Communion with them, and fo 
continued till he was become one of the Presbyters there, and till Achillas died. 

He feemed then a Competitor with Alexander the following Biffiop, and failing 
of his Expectation, grew difeontented, and thence fell into the itch of difputing 
certain Principles ot Religion, and hard Points (as Hereticks are obferved todo^) 
in the concourfe of People. 

Difput'ng 2. Having the Advantage which fo abftrufe and high a Point as the Myflery 
jvTif the Trinity affords, befides the Ignorance of the Times, and the eafinefs of .. 

3 Irofc- Vulgar Spirits, he made fuch progrefs in his defign, that he had foon gained 
ty*. Seven hundred Women, fuch as placed Sandtity in the Proteffion of Virginity, 
befides Seven Presbyters and Twelve Deacons, before Alexander *he Biffiop topk 
any notice of it. At length Miletius having difeovered it by the Poyfoning of 
certain of his own Seft, Alexander by Preaching and Argument endeavoured to 
obviate the growing Mifchief, wherein Arius found himfelf fo concerned, that 
he fell into a Conteft, and poflefTed the People with an Opinion that their Biffiop 
maintained the Dodtrine of SabeMus , fo that Alexander was conftrained to 
Aflemble a Provincial Synod, as well to juftifie himfelf from fuch unjuft Afper- 
fions, as to determine the Matter concerning Arius. But he managed the Affair 
with too much mildnefs, infomuch that the Arians were rather emboldened, 
is con- For although the Synod determined again ft the Arian Tenets, and inhibited 
ScuT a Arias from further publiffiing any fuch' Opinions, yet, when they came to Sub- 
Synoi feribe. Ten Perfons refilled, as well as Arius , of which number Five were Pres¬ 
byters, and as many Deacons: The Multitude was ftill for the neweft Opinion, 
and was prejudiced much againft the Truth by that Reverence which now it bord 
to the Perfon of Arius. For he had a fmooth and flattering Tongue, was of a 
winning Behaviour.though ferious Afpeift, and indeed every way a goodly Perfon; 
a very prevalent means to procure refpedt (even Cateru imparilus) from ordinary 
Capacities, efpecially thofe of the weaker Sex. . „ . 

$. Now therefore he held and publiffied thefe following Do&rines with more b/ere j aJlr ’ e 

HkTenet*. Resolution and Animofity. “ Firft, That the Son of God is like unto God in c«j 
“ Name only, but not in Subftance. Secondly^ That the Father, Sony and Holy ^ 

“ Ghoft, are nor of the fame Nature, Power andMajefty, inafmuch as the Father e . s \ 

‘ alone is the Invisible God, and alone to be Worffiipped $ the Son may be called »«•»». A*g. 

“Gody*‘- 
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“ God, but is a created God, being the Son of God by Adoption, and not by 
“ Nature, for there was a time when he had no being at all. Thirdly, That yet 
“ the Son of God was the firft Creature that ever God made, and was made 
“ of thofe things which have no exiftence, and is the molt excellent of all 
** Creatures. Fourthly, That the Son of God is the Inftrument of God his 
« Father j by whom he made all other Creatures, yet doth he not know his 
“ Fathers Secrets, nor comprehend his Nature and Eflence. Fifthly, That the 
“ Son is not Infinite as his Father is, for when he lived in the World with 
“ Men, he was not then in Heaven with his Father, and that his Kingdom lliall 
“ end with the World. Sixthly, That the Holy Ghoft is a Creature, Created of 
“ the Son of God, knowing neither the Secrets and Nature of the Father nor the 
“ Son, being much Inferior in Nature and Dignity to them both, their Subject 
4 ‘ and Servant. 

4. Arius refufing to fubfcribe the Decrees of the Alexandrian Synod, and pro¬ 
ceeding in the publication and owning of his Opinions, was with his Followers 
He is ex- eje&ed from their feveral Benefices, and from Communion with the Church, 
communicated, yet, as happened i n fuch cafes, being efteemed ConfefTors for this their 
Suffering, and more efteemed by the Ignorant and prejudiced fort, was he fo 
much flocked after, that Tumults arofe, and feveral Outrages were committed, 
to the great Scandal of the Chriftian Faith. The Proceedings of the Alexandrian 
Council were now the general difcourfe of the Chriftian World Alexander the 
Billicp, to prevent and avoid ialfe Reprefentations, was conitrained by Letter 
to feveral Churches to make Relation of Particulars, which gained belief ac¬ 
cording to the Inclination of the Receivers j and ftill the Arians feemed to get 
ground. The Bifhop then confidering what influence Preaching hath upon 
the Multitude, and how the Pulpits were made to ferve the Defigns of Fa&ions 
and Heretical Spirits, Humour, Paflion, Ignorance, and allDiftempers pafling 
under the Vizard of Gods Word, he ordained that no Prieft in Alexandria fhould 
Preach without efpecial Licenfe firft obtained. This proved fb efficacious a 
Counter-plot to their Devices, rfhat Arius forfook his Poft, and departed into 
Goes into ^ a ^ft tne t where meeting with*left oppofition, he got opportunity to Preach 
Pahefliut. and gather Companies together, as he and his Party had been accu- 
ftomed. 

5:. Yet were thofe of Palcefline fo fenfible of the good Effects of Order and 
Government, that they prefled Arius to fubmit to his Bifhop, and return into 
Applies him- Communion with him. But he not able to ftoop fo low, repairs to Eujebius 
ftif to Eujebius Bifhop of Nicomedia , his old Acquaintance when he ftudied at Antioch, who 
tmelu^ having heard his Tale, lb far complies with him, as to repair to theEmperour, 
and mifreprefent to him the Dealings of the Council of Alexandria. Conftantine 
became fo taken with Eufelius, that ever after he had much his Ear, and in 
Church Matters had great Application made to him. Thinking himfelf no mean 
Man, he writes to Alexander, advifes him to pafs by the matter concerning 
Arius , and receive him and his Followers again into Communion, other 
Churches he ftirs up to refift the Proceedings of the Alexandrian, and ftrengthens 
the Hands of the Meletians in their Fa&ion and Schifin. By this means the 
bufinefs came to more Heat and Contention, and Sylvefter Bifhop of Rome much 
upon which conc e rn ed himfelf in it j by his endeavours a General Council is appointed at 
a General Alexandria , over which praefided Hofius Bifhop of Cordula in Spain. He taking 

monS'at!rf/M ^ lC0me ^ ta * n his way, where the Emperour then refided, received his Letters to 
™dnaT ‘ x ~ Alexander and Arius, wherein one may perceive the Finger of Eufelius, fo flight 
a matter they make of the Difference betwixt them two. But Hofius , notwith- 
ftanding his great Abilities and Endeavours, could do little good, the Council 
ending without any confiderable Conclufion. Yet the feveral Cafes of Ifcbyras AtUn Jpii* 
and Coluthus are remarkable, of whom Coluthus a Prieft, bearing himfelf as a 
Bifhop, and Ifchyras a Lay-perfon, as a Prieft, was reduced into Order by the 
Fathers. The Herefie of Salellius alfo, though formerly condemned, yet in 
thofe Parts having again got ground was now exploded, and for that he had 
confounded the Three Perfons in the Trinity , taking away all diftindtion by 
means of this Synod, one idee, or Eflence was faid to be in the Blefled Trinity , and 
three •Jsnisafaus or Perfons, from which Terms afterwards a great Controverfie 
arofe.

Great and Solemn Meetings would have given occafion of Jealoufie and Cruelty 
to have been exercifed upon fo many Pallors fo opportunely met at one time and 
place. Before thofe times Differences went not out of one City, or at the moft viiePauhm* 
out of a Province: now by reafon of the Liberty of meeting together they ex- 
tended themfelves over the whole Empire ; wherefore it was necefiary that t m wji. 
Councils ^the ufual remedy) fhould alfo be aflembled from places at a farther 
diftance. 

7. Hereupon a Council of the whole Empire being Aflembled , now by the 
(foie) Authority of the Prince, it had the Name of the Holy and Great Synod, 
which is and a little after was called the General and Oecumenical Council, though it 
Ailed a General were not Aflembled from all parts ot the Church, a confiderable part whereof. 

Council!" even long before this time, having extended it felf beyond the Limits of the 
Roman Empire , but becaufe it was the Cuftom of thofe Ages to call the Em¬ 
perour Lord of the whole habitable Earth, although the Tenth part of it was 
not fubjeft to him. After this pattern were Councils called by the Succeflors 
of Conftantine, upon all fuch urgent Occafions, as well after that the Empire 
was divided into Eaftern and Weftern, as before, the Affairs thereof being ftill 
managed under a common name as well Secular as Ecciefiaftical. But when the 
Eaft came fo to be divided from the Weft, that' there remained no more Com¬ 
munion in the Sovereignty, as it happened after the promotion of Charles the 
Great, after that, the laft was for the moft part poflefled by Saracens, and the 
Weft Cantonized into many Kingdoms and Signories, the name of an Oecume¬ 
nical and Univerfal Council was no more derived from the Roman Empire, but 
amongft the Grecians from the Aflembly of the Five Patriarchs, and in the more 
Weftern parts from the Unity and Communion of fuch Kingdoms and States as 
obeyed the Bifhop of Rome in Cauies Ecciefiaftical. And the aflembling of thofe 
for the moft part, hath been not principally for the decifion of Religious que- 
ftions-as formerly, but either to make War in the Holy Land, or to compofe 
Schifms and Divifions in the Church of Rome , or for the ending of Controverfies 
between the Bifhops and Chriftian Princes. All which we fhall fee in their 
proper places. 

8. Councils for ibout (a) Eight hundred years were called by Chriftian Em- 00 c«jw 
perours and Kings. Unto them firft, and in the chief place were fummoned „Z™/atiaCm. 
Bifhops, as the moft proper Pallors and Rulers of the Church. After them cilia per imp. 

• 23 S j) Pftiefts or Presbyters had the next place fitting together with the Bifhops 

and giving their voices. Deacons were prefent alfo of old, but flood by with the (t>) confute 
reft of the People. In (c'j the moft antient times Chrift and the Holy Ghoft nhfanm de 
prefiding, and Charity prevailing againft all Heat and Paflion, they advifed and ^6,^' 

. refolvedwithout Ceremonies or Forms preferibed. Before the days of Conftantine, (c)ridePa«. 
there, being a neceflity to govern them with fome order, that Bifhop chiefeft for lu ™ 
Learning, or the greatnefs of his See, or for fome other, refpeeft ofeminency, had 
the charge to propofe-and guide the Adion and colleft the Voices. Afterward the 
Adrion was guided by thofe Princes or Magiflrates that had called them together, 
who alfo were personally prefent, propofing, governing the Difpute, decreeing 
interlocutorily the occurring Differences, But leaving the Decifion of the principal 
Point to the major part of Voices. Conftantine fo ordered Matters in this of Nice 
and others elfewhere, as will be feen upon occafion. 

9. Of old, fometime the Matter was fo eafie, that all was difpatched in one 
Meeting. Sometime by reafon of the difficulty or multiplicity of bufinefs, there 

mcntofMatKM Was ne ceflity of making many Seffions in the lame Council. But this was done 
fa Difpute. without Ceremony* or with intention only to publifh what was done before, or 
digefted elfewhere, but that the opinion of every one might be underftood, and 
the Colloquies, Difcuflions, Difputes, and whatfoever was done or fpoken*, was' 
called/^ Alls of the Council. The Notaries appointed to Colled the V oices when a 
Bifhop fpoke and was not coritradi&ed, wrote not his proper Name, but this The 

G Holy 
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Holy Synod faith j when many faid the fame thing, it was written The Bijhops ac¬ 
claim, or affirm, and the things fo fpoken, were taken for Decifions; iftheyfpake 
in a contrary Senfe, the contrary Opinions were noted with the Names of the Au- 
thors, and the Prefidents pronounced. After the Divifion of the Empire, fome marks 
of thefe ancient Councils yet remained in the Weft, many were celebrated in France 
and Germany under the Pofterity of Charles the Great, and not a few in Spain un- 
over ail one der the Got hick Kings. At laft the Biffiop of Rome his Power prevailing,Princes were 
prcfides. abfolutely debarred from meddling in Church Matters, whereby the former fort of 
Councils grew out of ufe, and that alone remained which was called byEcclefiafti- 
cal Perfons themfelves, the Convocation of which Provincial Councils was almoft 
wholly a (Turned by the Pope, who fent his Legates to prefide wherefoever he heard 
that a Council was to be held. 

i o. At length he affumed to himfelf that Power which the Roman Emperours had 
formerly ufed toconvocate a Council of the whole Empire, and prefide himfelf if 
he were prefent, or in his abfence to fend Legates to be Prefidents and govern the 
Action. The Prelates aflembled, being freed from all fear of a Secular Prince by 
rcafon of many Indecencies which were multiplied as worldly refpe&s increafed, 
began to digeft and order their Matters in private, that they might obferve more 
decency in the publick Meeting. In procefs of time this became a Form, and in 
Councils befide the Seflions, they began to make Congregations of fome Deputies , 
to let in order fuch Matters as were to be treated of, which in the beginning, if 
many, were divided, and a proper Congregation affigned to every one. But all 
Indecencies being not hereby removed, becaufe thofe that were abfent having dif¬ 
ferent Interefts,raifed Difficulties in publick ; befides the particular Congregations, 
they made a general one before the Sefiion, where all were prefent, which according 
to the antient Rite, is the Conciliary Aftion, becaufe the Sefiion, every thing-be¬ 
ing done before, is but a pure Ceremony. But after an Age or two. National In- 
terefts being different, caufed Diffentions amongft the Bifhops of diverfe Countries; 
whereupon thofe that came from far, being few, and judging it unreafonable to be 
outvoted by the neighbouring Prelates, who w ere more in number, to make the 
ballance equal, it was neceflary that every Nation fhould aflemble by it feIf, as 
formerly the Tribes in the Roman Comitia, and refblve according to the number 
of Voices, and that the general Decifion fhould be Eftablifhed, not by the 
Suffrages of particular Men, but by the Plurality of the Voices of the Nations. 

This courfe was obferved in the Councils of Conftance and Bafil : which ufe, as 
it was good where the Government was Free, as it was when the World 
owned no Pope, fo it ill befitted Trent, where they defired a Council fubjedt to 
him. 

i j . But at Nice met Three hundred and eighteen Bifhops from all parts of the 
Empire, amongft whom many carried about them the Trophies of their Chriftian 
Warfare, Scars all over their Bodies, and mutilation of Members. The Era* 
perour witli a ihort Speech opened the Council, and after general Admonitions 
commended Two things efpecially to their Care: the one was for Eftablifhing 
Eitfttr fettled, one fettled Pra&ice in the Church in the Point of keeping Eafter , and the other 
was concerning the Arian Dottrine, the principal caufe of their meeting. The 
firft was efletted with little or no Contcft, the Cuftom of the Weftern Churches 
being Eftablifhed, and that of the Afian abolifhed by Decree of the Council and 
the Emperours Edicft; although from the A<fts of the Council now Extant, little . Author nit* 
appears concerning this Matter. The bufinefs about Arius held them long in c « b5 ^ c * i< > 
Debate, who according tc? Summons appeared, and maintained his Opinions. The 8cc ' 
Difpute againfthim was chiefly managed by Alexander and Athanafius his Deacon, 
who charged him with fuch Tenets as he had formerly maintained at Alexandria . 

The Council examined his Book called Thalia , wherein were found fo many of his . 

The Herefie Opinions, and fuch Wantonnefs (he Being much fufpe&ed of Uncleannefs, in his 
of sirius con. ordinary Convention with Women, which he called his Virgins) that it was 
tmac condemned by the Council and burnt by command of Conftantine. But when the 
Fathers fhould come to eftablifh the Orthodox Faith,after they had refolved againft 
Arius his Herefie, it coft them fome labour to invent what Terms were fit to ex- 
prefs the co-equal Divinity of God the Son with his Father, fo as no hole might be 
left for the Arians to creep out at. At length they refolved upon the Greek word 
o/uuo&oi©-' or Confubfiantial, which they had obferved to be much feared and 
avoided by the Arians from an Epiftle of Eufebius Bilhop of Nicomedia read in the 
Synod. 
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., The Arians perceiving themfelves foiled by the addition of this, thought 
to reinforce the charge, by putting in the word Vnbegotten,wth relation to 
the Father; as thence deducing by conference, that the Son- was made and 
Created But the Fathers aware of their defign, receiving this word added to 
it, that the Son was fo begotten, that he watnot made, _by which their defigrr 
was quite dafhed; then was drawn up a Formulary of the Cathohck Faith : 
whereof Hotius, who praefided in the Council, was Author, now called .the Ni- Ep ad j 0 / itm 
cene Creed and paffed June 1 o. on Saturday. But in this Council, nothing appears s*. ub. 1. c S 
th mum to hfve been Idded to tte -Apoftles Creed, concerning the^/y Gbofl ; which * ‘ p ' + * 
cSpaS happened by reafon th*t nothing was now urged againft his Divinity by Anus ; 

whichcourfe was fo uerly takenup by his Followers, and more privately be¬ 
fore this had been practiced by him, it being very ready and in a ; manner confe- 
quential to him, who denied the Divinity of Chrifl to re;e£b thatof the Holy 
Spirit Having happily finilhed the Affair concerning Arius, they fettled the 
matter concerning Eafter ; and for that leveral Countrysobferved feveral Cuftoms 
and Calculations of time,it pleafed the Synod to commit the charge of the Pafchal 
Cycles to the Bilhop of Alexandria, in giving notice ot the time ot Celebation, 
which was done every Year proceeding; feeing that the Letters concerning the 
time werewontto be publilhed by the Deacons, on the day- of the Epiphany, 

■ and by the Bilhop of that City, to be fent up and down to the Churches of the 

li. Having for the better Calculation of time, Eftablilhed the Golden . un> 
ber, containing the period of Nineteen Years, they came to difeufs the caufe of 
Meletius. the Schifmatical Bilhop of Lyco, in the Province of Alexandria This 
Man for Sacrificing to Idols, iri the time of Diocletian, and other caufes had feti.r. 
been deprived of his Bilhoprick by Peter the Metropolitan, who afterwards 
fuffered Martyrdom; at which cenfure conceiving great indignanon, he cealed 
not to rail againft Peter, and his Succeffors, and made a reparation from the 
Communion of the Church; continuing Schifmatical with a multitude of Fol- 
lowerstothis very time. The Synod now tell the Church of Alexandria, and 
their Brethren throughout Egypt , Lybia and Pentapolis , that they had dealt 
with him, with more clemency than he deferved; having decreed that he lhould 
remain in his own City without any Epifcopal power, retaining only the bare, 

Name and Title of his Office and Dignity, and they refolved that the Clergy 
lhould fubmit wholly to Alexander, or elie be deprived ot their Spiritual Offices ; 
being al(b to give place to thofe whom the Metropolitan had ordained : Artd be¬ 
caufe that by reafon of this Schifm Meletius had throughout Egypt at his plea- 
Meietius fure made many Ordinations, the Synod by a Cannon forbid that in Agypt, Ctumil m 
puniihed. Lybia ot Pentapolis, any lhould be ordained Bilhop without the knowledge of 
the Metropolitan, ^tliis being the ancient priviledge of the Alexandrian Church) 
as the Cuftom was obferved towards the Roman Bilhop. 

14. By this Council were framed Twenty Cannons ia all, and no more 
are to be found in any good and certain Author : Turrian the Jeluit tells us of 
Eighty, which having found in the Arabick Tongue he Tranflated, and Ruffinus # 

counts 2z. But Thcodoret affirms there M ere but zo. And whereas many 8 - 

things are cited by Writers of fucceeding times, as from the Nicene Council, 
they rather are to be underftood of the Adts, than the Cannons thereof, ra¬ 
ther of paflages which happened, not direftly but accidentally , and recorded in 
Story, than of the folemn decrees of the Fathers; befides this being the firft great 
and Oecumenical Council,all opinions were ambitious.from it to derive defeent and 
pedigree; and theA< 3 s afterwards coming to be loft and imbezeled,whether through 
the negligence of the Keepers thereof, or which is more likely, through thd ^ 

pradtice of Hereticks, who were unwilling to be upbraided with fo urgent a Tefti- si£U;i d m< u- 
mony ; great latitude was given for pretenders to enlarge the number of the Can- «*. 
nons, and out of them to forge Arguments for the raffing or upholding of the ’ Latin Can- .

The twenty 1 S- The firft of the Twenty received Cannons («) depofeth fuch Clerks, as had 
Cannons of 7 Voluntarily made themfelves Eunuchs, and prohibits luch to be ordained tor the t h e imperial 
the firft Nicme future ; excepting fuch as either necelfity of Cure, or of Force and Violence, Laws, chy- 
Coundi, had undergone Mutilation from (£) ; Phifitians, their imperious Lords, or wS-fiood, not 
and Barbarous Enemies.

his Church had left free. The Fourth (f) Cannon proscribes the manner of or¬

“ Biffiops ffioukj be held in each Proyioce, who urgently fliould examine if any

ly, or by their own Biffiop they were abfolved. ( 4 ) Qne of thofe Annual Councils 
they thought fit fliould be held before Lent; that aft grudges,if any there were,be- 
ing laid afide, they might prefent themfelves a Pure and Solemn Offering to Al* (b)Diji.,t: 
mighty God. The Second Meeting they thought fit fliould be about Autumn. fw* 
Now this command concerning the rejecting of thofe by all that had been Ex- 
communicated by one Bifhop, was not out of confideration of the foie Jurifdiftion 
of any particular Bilhop, but of the Nature of the Cenfure, which the Church 
efteemed as a thing which ought to be of that great ftrength and influence that 
by whomfoever it was applied it might obtain univerfal Force. 

1 7 - The Sixth Cannon is of very extraordinary remark, as a great Eye-lore 
to certain Novehfts, who feek all manner of ways to cover it by their Gloflesand 
Exppfitions, as their adverfaries onthe othqr fide, ever caft it in their Dilh. It. tup. ps- 
commands that the Ancient Cuftom be obferved throughout /Egypt , Lyiia and vm a "“i u *‘ 
Pentapoiis ; fo that the Bilhop of Alexandria, have Power or Authority 
over all thefe, forafmuch as fuch was the manner or ufe of the Roman Bifliop. In 
like manner at Antioch , and in the reft of the Provinces, fay the Fathers , let every 
Church enjoy its own Dignity or Honour : However it’s manifeft, that if any 
be ordained without the confent and knowledge of his Metropolitan, this great 
and Holy Council judgeththat he ought not to be a Bifliop. Indeed if two or 
three out of Animofity and Contention, fhall contradift what is generally and 
rationally and Canonically agreed on, the tnoft voices of Priefts carry it; for 
Bifliops themfelves are fo called. The Romanifts jealous of their Great Biffiops 
Honour and Authority, labour ajl ways poflible to perfwade their Readers that 
thefetfords, for fuch is the manner (Cufiont or yfe) of the Roman Bifliops, no way 
do imply any equally of Power or Jurifdiftioo biitwixt him and the other of A- 
lexandria, fome would make them an Argument of his Authority over the Mgyp-

fhop ; but, Forafmuch as this fame is the Cuftom of the Metropolitan Bifhop. But 
their Adverfaries fcarcely think tbemfevles in Honour obliged to anfwer fuch 
flight and palpable Glofles; although they might oppofe fo many ancient Latin 
Copies,to anoblcure pretended one of Marcellas a Tridentine Legate,not to mention. 
theGmCAnd as for the fence of the words,they fay it is ffifficiently evinced both by 
univerfal confent of pureftAntiquity, and theTeftimony ofotherCouncils,efpe<riaJly 
that of the General Council of Chalcedon, which we ffiall fcan in its proper 
place. Thus much at prefent we may obferve, as a learned Man hath learnedly

19. The Eleventh Cannon, prefer jbes Rules of Penitence to fuch as fell through 
Frailty during the perfection of Licinius , allowing the Biffiop to mitigate the

cient Courfe be obferved concerning an Excommunicate Perlon, that if any one De hu <$ai.

had fo eheanul a regard, that not only at thofe times here mentioned, but alfo 

during 
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during thofe Fifty Holy-days betwixt Eafler and Whitfontide , no Man did fo 
much as degeniculis adorare, Worlhip God or Pray on his knees. Thofe days, 
though now negle&ed, were then, when the memory of the Refuredion, and the 
benefits thereof was more frelh, carefully obferved, and Tertullian confidering 
their number, takes notice that they were more than the Superftitious Heathen 
obferved throughout the whole Year. 

21. All things being concluded which the Nicene Council thought fit to Ordain, 

the Fathers came to Subfcribe both the Cannons and the Creed. Hofas Bifhop wvf* Cww> 
subfcribed of Cordula was the firft that Subfcribed, not the Legates of Silvefte "Bifhop of 
firft by Hof,us R ome v j Zt Viftor and Vincentius , two Presbyters ofthat City.

22. Befides Hofius who prxfided at the Council,firft Subfcribed,and is not in the 
Ads at all taken notice of, as the Legate of the Roman Bifhop, the moft 
eminent of thofe Nicene Fathers was Alexander Patriarch or Metropolitan ( the 
other Name being fcarcely yet in ufe^of Alexandria,Euftatbius of Antioch and Ma¬ 
carius of Jerufalem, all of them Famous for their Chriftian Faith, Courage and 
Sandity : Amongft thofe Bifhops which Alexander brought along with him, 
none u ere fo Eminent; as Potamon Bifhop of Heraclcea in /Egypt, and Paphnu- 5,crJlc - 
tius ? one asgood as many, who as he equalized the former in the lofs of his 
(Right^Eye in the Perfecution of Maximinus , fo he went beyond him in the loft 

ot his left Leg, and his Condemnation to the Mines. He is reported by Ruffinus ui 1 c 
to have been alfo Famous for Miracles, and in fuch Veneration with all good Men, ‘ * 

that Con/lantine the Emperour, himfelf would often moft kindly and familiarly 
imbrace him, and greedily kiis that empty place which had formerly held his 
Martyr’d Eye ; and this is not the lead of his Commendations that he flood up 
for the Liberty of Clergy-men, when fome went about to have enflaved them 
under the Yoke of (breed Continence ; although Caffiodorus, Epiphanius, Socra¬ 
tes, Sozomen and Niccphorus moft of them, if not all, Grave and approved c f"’ lii ‘ *• 
Authors forbut reporting one piece of Hiftory in Favourof Priefts Marriages %«./«*. i.r. 
are (pit upon and difearded with difgrace by certain Grandees of the contrary “■ 
opinion. But Efpcncxus a Learned and Sober Writer defends their Authority thmt*' 
about P zphnutius, 

25. As/Egypt affording fuch Bilhops, made fome amends to the Church, 
for that detriment is fuftained through Arius a Clerk of the fame Province; fo 
The Birth in producing the moft powerful Adverfary that Arch-Heretick ever had, and one 
place ot Atha. whom Patience and Magnanimitry,as well as Faith commend as a great Pattern to 
nafu*. all Ages; it feemed to overbalance the inconvenience, as no Country can be 
blamed for the Generation of a Poyfonous and Venomous thing which carries 
not its Appology viz. a proper Antidote, in its own Bofom. This was Athanafius 
a Pcrfon who though he aflifted at this Council, but in quality of Alexander his 
Deacon is yet to Aft the moft confiderable part in this Troublefome and Tem- 
peftuous Scene, and for that purpofe mult needs change his Quality and drefs 
fuc ceedmg Alexander the moft Worthy Bifhop of Alexandria, who about five 
Months after the conclufion of the Synod, changed this Life, and went to enjoy 
that Blcfled Trinity which he had fo Faithfully and Induftruoufly defended. A- 
thanajiusyvzs born at Alexandria about the Rifing and Spreading of Arius his 
Tenets, being a Boy by content of all Writers when Alexander was Bifhop of that 
See; and when he was yet a Boy ( but Twelve Years old, as Baronius guefleth ) 
his Genius difeovered it fell, even then ftrongly bent to an Epifcopal Demeanure, 
as appears by a remarkable paflage.

ly took care of Athanajius , requiring he fhould be now and then brought to his 
Hi, profid- prefence, that he himfelf might take notice of his Proficiency in Learning. He 
ency in Lwrn- is faid to have much profited at School, being well grounded in Grammar, Skill¬ 
ing- ed in Philofophy, and Studied in the Law j but thofe he made but fubfervient 
to Divinity, in the Study, whereof having good afiiftance from many worthy 
Confeflors, who could teach him the Praftick part by their own example, as well 
as the Speculative by Arguments and Precepts; he gave fuch pregnant Proof of 
his Induftry, that befides other Teftimonies, he had the Books both of the Old 
and new Teftament in Memory without book. 

2J. Alexander finding Athanajius his Proficiency to have furmounted his 
expectation, took him into his own Family, and made him his Amanuenjis, in 
which Imployment after he had continued fome time, and made further Progrefs 
He is made Studies, he took him into the Number of his Deacons at Alexandria , and 
tDeacon. carr i e d him along with him to the Council of Nice, where he aflifted him in his CK ' 
Profecution of Arius , when the Blafphemous Doftrines he had uttered at the 
Council of Alexandria were produced,and ingaged againft the Hereticks in a So¬ 
lemn difputation publifhed amongft his other Works : He was now grown in great 
efteem for his Abilities and Integrity amongft all thofe of the beft and Orthodox 
Party, when Alexander dyed, who having more intimate knowledge of him 
than any other,is thought defigned him his Succeflor j the good old Man lying at 
the point of Death, called for Athanafius y which one of that name hearing, and 
comingto him, he looked on him, and turned away his Face, and continuing ftill 
to call, at’laft faid, tltou thinkejl Athanafius to efcape, hut itfhaU not be ; which 
words whether he fpoke Prophetically as fome imagined, or as defigning him to 
his Chart as others think, he foon after Expired. Alexander being dead, 

Athanafius in a* Provincial Council was chofen his Succeflor, not Thaonas and 
Achillas, as Epiphanius alone tells the Story.

26. In the beginning of the Government of Athanafius , was the Gofpel

wned ’ (for he was Slain by the Indians') was entertained and preferred by that King, 
together with JEdefius his School-fellow,and for his great dexterity in managing 
publick bufinefs, had in a manner that whole Government put into his hands; 
having this opportunity he firft procured Liberty for Chriftian Merchants to 
meet together and build Churches ; afterward he himfelf returning into his own 
Country firft made a Journey to Alexandria, to move that Patriarch that fome 
fit Perfon might be fent Bifhop into India : Athanafius being lately Confecrated, 
thought none fo fit as Frumentius himfelf, who being Ordained and fent thither, 
is faid by his Preaching andMiracles to have Converted an infinite Number of that 
People,and there to have Founded a Church : Thus much in more words and with * L i e s 
more Gircumftances relateth Ruffinus * who faith he had the Relation from JEdefi- Soc , L . It c .if, 
us the Companion of the faid Frumentius and Socrates as much more, hath it 
from him, as alfo Sozomen and Theodoret ; all of them moreover unite that £ , ZJ 
about this fame time were the Iberians converted to the Faith, by the religious 
Preaching, example, and Miraculous A<fts of a certain Captive Chriftian Wo- 
man. Ruffinus faith he had it from Bacarius their King who came to

the Emperour Comes Domefticorum , and leader of the Scutarii and Sagitarii • eti ' fn 'W' 
Cut whereas that part of Iberia which lay toward the Pdntick Sea, was long be* 
fore Converted by the Preaching of Clement the Roman Bifiiop, driven thither 
by Perfecution in the days of Trajan , thofe now Converted muft be the Lower 
Iberians inhabiting thofe places near the Mountains of Caucajus and the Cafpian 
Sea. Two things there were which of old mightily contributed occasions to the 
Converfion of Barbarous Nations, the one was the Wars againft fuch People, 
who were often conquered by their Captives, that ceafed not out of their Chains 
and Dungeons to Preach unto them : The other thofe tedious and exquifite Per- 
fecutions of Heathen Emperours, who forcing the Faithful ones to fly for fhelter 
amongft fierce and Barbarous People, God flopped the Mouths of thofe Lions and 
Tiger? who entertaining thofe Strangers, entertained Angels or the Mefiengers of 
glul Tidings for a reward ; and though fome Mifcarried, and as a reward of their 
Sufferings, received the Crown of Martyrdom (Tuch the Primitive Chriftians 
really accounted it) yet through defignmenc of Almighty God, the Blood of the 
Martyrs ftill became the Seed of the Church. 

27. But the Preferment of Atbanafius vehemently difturbed the minds of the 
Arlans, who knowing him a Perfonmoft likely of all others to ruin their Caufe, 
left no Stone unftirred to remove him. Eufebtus b ilhop of Nicomedia efpecially, 
who by means of Conftantia the Widdow of Licinius, and Sifter of Conftantine , 
had through his great Induftryand Dilfinralation, not only recovered the Em¬ 
perours favour, but infinuated himfelf much into his good efteem; he often told 
him how unfit a Man Atbanafius was forfucha place, leflening him all ways 
pofiible, and when this would not take, refolved to tamper with the Bifiiop him- 
lelf, and try whether he might not bring him about to his own Party, or at 
Ieaft perfwade or fright him into fuch A&ions as might weaken the Catholick 
Intereft: HcadvifethhimbyLetterto re-admit Arias and his Partifans into their 
Churches, or other wife expert great inconveniences to follow. When neither 
by intreaty nor threats he could move Atbanafius , whole anfwer was, he could 
not receive into Communion fuch as had been held for Hereticksby the Council,

jects. This was the fame Year that Macarius the Bifhop of Jerufalem dyed, 
alter he had fitten in that See Nineteen Years, whofe Memory is Celebrated by 
the Roman Church, on the Tenth of March. He Succeeded Maximus , whom 
he had not long before Ordained Bifhop of Diofpolis; but the People of Jerufalem 
would not fuffer there to fettle, but referved him as a SuccefTor to Macarius , 
who knowing to be an earneft Defender of the Conclufions of the Nicene Coun- 
cu, and fearing fome of the Arian Faction might get into his Chair, willingly 
acquiefced in their Choice. That Diofpolis was a City of Palcefiine, in the 
Tribe of Ephraim, formerly called LyAaa, which Name it changed when it grew 
Famous for the Idol ol Jupiter there Worshipped ; in after times was more taken 
notice of for a Council there held againft Pelagius, and by reafon thSt St. Georg:

3 6 . To this Council were aflembled fuch as had been of the Arian Fa&ion at 
Nice, and as Eufebius thought might be moft for his turn. Sixty only as Socrates 
informeth, over whom he appointed Dionjfius the Count to prefide with a Band 
of Soldiers for a Guard. Athanafius perceiving the Emperours mind to be alie¬ 
nated from him, and that he was to be convented before his Enemies under the 
Moderatorfhip of Soldiers, whereby neither could the Council, fuch as it was, 

‘ be free, debated with himfelf, whether he fhould prefeat himfelf, and for Three 
Months not Thirty (as the Copy of Sozomen now hath it) deferred his appea¬ 
rance, by which he gained time to underftand the Matters wherewith he was 
charged, and how to anfwer them. Yet left he fhould give his Enemies occafion 
to infult, and frefh Advantages whereby further to calumniate him to the Em¬ 
perour, he appeared, and wRl^hiaaForty fevenof his Suffragan Bifhops amongft 
whom Potamon and Paphnutius formerly mentioned, and Macarius his faithful 
Presbyter was thither brought id Chains by the Souldiers. The Accufations 
were taken from the former Depofitions againft him in the Cafe of Ifchyras and 
Arfenius, which though he demonftrated to be frivolous, and that Mans Ordina¬ 
tion null, yet did he profit nothing* his Enemies being refolved, the Count 
taking away all Freedom, and his Souldiers offering Violence to all of the Defen¬ 
dants Party. 

37. When the bufinefs concerning Arfenius came to be opened, the Dead Mans 
Hand pretended to be cut off from his Dead Body, was produced, whereat Ar- 
a k™* 1 fenius who came to teftifie in the behalf of the Bifhop, prefented himfelf fhowing 
&ue ecu n- Ijqj-Jj Hands found and entire to the Judges. The Arians confounded at this 
fight, inftead of Confeflion, broke out into a rage, facing him out that this was 
meer Inchantment and Delufion, and falling upon him, they had torn him in 
pieces* had not*the Count interpofed. As for the breaking of the Chalice, to all 
the fober Party the Story Teemed fufficiently confuted by its own Vanity ; 
but the Arians would not be content to hear, except they fend fome of their 
own Faction to fee and report the Matter. This Refolution was protefted againft 
by the two /Egyptian Bifhops, who importuned both the Council and Count 
that fo ftrange a Refolution might not take but that all things might be 

referved to the cognizance of the Emperour. But when neither the Arian Bi- 
fhops would alter their Refolutions, nor Dionyfius the Count recall thofe whom 
they had difpatched to Maotis, Athanafius departed from Tyre towards Confian - Ath™. «.* 
tinople , to lay open to the Emperour thofe Outragious Proceedings. Thofe 
that were fent in the mean time to Mceotts affifted by Philagrius the Prefect, ' * 

and the Soldiers addicted to the Arian Party, refufed fuch Clerks and others as 
were ready to appear in behalf of Athanafius and Macarius , but taking their

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Inhabitants whereof refilled to Communicate with him, affirming that as to 
Religion they were of the fame Judgment as formerly, and being much exafpe- 
rated for the Banifhment of their Bilhop. The news coming to Conftantinople, 
the Emperour fends for Arius and John the Meletian Bilhop his great Friend and 
abetter. Much of the blame lighting upon the Meletians , he was banifhed, and Socr - Iib - 3 - 
Arius kept ftill 2X. Conftantinople , where prefently great ftirs happened again 
Thence is fcnt a j 30UC jjj m> jf ocne remaining ftedfall to the Nicene Creed, and others affirming 
^ the opinion of Arius moft agreeable to the Truth. At this time Alexander , 
who a little before had fucceeded Metrophanes, governed that Church, a Man 
very Pious and Orthodox. Him Eufeiius threatened lore, in cafe he would not 
receive the Arch-Heretick into Communion, which he as conftantly refufing, till 
the Matter was brought before the Emperour. Conftantine calls for Arius , and 
taking notice that where-ever he goes ftill Tumults follow him j he asked him 
whether or no he did really imbrace and hold the Nicene Faith. He profefling 
that he did, the Emperour required his Subscription, and when he had as willing, 
fet his Hand to the Articles, to take away all fcruple from Conftantine , made Oath 
alfo, as he was enjoyned. But it is faid that he equivocated in this latter, having 
his private Opinion in his own Senfe in Writing under his Arm when he made 
his Oath, and chat he Sware in relation to that, and not to what he Sublcribed in 
the Emperours prefence. 

And the Bilhop 41. The Emperour nowfatisfied about Arius hisjudgment, commands Alex- 
comraanc«t by an j er the Bilhop of Conftantinople to receive him into Communion. He feeing 
n°w his Difpiites would not prevail, and that there was no ftrugling with the 
inwCommum- Emperour, betook himfelf to Prayer, wherein he {pent feveral days and nights, 
defiring of Almighty God, that if it was his pleafure to permit Arius to come to 
the Communion, he might be taken firft out of the way, and never fee it j but 
if he intended Mercy to his Church, to cut off that Man. The Lords day being 
come, he paffed early in the Morning (that he might get into the Church be¬ 
fore Alexander ) being conducted in great State, till he came to Conftantine ’s 
Forum , where whether naturally or out of fear (which fometimes produceth fuch 
an effect) he found himfelf feized with a Laske,whereupon being directed to the 
common Privy near at hand, there together with Excrements he voided his En- 
which is trails, Guts, Spleen, Liver and all, and was found dead in a ftrangeand horrible 
SSbjJ fid. manner. S azomen Writes that this place for a long time continued very remarkable, L 
den death. fo as to be pointed at by all Paffengcrs, and fo execrable that no Man would make 
ufe of it; till at length a rich Arian that he might abolilh the memory of the 
thing, purchafed the Houfe, pulled it down, and railed other Buildings in the 
room of it. But the horror of this Mans Death had this erfcdt, trhat many former¬ 
ly iu Error feeing God thus bear witnefs to the ^ Truth, were Converted to it ; 
thofe of Eufeiius his Party were ftricken with great Terror, and the'Emperour 
himfelf was more confirmed in the Orthodox Faith. 

42. But he himfelf lived not long after, a Judgment as fome fuppofed for his 
too much eafinefs i to fpeak modeftly) towards that Heretick, and his very un¬ 
equal carriage towards Athanafius. Feeling himfelf fick, he left Conftantinople 
and failed to Helempolis , where he made ufe of the hot Baths near the Town, 
but when they gave him no Relief, growing ftill ficker, he left them, and went 
to Nicomedia, where in the Suburbs he called the Biihops together, and fignified 
to them his defire of Baptifm, faying it is now time that at laft we Ihould re¬ 
ceive that Sign* of Immortality, telling them that he had fo long deferred it, 
becaufe he intended to have been Baptized in the River Jordan, after the Example 
. cnjiAHtiut of our Saviour. His Baptifm being performed, he gave great fign of incredible 
at Joy, and a little after that died; as writeth Eufeiius or the Author of the Hiftory 
of his Life, with whole Narration do confent all the Anticnt * Ecclefiaftical * s»c.h. c.-Jh. 
Writers, both as to place and time, that his Baptifm hajppened both a little s ff eo l d ff' c 
before he died, and that at Nicomedia ; although Pope Hadrian and lome Modern Hieroa. contin. 
Writers, as Baronins, Genehrard, and others contend that he was Baptized at E «fi b - 
Rome in the Nineteenth Year of his Reign; add Binius , who hath made Anno- J^i r ^' 0ratm 
tations upon the Councils ftrangely affirms that the Nicene Council bv the»» oUtum The. 
confent of all Writers was held after that Conftantine was Baptized. Their 
Arguments are drawn from a fuppofed Leprofie, wherewith they make the Em¬ 
perour to be {truck for his hainous Sins, as Perfecuting of the Chriftians till 
about that time, and the Murder of Crifpus his Son, with others whom he moft 
unjullly put to death. Sylvefter Bilhop of Rome, who as they pretend Baptized 
him, is faid to have fled to the Mountains, being forced from bis Flock by his 
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Perfecution, whereas not only the confent of Hiftory, but all the feveral Edifts 
of Conftantine by their Date do clearly evidence that he was converted long 
before this time, and Crifpus his Son, as appears by the Confular Tables, was 
alive after this Year. But for the fupportment of a fpurious Council, which 
making much for the Papal Intereft, they would have to follow this Baptifin 
and held at Rome by Silvefter, as alfo to gain credit to the Donation of Con- 
ftantine , which as an aft of Gratitude muft alfo have enfued this his Baptifm; 
they take thofe Arguments from Zozimus a profefled Enemy both of this Em¬ 
perour and of all Chriftianity, to the dilparagement of the Catholick Caufe, 
which they would make truckle under that of a Private Church. But to all 
their Arguments and Weak Pretences, our Dr. Crackantborp hath abundantly an- 
fwered in his Defence of Conflantine. 

4j. The Baptifm indeed of Conflantine at Nicomedia being performed by Eufe- 
bins Bilhop of that City, as is fuppofed at the firft fight would feem to deter¬ 
mine that queftion, whether or no ail his aftions againft Atbanafius , and his 
He is cleared fiding with that Bilhop and his Party, may not juftly denominate him an Arian, 
at leaft as to us, whofe Capacity reacheth no further than the bounds of Proba- 
*nifm. bility. But although we may obferve that in his old Age he was more eafie 
and lay open to the Craft, Infinuations and Flatteries of thofe about him (and 
amongft the reft thole of that Courtly Prelate Eufebius') which Heathen t Wri- t mtr.it 
ters have alfo taken notice.of, yet have we fufficient evidence to acquit him 
from the guilt of that Herefie. For his conftant adhering to the Nicene Faith 
is even in the Story of Athanaftus all along perfpicuous, againft whom Eufebius y-fivmtiU 
never durft ingage, whatever his private defigns were, in the Notion of an Arian, ubiZTmlu 
pretended a love only to good Order, Difcipline and Tranquillity of the Church, hmfJjr * 
and upon pretence of Athanaftus his Male-adminiftration, railed fuch a Storm 
againft that good Bilhop. The Emperour having to do with fo ftrong a Faftion 
in his Court, which was formerly bred through his natural affeftion to his 
Sifter, and now carried on by the cunning of Eufebius , was drawn to do many 
things which really tended to the Service of that Party. But thefe Pcrfons ap¬ 
peared not to him in their true Drels, they afted not this part but in Dilguifes 
and Vizards, they walked one way, but he being in fight ever looked another. 

During his whole Reign Eufebius and his Party durft not recant, his Recanta- 
creld! tion ever pretending an adherence to the Determinations of the Nicene Fathers. 

The Emperours Inclinations were for Peace, and for burying of all old Dilplea- 
fures, his Age deprived him of his former Aftivity and Sagacity, whereby he was 
more eafily wrought upon, but it is clear that he never countenanced Eufebius 
but as a Catholick and Orthodox Bilhop. 

44. The Laws alfo made by him, declare him to have been of this Difpofition.

that Infamous Libels Ihould not be examined and canvafed but burnt, as he for¬ 
merly at the Council of Nice had never looked in, but burnt fuch Complaints 
and Petitions as the Bilhops had prefented againft one another. Indeed the time 
was late to which he deferred his Baptifm, but it was not his fingle and peculiar 
fault, it was a bad Cuftom which much obtained at that time amongft all forts 
of ProfelTors j not only Emperours but others who afterwards did elpecial Ser¬ 
vice in the Church, long deferring the receiving that Chriftian Charafter, as we 
lhall fee hereafter. This may diminiffi if not quite remove the blame caft upon 
this Emperour, who for further excule pleaded a defign (though not neceflary yet 
fomething plaufible) of being Baptized in that place where his Saviour had 
formerly fubmitted to that Ordinance. However, the Church of Chrift having 
received fuch and fo great things from his Patronage and Proteftion, who was 
the firft Baptized if not the firft Chriftian Emperour of all others; the great 
diftance of time betwixt his Age and ours ought not fo to abolilh our. Sence 
of thofe Matters, as either to defpife him, or be unthankful to God for fo 
excellent an Inftrument, much lefs ought we to quarrel with thofe Writers 
who having felt as well the fmart of the former Perfections, and undergone

Scholafticus beginneth his own Hiftory thus: Eufebius Pamphilus a Man without j 
all per adventure as in other things profound, fo in Penning exceBent, is of fuch 1 
efficacy in his Works , that although he cannot make the Readers perfefl Chriftians, 
yet can he fo draw them by perfwafion , that with prompt and wiBing minds they 
wiB imbrace the Chriftian Faith. Eufebius , Socrates, Sozomenus and Theodoret, 
have written• moft exjuifitely. of the Incarnation of our moft loving Saviour, &c. 

And to pals by many Modern Writers of the Cardinals perfwafion as to Reli¬ 
gion, remarkable is the opinion of one of their moft T Grave and Judicious 
Authors, whofe judgment is, that Eufebius was a Man of great diligence and ' 

labour, of exceeding variety of readings and of very grave judgment. Neither 
do I know , faith he, whether any Author either in the Latin or Greek Churchy 
though he ft rive never fo much , can leave more excellent Monuments of 


time.

47. It is not the leaft part of the Apology for ConftaHttnc , that he caufed 
his Three Sons Conftantine , Conftantius and Conftans to be trained up * * 
in the Orthodox Faith. Of thofe Three two retained the Principles they 
had been bred in, viz. Conftantine and Conlians , but Conftantius revolted 
and turned a bitter Perfecutor of the Church. It happened very ill that his 
Father made him the Executor of his Will and Teltamcnt, which he com¬ 
mitted to the Hands of his Sifters Prieft, whom Ihe at her Death had com¬ 
mended to his care, commanding him to deliver it to no Mans Hand but to 
his £on Conftantius , hereby as it were commending the Man to his Son, if 
not as a Counfellor yet as an efpecial Friend, whereby he got opportunity 

to infinuate into the Son, and inftill thofe Principles which he durft never 
own to the Father. Hereupon enfued moft fad and difmal Confequences to 
the Orthodox Party, this Prieft having gained Intereft by Degrees ; for firft 
he tampered with the Courtiers, then having made a Party amongft them, 
betook himielf to the Emprefs and the Ladies, but efpecially he inveigled the 
Eunuchs about the Emperour, who were the great Inftruments which he and 
Eufelius ufed for carrying on their Defigns, being near to the Perfon, and 
having perpetually the Ear of the Prince. But in the mean time Athana¬ 
fius is releafed from Banilhment by the Emperour Conftantine , in whofe Do¬ 
minions the City Triers was, to which he had been confined. He fent him 
back to Alexandria with his Letters Commendatory, to the Inhabitants, telling s,c. u, r . 2; 
xthamfins is them they could not but know that his Father aid not baniih their Bilhop WhMas.i 
B e Sm«r out of dilpleafure, but fent him out of the way of danger, and that when 
he died, he left it to him in charge, that Atbanafius fhould be reftored, in 
purfuance of which command, and to anfwer their defires, he now lent him 
to them. And fo returned Athanafius to his See, after he had been abfent two 
Years and four Months, and was received by his People with great Joy, all forts 
and degrees flocking about to fee him. 

48. Conftantius did not at all hinder his Reftitution, nor the return of thofe 
other Bilhops which had been his Companions in Faith and Sufferings, both 
leaft he fhould feem to withftand his dying Fathers orders, and fhould there¬ 
by difoblige his Elder Brother. But long it was not before Eufelius the 
Prieft, and others of that Party began to infinuate into this Prince, that he 
was by ail means to be driven from that Church. “ Befides their old Ca- 
«lumnies they alledge great Seditions and Slaughters to have happened at 
«« Alexandria through the unwillingnefs of the People to receive him again; 

« they affirm that being deprived by one Council, he cannot Canonically be 
<« reftored without another, and they again accufe him of defrauding the 
« Poor of /Egypt and Lybia of that Corn which through the Munificence of 
« Conftantine was wont to be bellowed upon them. To make their Party 
moreftrong, they fend their Mefiengers into the Weft to the other two Em* 
perours, whom they labour to pofiefs with the fame prejudice againft Atba- 
najius , as alfo Julius the Bilhop of Rome; but all this to no purpofe, the 
Bilhop alfo fending fome of his Clerks, who eafily wiped off all thefe Slanders. 

But, Matters grew ftill worfe, the Arians infinuating themfelves more and 
more into all Offices of the Church, and by feigned Accufations thrufting out 

xiexandtr fuch of the Orthodox Party as would moft oppofe their defign. Alexander 
Bilhop of c m- the good Bilhop of Conftantinople they much grudged his Seat, but let him 
uantimpu a i one> as expe&ing Death Ihould fave them the trouble of outing him. This 
fhortly came to pals, and when the old Man faw his end approaching, as careful 
to have fome boneft Man to fucceed him, he named two: one Macedonius whom 
he thought moft acceptable at Court, and Paulus whom for his Principles of Re¬ 
ligion he commended to his Clergy. 

iw chore 49. Paul a Prieft of his Church, and a Man eminent for Learning and Piety 
ouKd hTthe* was accordingly chofen, Admitted and Ordained by the Bilhops there Aflembled, 

XvwTand according to the Canons of the Nicene Council. The Arians having ftickled for 
Eufibiiu of Macedonius were very much concerned for the Defeat, and Conftantius the Em- Su ' l .\ e e *' 
Sttf thi- perour at that time coming to the City, moft willingly eafed them of their grief, ** 5 ' ' 
ther. calling an Affembly of Arian Bilhops, wherein Paul was removed, and to his 

place preferred Eufelius Bilhop of Nicomedia, the great Patron of the Fa&ion, 
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" ' than which they could not have a more notable advantage : For now he hath 

not only an opportunity for refiding conftantly at Court, but more Power and 
Authority to back his purpofes, which he quickly improves to the Deprivation of 
Euftathius Bilhop of Antioch , who had been very eminent in the Council of Nice , 
and therefore they concluded that as well he as Athanafius and Paul were to be 
removed ; laying to his Charge Adultery, Salellianifm and other leffer Crimes, ^ 

they got him Banilhed to Trajanople a City of Thrace , where he died and was & ep.adfiiu. 
Buried. After him they fent many others into Banilhment, fome under pretence a ?‘ nttr - 
of various.Crimes, others without any thing laid to their Charge, but all in truth 
for defending the Nicene Faith , thofe of the Arian party though never fo defpica- 
ble, being put in their Places. And from this time it is, as Baronius obferveth, 
that, what St. Hierome hath faid in his Continuation of Eufelius his Chronicon, 
concerning the Arian Perfecution, is to take Place, viz. That henceforth this 
Impiety being fupported by Conftantius the Emperour, Perfected with Banilh¬ 
ment Imprifonment and other various forts of Afflictions and Miferies firft 
Athanafius , and then all other Bilhops that were not of that Heretical Party. 

This was the Fourth Year of Conftantius (though St. Hierome places the begin¬ 
ning of thofe things in his Second) . 4 . D. 340. of Rome the 1093, thelaftof 
the 279. olympiad , the 13 Indiction, FI. Septimius Acyvdinus , and L. Aradius 
Rufinus Valerius Proculus being Confuls. 

50, This fame Year dyed Eufelius Bilhop of Crefarea , Author of the Eccle¬ 
fiaftical Hiftory, of whom we lately fpoke, to whofe Chara&er had Baronius 
added his Induftry in this particular, and confeffed how much he was beholden 
rwies. to that very Perfon whom he had endeavoured to renderfo odious, it might have 
lerved for an Epitaph more exprelfive both of the Bilhops defert and the Car¬ 
dinals gratitude. But whilft thefe Bilhops leave either their Sees or this World, 

Athanafius (as great Bodies have flower motions) a Perfon though more envied 
and Maligned, yet of more Intereft and Authority, was not fo eafily removed 
from his Bilhoprick. Julius Bilhop of Rome receiving complaints againft him 
from the Arians, as alfo his defenfive Arguments, is by both Parties chofen Arbi¬ 
trator in the controverfy, anddefiredto call a Synod, wherein Athanafius his 
Caufe might again be debated .• He accordingly as he was Impowered caffs a Sy- 
A synod is nod at Rome , and appoints a time for all concerned to be prefent; Athanafius 
ail’d at Rome, made his appearance, and was ready to anfwer, but none of his Accufors .would 
Swcomei come, though heftaid for them a Year and a half, during which time he is faid 
to have Communicated to the Italians thofe Monaftical prxeepts which he 
had received from Antony in the Wildernefs, with a Copy of the Creed, ftill go¬ 
ing under his Name, which being written in Latin continued long in the Archives 
of the Roman Church as Baronius tells us. The Arians unbethought them- M An D 
lelves that they fliould afluredly receive the Foil at Rome , the Bilhops of the j +0 . 
Weftern Church being generally Orthodox, they confidered the Caufe Ihould 
only be decided by Ecclefiafticals, where there fliould be no Count to prxfide, nor 
any Soulders to affright and threaten their Antagonifts, by which means they 
had formerly had the better of him. They pretended they could not fafely 
Travel to Rome by reafon of the Perfian War, and detaining the Meffenger which 
Julius the Bilhop had fent for them, beyond the very day appointed, for their 
appearance, procured Conftantius to fummonthemto Antioch , to the Dedication 
of that magnificent Church called Aureum Dominicum , formerly began by Con¬ 
ftantine ana now finifhed by Conftantius his Son. 

yi. The Arians glad of fuch excufe for going to the Roman Synod, affemblcd 
together, to the Number of Thirty Six Bilhops, with whom met fo many of 
the Orthodox Party as to make it up Ninety Seven, or Ninety Nine. But 
other at many refuled to be prefent (as Maximus Bilhop of Jerufalem for one,) knowing 
S» f here before hand how matters would be determined; others were feized on in their Jour- 
aikxi. ney and Imprifoned, and as for Julius the Roman Bilhop, he neither was prefent, 
nor fent any in his room; however there met enough and more to do the bufi- 
nefs defigned by the Arians , who overpowered the Orthodox,though not in Num- 
ber, yet in Confidence, Refolution. and the favour of the Emperour, by whom Gr J"' c ' 
their Decrees and Refolutions were made Authentick though Excanonical. Now 
“ befides the charge formerly laid againft Athanafius at Tyre , they make the fame 
“ complaints againft him which they had fent to Julius , as that he had broken

“ turn from Exile; moreover that he hat} done many atfts of Violence and In»-

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“ juftice, having railed Tumults among the People, wherein fome were Slain 
“others Impnfoned and beaten , and others he had forced to anfwer at the 
B ar< As torthe matters objected againft him at Tyre , they had been over and 
over Confuted, partly by their own Folly, and partly the confeffion of the Par- 
ties themfelves that were brought againft him. The report concerning the Tu¬ 
mults was Convifted of Falfhood, by the Letter of the Alexandria* Church 
wherein Confiantius is told that true Catholicks ufe no fuch Weapons in their War- 
tare as Death Imprifonment, Bonds or corporal Punilhments : concerning 
which the Civil Magiftrate can give belt account: And as for the bufmefs con¬ 
cerning his intrufion into his Church, without leave or order : it’s clear enough 
that he was not banilhed by the Emperour, in order to what was done at Tyre , the 
Matter whereof depended upon Appeal before him : but upon new Matter O- 
riginally nfing before him, which being of a Political confideration, concerning 
the publick Peace, the Emperour might as wellreftore Athanafius, as banilh him 
without a Council. *

Than which nothing can be more ridiculous : For how could Eufehius write of 
this Council who was dead the Year before ? That. Council which Eufehius 
writeth of in thofe Chapters was held againft the Haerefie of Paulas Samofa- 
ianus , about the Twelfth Year of Gdfiienus, the EmpCTbur, when Dionfifius was 
Biihop of Rome, A. D. 264. Juft Seventy fi* Years before this other, for 
which this Sciolus flrangely miltakes it. . .. , 

J7 . But fome of thofe Canons were alfo defigned againft certain Hereticks 
, newly crept up in the Church, align that Thieves may fall out when they hive 
hi,Hwcfie «n- feveral Ends and Jnterefts. There was one Andkus born, as Epiphdnius writes, 
demned. j n Mefopotamia, who being of a very ftridt Life and Zealous, djd to declaim 
againft the loofnefs of Ecclefiaftical Perfons, that for his freedom of Sp&qh being , 
hated and perfecuted, he feparated from the Church, and in his old Age was 
banifiied by Constantins into Scythia; the Bilhops having accufed him ofadefigri- 
ed Rebellion : Having many Followers he is faid in Scythia to have EreCled 
many Monafteries, and Travelling farther into Gothia, by his Preaching to have 
Converted many to the Faith; in great admiration amongft all Men for his ex¬ 
traordinary Zeal and Sandity. But his zeal was not according to knowledge, 
teaching that becaufeit is faid God made Man after his own Image; God had the 
former Shape and Members of a Man. He alfo taught that Eafler was to be kept 
on the Fourteenth Moon , as the Jews obferved it, to oppofe which oppiniori, the 
Firft of thofe Canons feemeth to be made, and that dbfolution was to he granted to 
Offenders without any fat isfattion to the Church in token of Penitence ; to obviate h %\^ L 
which Do&rine they framed their Second Canon. He is blamed for condemning + . e . I0 . 
the Riches of the Clergy, for holding that darknefs. Fire and Water were uncreat- ^g-jf 
ed. His Followers from his own Name were called Andiani , but efpecially from 
his opinion concerning the Form of God Antbropomorphites. They kept them- Nuefh. 
felves feparate from the Church, becaufe UfUrers and wicked Men were fuffered 
therein, but very few of them remained in the time of Epiphatiius. . 

EufeHut the $ 8. But the Synod of Antioch being concluded after fome Months, the Bilhops

niiu their Biihop, being very angry not only for accepting the Place withodt hw 
knowledge and confent,but in refpeft of thofe that Were flairf in theContefts betwixt 
him and his Antigonifts ; yet he gave him leave to execute his f'rin&iori, 'to that 
Church only where he had been chofen Biihop, and returned back to

jo. Arians' having Held t&ir Meeting at Antioch , and' refuted to appear 
Ut Rome ai d Syriodi tb the calling of which they themfelves had given occafion, 
fsy referring thd Matter tb thb cognifance of Julius ; he in a Synod of Fifty 
Bilhops exathliiedtlieMatter ddneerning Atbanajtns^ pronounced him innocent,^ ^ 
ahd recCived hirn ifltd Conimiittiorti together with Marcellas Biihop of Ancyra 
.. ih Gdlatia th^SefCct, and many’other Bilhops and Presbyters condemned and 
uWXr oufCd hy the H^rdtical Party. But the Arians hearing this news at Antioch 
jftb^puiind where yet they coritinued'Were very wrothi anff fending back the two Priefts 
^vchimuiw^ had ten’f to them, whom they had retained on purpof^ all this while, fome- 
' m wHat lharpiy dxpoftulafed with the’ Biihop. They complained 1 that the tiine 
fdfc;them for appearance was too fliort, and that he had taken upon him to ab- 
folVe Athanafius arid’ the reft, fignifying that if any were banilhed the Churchj 
add Excommunicated by their Decree and Cenfure, it was not his part to in- 
termeddle, ndf to take cognifadCe of their Sentence, no more than when his 
Predeceflbr hWd removed Movatus out of the Church of Rome, they had refilled 
add cbnti'afied his doings, in the mean time Gregory the appointed Succefior of 
Athanafius goes dbwn to take Pbflelfion of the ChurCh of Alexandria , where ho 
is gladly received by the Arlans, and as earneftly rejefted by the Orthodox, who 
were the mote' 1 coficei'nied bCcaule Athanafius their true and lawful Paftor was 
now ambngft them, being returned from Rome upon notice of the Refolution 
taken at Antioch to afiert nis juft Title and Intereft againft this Intruder. But 
Gregory had the advantage, bringing with him Letters from the Aflembly of 
Antioch the Emperoiirs Mandate, and being guarded by Philagrhts the Pres. 
nudMiSwtb J^ US dlugufialis, whb according to orders received from the Prince, had with , 

"tt tf'jitxan- an Army of FiVe thoufand Men brought him to Alexandria. Horrid Outrages o rttodtxJi* 
driM. W ere committed by both Parties to the difgrace of the Cbriftian profelfion, 
but efpecially by the Gregorians for the better Celebration of Eafler, which this 
Year fell on April i 1. Athanafius finding the City too hot for him, was forced 
to fly, arid returned as fall as he could to Rome, whence, that he might not be 
prevented by foime falle account from the Gregorians , he wrote his Epiftle to 
all Orthodox Chriftians a little before the Death of Eufehius Biihop of Nico- 
media, for publieb fafisfa&ion he wrote in this Epiftle fuch things in Ijafte as 
in his other Writings he communicates more fully, efpecially in his Epiftle to 
thofe that lived Solitarily, or Monaftical Lives wherein he comprifeth fuch things 
as were done by the Arians againft the Orthodox Party, efpecially thofe of the 
Church of Alexandria. 

60. Gregory being got into Poffelfion of that Church, made a Progrels in the 
Government the'reot luitable to his beginning, managing his Office like an Hx- 
retick and a Tyrant. In the mean while thofe of his Party perceiving that 
Whatever they had pretended, yet they fuffered in Reputation as Arians, a Cha¬ 
racter they fhuhned, as ignoirirneoris to their Epifcopal Degree, to receive a De¬ 
nomination from a meer Presbyter, and one who was Infamous both in his Life 

At another arid Death, they therefore agree once more to meet at Antioch. There they 
another Corifeffion of Faith, fo exceeding long and tedioris, that it got 
ns frame four the Epithete of mxk^&lkov, arid this they ferit to the Wefterri Bilhops for their 
new creeds Approbation. But they miffed of their defign herein alfo, being ftill unfortu- 
*“** nate in all their Creeds. For the Cheat was eafily perceived, they having again 
in this omitted the Word Cdnfubfiantial, although they heaped great Epithets 
and Titles upon the Son of God j and this feems the true reafon Why the Weftem 
Biffiops rejected their Creed, though they might pretend they were not. well 
skilled in their TefmS and Propriety of the Language, and thereby put them oflj 
referring themfelves to the bficene Couricil asfufficient without any new Glofles 
rind Iriterpretatioils; bilt that their Igriotance in the Greek Tongue fhould be 
the only c|rife, as Socrates feith it Was, is very improbably the times were not 
fo Illiterate, nor latercouffe betwixt the Eaftern and Weftem Churchesfo flopt 
up, as to give the ledft ebuifteriance to fuch an Affertion. This Synod 1 to 
Which aflembled feifhops from almbft all the Eaft) was held Three.years after 
the other, wherein were framed the Four Creeds, in the Eighth year of ConftaH - L 3 - c - , ®- 
tins, A. D. 344. Saluftius Aktor and Leontius being Confuls. 

61. Athanafius all this while continued at Rome, where Julias the Biihop 
coidd do him little good for Three years together, rior Paulas the Ele<ft of Con- 
flantinople, nor any of thfe Orthbdox Party, though he fefpoilfed their quarrel 
and Wrote into ih’e Eaft bn their brfialf. But now-their Cafe became more 
■undferftood by ‘Cotflans the Emperour* who could not but take notfoe of all this 

noife 
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noife betwixt the Weftern and Eaftern Prelates, and thereupon bethink of the 
Publick Peace, which is not fooner ; broke any iways than through Heats and 
Tiding about Religion, which were alfo more unfeafonable at this time when 
the Perfian, the Common Enemy from without, threatened the Tranquillity of Cp 
the Empire. This was a convenient Seafon for Athanafius to lay open his 
Griefs, being commended to the Emperour with all advantage poflible both by 
Julius Bilhop of Rome, and Hofius of Corduba, who alfo earneftly Ibllicited him : 
about the calling of a General Council. Being fenrfpr by Com (Ians, he went to 
Millain where then the Court was, and he ancj liis Friends fo wrought that 
they obtained a Letter from the Emperour to his Brother Conftantius about the 
Summoning of a Council. He Ihewed him the neceffity of Summoning the 
Bifhops of both Empires together, amongft whom there Teemed to be difference 
both in matters of Opinion touching Tome Points of Faith, as alfo for Supremacy 
and Jurifdittion, he defired him to ufe his Power in getting together the Prelates 
a General of the Eaft, who, that they might be the eafilier perfwaded, he nominated Sar- 
at dica a City of Illyricum as very convenient fcituate upon the Borders of both 
Empires, but more commodious for them, with whom he would take care that 
thofe of the Weft fhould meet at the time appointed. In the me‘an while was a 
Synod held at Colein May n. againft Euphrates Bilhop of that City, who for 
denying the Divinity of Chrift, with Photinus and Marcellus, was depofed by the 
unanimous confent of the Biihops of Gall, amongft whom Athanafius is laid to CwfTw »- 1 - 
have been prefent.. 

62. In the Eleventh year after the Deceafe of Conftantine, and the Confulfhip 
of FI. Eujebius , and FI. Rufinas , in the Eleven hundredth Year of Rome , the 
Third of the Olympiad, the Fifth Indi£tion, A. D. 347. there met (as Atha- 
nafius wrote") about Three hundred Bifhops out of the Weft, and (as Sabinus 
counted) Seventy fix out of the Eaft, to the Council fummoned at Sardica , 
amongft whom was Jfchyras fo often mentioned, whom the Depofers of Atha- 
rtaftus had preferred to the Title of a Bifhop. The reafon why no more met 
out of the Eaftern Churches, though the place lay more convenient for them, 
and in the Territories of their own Empire, was defpair of any Iflue fuitable to 
their former Atchievemenrs. Some alledged infirmity of Body, and others 
complained of the fhortnefs of time, blaming the Bifhop of Rome for not letting 
them have more timely notice, whereas an whole Year and an half intervened 
from the Date of the Summons to the time of the Meeting. When the Council 
met, the Arians perceiving how things were like to go, withdrew to Philippi 
a City about a days Journey, diftant from Sardica, whence they fent to the reft 
frivolous Excufes why they could not be prefent, and vvithall fignified that they 
could not joyn with them as long as Athanafius and Paulus Perfons formerly 
condemned at Antioch, were permitted to fit amongft them. Hofius who pre- 
fided in the Council, fent them word that the Council was refolved, though in 
their abfence, to proceed in the Examination of the Caufe of thefe Bifhops, and 
willed them to be prefent, that they might if they could make good thofe 
Charges againft them, which never yet Teemed juftly proved, and prevent the 
Condemnation of themfelves for their unjuft Cenfures. This warning doing no 
good, the Orthodox Party fell to the Examination of Witnefles, and after a full 
and indifferent Hearing acquitted Athanafius and Paulus, reftored them to their 
Churches, and infli&ed upon the Contumacious Bifhops the fame Cenfures which 
they had formerly executed upon thefe Innocent Perfons. 

6$. After this when it was moved that a New Confefiion of Faith fhould be 
framed, it was refolved in the Negative, forafmuch as Multiplication of Creeds 
would beget Confufion and Uncertainty, whilft variety of Terms and Phrafes 
Bifhops^ftkk* perplexed the Readers, who would not know where to reft, or wherein to fix, 
to the Nicene and by this means all thofe that followed might pretend to amend what their 
Creed * Predeceffors had done, and fo as well the Nicene Creed as others fhould be 
thought Infufficient and Imperfetft. They refolved therefore to Hand by the 
Nicene Creed, only for to prevent miftakes, to lay open the cunning of the Arians, 
and prevent their Subterfuges, they explicated ( as Tome have written ) the 
Claufeof one Subftance, and fet forth the Haerefieof that Affertion that the Son 
of God is not of the fame Subftance with the Father. This they publifhed in 
their A<fts or a Narrative of their Proceedings, wherein alfo they fhewed their 
Reafons why they acquitted Athanafius and the reft, with the caufelefs depar¬ 
ture of the Arian Bifhops, and their obftinate refufal to joyn with them. They 
in the mean time are not idle, but aft quite contrary to the Proceedings, con¬ 
demning

But ,he demning fuch as had abfolved Athanafius, and Julius Bifhop of Rome amongft 
^M»/makea the re ft. and ma ke anew Confefiion of Faith, againft which the other had 
new one. fomly refolved. By reafon of this contrary proceeding of thofe feveral Parties, 
the Refolutions and Aftsof this Council have been varioufly accepted and re¬ 
ported in latter times, many things being cited as Decreed by the Sardican 
Council, contrary to the Teftimony of Athanafius himfelf, who had reafon to 
know what paffed, although St. Auguftin and others grant thofe Decrees to have 
been of this Council, but except againft it as Heretical and Arian. So that 
great Confufion and uncertainty even in thefe times appears to have been amongft 
the beft knowing in reference to this Council, which feizes Baronius with ad¬ 
miration. Many alfo fmee the time that he wrote, confidermg the Summons 
was univerfal, would gladly with him give it the name of a General or Oecu¬ 
menical Council. But when they confider how it was divided into feveral 
Parties or Faftions, how many guiitlefs were condemned, and how many guilty 
were acquitted by both Parties, and for thefe reafons of Ambiguity and Injuftice, 
how the Orthodox for many Ages were fhy .of receiving any of its Acts as 
Authentical, they conclude that the Cardinal in giving fo high a Title to this 
Synod, hath not at all advantaged the Opinion concerning the Infallibility of 
General Councils. 

64. For they acquitted Marcellus of Hscrefie laid to his charge by the Arians, 
from which Orthodox Antiquity is far from abfolving him: And fo uncer¬ 
tain were this Synods Determinations, that all Parties made ufe of them, and 
renounced them when it ftood moft with their own advantage, as Baronius 
himfelf inftanceth in feveral Particulars. So that granting the Summoning of 
the Council to have been Oecumenical, yet if we call Antiquity to give Tefti¬ 
mony, little of certainty can it produce upon which to found any Catholick 
Affertions, the Relations of Athanafius being moft Authentick, which were as 
AtthisCoun- much known to others as us, and yet they follow other Authors. However as DiJ u. a iah 
di at sardica to Eqclefiaftical Difcipline thefe Fathers are faid to have made One and twenty «»/«««*• 
i. Canons are Canons . whereof the Firft upon th6 Propofition of Hofius taking notice how 
“ 3 e ' little good former Synods had done by their Prohibitions in this Particular, 
ordains that fuch Biihops as flitte and remove from one Church City or Diocefs 
to another be Excommunicated even from the Laity ; and the Second at the 
inftance of the faid Perfon decrees the fame Cenfure to be inflifted, although 
they be follicited to this remove by the Importunity of the People, which eafily 
may be by Corruption wrought into fuch an humour. The Third Canon for- Ep ffi tp ^° i7as 
bids that any Bilhop remove out of one Province into another, except he be in- 
vited by his Brethren, and if any Bilhop think himfell agreived .in any Caufe 
determined by his Comprovincials, upon Hofius his motion, it was refolved he 
might appeal to the Bilhop of Rome . Indeed his Reputation was not a little 
inhanced by his continuing Orthodox in thofe times ot Trial. So that the Dig¬ 
nity of that City receiving fair advantage from thefe Controverfies, whilft the 
Arians juftly denied his right, yet the Orthodox might affert his capacity (not 
Authority) to determine their Differences. And hence were afforded Opportuni¬ 
ties and Advantages for that Supremacy which viciflitude of times, and the 
comportment of Affairs fuggefted afterward to the Roman Prelates. But the 
Canons of this Council in behalf of the Bilhop of Rome for the advancement ot 
his Authority, the Fathers of the African Council univerfally affert to be Sup- 
pofititious, who affirm in their Letters to the Pope that no fuch thing can be 
found in any Synod of the Fathers. Now had there been any fuch Canons, 
doubtlefs they could not have been ignorant of them. yidi 

6 j. Upon the motion of Gaudentms a Fourth Canon was made, which forbad ktrum , 
the Ordination of a Bilhop into his room, who being depofed, appealed to the 
Bilhop of Rome, till the Matter was heard and adjudged by the faid Bilhop. 

The Fifth Canon at the inftance of Hofius , takes care that in cafe one Bifhop in a 
Province be remaining, wherein formerly were feveral, and this Bilhop at re- Di P- 6 i 
queftof. the People, wanting Pallors, refufe to ordain any more, the neigh¬ 
bouring Biihops contribute their affiftance to their juft delire, and ordain them 
a Bilhop. The Sixth exprelly forbids the Ordaining of a Bilhop for one Village 
orfmallCity, to the care of which one Prieft fufficeth, left thereby the Dignity 
and Authory Epifcopal incur contempt; which it feemed to have done by 
means of Ifchyras whom the Arians had ordained Bilhop, but to fuch a See 
as formerly did belong to a fimple Parilh, being not a Parilh ol it felf, but a 
Village or Hamlet appertaining to another Town. The Seventh Canon gives 

liberty 
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liberty, in cafe of an Appeal, to the Bilhop of Rome, the Appellant defiring it; 
to that Bilhop to fend thofe who may joyn with the other Bilhops in judg¬ 
ing the Appellant. The Eighth inhibits the Cuftom of Bilhops flying to the 
Court, without the Commendation of their Brethren, or the Summons of the 
Emperour, whereby much Scandal had been lately given. The Ninth gives 
directions how a Bilhop may fend his Deacon to the Metropolitan, and he com¬ 
mend him to thofe Bilhops where the Court refides. Or he may by his Deacon 
follicite his Friends at Court if he have any. And if it be at Rome, the Synod 
orders that the Petitions be delivered to their molt Holy Brother and Fellow 
Bilhop of the Roman Church, who upon Examination finding them juft 
and fitting, is to ufe care and diligence that they be conveyed to theEmperours 

PrC 66 nC At the inftance of AlipHs, it was by the Tenth Canon made Lawful for 
Bilhops to betake themfelves to the Court in behalf of Infants and Widows. 

But left under fpecious Pretences fuch Liberty be abufed, and fuch Scandal hap¬ 
pen as formerly the Impudence of fome had brought upon the Church; the 
Eleventh Canon ordains that fuch as lhould break the former bounds be de¬ 
prived. And that this Canon might take effeft, Gaudentius the Bilhop further 
propounded, that fuch Bilhops as lived in Canali, or the way of the publick Pofts, 
jhould ftop fuch of their Brethren as travelled towards the Court, and upon 
Examination according to the Merit and Purport of their bufinefs, either forbid 
upon pain of Excommunication, or allow their Journey, which was unanimoufly 
Decreed. Yet left any lhould through Ignorance of this Canon be fur prized, 
at the requeft of Hofius, the Twelfth Canon provides that fuch lhould have no¬ 
tice of it. Then forafmuch as great Inconvenience happened by the fudden 
Promotion of Perfons to the Epifcopal Funftion, and to prevent fuch damage 
as may happen to the Church by Novices, the Fathers agreed to a Thirteenth 
Canon recommended by Hofius, forbidding any to be made a Bilhop per fait um, 
or except he had pafled through the Offices of Reader, Deacon or Prieft, where¬ 
by his Abilities and Virtues might be throbghly known before his Preferment 
to fo high a Calling. Becaufe much Mifchief and Scandal had happened by 
reafon of the ftay of Bilhops out of their own Diocefles and Provinces too long 
a time; Hofius alfo advifed the Fathers, that forafmuch as in a former Synod 
they deprived fuch Lay-Perfons of Communion as lhould abfent themfelves for 
three Lords days or three Weeks together from Church in the Cities where 
they dwelt: the fame might be Decreed concerning a Bilhop, who without great 
neceffity was abfent from his Church that fame fpace of time, and it pleafing 
them well, a Fourteenth Canon was framed to this purpofe. For the further 
inlargement of which, a Fifteenth was added at the motion of the faid Hofius, 
wherein is alfo contained, that a Bilhop, if he cannot be in his own Territories, 
he ought to go to the next Church where there is a Prieft, leaft he lhould 
pafs over a Lords-day without going to Church at all j but he is lo to order 
his bufinefs where his Revenues lye, that he be not abfent from his Cathedral above 
three Weeks. 

67. For the preferving of Peace and Concord Hofius procured the Sixteenth 
Canon, forbidding any Bilhop to receive any Clerk into Communion, Excom¬ 
municated by another, upon pain of being Cenfured by a Synod. But left 
through the paffion and haftinefs of any Bilhop innocent Perfons lhould at any 
time fufferjPower is given by the Seventeenth Canon to the Neighbouring Bilhops 
to hear and determine fuch Matters, and feverely to rebuke fuch as they lhould 
find to have carried themfelves irreverently towards their Bilhops. The Eigh¬ 
teenth at the motion of Januarius, forbids the enticing of Clerks from other 
Bilhops, and Ordaining them in their own Diocefs : Which Hofius found fo realon- 
able, that by a Nineteenth Canon he obtained a Nullity decreed on the Ordination 
of Mtnifters, fubjedt to other Bilhops, performed without the confent of their 
Diocefans, with Admonitions and Cenfures to be inflidted upon the Ordainers. 

The Twentieth Canon renews former Decrees made againft the ftay and abode 
of Clerks, fuch as were Strangers, at Theffalonica. The Twenty Firft and laft 
Canon at the motion of Hofius , but fuggeftion of Olympius; decreed that fuch as 
were Perlecuted for the Teftimony of a good Confcience, and for bearing Wit- 
nefs to the Orthodox and Catholick Faith, forced into other Cities, fliould be 
received with Humanity and Benevolence. And the whole Synod faid, all thofe 
Conftitutions, let the Catholick Church difperfed throughout the World 
receive; and all the Bilhops which had met together from divers Provinces, Sub- 
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feribed faith the Latin Edition of this Council to the Number of jzi.But Balfamon 
in his Greek Copies hath no fuch Number, but writes that 341 Bilhops met 
at Sardica, and Decreed thofe things, but in his Copies the Eighteenth Canon 
is wanting. 

68. TheCouncilof Sardica being broken up, and each one departed towards 

their proper Sees, great Outrages were committed by the Arians , againft all fuch . f .. 
of the Orthodox party as they could light ofF j, whereof Athanaftus gives feveral * J “"' 
M thS e &a« ch examples. And fuch was the ifliie of this, as well as other Councils, that the 
divided. breach was fo far from being made up, that it was much more enlarged- For 
the Eaft and Weftern Churches were, as Socrates telleth us , now divided, the 
place which levered their Communion, being the Mount Tifucis , between lllyri- *' z ' e ‘ **' 
aw and Thrace, where every of them among themfelves, though they differed 5 * 
about the Faith, yet the quarrel being laid afide. Communicated together j 
but beyond that, there was no Communion of the contrary Parties. They were 
in Eaft and called Eafterh and Weftern, efpecially out of the refpeft to the two Empires 
Weftern. f Q Named ; not upon any exadt Geographical account : As ifthe North and 
South parts of the World might not juftly challenge their Share in the Provinces j 
but the Church,as ffie took the Model of her Precindis from that of the State, fo 
herein alfo followedthat Divifion of the Empires. 

69. The determination of the Synod for reftitutiori of the Bilhops , to their 
own Sees. Notwithftanding Conftantius purfued the inclinations of the Ariau 
Party, rather perfecting thofe that were diready in, than reftoring the eje<fted, 
till fuch time as his Brother Conftans found himfelf more than ordinarily con¬ 
cerned. Having found that more difficulty than ordinary was made about Atha¬ 
nafius Ills return to his See, he fent for him from Maiffus, whether he had beta¬ 
ken himfelf, and commanded him to abide at Aquileia , under his own Protecti¬ 
on : Then wrote he to his Brother Conftantius, more earneft Letters thari for- 

dstohb merly, minding how deeply the Honour of them both was concerned, in putting 
Brother ewi- the determinations of that Council which had been fummoned by their joynt 
Qentius about Authority to Sardica, to Execution; however he told him, that for his parr he 7WA 2 - w * 
Ktumtohis" 3 was ver y fenfible, w ^at ever he might be, of his duty in that particular, and being s ‘ IO ' 

&& refolved effectually to profecute that defign , he advifed him to regard his own 

Honour,and reftore Athanaftus and the reft to their places, if not, he told him he 
would in Perfon make an Expedition, and fee them reftored to their Sees; 
whether he would or no. Thofe Letters were fent with the determinations of 
the Council by two Bilhops Euphrates and Fincentius , whom the Synod had 
chofen to go to Conftantius, with whom Conftans joyned Salianus a Count. 

Coming to Conftantinople,znd finding the Emperour was at Antioch, they Travel¬ 
led thither, but before their arrival, their coming was known to Stephen Bilhop 
of that City, who had been a Member of the Arian Conventicle at Philippopolis. 

70. He as well to fruftrate their Errand, astoblaft the reputation both of 
their Perfons and Party, fubborns a Rude young Fellow called Onager to 
bring a Common Strumpet into the Inn where the two Bilhops lay, and pri- 

gw^refb* convey her into their Chamber : The Villany was fo far managed as to 
S v.iialy of convey the" Whore into the Room where Euphrates was then in Bed, Fincentius 
foiben. being alfo at his reft in an inner Chamber, and according to agreement, the Com¬ 
pany ready at the Door entred the Chamber, and finding her there where they 
had put her, exclaimed abundantly,and a Tumult was raifed: Fincentius upon this 
getting up, the Gates of the Inn were fliut, yet Onager and other of the Clerks 
made their efcape, but the Strumpet together with feven of the Confpirators 
they feized on, and carried them before the Magiftrates, where upon Examinati¬ 
on the whole Plot was difeovered, which Stephen alfo the Bilhop had not fo much 
impudence to deny : Hereupon by command of the Emperour, fuch Biffiops 
as then were at Antioch deprived him of his Bilhoprick, into which was chdleu 
one Leontius, a Mao not much better, who had caftrated himfelf, as it’s faid, that 
he might the morefafely without fcandal keep Company with a certain Woman 
whom he pretended to be a Virgin; and this Fellow they promoted exprefly 
contrary to the firft Canon of the Nicene Council. 

71. The Villany of Stephen had this effe<ft upon Conftantius, that confidering. 
with himlelf,how the Arians might have dealt in this fort with others of theOrtho- 
dox Party, it made him ferioufly to reflect upon the Contents dfliis Brothers Let¬ 
ters. Having viewed the determinations of the Council, and received the 
advice of his own Bilhops, rather to permit the return of Athanafius, than In- 

1 gage upon his account in a War, now at fuch time as the Perfians were upon the

Borders, he fent his Orders to his Lieutenants in Mgypt, not to moleft thofe 
of his Party. His artfwcr to his Brother was,that he was very ready to comply with 
him, in the executions of the Decrees of the late Synod ; that he was not againft 
Cor.fin,,Hus the reftitution of Athanafius, for whom he kept the Church of Alexandria va- 
i«sreply. cant, to which he might return at his pleafure. Athanajius not knowing well 
how to truft to his Meffage, removed to Millain, where he received a Letter 
from Canftantius himfelf, wherein he tells him, that he commiferated his long 
Sufferings, that he had long e’re this fent for him to Conftantinople , but that he 
expe&ed he Ihould have made application to himfelf; which becaufe he thought he 
had not done, rather out of fear than any negled: of his Perfon or Authority, 
he now out ofhis good inclinations to him, allured him the kindnels unasked 
for, of reftoring him to his Native Country, and his Bilhoprick : When he 
demurred yet a little, as thinking if the Emperourhada real kindnels for him, 
or intended him any good, he would rather have fuffered him to take the near- 
eft way by Sea to Alexandria, than call him to Conjlantinople, and thereby force 
him upon a dangerous Journey, wherein he might be way laid by his Enemies j Zc! 7 \!' 4 
a fecond Letter came, and a third , enforced by thofe of Ibme Noble-men his 
Friends, and brought by a Prieft and a Deacon, whom Conftantius had lent to 
encourage him to the Journey. 

72. Athanaftus hereupon betook himfelf to Rome, where advifing further with 
the Bilhop and his other Friends, they were clear for his venturing to Conftantino- 
plft and Ju/ius knt by him Letters of Recommendation and Congratulation for 

Iiis return to the Churches of Alexandria, to be feen in the Hiftory of Socrates, mi 
He took his way then to Conftantinople, where when he found not the Emperour, 
xthanapus hf Showed him to Antioch, and getting eafily Audience, was received by 
returns. him very Courtioufly. He found the Emperour conftant to what he had written, 
and when he laid open his Cafe, and the many injuries he had undergone, 
through the Calumnies of his Enemies, he feemed to acquiefce in what he faid, and 
fivore to him for the time to come, he would not harken to any complaints 
againft him. His difpatch for Alexandria he obtained fooner through the jea- 
loufie of his Enemies, who knowing his parts, were unwilling he Ihould con¬ 
tract any familiarity with Conftantius , and his prefence feemed mightily to encou¬ 
rage the Orthodox Party at Antioch , with whom he Communicated privately, 
retuling to joyn in the publick Worlhip with the Arians , who were by far the 
more prevalent Party in this City, and with whom the Orthodox Chriftians 
were forced to joyn, having no Liberty of Confcience as to Publick and Solemn 
Meetings. Yet through the connivance of Leontius , they had their liberty to 
honour die Son of God, according to their ProfelTion ; for when the Gloria Pa- 
/ri was Sung, and the Arians Phraled it Glory he to the Father in the Son, the 
Orthodox Chriftians would add, and to the Son, declaring that the fame Glory 
was due to the Son as to the Father. But Athanafius confidered his place and 
Sphear ,- and how to the fin of joyning with Hsereticks, he Ihould add fcandaland 
bad Example. 

73. The Arians being conftrained to reftore Athanaftus in this manner, not 
only per fwaded their Emperour to the policy of making a Virtue of neceffity, 
but to make fome advantage alfo out of lo bad a bargain. This was by de¬ 
ling of Athanajius at his departure, when they thought good Nature and Gra¬ 
titude would work, he having his Letters to the Churches, and all he could delire $ 
that thofe of the Arian perfwafion - might have fome one Church wherein they 
might publickly meet at Alexandria . To which when he could not in a man¬ 
ner deny, he anfwered, as not prefuming to difobey the Emperour, but made 
bold unto his defires, to return his humble Petition, that feeing there were many 
Chriftians in that City of Antioch, which allb in fome points differed from Leon¬ 
tius, that they by his Imperial favour might obtain tne like Indulgence. Con- 
ft -mtius , though he difliked the anfwer, was gravelled by the Equity of the propo¬ 
sal; aod’the Arians confidering that by granting the requeft of Athanaftus , they 
Ihould loofe more ground at Antioch than they got at Alexandria j the whole 
matter was waved and puffed over in filence. And much more reafon they, had, 
if it be true what we have from Socrates, that his Petition extended to theCa- 
tholicks, difperfed all over, under the Government of Arian Bilhops. But thus 

And with Conftantius reftore Athanaftus, abrogating what ever had been done againft, * 

the Emperour and lent him away with three Letters Commendatory j two to the Church of 
wSL Alexandria, and a third to theGovernours of Auguftomnica , Thebais and Lybia; 

" wherein he commands that all that Communicate with him foaft enjoy their 

full 
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full Franchize and liberty; With him were feveral others reftored, as Paulus 
Marcellus, Ajclopas Bilhop of Gaza, and Lucius Bilhop of Adrianople , whom 
their feveral Churches were commanded to entertain. 

74. Athanaftus in his way homeward palled Through Syria and Palaftine, and 
came to Jerufalem, where upon his defire, Maximus the Bilhop called a Synod of 
Bilhops out of Syria and Palafline, by the decree of which he was received into 
Communion and reftored. Now, as it ever happens to Men in Profperity, he is 
courted on all hands, even by Enemies, Vrfatius and Valens two of the 
rnoli Factious Arian Bilhops fending to beg his Pardon, and renouncing the 
Docftrine of Arius ; which that they might feem to do Cordially they take a 
Journey to Rome, and make their Recantation before that Bilhop, whom they 
thought for the Dignity of his See, and his Orthodox judgment, to have been 
moll Eminent in the Weft, during thofe Controverfies. But at Alexandria he is 
received with joy above the exprelfion of Tongue or Pen, fuchas was manifefted 
iTed with by publick Thankfgivings, Feftiyities, Feaftings and other figns. too pregnant 
aii thejoy' VK to efcape either to the view, or then envy of the Arians, who begin afrelh to 
imaginable, load him with Calumnies to Conftantius. This they thought they might now 
• do with the better fuccefs, becauie Conftans the Weftern Emperour, his great 
Patron was e’re this Murdered by the Trealbn of Magnentius and his Followers $ 
who, to the great feandal of Religion, were the firft Chriftian Rebels, daring to 
rife up againlt their Soveraign $ a thing not once thought of by the Ancient 
Chriftians, though they groaned under the Perfecurion of Ethnick Princes. The 
Multitude of Orthodox Chriftians being increafed at Alexandria at his return, and 
the Churches, where they ufualiy met, being not large enough now to receive 
them, he was forced to make ufe of a large and ftately one, built by Conftantius j 
a cali'db S rhc ^ uc not Confecrated j and this they interpreted as done out of pride or pre- 

jtTaL 7 r C fumption, and in defpight of the Etnperours Authority, whom he would not deigne 
as much as to acquaint with his defigned Dedication. They accufed him alfo 
of holding intelligence with Magnentius, becaufe that Ufurper had fent certain 
Italian Bilhops of Athanaftus his Acquaintance on an Embally to Conftantius , 
whom in their Journey, taking Alexandria in their way, had been entertained by 
him ; and they had laid to his charge that he had many times conferred Orders 
out ofhis own Diocels and Province, contrary to the Canons. 

7 j. Such were the difficulties that Conftantius wreftled with at this time, ha¬ 
ving his hands full of Magnentius, and about to grapple with the Perfian , that he 
thought it not feafonable to meddle with Athanafius, by difobliging whom he 
might procure to himfelf frefh troubles in &gypt, a Country he knew to be much 
at the Bilhops Devotion j inftead therefore of bad Deeds, he gave him good 
Words, and thrice did he Write to him encouraging Letters, after the death of 
Conftans, remembring it’s probable what Promiles and Oaths he had made to 
him. For two or three Years Athanafius remained in quiet at Alexandria, du¬ 
ring which time Maximus his old Friend the B.fhop of Jerufalem dyed, concer- 
ning Succcftors who were Arians a long time, there is great contufion 
amongft Writers, which Baronius attributes to the Strife and mutual Hatred be- 
snd is luccecd- twixt the Arians themfelves : For as it ufualiy happens to all great Fa&ions, 
that if they continue long, they part and divide afunder into leffer Divifions \ 
fo happened it amongft thofe Hsereticks,ofwhom fome thinking more honourably 
of the Son of God than others, although they denied alfo his Confubftantiallity* 
yet coming nearer to the Orthodox Dodlrine, were called Semiarians. But Con¬ 
ftantius having extricated himfelf out ofhis former difficulties by the fuppreflion 
oftheUfurpers, returned to his wonted humour, receiving imprefiions as for- 
aw of merly troin the Arian Bilhops.

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76. Things going thus with Paul, Athanafius his turn could not be far be¬ 
hind j but the Arians firft ufe wiles and tricks before they come to force. Vr- 
facius and Valens, who as we faid pretended to be Converts, went to Rome to 
make their Submiflion and Acknowledgments to the Bilhop. There they defie 
Arius and purge At ban aft us j but for his greater Honour they advife Julius to 
call him to Rome, that his Virtue and Integrity might be the more apparent, 
and greater fatisfadtion might be given to the World j concluding with them- 
felves, that this the Bifliop would not refufetodo, it being an occafion of (hew¬ 
ing his Intereft, and getting Credit to his Authority ; and that Athanafius would 
in vindication of juft freedom as earneftly refute to come, and lb a breach would 
be made betwixt the two Orthodox Bilhops and their Churches, at which the 
Arians might Triumphantly enter. Julius could not do this being prevented ieuriifra & - 
by death after he had fate in that See near Sixteen years.To him fucceeded Liberius mtn j£ lli)thua 
a Roman,'s/ho as fome write,readily undertaking what he thought might make for patr ‘ um * 
the reputations of his See, Cited Athanafius to Rome , under pain of Excommu- «d. lxs . 

itrim fuccecds nication. Athanafius though he had honoured the Roman Bifliop, and in refpeft 
who cites a- to hi s F a ith more then the Dignity of his See, had given him the right hand of 
t RZf ut ' W Fellowlhip, and willingly admitted him Umpire in thofe controverfies betwixt him 
and his Enemies, yet he refufed to obey his Summons (which feemed to be made 
Authoritatively) and thereby gives fo dangerous a Pradident for the founding of 
an Ufurped Supremacy. 

77. Upon this refufal Liber ius proceeds to Excommunicate Jiim as Gontuma- 
And upon cious, and receives the Eaftern Bimops into Communion; which coming to the 

refufai to come knowledge of the ^Egyptian Predates, they call a Synod of Eighty Bilhops, 

Mteshta!"'' wherein they refolutely defend Athanafius , maintaining his Caufe againft all, 
and confirm him in his See ; which when confidered by Liber ius, he was alha- 
med of his inconfideration and precipitancy. But thefe things made much for 
the Arian Party, being good preparatives for what Conftantius had defigned, to 
whom now they could Charadtarize Athanafius as a Man fo troublefome and 
turbulent, that even his old Friends the Weftern Bilhops had forfaken him ; Con¬ 
ftantius having overcome his Enemies, and fo proud ol his fuccels, thatheaferi- 
bed that to himfelf which he would not allow to the Son of God, calling him- 
felf /Eternal and our/Eternity, as a prelude to thofe fad Tragedies which follow- 
upon which ed , calls a Council at Arles by the advice of his Bilhops, wherein Athanafius 
conjlantius W as Excommunicated. To this fubferibed amongft the reft Vincentius Bifliop of 
Co 3 at>- Capua, the Legate of Liberius Bilhop of Rome, who now in his Letter to Hofius 
let, wherein a- Bilhop of Corduba, diflikes their proceedings. The Catholicks to divert them 
others^are^nt their purpofe, propofed firft to handle matters of Do&rine, but Valens 
inbaniihmcnt* (who together with Vrjatius his Companion had recanted his recantation,) and 
the reft withftOod that proportion, and refolving at prelent to wave the matter of 
Faith, carried it for the condemnation of Athanafius , and of feveral others who 
were fent into banilhment. 

78. This was a good Foundation for what was intended by the Arians, but 
whether this meeting was not folemn enough to carry a fufficient Ihew of reputa¬ 
tion, or at the defire of Liberius and other Catholicks, another Council is fum- 
moned to Midaine the year following, where met of the Eaftern Bilhops but 
few, by reafonofthe length of the journey, but of the Weftern above thre Hun- 

And ano- dred, what the Arians wanted in Number was abundantly fupplyed in thepre- 
ther at MU- f ence an d Authority of Conftantius, who committed the abfolutenefs of his Power 
into their hands, for ruin of the Orthodox Faith. They improved it fo far as to 
depofe all the Orthodox Bilhops, of which were moft notable Eufebtus of Verfdi- 
les, Paulin us of Triers , Lucifer of Calarita in Sicilie , and Dionyfius of Milan ,

he charged with Treafon and Sedition, he refufed to Condemn him as a Man un- ad 

heard, and when he prefled him with the general pra<ftice of the World (-which fins & dt /*• 
now ran all after Arius^) he replied with an inftance in thole three Perlbns that*"' * a * 
withftood Nebuchadnezars publick Edi&, and that his Angularity (as he termed it) 
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could not weaken the Truth he profelTed, fo little was he moved by Argu¬ 
ments drawn from vifibility. When he faw he could not prevail he ba- 
nilhed him to Berea in Thrace ; and in his place was put Felix a Dea¬ 
con of the Roman Church, as Auxentius into the See of Milan, both Arians 
we may eafily believe, if we queftion not the cunning and Policy of that 

Pa ?o’ Athanafius his doom we may be fure was very heavy, when the Defence 
of him was a great part of the Crime for which thefe Bilhops were fofeverely 
cenfured By their endeavours to clear him Conftantius was fo inraged, that 
he publilhed a moftfevere Edift againft him, whereby Sentencing him to Death, 
he commanded he lhould be Executed wherefoever he was found, ordering the 
Atuandria Churches of Alexandria to be delivered up to the Arians, whom he licenled to 
delivered to the do even what they plealed. In purfuance of this Decree he fends down Syrta- 
nus a Captain with fome Thoufands of Men to Alexandria. The Inhabitants 
begged of this Syr tonus that he would aft nothing till they had fent a Meffage 
to the Emperour. He gave them both his Word and path, but a little after¬ 
ward, he came upon them when they were not aware, being at Church, aflembled 
With their Bifliop upon an Holy Vigil, and purpofing to fpend that night m Devo¬ 
tion, being the next day to participate ot the Holy Eucharift. He befet the 
Church round with his armed Men when it was now late at night, and breaking 
in, made moft horrid (laughter of all Perfons, no Sex Age or Quality confidered. 

But he, whom they moft aimed at, being earneftly befought to fave himfelf by 
thofe about him, when they firft perceived the Treachery, refufed to make his 
efcape, refolving to fare as the reft did, yet in the Crowd he palled through 
undiscovered, and by Gods great Providence got into the Wildernefs. Thence 
he was minded to go to the Emperour and lay open Ins Cafe, before he per¬ 
ceived his fettled Refolution for his Deftrudtion, which being firft apprehended 
by what Quarter the reft of his Brethren had in /Egypt, was fully confirmed to 
him by the" Edi£ts fet out againft himfelf, whereby orders are given to appre- 
hend him in all places, and reward offered to fuch as could produce him alive, 
Athanafus or bring in his Head to the Magiftrate. The Alexandrian Churcfigs are com- 
«ndcraned by ma nded to look upon him no otherwife than as the Emperours Enemy, Penal- 
thc Empeiour - ties are inflifted on fuch as comfort, relieve, or harbour him. Thus had he no 
place wherein to reft in fafety, all the World being as it were in Arms againft 
this one Man. All Officers and Soldiers are to enquire for him, fome hunt 
after the prey to obtain a reward, and others would purchafe him with Money, 
that by fuch a Prefent they might procure Intereft and Efteem. But they are fafe 

o.*Thou°h he efcaped, fo did not his Flock, which (though his Enemies 
objected his ^Flight againft him ) yet was better provided for by his removal, 
than pofiibly it could have been by his flay, which would have brought him to 
certain Deftruftion, whereas his Flight preferved him, and thereby iecured his 
Abilities for a better rime and further Service. Inraged at his efcape, they re¬ 
venge it to purpofe upon his Friends and Followers in Alexandria and /Egypt. 
Heraclius a Count of the Arian llamp, with Sebaftian an Officer, and a Manichee, 
executing to the full fuch Orders as they had received from the Emperour. 

Into the places of the exiled Bilhops they thruft Men as defpicable for Parts and 
Abilities, as Heretical in their Judgments; and into the See of Alexandria one 
George lately come from Cappadocia, and as fome have written originally of 
curge fup- that Country, though Ammianus tells us he was bom at Epiphama a City of 
p Cilicia in a fulling Mill as was reported. Indeed he is very often in antient 
Authors confounded with Gregory the Cappadocian, who being put into the place 
of Athanafius by the Jundo oi Antioch , was depofed by the Council at Sardica, 
and died, as Athanafius writes, Ten Months after the finiflnng of that Council. 
Thelikenefs of their Names confounded Tranfcribers, who often put the one lor 
the other* they are faid by fome to have been Country men, they were both 
Arians, both great Adverfaries of Athanafius , and Intruders into his See, and 
being great Perfecutors of the Orthodox Chriftians of Alexandria, were both 
killed as fome fay by that injured and inraged People. It is neceflary therefore 
to ufe great caution and diftin&ion in the reading of Authors, who write of 
them both. But they may be fufficiently difeerned from each Other by what 
we have formerly faid of Gregory , and what we now come to fpeak of 
George. 


Si. Gregory 
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8 1. Gregory was of a Clergy-man made Bifhop of Alexandria, but this George 
Mis charaficr.being a Lay-pcrfon, having knavilhly difcharged a fordid Saecular Imployment, ow... 
was thought good enough by the Arians for the Epilcopal Function. Nazian- 
zen tells us, that he was of a bad Stock, and worfe Qualities, not at all endowed 
with ingenuous Knowledge, or affable in his Converfation, not fomuch as pre¬ 
tending to godhnefs, or cloaking his Villanies with fpecious Pretexts, yet fit for 
any bold Attempt , and a proper Inftrument to difturb the Publick Peace. 

Such an one in his beginnings as might be properly termed a Parafite, haunting 
good Tables; all his Defigns feeming to be laid for the filling of his Belly. 

His firft; Preferment was moft bafe and fordid, being the Proveditor General of 
Hogs Flelh for the Army. And here, faith he, he left off his rogueing, and began 
his Villanies. Athanaftus writes that he was a keeper of Provifions at Conjtan - 
tinople , where being found to have abufed his Truft, and converted the Com¬ 
modities to his own advantage, he was forced to run, and fled into Cappadocia. 

But it feems he was taken notice of for a fubtile headed Man, and fit tor bufi- 
nefs, and being an Arian ,) for fuch work as was to be done at Alexandria , 
which none but a Knave and Huckfter would, and none but a cunning and refolute 
Fellow could, go through. Hereupon he was commended to Conftantius, had 
his Peace begg’d, and was Ordained Bilhop of Alexandria, where he muff; abolifh 
the Memory of, and expiate his former Crimes, by the Service to be performed 
againft the Orthodox Chriftians. 

8 z. Being put into Pofieflion by the Emperours Officers in the time of Lent, 
he ftaid till the Week of Eafier was paft, and then began his Villanies. Then 
were the Sacred Virgins clapt in Priion, the Suffragan Bifhops haled and tofled 
too and fro by the Soldiers, and the Houfes of Poor and Rich pillaged and 
lacked. After the Whitfun Week the People aflembling to the Celebration of a 
Faff, would not for all this be frighted into Communion with him, but refufing 
to joyn with him in the Holy Myfteries, gathered together in the Church-yard, 
which he underftanding, procured that Sebafiian to fall upon them, which he 
did, though on a Sunday as they were at Prayers. Enraged that he found but Ath»n. d t 
The Cruelty few, (for the hour being paft, many were retired) he caufed a Fire to be made, f“s a & 
of George. before which were brought the Virgins, and threatened with Death, except they Socr ' 
would imbrace the Hserefie of the Arians. When he could not overcome them 
by the humour of the Fire, he ftripped them naked, and caufed them Co to be 
beaten and buffeted, that fcarcely could their Friends know them a longtime 
after. Forty Perfons he fcourged lb with the Twigs of Palm Trees newly cut, 
and having on their pricking knobs, that many lay long under the Chirurgions 
hands, and others died of their Wounds, whofe Bodies they would not reftore 
to their Friends, but let them lye unburied. Such as remained were baniflied 
together with the Virgins. This done to fright the Multitude, they proceed 
againft their Faithful Paftors, that the Orthodox Doftrine might fail for want of 
Teachers, banifhing feveral Bilhops of /Egypt, and Lybia, mentioned by Athana- 
fius, with certain Priefts whom they handled fo roughly, that fome died in 
the Journey, and others in Exile. But above Thirty Bilhops they made 
away. 


Ath.vuifrts Sj. Athanafius efcaping in the Wildernefs there lay in great folitarinefs, but 
writes twoApo- good fecurity a long time, fix years it is laid, where he improved this fad oppor- 
fcffT* tor h!m tunit y * n Writing feveral Treatifes in his own Vindication, and for the ftrengthen- 
ingof Orthodox Chriftians. Underftanding that his Enemies calumniated him 
for /lying, and leaving his Flock in time of danger, he wrote that piece con¬ 
cerning his Flight, wherein he proves it lawful to lhun thofe imminent and cer¬ 
tain perils deviled for him, and clears himfelf of other Calumnies. And becaufo 
not onjy the Arians , but the Emperour alfo, to prevent the cenfure of Cruelty 
and Injuftice, had accufed him of grievous Crimes, and given him the Charadfer 
of a moft profligate Perfon, he wrote another Apology to him, wherein he con¬ 
futes thole Slanders, relating in thofe two, and his Epiftle to fuch as lived foli- 
tary Lives in the Wildernefs, the whole Series of all thole Sufferings and Trou¬ 
bles which he and the Orthodox Party underwent. But this laft feems written 
after the Synod held at Ariminum, about which time he alfo wrote his fecond

merly a Deacoh in that Chu/ch, had, for his Hrerefie and Impiety by the Arians 
themfelves, been EkcOmmurticated. This Man being of mean Parentage, was in 
his Youth taught the Trade of a Goldfrtiith, afterward getting a fmlick of the 
liberal Arts* betook himfelf to Paulinas Bilhop of Antioch, with whoiii he con¬ 
tinued fo long as the Bifhop lived , but applying himfelf to fallacious Ways of 
Difputingi and querks Of Logick, he was by his Adverfaries drived from that 
City, when Eulalias was Bilhop, returning after the promotion of Leontius, he 
was made EfeacOn by him. Although he maintained the fame things, yet did l ecr ’ U ' c ‘ iS ’ 
he feparate hiiiifelf from the Arians, becaufe that after Arius his Perjury, they 
had received him iatef Communion, when he fo lyed and difiembJed with Con- 
ftantine the Emperour. By reading the Elencha of AriftotU he got fuch a faculty 
of Difputing captioully, as amazed riieanly intelligent Perfons, and he wouid 
propound fuch Fallacies, as he himfelf through his half Learning of Anftotle'z 
Principles could not refolve. He had read over fome of the Antient Com¬ 
mentators, but condemned Clemens , Africanus and Origen , as illiterate Perfons. 

Julius indhis He would exclaim againft the Divinity of the Son of God , becaufe he could 
£.1 con ‘ opt underftand how there was an unbegotten Birth, as he faid, or how to ima¬ 
gine that the Bfcgotten could be co-eternal with the Begetter. Incurring hatred 
with the Orthodox for thofe Opinions, and with the Arians for his conceited 
knowledge, he was further branded with the Title of Atheift. For he held, as 
Epiphanius tells us, that the perfection of Man conftfted in the knowledge of Divine 
things alone , without the accejfton of Virtue , which he fo far difearded, as he 
commended (inftead of condemning) flelhly Lulls and Pleafures, affirming 
that Fornication and fuch unlawful a £ts, had no more hurt in them, than 
picking of the Ears, blowing the Nofe, or other forts of avoiding Excre¬ 
ments. ^ 


85. He efteemed himfelf of far greater Merit than Arius, and accordingly 
had the Honour of giving name to an Haerefie as well as he, his Followers be¬ 
ing after him called Aetiani , though he had the ill luck of breeding a Scholar* 
who fo far it feems outftript his Mafter, that from his name Eunomius were they 
afterwards called Eunt/miani. His great Abetter and Friend Eudox/us was fo 
good a Proficient alfo in his Learning, that he had well nigh robbed him of 
his Glory. For priding himfelf much in being the Son of Ccefarius a Martyr 
of the lefler Armenia j he alfo improved his Intereft and Reputation for the Caufe 
Hasrefie and Impiety of Aetius, as well as his Perfon, and being both remarkable 
for Dignity and Luxuiy, his Companions and Followers, inftead of Aetiani, came 
to be called Eudoxiani. But all he could do was insufficient for the recalling 
of Aetius, whom the Arians were refolved to Sacrifice to their Reputation, 
affecting much the Title of Catholicks, and thinking to efcape the odious Im¬ 
putation of Haerefie, by fubjefting thofe unto the Punilhment who were fcarcely E iph . 
toAPhtinus. their Superiors in the Guilt. But their Severity fell efpecially upon Fhotinus M 

Bifliop of Sirmium, who being formerly Principled by Marcellas, * maintained *s«cr./.a.e f a* 
the Opinions of SabeSius the African, and Paulas Saniofatemis, affirming, ** That 
“ God is one, and alone, and not fubfifting in Perfons: That Chriftis.a Man 
“ begotten by a Man, and not from Eternity, being neither of the Subftance of 
“ the Father, nor altogether like him. That the Holy Ghoft is God, and no 
“ diftinft Perfon. The Arians, though they held the Son of God to be but a 
Creature, and therefore their Opinion was a little mord found than his, yet 
Ihewing much Zeal for the Similitude of the Son of God, as if that would 
heal and make up all, procured Conftantius, then at Sirmium, to call a Synod to 
that City. 

86 . That 
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sererai am- 86. The Hserefie of Photinus being condemned, the Bifhops drew up a ffiort 
thcmatifms. p orm 0 f F a i t h, to which they added thofe Anathematifms to comprehend as well 
that of his, and other opinions. “ Firft, Thofe that affirm that the Son of things 
“ which are not, or of any other fubftance, than of God the Father, let .them be 
“accurfed. Second, Or that there was Time or Age when he was not.Third, Or 
“ that the Father and the Son are two Gods. Fourth, Or that Chrift was God be- 
“ fore all Ages, and yet the Son of God, did not with the Father make all things. 

“ Fifth, Or that the Son of God, or any part of him is begotten of Mary. Sixth, Or 
*'• that the Son is born of Mary , according to the foreknowledge, ana .not before 
“all Ages begotten of the Father, and was with God, and that by him all things 
“ were made. Seventh, Or that the fubftance of God may be dilated or con- 
“ traded. Eighth, Or that the Eflence of God dilated makes the Son , orfhall 
“call the Son as it were dilating of his Eflence. Ninth, Orfhall call the Son, the 
« Word of God feated in the mind of the Father,or the Word brought forth. Tenth, 

“ Or that God Man is begotten of the Virgin Afa/7, under (landing thereby, thatGod 
«is begotten. Eleventh, Or that (hall expound thefe words [ befides me there is 
« no God ] to exclude thereby the only begotten, who is God from everlafting. 

“ Twelfth, Or thefe [ the Word made Fleffi] to be tranfmutation into Fleffi. 
“Thirteenth, Or by Crucifying the only begotten Son of God, (hall underftand, 

“ that the Son of God did undergo Paffion , Diftru&ion, Change, Diminuti¬ 
on, Annihilation. Fourteenth, Or that fliall expound thefe words [let us 
“ make Man in our own Image] as fpoken by God the Father to himfelf, and not to / p* s,er - 
“ God the Son. Fifteenth, Orfhall affirm that Jacob wreftled with God, as God, sik.i.% f . j8 . 
“or with God the Father, and not with the Son as Man. Sixteenth, Or whofo- 
“ ever underftandeth this, the Lord rained from the Lord y not to be meant of the 
“Father and the Son, but that the Father rained from himfelf. 

87. Or Seventeenth, “ Whofoever fliall expound thefe Forms of Speech, the 
“ Father Lord, the Son Lord, as if the Father being Lord, be both Lord and 
“ Son. Eighteenth, Whofoever when he faith Lord of Lords (hall thereby un- 
“ derftand two Gods. For we do not place the Son, fay they, in the fame degree 
“ with the Father, but we make him fubjedt to the Father. Nineteenth, Who- 
“ foever fhall affirm the Father, Son, and Holy Ghoft, to be one Perfon. Twenti- 
“ eth, Whofoever, when he calleth the Holy Ghoft, the Comforter, fliall thereby 
“ mean God unbegotten. Twenty firft, Whofoever faith there is no other Com- 
“ forter befide the Son. Twenty fecond,Or that fhall affirm the Holy Ghoft to be 
“ part of the Father and the Son. Twenty third. Or that the Son^ as one of the 
“ Creatures, is made by the Will of the Father. Twenty fourth, Whofoever 
“ affirmeth the Father,Son,and Holy Ghoft, to be Three Gods, let him be accurfed. 
“Twenty fifth, Or that the Son is begotten contrary to the Will of the Father. 

“ Twenty fixtli, Whofoever affirms that the Son had neither begetting, nor begin- 
“ nirig, and fo confequently affirm, that there are two without beginning, and two 
“ without begetting, and fo appoint two Gods. The Son is the head and the 
“ Original of all Creatures, and the head of Chrift is God, for fo we refer all 
“ things reverently by the Son unto one principle of all things which is without 
“beginning. Laftly, Weighing deeply with our felves that daufealfo of Chriftian 
“ profeffion, we fay, that whofoever affirmeth Chrift Jefus the Son of God who 
“ Miniftred unto the Fathers at the Creation of all things, not to have been be- 
“ fore all Worlds, but only fince the time that the Son was born of Mary to 
“ have been Chrift, and then his Deity to have begun, as Paulas Samofatenus was 
“ perfwaded, let him be accurfed. This we have tranferibed, that once for all 
it may appear how abftrufe was the Haerefie of the Arians y how much it gave 
to the Son of God above other Hserefies, in allowing him a Deity, confeffing 
his being before ail Worlds, which the Father made by him ; fometime, though 
not in the fecond Confeffion, they talk of Subftance too and a perfect Similitude. 

But (till they deny his Confubftantiality y that critical term which ever limits and 
determines their Do&rine, though it (how never fo high in the Epithets they 
give the Son of God. And not knowing what to fay, or where to fix, they 
are guilty of prodigious uncertainty, whence fo many Creeds and Forms of 
Faith, and fo many Synods to make and marr, that Heathen Writers take notice 
of Conjlantius his Reign as very ridiculous in this refpett. 

88. Photinus was lufficiently cenfured, but this confeffion feeming too Ortho¬ 
dox, a fecond Model was drawn, wherewith the Semiarians were offended, for that 
the word Sul flame was left out, and meeting afterward* at Anzyra a City of Ga¬ 
latia , they condemned this Model, aflerting the word Sulftance 9 wherein they 

affirmed 
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affirmed the Son was like the Father. This was quite contrary to the Second 
a difference p> ecree 0 f them at Sirmium t who, as Socrates writes, after a long contention about H ‘ L <* fy*. 
the fignification of the Greek word »««, and the Latin Subftantia ; about the z Ft hhia - 73- 
equality or unity of Subftance, refolved that the Church of God fhould no 
longer be troubled with the interpretation thereof j and that for two Caufes, both 
for that the Scriptures of God make no mention thereof, and becaufe the mean¬ 
ing thereof exceeded the capacity of Man; the Scripture teftifiing, that no Man is z. en¬ 
able to fet forth the Generation of the Son, in thefe words, his Generation who Jha/l 
declare. This ad therefore of the Semiarians , feeming fo contrary to the publick 
Caufe,another meeting was had at Sirmiumyn the fecond year after, where the Par¬ 
ties to agree, came to a compofition, that theonelhould leave out the word Sub- 
flance, and the other yield this to be inferted in the room of it,/» all things like to the 
Father j and accordingly a third Form was drawn up,to which Conftantius forced 
fome Difienters tofubfcribe.Now Baronius refers the firft meeting at Sirmium to the 
Twenty firft year of Conftantius , the 357. of our Lord, although Socrates and 
Sozomen place it in the year after the Confullhip of Sergius and Nigrianus, which 
happened A. D. 371. He takes his argument from the Subfcription of Hoft us 
Biffiop of Corduba , to the Decrees of this Council, and the baniffiment of Atha- 
nafiuSy which could not be before the Exile both of that Bi/hop and Liberius , as 
alfo from the prefence of Conftantius at Sirmium, which from Ammianus he ga¬ 
thers, fell out in this year. Others make there meetings held at Sirmium,viz. one 
A. D. 371. another the prefent ^57, and another A. D. 379. Which’produc- 
eth fo many Forms of Faith, whereof the firft was more tollerable, allowing the 
word Subftance, but the Second utterly banilhed it, as never more to be ufed. and 
by the third they found a middle way, leaft Satan fhould be too much divided 1 acaius 
againft himfelf. t e f; 

89. But when the Second Confeffion came to befubferibed, Hofius Biffiop of 
Corduba, an ancient and Valient Souldier of Jefus Chrift, became a remarkable 
example of humane Frailty, who refilling to fet to his hand, was by Scourging 
and racking at length compelled to it, though a few years after, as is probably 
conjectured, he died at his See in the Orthodox Faith. Liberius alio Biffiop 
of Rome , who formerly had flood out againft Deprivement and Exile,was conquer¬ 
ed with thofe Baciline Arguments of the Arians , and fubferibed both to the Con¬ 
feffion of Faith, and the baniffiment of Atbanajius. The Cardiual Annalift labours 
hard to clear St. Peter’s Chair from the guilt and fcandal of Heretical pravity 
telling us, that it was the firft Confeffion of Faith to which Liberius fubferibed 
wherein was contained the word Subftance , and that having nothing but Orthodox 
in it, according to the natural fignification of the words, he was not obliged to 
confider what might be the meaning of the Arians. He endeavours to render inva¬ 
lid, what ever may make him guilty of Haerefie, by aferibing to the fophifti- 
cation and Tricks of the Arians , whatfoever is found to his difadvantage in the 
writings of the Orthodox. But there are others, who from the credit of fuch 
Authors, as they conceive were never tempted to Lye, do much otherwife con¬ 
ceive of this atftion of Liberius. For Felix, who had fucceeded him after his ba¬ 
niffiment,perceiving himfelf to be mortally hated for his Arianifm , and that none 
upon that account would Communicate with him ; that he might ingratiate 
himfelf with the People, thundred out Anathema’s againft the Arians. Liberius 
perceiving this,when he was not only threatened with the extremity of Torments 
but law there was hopes of recovering his Biffioprick, by complying with the 
Times, wrote Letters full of flattery to the Arians , calling them the Sons of 
Peace, and both condemned Athanaftus, and fubferibed to the Second Confeffion 
of Faith made at Sirmium, hereby he recovered his Biflioprick, thruftins out 
Felix as an intruder, whom he caufed to be ftarved to death : Upon which ac- fSS'JSL 
count Hilarius grievioufly reprehended and Anathematized him, and Felix a &***»*. 
(though upon another account (aith Baronins^) was accounted a Martyr. The 
firft that debaucht Lilerius t was one Fortunatianus , as St. Hierome tells 
us. De - Scri t- 

90 But Conftantius the Emperour,undemanding what Edoxius the Biffiop of An- E “ UM ' 
tioch had done, both in reference to the Biffioprick, and JEtius^ wrote unto the In¬ 
habitants of that City againft him, as one who had crept into that See without 
his knowledge and confent ; and as to the Hxrefie of JEtius^ thinking he had not 1 4- *• 
yet fufficiently provided by the late Tran factions at SirmiumfiG refolved to call *V Th f’ b ~ l ' 
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another Council : Being forefolved, he was perfwaded by the Favourers of Eu¬ 
doxius, to fummon the Biffiops to N/ce, thinking, it feems,that this City, being as 
yet famous for the late Council thither aflembled, would obliterate that Creed, 
and give reputation to his Haerefie, by obtruding that for the Orthodox Faith* 
but afterwards the Emperours mind changed, and it was fummoned to Nicomedia 
a City of the fame Province. Here, when they Ihould aflemble, fo great an 
Earthquake happened, that it deftroyed well nigh the whole Town, and this 
conftrains them to think again of Nice. But hither alfo the Earthquake comes, 
and fo prevents them, that they know not whether to turn themfelves. Some 
from St. Hierom gather that thence, the Aflembly was removed to Ancyra , whi- 

Anorhcr ther when the Predates were travelling, Hilary wrote his Book of Synods in 
Council held Phrygia , wherein he bewailes the backsliding ofthofe times, which he affirms to 
at xnzyra. be (b great, that in Ten Provinces of Afia fcarcely was one Biihopto be found 
who knew and feared God. And now it was, that the Samiarians might make 
their proteftation againft the Second Form of Faith, agreed on at Sirmium. But 
the favourers of Eudoxius and ALtius perceiving things to go too favourably in be¬ 
half of the Catholick Caufe, the word Confubftantial being only wanting to joyn 
to it, the Semiarians obtained of the Emperour that two places ffiould be appointed 
for the Eaftern and YVeftern Bilhops to meet at. The pretence was, that both 
forts might have the more convenience of Travel ; but the defign, that they 
might not be united in one Body,for then they feared the Orthodox Party would be 
prevalent ; but being divided into two Aflemblies, divers forms of Faith and De¬ 
crees might pafs them, whereof they doubted not, but fome they might either 
ealily draw or wreft to their purpofe. In thefe changes and removes was fpent this 
year, which was the Twenty Second of Conftantius, the Fourth of Rome, the 
firft Indiction. A. D. 558. T. Fabius Decianus, and Naratius Certealis be-

ituja. I fa aria, and for the Weftern Ariminum in Italy, where Four Hundred Prelates, ss- 

fome lay Six hundred allembled. But firft this fame year which was the Twen¬ 
ty third of Conftantius , was the third Creed made at Sirmium (as we formerly 
hinted'; on the Twenty fecond of May, where after great Contefts, the Parties 
agreed to leave out the word Sulftance , upon condition, that Chrift might be 
faid in ail things like the Father, which held them in difpute till the very Night 
preceeding the Feaft of Wbitfunticle. The Emperour Conftantius, who was pre¬ 
fect at the making of this Confelfion, fix days after, fent it away to Ariminum , 
where the firft Selfionwas held on the Twenty firft of July. There aflembled 
fo many ofrhe Orthodox Party, that do what the Arians could, they carried it 
quite for the recognition of the Nicene Creed and Condemnation of Arius, and 
his Doftrine, rejecting befidcs all others Forms and Confeflions of Faith, this 
new one come from Sirmium : And they depofed Valens and ZJrfacius the 
Ringleaders of the Heretical Party, together with Auxentius Germanius , Caius Socr ‘ 
and Demophilus, becaufe they refilled to joyn with them. Thefe Men who were 

wont to carry all before them, becaufe backed with the Emperours Authority, in 

a great lume poll to him, to whom they lay open the danger of further troubles, 
after that the Council at Sirmium had taken fo hopeful a courfe for the peace of 
the Church, which thofe Men leavened with the Principles of Athanafius, went 
about again to difturbe. The Council fent alfo their Meflengers to the Court, 
defiring, that having difpatched thofe matters for which they were called, they 
might have leave to depart to their own Sees. Conftantius was about this time 
moving Eaftward againft the Barbarians , who broke violently into the Empire, 
and therefore telling them he could not at prelent attend thofe Controverfies, he 
appointed them to expeft his return at Adrianople. 

The Ariam 9 Z ‘ The Arians in the mean time met at Nice in Thrace , where they drew up 
r ; r/Mcf'lnd anot h er ’ F° rm of Faith, like unto the third made at Sirmium, leaving out both 
. uhcTncw " Sul fiance and Confubftantial, and in fome of them,/« all things like, putting like only, 
creed. Socrates tells us, that Z/rfatius called this Aflembly together, and therein publilh- 
ing that Confelfion read in Ariminum , and forged at Sirmium, afterward fet it 
forth as agreed to by a General Council, gave it the Name of the Nicene Faith, 
to the intern, that ufing the Name of Nice, he might enfnare the ignorant and 
Ample fort of People, who verily thought it the fame Creed which had formerly 
been Compofed at Nice in Bithynia ; till at length the treachery of thele Deceivers 

was 
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~~ was difeovered, and the Impoftnre derided. This fame Author writes, that the 
Bilhops at Ariminum, having anfwered the Emperours Letter, wherein he fignified 
his pleafure that they Ihould abide there till his return from the War, departed Sh ^ finm 
all to their own Sees. But Sulpicius Severus (who as he faith himfelf, had the lib . 
knowledge of what palled in this Synod, from Gaudentius a Bifhop) reports, that 
Conftantius having difmifled the Meflengers ofthe Council, who being young, 
unlearned,and imprudent, were drawn in to fubferibe the Creed of Sirmium, gave 
order to his Prefect not to fuller the Fathers to depart from Ariminum till they 
had alfo fubferibed the fame Confelfion. At firft they refufed to Communicate 
with their Apoftate Meflengers; but old Age, the cold of Winter, wantofNecefla- 
ries, with threats of Tortures, fo changed,if not broke them, that all in a manner 
fubferibed,and twenty who remained,were entrapped by Valens. Being allowed 
to add what proteftation they pleafed, he joy ned to their Proteftation, that Chrift 
was not a Creature, as the reft of the Creatures, whereby he meant, though they 
perceived not his drift, that he only was a Creature , though more excellent and 
perfeft, as the reft . When they had received and admitted this Claufe, Valens 
and his Companions triumphed, faying, they had not affirmed the Son of God, not 
to be a Creature, but only the molt Excellent of Creatures, and herein like ingmuit 
the reft. Now carried they all before them, infomuch that the World groaned, 
and admired to fee it felf all turned Arian. And from thofe fo contrary proceed- mZlmTcnT 
ings of this Council, it came to pals, that fomtimes it is imbraced by ancient l«- 

Catholicks fomtimes it utterly rejefted as Erronious and Haeretical. e '*’ 

95. No better was the conclufion at Seleucia, where a Synod of about 160. Bi- 
Ihopswas opened on the Twenty feventh of September. Here the Arians them¬ 
felves were divided into two Factions, whilft fome would have matters of Faith 
firft handled, and others would take into confideration the Cafes of Criminals, FideSoc 
(whereof feveral, out of fear, pretending frivolous reafons, ftaid at Seleucia ) c . \ 9 +o'..&“ 
both Parties alledging the Authority ofthe Emperours Letters, which were Am- «&»*«**• 
biguoufly written. Some cryed out againft the making of new Forms of Faith, 
approving,as a Pattern,that which had been formerly drawn up at Antioch, at the 
Encaenia or Dedication, which being to be fubferibed, the other Party headed by 
Acacius, who had importuned them to abolilh the Nicene Creed,and make a new 
one, would not fubferibe themfelves but by their Deputies, the Deacons, and 
Readers. This was done the firft day of meeting, the Doors of the Church be¬ 
ing fall locked, againft which Acacius afterward protefted, and by thd afliftance 
of Leonas a great Courtier, ( who prefidedby the Emperours order) having got 
♦ the Faftions again together, when they thought lie was about to read fomthing 

elfe, produced a Creed with a Preface to it. Herein after he had inveighed 
againft his Adverfaries, he reje&s quite the claufes ol Z/nity and Equality in Sub- 
ftance , both as having no ground in Scripture, and as the occafions of great Con¬ 
tentions, yet withall accurfing the Claufe of Ince^uality, and holding all the 
Patrons and Favourers thereof as Excommunicated Perfons. When he had faid, 

Sophronius , Bilhopof Pompeiopolu in Paphlagonia , told him plainly, that if the new 
devices and daily invention of his brain were laid down for Creeds, it could not 
otherwife fall out, but that lhortly they Ihould be found without one grain of 
Faith. In his Creed he had affirmed the Son of God to be like his Father , in 
the midft of deputation he was asked wherein ? To which he anfwered, that the 
Son was like the father, not in fubftance ,' but only in Will and Mind, to which 
when it was replied, that in Books by him formerly written, he had held the 
Son to be in all things like the Father, he returned this anfwer, that no Man 
that ever was, of old time, or of late days, is wont to be tryed by the Books 
he wrote. To fuch prodigious incertainty and inconftancy doth Hazrefie fubjedfc 
Mens minds. One while the Arians admit fubftance , fomtimes not, one while 
like in all things , another only like , fomtimes any thing but Confubftantial , 
other whiles fcarcely any thing at all will be admitted. 

94. Leonas provoked by thofe Diflentions above all patience, refufed flatly to 
prefide any more, and diflolved the Council, permitting them yet amonft them- 
fevles to meet in the Church where the Samiarians ailembling , deprived Aca¬ 
cius, with George of Alexandria, and others of his Party. Depofing amongft the 
reft, Eudoxius of Antioch , they placedone Arianus in his Sec,whom after his Confe- 
cration, their Adverfaries procured Leonas to baniffi, againft which proceedings, 
after they had in vain protefted; they fent ten Meflengers to plead their Caufe 
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before the Emperour. Thus much writes Socrates of this Council, who fpeaks 
of it as Compofed altogether of Arians, whereas Hilary in his Book againft Con¬ 
ftantius, makes mention of the Bifhops of AEgypt their Handing faftto the bufinefs 
of one Subftance, all except George their Metropolitan. He explains further the 
meaning of Acacius his Creed, which rejecting both Confubftantiality and like- 
nefs of Subftance, yet withall condemned Diflimilitude in the Son of God. 

For although they allowed him not to be like God as God, yet feeing he was the 
Son of his Will, rather than the Divinity, they allowed him like to his Father as 
fuch. But in that they held him neither to be God, nor begotten of the Sub¬ 
ftance of the Father, therefore they would not admit of the likenefs of Subftance. 

And here they difputed that in God there could be no Generation, becaufe there 
was no Female, and they proceeded to fuch irreverent Terms as juftly offended all 
Godly Ears. 

95T- But though the Semiarians had difpatcht their Meflengers to the Em¬ 
perour, Acacias was got before them, and fo told his Tale, that Conftantius who St 'i*-wgr. 

evet inclined to the worft and moft rigorous Party, efpoufed his Quarrel. Yet 
Another sy- mul ^ mother Synod be called at Conftantinople, whither were fummoned out m ° d - u - c -v- 
nod at cmfim- of the neighbouring Bythinia about Fifty Bifhops, and a new Creed muft be W,+M3 ' &c 
timph, and a formed, wherein were abolilhed as formerly the word Ouftte or Subftance , and 
new rec. t j le Subfiftence of Father, Son and Holy Ghoft, forbidden once to be named. 

Having fubferibed this Creed, they took the feveral Caufes of Bifhops into Con- 
fideration, but firft after much Deputation condemned Aetius the Arch-Haeretick. 

Then proceeding againft fuch as they hated upon the account of private Grudges' 
in the firft place they depofed Macedonius Bifhop of Conftantinople, partly be¬ 
caufe upon his account fome Slaughter had been committed, but indeed to re¬ 
venge the Emperour of him who fought an occafion to do him a mifehief j it 
was alfo objected againft him that he had admitted into Communion a certain s,e ‘ iMx ^ 
Deacon taken in Adultery. They depofed alfo Bafilius or Baft lias who had fuc- 
ceeded Marcellas in the See of Ancyra , for tormenting a Man, for forging Slan¬ 
ders, and difparaging divers Perfons, but indeed for that he withftood them fo 
earneftly, being one of the Meflengers fent from Selencia. After this, as well 
they that came from Selencia as thofe that from elfewhere were affembled at 
Conftantinople, were commanded by the Emperour to fubferibe that Creed which 
was lately fent from Arminum , though different from the other of Conftanti - 
Kcplc, and to be obferved in the Weft as this in the Eaft. So dreadful was the 
condition of the Church at this time, whilft every year produced almoft a new 
Creed, and by virtue of thofe,all Churches were fo difturbed,as neither could they * 

know what to believe,nor any Paftor left to teach them,fuch changing and rechan¬ 
ging of Bifhops happened in every Province. Socrates in admiration of this number aw c.*i. 
of Creeds, reckons up how many had been made fince the Council of Nice. 

How many After that made by the Nicene Council, faith he, the Bifhops framed two others 
made fincethar at A » tioch when they afTembled to the Dedication of the Church. The Third 
otMce. was made by the Bifhopsin Gall, which were with Narciftus who exhibited it to 
the Emperour Conftantius. The Fourth was fent by Eudoxius to the Italian Bi¬ 
fhops. Three were in Writing publifhed at Sirmium, whereof one being glori- 
oufly fet out with the Names of the Confuls was read at Ariminum. The Eighth 
was publifhed at Selencia by the Complices of Acacius. The Ninth was this fet 
forth at Conftantinople with this addition, that thenceforth there fhould be no men¬ 
tion made of the Subftance or Subfiftency of God. Whereunto Ztlphilas Bifhop of 
the Goths then firft fubferibed, having till this time imbraced the Faith eftabiifhed 
by the Council of Nice, and been an earneft Follower of Tkeopbilus his Predeceflor 
who was at that Council and fubferibed the Creed. * 

96. Hilary Bifhop of Poiftiers incenfed againft Conftantius for thofe things, 
when he was now in Exile, wrote bitterly againft him, which notwithstanding 
for reafbns of State, the Emperour fent him hence to his own Bifhoprick. Ma¬ 
cedonius being banifhed Conftantinople and fucceeded by Eudoxius , (who had for- s«e.Lz.w. 
merly intruded into the See of Antioch,') now at length began to magnifie the 
claufe of one Subftance, but denied to the Holy Ghoft the Honour of partaking 
thereof, together with the Father and the Son, affirming he was a Creature, 
and one ot the Miniftring Spirits, being only in Degree and Dignity above 
other Angels. The Arians gladly imbraced this opinion, being fo confonant to 
their own, that the noife of Contention about the Son of God, and the bufying 

their 
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their brains about that Haerefie, feemeth indeed the only caufe why we hear no 
more of this. Into the See of Antioch after the removal of Eudoxius, was 
elected both by the Orthodox and Arians, Meletius formerly Bilhop of Sebaftia 
in Armenia, each Party having a confidence in him, though he had formerly 
fubferibed the Form of Faith which Acacius his Party framed at Selencia. For 
fome fpace after his Tranflation he meddled not with any Myfteries of Faith but 

E reached to his People fuch Dottrine as conduced to Virtue and a good Life • 
ut afterwards he prefled them to the belief of the claufe of one Subftance and to 
adhere to the Nicene Creed. ' Herewith the Arians much foraged, complained to 
the Emperour, who being then at Antioch >, as well for this as other reafons 
another Council was called. Socrates writes that the Fattion of Acacius pro¬ 
cured it, that they might have an opportunity of renouncing the Opinion they 
had formerly held, that the Son is in all things like the Father. After the de- 
pofition of Meletius , whom the Emperour banifhed, Euroius (who formerly 
had been depofed, together with Arius) was by his order promoted to the Church 
of Antioch. 


97. The Arians met together cannot but fall upon Matters of Faith, and it 
pained them to think of breaking up without the Produ&ion of a new Creed. 
They call ih queftion what they had Decreed in time paft, they affirm that the 
Claufe of Likenefs paffed the Synods of Arminum and Conftantinople, is quite 
to be abandoned, and not once to be named any more j they now think it time 
to fpeak plain, and no more conceal their opinion that the Son is altogether un¬ 
equal and unlike the Father, not only in Subftance but alfo in Will, as alfo that 
as Arius braved, he had his Original from nothing. They were therefore from 
holding this Haerefie, that the Son is unlike the Father called Anomius, and from 
maintaining him to have proceeded from nothing named Exucontius. And fb 
fruitful is Haerefie of other monftrous Births, that from the Hive of Arius pro¬ 
ceeded many other Swarms, diftinguilhed either by the names of their Leaders 
An account of or the particular ways and methods which they took, as the Eujebians Pkoti- 
femamsre- ntans ^ Eudoxians , Acacians, Eunomians, Macedonians , Aetians , Pjatyrians Cyr- 
tians and Dulians. But when it was demanded of thofe Acacians why formerly 
they had given Chrift the ftileof God of God, that profefled they meant it in 
that fence the Apoftle wrote, when he faith all things are of God. And there¬ 
fore the Son is of God, inafmuch as he is included in the word All, for which 
caufe they added in their Creed, According to the Scriptures. The Author of 
this Foolifh Glofs was George Bifhop of Laodicea , with whom the Acacian Fatti- 
on joyning, though they were foundly charged with Sophiftical dealing, yet 
weighed neither the Scandal nor the Cenfure. They repeated again the Form 
of Faith compofed at Conftantinople , which being done every one departed 
home. r

felt, of prying into the Myftery of the Holy Trinity, that innumerable were 
the Haerefies.it produced whilft fuch as were out of the way never could agree 
to walk together, and almoft every particular Man made choice of a peculiar 
Path: Some that agreed to the claufe ot one Subftance,yet fancied ftrange things as 
to the Incarnation, concerning which another Haerefie was about this time 
broached by one Apolloiumus a Prieft, and a Son he had of the fame Name 
Thefe two ufwg too much the Familiarity of Epiphanius the Sophift, when upon 
admonition they would not forbear his company, George Bifhop of Laodicea 
tearing lealt they might by his means be drawn to Paganifm, Excommunicated &•**&**”- 
them both. Difcontented hereat, or as fome wrote, being Scandalized with the T Bafil ’ e> ' 7 * 
Arian Uod rifle of the Bifhop, they fell off from the Church, and being not taiZffi“.s,t 
heeded, endeavoured to eftablifh a new Dottrine. Firft they taught that God 
the word was Incarnate, without a Soul in a meer Body, again recanting the 
fame, they affirmed, that he took a Soul, yet not the Mind norReafon, but that 
the Godhead fuppLed the place thereof. Secondly, That he brought that Body 
with him from Heaven, and made it of the fame Subftance with his Divine Na- 
ture, and that this Body, when it came on Earth, was paffible vifible and mor¬ 
tal. Thirdly, That Sin is part of a Mans Effence, and therefore if Chrift had 
been a perfett Man, he muft needs have been a Sinner. But befides thofe a worfe n P i P h. bar. s Q . 
Settarofe in Mefopotamia about this time, from rheir Praying and Devotion 
called Maftalani, Spirituals, and Euchaitce or P meat ores, the Founders of the ihnd.it, &e 
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Se< 5 t being certain Monks who lived in the Deferts of that Country. They Damafe.hur 
placed all Religion in Praying, milled by a mifunderftanding of that of the 
Apoftle, Pray without ceafing , efteeming all other Offices of Devotion, Piety, 
and Virtue, as ufelefs and unneceflary. They held that every Man had a Devil 
in him, even the ApolUes themfelves, which can no otherwife be ejetfted, than 
with this Spiritual Engine; that every Man had two Souls, whereof one more 
than Caeleftial, and that by this, even with their bodily Eyes they were capable 
of beholding the Glelled Trinity. They pretended to llrange Revelations, 
whereby they attained high Perfection, even as high as Chrift himfelf, as 
alfo to triumph over Devils, upon which account they were called Enthu - 
fiafls. 

99. But a Covetous Devil fo far poffeffed them, that they denied any Aimes 
ought to be given to any other, but themfelves, becaufe they were the truly poor 
in Spirit. They held it lawful to fwear, and forfwear, and taught Children, that 
it was lawful to difobey their Parents , fo that the Gift or Corban were but 
brought into their Box. They pretended to Perfection in this Life, to lo high 
a degree, that they could be impeccable in thought j had a llrange fancy con¬ 
cerning Spiritual Purgation, as if a Sow and Pigs were feen to go out at a Mans 
Mouth ; and vifible Fire, yet without the Propriety of burning, to enter in. 

Such a virtue they made in Prayer, that it thruft out Devils in Excrements, 
through the Mouth, and other parts, being quite contrary in this opinion to the 
Dodtrme of other Monks in AZgypt about the fame time, who refrained from 
avoidance of all Excrements, as a Sin, becaufe Chrift faid, that thofe things 
which come out of a Man , defile a Man , never confidering the Explication of the 
Text, in which refpedt they condemned Marriage. So ftrangely did the Spirit 
of Error poflefs Monks at this time, who by their Devotions and Solitary Life, 
con traded as much of Spiritual Pride, as Melancholly, that fome would, as too 
Holy, pray with no others, and therefore both celebrated, though Lay-men, 

Holy Offices, and Ordained themfelves Bifhops, others caftrated themfelves, 
fome Rebaptized fuch as turned from Arianifm, and others behaved themfelves 
fuitably to thofe Extravagancies as Epipbanius hath related. 

100. So fruitful was Conftantius his Reign of Herefies and Schiftns, that the 
Church could fcarcely perceive her felf free from thofe Calamities which the 
preceding Pagan times had infli&ed. For though her Sufferings from without 
were removed, yet fhe laboured under fuch inward Preflures, as almoft equalled 
her former Troubles. Her beft and molt genuine Sons being fo roughly handled 
by thofe who challenged the fame Original, that fhe feemed even to flight the 
Friendfhip of the Scepter, which had defended her indeed from her fworn and 
protefted Enemies, but had (till kept her Eyes as moift as ever, by affifting her 
falfe, though highly pretending Friends, in the Perfecution of thofe mod dear 

Conftantius unto her. Her cries were at length heard, and bis days were accomplifhed, who 
being baptized W as the furtherer of her forrow. For Conftantius , who had fo long robbed the 
Son of God of his Glory, was now well nigh deprived of his own Earthly Dia- 
of jntiochfiiK detn, and although he efcaped Deprivation, yet it was by no left charge and 
price, than of his own Life, giving place to him who had fought it, and un¬ 
willingly refigning his Seat to that Perfon, for whom, he had in his thoughts 
defigned no other Manfions, than thofe of the dead. He according to the de¬ 
praved Cuftom of thofe times, deferred alfo his Baptifm to his death, and then 
receiving it at the Hands of Euzoius the Arian Bifhop of Antioch, fealed as it were 
that Doctrine at his end, which he had fo much defended in his Life. Yet did 
he much advance the common name and Intereft of Chriftianity, improving his 
Power and Authority for the Suppreflion of Pagan Superftition, and carrying on 
that Reformation which his Father fo happily had begun. This becaufe the con¬ 
tinued Series of thofe Arian Controverfies permitted us not hitherto to deferibe, 
we fhall now fee what Laws he made in reference to Religion. For by them the 
State and Condition of times is more fully known, than otherwife. Particular 
Relations of private Perfons may fail, their difeovery being more uncertain, 
their Fear, Afle&ion, and other Impediments more prevalent. But from 
the nature and courfe of the Remedy, we may beft diftinguifh and fudge of the 
Diftemper. '

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101. And the firlt we fhall take notice of is that Crime of Adultery, a Sin, 

His Laws which becaufe fuch, it concerned Magiftrares to prevent asChriftians, and be- 
Eccitfiafticai. cau p e a nature as to confound genitures, and procure fo great Thefts and 

Robberies,as of whole Inheritances, it behoved them to prevent,as Fathers of their 
Country. The Emperours therefore, in the Third Year of their Reign, and the 
Confulihip of Conftantius and Patens, by a QaJ Conftitution, inflidt death upon (^c^rfutaof. 
Adulterers as Sacrilegious again ft Marriage, not fearing the cenfure of Hrerefie §■*• 

for fo doing, which had they lived in the time of (J>') Binnius, they had certainly (b) sMuiurcs 
incurred. This fame year they (c'j forbid Chriftian Women to marry with Jews m0TtsM!lclari 
as thereby calling themfelves into great Temptations. And by another(y Con- 
ftitution,taking care left inceftuous Marriages, a thing toqpfrequent in thofe day riam injujhti- 
fhould defile the Chriftian Faith, ..hey forbid that any Man Marry his Brothers ZZV™™ 
or Sifters Daughter. Perceiving how Religious Zeal is apt to run into the other TiMnZZ™f e . 
extream, that whilft it mends, it is always thereby apt to marr, and to change r,nnius *'* 
Superftition for Sacrilege, Defolation, and Rapine, in their Fourth Year, and the vZZiuT' 1 ' 
Confulihip of Acyndinus and Proculus , they were conftrained to obviate that f c ) c.n.i.16. 
humour which ever rages in Reformations. Chriftianity now having fpread far 
and wide throughout the Empire, and Chriftians incouraged by the Profeffion ui.ii% 
of Princes, very zealoufly oppofed whatever they thought tended to Idolatry, 
and therefore having in their Grounds many Sepulchres Confecrated, as was 
the Cuftom of old to the Dii Manes , thofe without any regard to the Memory 
of their Anceftors, or Piety to the Dead, they did not only demolifh, but convert 
all Ornaments of Sepulchre to vile and bafe ufes. To ftop therefore this cur¬ 
rent, and to prevent the obje£tion of Pagans, that Chriftianity diverted its 
ProfefTors of Humanity, (e) a Law was made at Milan , againft fuch who fhould W c - 2W 
violate thofe Monuments of the Dead, and convert the Marble and Pillars thereto f l 't & - 
belonging to other ufes. ' pH ' V,Q ” ' 

ioi. Neither could the Heathens take any incouragement hereat, whilft a 
diftindlion was made betwixt Superftition and Irreverence. Indeed notwith- 
ftanding what had been done by Conftantine , and the difcouragement given by 
the prefent Princes, yet very many, and thofe of thegreateft Ranks, as Senators, 
and others, were both at this time Pagans, and continued fuch a long time after! 

But that by degrees the work might be brought to perfection, Conftantius in 
the Fifth Year of his Reign, and the Confulihip of Marcellinus anil Prolinus , 

EnaCts a (a) Law againft Idolaters, which forbids all forts of Perfons to (z)cmu. 
offer Sacrifice. This notvvithftanding, the old Inhabitant was fo unwilling to dc Pa z an - 
be difpofleffed and fpoiled of his Goods, that Five Years after, there was need of 
another Edict, (A) whereby the Emperours Conftantius and Conftans command (b)c.n.i v c. 
the Temples of Pagans , which flood within the Walls of Cities, tobelhut up,'*'• 8 §-3>+ - 
not thinking it fit to proceed further, but permitting thofe that flood without* 
to remain in the fame condition as formerly. Yet this Conftitution feemeth to 
have had this effect, that the Year following the ancient Centenary Scecular 
Games , of which we have already fpoken largely, were not celebrated, the Pagans 
it feems being difeouraged, or fearing to be hindred, if they went about it. 
Notwithftanding what Conftantine had done, for the incouragement of the Clergy 
in freeing them from publick Offices of charge and trouble (which he even 
granted to the Jewilh Priefts) yet this was fo far forgotten, that Conftantius in 
his Thirteenth Year makes another Law, (Y) whereby he fets free Clerks and (cjc.nuc 
their Sons from all Curial Imployments, and from all difturbance of Civil*'* 1 §•* 
Offices. 

ioj. The Traytor Magnentius before the Commiffion of his execrable parri¬ 
cide againft Conftans , in compliance with the times, made Profeffion of the 
Chriftian Faith. But when he had fet up for himfelf, either ouc of his own 
Inclination, or which is as probable, toftrengthen his Party againft Conftantius , 
he feems to have revolted from itj for he then reftored thofe Sacrifices which 
formerly had been forbidden, as appears from the ( a ) Code of Theodofius. T hefc (*) D! pa ga3 * 
Crimes procuring vengeance from Heaven upon him, his Reign was not of fuch **/“?'•*• 
length, as thereby much to endamage Chriftianity, to which fome amends was 

made by Gallus Ccefar $ who feemed for the final! time he continued in Power, 
to be very zealous for Religion, and contributed to the Reformation. This ap! 
peared as foon as he was promoted to be Cafar , when lying at Antioch he took 
occafion to rid that place of a very notable piece of Idolatry. There was in the

J Oracle of the Devil. Being much haunted ftill by the Superfluous Gentiles, ' ' 

he concluded he fliould fpoil all their fport if he removed thither the Body of 
Balylas the Martyr, fome time Bifliop of that See. This being done, both what 
he had defigned did fucceed, and what was much more obiervable, that the 
Devil could not utter thence any Oracle as long as the Body there continued, 
which he confefled to Julian afterwards, whereas it was commonly thought, 
that this happened becaufe no Sacrifices were offered. Thus did Gallus effed 
that which his Uncle Conftantine feemeth to have purpofed unfuccefsfully, who 
to abolilh the Memoijt of Apollo in Daphne, had there ereded his Mother He¬ 
lenas Statue, had called the place Auguftale, and after himfelf Canftantiniana 
Daphne, giving alfo to the Twenty third Legion, which he had lately raifed, 
the name of Conftantiniana Dafnenfis , as from feveral ancient Medals, and In¬ 
scriptions, it doth appear.- . _ ,. „ _ 

104. But Conftantius, that lie might prevent all Treafon againft his Perfon, 
or remove that, which otherwife, through Gods difpleafure, might indanger his 
Caufe, when he undertook his Expedition againft Magnentius, and Verannio , 
cafhired all his Souldiers, who were not already, or now refufed, to be Baptized, 
though he himielf deferred it till his Death. It happened upon this occafion, 

Pagani who. t hat fuch as refufed Baptifm, were called Pagani or Pagans , which word being 
firft peculiar to thofe that were not Souldiers, in contradiftindion to Military 
Men, became after this, a common name of all Ethnicks. Baronius thinks that fpdt 
the Gentiles might fo be called from this reafon, that when the Idol-Temples were 
fhut up in Cities, they retired into the Pagi or Villages , to perform their Super¬ 
fluous Rites, which they did till the time of Honorius or longer. Honor ms the 
Emperour ufing the word in this fence, interprets it, as meaning the Gentiles , fo 
that it had not been long in ufe, as applicable to Idolaters. Baronius tells us, the 
firft he finds thus to ufe it, is Optatus Milenitanus, who wrote againft Parmenianus , 
in the Reign of Valentinian and Valens , and he contends againft fuch as would 
produce Tertullian to the contrary. The word Gentile was taken from the Jews , 
but at this time the Romans, when they ufed this word, underftood thereby Bar¬ 
barians , as appeareth by the Refcripts of Valentinian and Valens , out of the Code * H U pt.GMii. 
of Theocloftus . 

105. In the time of Conftantius it feemeth, that Specular Judges drew Bifliops 
into their Courts, and would take cognifance of Matters peculiar to them, and 
purely Ecclefiaftical, which upon complaint of Hilary Bifhop of Foittiers , the 
Emperour taking into Confideration, by a ( a ) Conftitution dated on the firft of (t)cjhui 
October , in the Nineteenth Year of his Reign, and the Confulfhip of Arbetio and 
Lollianus, forbids Bilhops to be accufed in Stecular Courts, permitting their 

Caufes to be decided by their Brethren , which is to be underftood of Ecclefi¬ 
aftical. The next Year after, taking notice how much Idolatry yet was pra&icfcd, 
notwithftanding all former Laws, he in conjunction with Julian (who though 
a Pagan in his Heart, was at this time glad to diflemble) publifheth fevere 
(b) Refcripts againft Arufpices, Mathematicians, Magicians , Diviners , and fuch 
like Creatures, with thofe that fhould confult them; as alfo againft fuch as §.J.o»»V*/ 
facrificed to Idols, or worlhipped their Images, making thofe Crimes Capital, &pw». 
like a fevere vindicator of the Chriftian Religion, as heftiles himfelf; But this 
was done rather in terrour, the Rod was fhaken, but feldom or never did it 
ftrike Idolaters, however it might reach the Fortune-tellers, againft whom the 
Emperour might be aded by other reafons befides thofe of Religion. The Em- 
perours in the following Year, and the One and twentieth of Conftantius , (V) ex- (c)c.n.i.u 
cept from the general Collation to which Tradefmen were bound, the Clerks ^'Ji'chru. 
called Clerici Copiates, that is the Libitinarii , or thofe that ordered Matters be¬ 
longing to Burials, Vefpillones or Bearers , Pollinttores , or thofe that wafhed and 
anointed dead Bodies. They alfo confirmed Priviledges formerly granted to the 
Roman Church, out of confideration of the Dignity of that ancient Metropolis. 

This fame Year alfo Conftantius wrote a Refcript to the People againft Inchanters, c - j h - 1 f - 
fuch as difturbed the Elements and raifed Spirits; and to Orfitus Prefed: of the 
City, againft fuch as exhibited the old fhews of the Gladiators. It was in the 
Prefedihip of this Orfitus, that the great Obelisk was removed by order of Con¬ 
ftantius from Alexandria to Rome , and there placed in the Great Cicque, which 
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-long time after Sixtus Quintus tranflated into the Lateran Pallace, and made 

Chriftian by a Crofs ereded on the top thereof 

106 The Year following being the Two and twentieth of his Reign, and m 
the Confulfhip of T. Pabius Dacianus , and Neratius Ceroalis , he publifhed,amongft 
other Conftitutions, another Law againft the feveral forts of Diviners, and 
Fortune-tellers, whom if they were found in the Court, he fubjeded to Tor¬ 
tures. It is probable that fomething he had fmelt out, concerning Julian , and 
what tricks he plaid at this time in Gall , where and elfewherc, when he could 
privately, he gave up himfelf to Magick, as we have formerly ihewed out of 
Ammianus , who cannot, though a Pagan, forbear to accufe him of excels in this 
Particular. From him alfo we may learn, that Conftantius was about this time 
much moved againft Idolaters, who ftill continued their Sacrifices, andconfulred 
Oracles, notwithftanding all his Laws formerly publilhed againft thofe Super- 
ftitions, which carried him out to that Severity, that fuch as fhould but be 
found to wear Amulets about them againft Difeafes, as the Quartan Ague, or 
were feen to wander about the Tombs, he fubjeded to Condemnation. And as 
he bent his endeavours thus to eradicate Pagan Superftitions, fo did he curfe the ^ 

Jews, with whom he would not have Chriftians to Marry, or have Communion. Qhro ” m ' 
The Infurrecftion the/ made in his Seventeen Year was fo provoking, that Gallus 
Ceefar, to fupprefs their Rebellion, deftroyed many thoufands of Men, Women, 
and Children, and burnt many of their Towns. In the fame Year died Rabba, 
their great Dodor both in the School called Surana, and the other named Pam - 
lit ana , to whom fucceeded Nachman the Son of JJaac. In the Two and twentieth 
Year of Conftantius , Hillel the Second, the Son of Judas , began the Computa- 
tion, which the Jews ufe at this day. He built upon tue Foundations laid for -tdtiusexZacuto 
merly by Hillel the Firft, his Progenitor, who died A. D <o. He took this for % ab y^ aml 
a Principle, that the Vernal ./Equinodial fell out on the Twenty third of March, 
which was true in the days of Hillel the Firft; but the cale was altered in the 
time of the Younger, and the faid Two and twentieth Year of the Emperour 
Conftantius. 



Chap. IV. 

From the Reign and Apoftacy of Julian to the Second Oecumenical 
Council held at Conftantinople. 

The lpace of Twenty Tears wanting five Months. 

r * ' I 'He Tares of Arranifm were now grown fo forward and flouriftiin* 
J| that there wanted a Winter to check their growth, left they ihoiild 
choak the Corn, and quite overrun the Lords Husbandry. As Friends, when 
they fall out, give advantage to fuch as feek the ruin of both Nations,and formerly- 
allied, being once grown wanton through Profperity, firft quarrel and weaken 
each other, then lye open to Forraign attempts, and in contention for the Fenns 
and the right of Soveraignty, are made a prey by one that hovers above them 
both, for a fit advantage fo happened it to Chriftians after the death of Conflan- 
tirn. Flavius Claudius Julianus his Coufin German and Succeflor C though 
Empero”r ,hc a § ainft ^ 1S will) having been Educated in the Chriftian Religion, yet from a 
Child, if we believe Ammianus, was much inclined to Paganifm, and if we cre¬ 
dit himfelf, had for the fpace of Ten years, though privately for fear of Confianti- 
us, yet Really and Cordially addufted himfelf to that Superftition, refolving that 
if ever his Stars fo wrought as to make him Matter of the Roman Empire, to recall 
from Exile his banilhed Gods, reftore them their Temples, rebuild their 
Altars, and kindle ^gain thofe Fires which the late zeal of his Predeceflors had 
almoft extinguiflied, without any hopes of refufcitation. But this he thought 
he mutt; efleft by degrees, and ufed fuch arts as in contemplation of thofe means 
which he perceived had formerly been applied unfuccefsfully,were moft proper and 
likely to bring about his defign. r 

2. His feverity againft the Eunuchs and other Courtiers of Con/lantius , though 
proceeding from private indignation and revenge, yet being joyned with Juftice 
and meeting with the fame paffions and interefts in others {who had fmarted un¬ 
der the late grievances^ well as himfelf) procured him applaufe and good efteem 
He feemed to be fenfible of the injuftice of the Arians, and the hard ufage of 
the Orthodox, whom he reftored to their Countries, Sees, Livings, and Ettares. 
But though at firft he compelled none; to his own way, and never lived to ripen 
thole projetfts which he had laid as previous to that defign, yet did he take the 
courier of all thole who prudently refolve to turn the ftrong Current ofthe 
Multitude, firft to difcountenance diffentions, and give an indifferent liberty to 
all, yet fo as to Ihew by his practice, what he himfelf approved, till by lecuring 
Hetoiierates l] im . lelf of the main chance , and getting firm pofleffion of the Soveraignty, 
ii Religions, having once gained the Pofts of greateft concernment, and made himfelf Mafter 
of all the avenues, he could turn the Engines of Peace, which are the Laws 
againft thofe who had lately been pofletted of them,and then at length enjoy,nwhen 
had Obedience within his beck. His indulgence therefore extended as well 
to Haereticks as Orthodox. Some of that fort, as AEtius , and others being in 
Exile. To all alike he gave liberty of Confidence, Inhibiting Conftraint and 
Force, which he knew,if it came once to blows, would be firft put upon his 
own Party, when the Chriftians, who filled all places within the Empire 
fliould betake themfelves to other Weapons befides their ancient Prayers and 
Tears. He commanded the Temples of Idols to be opened, offered himfelf at 

the Sacrifices, and not content with the Devotion and Attendance of an or¬ 
dinary Pagan, both took upon him the Office and Title of Pontifex Maximus 
according tothecuftom of his Heathen Anceftors, ( in which he was Initiated 
with the ordinary Ceremonies,) and was alfomade Pontifie over the Eleufinia 
and ordained other inferiour Pontifies which he diftributed into the Pro¬ 
vinces. 
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?. In complyance with this opportunity, offered the Exiled Bifhops return 
to their own Sees, and amongft the reft Athanafius the great Champion of sozom. 
Chrifts Divinity. Some fay he appeared in his Church foon after the Death of 
Atbmafms Conftantius, but Gregory Nazianzen , in the work which he confecrated to his 
remrns to^ a- • faith, he returned thither after the Death of George , who being both 
£d«”hof° tt hateful to God and Man, came to fuch an end, as his Carriage and Demeanour 
ctirge. j ia j deferved. For befides what we have formerly faid of his Cruelties, his 
Avarice and Extorfions were great, wherewith he harafed the Alexandrians. 
Epiphanius writes, that hefpoyled many of them of their Patrimonies, that he 
ingroffed to himfelfthe trade of Nitre, and of the Salt-pits, procured the Mo¬ 
nopile of Paper, and making a gain out of the vileft forts of Materials, brought 
up a new Order of Lefticarit'ot Biere-Carriers in the Church, which he reftrain- 
ed to a certain Number to be at his Devotion, fuffering none, but thofe by him¬ 
felf appointed, to be employed in the Burial of the Dead. This was far from any 
care of feeing Chriftians decently Interred, his defign was only his own profit, 
not to fpeak, faith he, of his laft Cruelties. Being depofed in the Council of 
Seleucia , by the Seniarian Fa&ion, he regarded not at all the Cenfure, but re¬ 
turned to Alexandria , where not at all daunted, he fell upon his former Courfes, 
plagueing as well the Gentiles as the Orthodox Chriftians. By thefe means he be¬ 
came fo odious to all Parties and Conditions, that a fit occafion only was want¬ 
ing to difpatch him out of the way, and that at length prefented it felf; about 
which, though there be fome Variation in Writers as to the manner, yet all agree 
in the Subftance. 

4. That the Emperour had given him Licence to Convert the ancient Tem¬ 
ple of Mithras or the Sun, which had layn a long time defolate, into a. Chriftian 
Church, is affirmed by Ecclefiaftical Writers, and that great heaps of Slaughter¬ 
ed Bodies which had been offered to that Idol, being found therein, were by 
the Chriftians expofed to publick view, to render the more odious the Irreligion 
and Impiety of the Gentiles. Hereby grievoufly incenfed, and formerly pro¬ 
voked, by his infolencies having got advantage, and encouraged by the proieffion 
of Julian yhey fell upon him, and flew him in the place. Ammianus tells the Story 
thus, that palling once by the Goodly Temple, dedicated to the Genius of the 
place,with many People according to theCuftom waiting on him ; calling his Eyes 
The man- upon lt after a lcornful falhion, how long,faid he,(hall thofe ruines continue unde- 
ner of his moliflied ? Upon report hereof, the Pagans furioufly inraged, and hearing in 

death. t he very nick of time, that their Governour was newly dead, they gladly laid 

hold on the opportunity, not quieting themfelves till they had torn a Man fo 
generally hated, into almoft a thoufand pieces. Ammianus relates, as caufes of 
the Peoples fury, that he had incenfed the Emperour againft them, accufing 
them as fpurning againft his Government, that he was an Informer, and to 
curry favour with the Prince, had buzzed into his credulous Ears, that all Hou- 
fesinthe City built by Alexander the Founder at the publick charges, he 
might juftly appropriate to his Exchequer. Some imputed his death to the 
favourers of Athanafius , but it is generally agreed on, that he was killed by 
the Univerfal confent both of Chriftians and Heathens, for the reaions we 
liave recited. The Emperour feemed at firft exceedingly incenfed, threatning 
bitter things againft the Murderers, but at length qualifying his pafiSon, it 
fuffizedhim to chide them by a Letter,* wherein he lays the fault upon all in 
general, for thofe Caufes before mentioned, thefe take from him the repu- ; ' 3 ' f 
tationof a Martyr, feeing it is the Caufe, not the Punilhment , that maketh 
fuch, and deny him the Title of Saint. Upon which account we cannot 
have fuch hard thoughts of Tradition, as to think him the fame with 
St. George the Engliffi Patron. 

y. Athanafius coming to his See, after the removal of George, was received 
with all joy imaginable. The Arians f banilhed from the Congregation, held 
their Conventicles in private Houfes, and Elected Lucius to fucceed in the 
Bifhoprick, which notwithftanding, he went on in his way without impediment 
in the difcharge of his Epifcopal Function. In the mean time Lucifer Bilhop 
of Caralitanum in Sardinia , and Eufebius Bifhop of Verce/lee, a City, as Socrates 
tells xtSyot Ligurian Italians,being amongft others recalled by theEmperours Edicft, 
confidering how they might recover their Bifhopricks with moft quiet, and 
agreeably with the Canons,refolved that the one fliould go to Antioch, and the other 
to Alexandria, to procure a Council wherein thofe matters might be debated. 
Lucifer fending his Deacon to Alexandria , to fignifie his affent to the Decrees 
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of the Synod departed for Antioch , where he found the State of that Church 
much out of order, a great variance and divifion being in the People, as 
well, as by rcafon of the Heretical opinions of Euzoius , as alfo becaufe the 
Favourer?, of Ms let ins and the Orthodox were at odds, thofe looking upon him r,d ‘ *»■. 
as Ordained by Arians, though he held not their opinions. Lucifer Ordained c ' 6 ‘ 
Paulinus Bifhop of that See. Eufehius arriving at Alexandria , dealt earnedly 
with Athanaftus about the fummoning of a Council, to which many Confeffors, 
who had lately dared to (hew their heads, being fummoned,,they Condemned 
a Council the fcvei al DoClrines of Arians t Apollinarians , and Macedonians. They affirmed 
Wr/tf? Alex ~ the Divinity of the Holy Ghoft, as being of one fuhfiance in the Blefled Trinity, 
and that the Son of God at his Incarnation, took not only Humane Fleffi, but 
a reafonable Soul alfo, as the ancient Fathers had delivered. 

6. The Fathers perceiving that there was fome difference of terms betwixt 
the Greek and Latin Churches, in the word Effence 9 and Subflance % and Hypofia - N 
fis* though they agreed in fubftance by reafon of the feveral proprieties of Speech ; cu» 22 k. 
by the perfwafionof Athanaftus fs ubferibing to thefame thing in fubftance, were 
contented to lay afide thofe words which occafioned the difference, and to ufe 
no other than thofe found in the Scriptures, except in cafe of Errors, for a 
clearer difeerning and judging of them. Taking into confideration the Multi¬ 
plicity of Creeds, they concluded to lay all alkie , except that of the Nicene 
Council , rejecting the Confeflion made at Sardica , as well as the reft ; Athana¬ 
ftus being alfo very fenfible what imputations the Arians had laid upon his re¬ 
tirement in thofe times of Perfection, which they called deferting of his place 
and truft, he took this occafion of clearing himfelf, and recited his Apology for 
his flight .into the Wilderneft. But there was an other thing which gave 
greater occafion to this Meeting, and took up the greateft debate, occafioned 
by the late Arian Perfections. Several through infirmity had fublcribed, and 
acled againft their Confciences, the Terrors of Exile, and Tortures, having 
wrefted from them a Complyance, which notwithftanding thofe that had made 
refiftance and flood out, fo cenfured them,that they held them unworthy of Com¬ 
munion, as alfo fuch as had any charitable opinion of them. This proved 
fuch a growing Evil, as flood in need of a fpeedy Remedy, for which Caufe R*$n. *. 
many out of all parts, both Alia and Italy ? as well as Africk , hadrecourfe unto 
this Council. After much debate, wherein fome would have debarred thofe 
that had fallen from the Sacred Orders ; it was refolved, that fuch as had relapfed 
through infirmity, or mifearried through ignorance, fliould upon repentance be 
received into Communion, and to their former Places. By this Decree, which 
was but conformable to what the Church had pradliced in the like Cafes of 
Samofatenus „ the Novations , and Donatifls , the World was refeued out of the 
Jaws of the Devil, faith St. Hierome. 

7. The Ilefolutions and Decrees of the Council, being difperfed amongft the 
Churches, did much good. But as God works good out of Evil, fo the De¬ 
vil w ill be fureto work Evil out of Good, and turn that to poyfon, which was 
intended as a Remedy. Eufebius y after the Council was broken up, went to An- 
tiochy u here finding much difference about the Election of Paulinas t he endeavou* 
red to Compofethem to no purpofe,and fo got him home to his own Biftoprick. 

From the State of affairs, he found reafon to diflike of the Ordination of Pauli- s,cr - c ' 9 ' 
nus which Lucifer underftanding, took it as a difparagement to his Judgment, 
and growing impatient, refufed to Communicate with Eufehius. From this In¬ 
dignation lie arofe to that height, as to quarrel with the determinations of the Sy- 
TiicSea of n c^rL 3n ^ ma< ^ Ca Schifm from the Church, wherein he died, giving Name to 
the L idferi- a Sect, which continuing to the time of Socrates , were from him called Luciferi- 
?»*• EufibiuSy from Antioch patted through the Eaftern Countrys, lengthen¬ 
ing fuch as were weak in the Faith, and inftrudting them in the Doftrine of the 
Church, whence he travelled into IUyrium y and coming into Italy y in like fort 
he dilligently preached the wordot God. Athanaftus in like manner fo managed 
his buunefs at Alexandria y that the Church proceeded in a very flourilhing 
Condition, till the Arians envying him this Fadicity, joyned with the common 
Enemy, and moved Julian againft him, who by this time had fo far fettled iiis 
bufinefs, and carried on his Defign, as to be almoft ripe for Blood and Slaughters. 

We muft a little obferve his Methods, and trace his Steps; for his Pollicies in his 
own judgment were very refined, and fuch as noted his Prtedeceflors of indif- 
cretion. 


8. His 
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8. Hisfirft Principle was, that Chriftians werenot tobecompeiled to his Re- 
lrnon, concluding with himfelf, that Hioqld he proceed to Death and Tortures 
they would, as he had obferved of former Perfections, and as he himfrff 
liciesand pra. wont to Phrafe it, flye as faft, and as thick to Martyrdom as Bees to^^Hive • 
aic« againft and thereby gam both greater Reputation and Acceffion toChriftianity.He thought 
.hcChnW that thofe whom death could not fright, yet Difgrace and lingUnT ff v 
might drive to Idolatry. Therefore he barred to them all acceis of Honours 
and Imployments, and when he was about to marchf towards Peril, 
all fuch Souldiersthe Military Girdle, as refufed t^rifief to ’ t!° XZ 
Deities. He thought Scoffing and Derifion Engines able to batter that Fauh 
which the Sword could not reach, and accordingly made it his bufinefs to flour 
at ’. a °d J® ar £°th the Chriftian Name and Proleifion, giving Chrijl himfelf nr» 
other Title than that of Galilean , calling the Wor/hippersof him r/v 
and this he did not only in his ordinary tafk, but in hi S P £ p iftl« and RefcHm? 
and at length commanded by a Law, that no otherwife they fliould be called*

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things, but incouraged them in fuch Outrages. Many alfo, whom their 2 eal 
fo far tranfported, as to revile him for his Apoftacy, and oppofe his Actions, he 
commanded to be put to death, and applauded raoft horrid Murders and MsuTa- 
cres upon this account committed throughout the Empire. Such as refuted to 
Sacrifice, and threw away the Military Girdles, though upon other Pretences, 
he would find fome opportunity or other to difgrace, and even put to death, 
if he perceived they were of Intereft to oppofe his Defigns, and if he could lpare 
them in his Wars. At length when he had fo far brought about his defign, as 
to be fomething fecure of his Caufe, the Chriftians continuing ftedfaft to their 
old Principle, of fuffering rather than Rebelling, though they oppofed his Pro¬ 
ceedings now and then, as to particular places and things, and ceafed not to tell 
him his own plainly ; he purpofed to make away the molt eminent Bilhops, luch 
as were Fathers of the Church, and Props of the Chriftian Religion. For this 
purpofe, though at the firft he pretended to be a Lover of Union and Peace, now 
he began to chbrifh their Differences, and ufe them againft one another. And 
had he returned from the Perftan War with good fuccels, it was his Refolution for 
that Victory, to have offered an Holocauft oiGalilceans to his Gods, and have tied 
Chriftianity to his Triumphal Chariot. . _ r 

ix. The effects of all thefe Arts and Myftenes, was a change of the Scene for 
fo Ihort a time as he play’d his Tragedy, whereby one might behold nothing 
but Sacrifices and Incenfe upon the Stage, which was changed into a Temple, 
the Diadem transformed into a Miter, and the Scepter into a Sooth-fayers Rod ; 

Dumb Devils in feveral lliapes running too and fro, but in great Anxiety, as 
afraid ofthofe, who were now conftrained to ad: the Parts of Fools, and forced 
to put on the Vizards of Idiots, that they might afford matter of Triumph, and 
Infultation. The Prieft wearing a great Beard, and a Stole, whereon vvere 
wrought Images of Bulls-heads, talcing great pains to reltore decay d Altars, then 
cringing, and conjuring his obliged Deities to grace him with a verbal Incou- 
ragement, that he might know they were Hill in being, and aflert their right 
againft the late Intrufion ofthofe miferable Sacrilegious Wretches, whom (the 
Gods approving and profpering their own Caute, and Reftitution to their antient 
r’-gh*- againft which no Proscription could be pleaded,) he doubted not by moft 
. likely means, and due methods, to remove quite out of the way, being, as he 
well underftood, a great eye-fore to Apollo, for whom he had furmflied and pre¬ 
pared his An tie fit and Rov al Pallace. Apollo knowing his Rdgn was at an end, 
and a period fee to hisUfurpation, would fain have put him off, as unwilling to 
ffiow his weakness j and having been Dumb for fo many years, it was grown 
even a trouble to him to fpeak; but unwilling he fhould know the true caufe, and 
thereby difeover his weaknefs, as well as Treafon, he gave him fucli an anfwer, 
as (hewed his Antipathy to the Servants, and Loyal Subjects of his Lord and 
Mafter, whereby he might ilir him up to Perfccute them, and carry on his own 
work, which he was glad to fee done, though more forry to think it would be 
but for a moment. For the Prieft hereat imaged, and many Scuffles enfuing be¬ 
twixt him. his Servants, and thofe whom he termed Varlets, and Sacrilegious, 
when his Choler was up, and he had refolved to renew the ancient Devices of 
his Predeceffors againft them, by adding Violence to his former Stratagems. The 
Lord and Mafter both of Apollo, of him, and all his, did butbeckentoan Enemy 
of the Prieft, whom he had referved behind the Curtain, and he breaks into the 
Houle of the Prieft, upon which news he retires, lays afide his Miter, and re¬ 
fumes his Diadem. After a little expectation, word was brought that the (port 
was at an end, for the Prieft was (lain; whereupon Apollo gave up all for loft, 
yet refolved to play at fmall Games rather than fit out, and promote the diffe¬ 
rences he knew full well to be amongft his Enemies, which profpenty he thought 
would not at all leflen. And fo the ACt abruptly ended. 

12. Such, if the Gravity of Hiftory permit us to ufe thofe Terms and Re- 
lemblances, was the Tragedy to which Julian fitted all his Preparations. The 
Religion countenanced, and therefore Rampant was the Pagan Impiety Autho¬ 
rity and Laws, trampling upon Chriftianity, and expofing it to thedenfionot 
its profeffed Enemy. The Emperour, though taking care for Reftitution of all 
Mi is much Idol-Temples, yet was efpecially concerned for the Temple of Apollo at Daphne , 
concerned for• , •* he knew his Brother, his Uncle, and Coufins had moftdefpighted,be- 

r S m a r ° caufe of the Oracle, which, although fince the coming of Chrift, the Devil had 
D V bn. been dumb for the moft part, as appears from many Teftimomes, and elpeciany 
from that Book of Plutarch, which would fain refolve the queftion why Oracles 
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were ceafed, yet it feems did fometimes, for the Incouragement of Pagans , give 
them anfwers. For thofe Chriftian Writers which make mention of thofe 
Paffages, tell us, how the Body of Babylas , being removed into the Grave, 
though it drove him not quite away, yet put the Devil to filence, and that feve¬ 
ral reafons were given thereof, amongft which this obtained molt credit, that it 
was becaute no Sacrifices were offered. Julian being now ar Antioch , made an 
experiment, offering Sacrifices in abundance, but Apollo ftjll continued dumb, J** e chr y&- 
at which the Emperour much difquieted, when he provoked him to anfwer, at 
length had this return, "that the Grove was defiled with dead Bodies. There 
needed no Expofidon upon this Oracle, Julian knowing that the Body of Babylas 
was hereby meant, which he commanded to be removed. Yet he did not offer 
any Indignity to the Reliques of that Holy Martyr, which the Citizens of Antioch 
with great Solemnity, carried back into the City, finging Pfalms in the way, and’ 
v j S V ara ° n S ft others ,Conjounded be aS they that worjhip carved Images,and that pri 

delight in vain Gods ; whereupon many were laid in hold,and fome were tortured. “' 9? ' ? ‘ ’

feveral Apo- Divine Vengeance upon fome of his own Relations, as Julianas his Uncle, Prarfedt 
the Eaft, and Pcelix, Prefect of his Exchequer, whom being formerly Chrifti- 
ans, he had by his example drawn into the Fellowfliip of Apoftacy. Thefe two 
being lent by him to the Dominicum Aureum, as it was called, that fumptuous 
Church built at Antioch by Conftantine , to fetch thence the Treafurer Julian-s 
firft caufed Theodoritus a Prieft that kept it, when he refufed to difeover it to be 
tortured, and when that would not do, to be Beheaded, pifTed againft the Holy 
Table, gave Euzoius a box on the Ear, who would have hindred him. and fate* 
him down upon the Holy Veffels, whereof Faslix viewing their Magnificence 
laid, Look with what fumptuous Veffels is the Son of Mary ferved ! But Ven¬ 
geance prefently feizedon them both, Julianas his Members and Bowels putri- 
fymg in fuch a fort, that he could thence void any Excrements, which he vomited 
through his Blafphemous Mouth, till he miferably perilhed. Faslix fuddenlv 
died by Bleeding at the Mouth. And other Apoftates by fuddert death began to 
receive the reward of their Impieties, ^ 

- 1 * \? Ut Wh t° purged the Grave and Temple of Daphne from all 

Impurities, as he arid his God accounted them, by removal of Babylas his Body 
whether at the Interceffionof the Martyr’s Soul, as fome conceive, or otherwise 
- 5 SSSlfeIS ,pIe T purified by Fire, which the Chriftians of thofe time* 
affirmed was fent from Heaven, and confumed the Roof and the Idol to Allies 
Julian, though by Tortures he could not get anymore out of the Prieft, than 
mat it was confumed by that means, yet took this occafion to flander the Chri- 
ltians, Ammianus alfo, amongft other opinions (which we have formerly men¬ 
tioned) delivering this as one, that it was fired by their procurement yet did 
certain Country-men affirm, that they faw a Thunder-bolt fall from the Air upon 
the Temple.

a ‘ 1Hands » that5 Julian both ill treated, and was ill treated by 
•». He wrote a twitting Libel againft them, called Mtfot>o Z o,i and 

ntiochica, becaute the Chriftians of Antioch jeared him for his Beard, to which 
ney made as fawey returns, being a little (which we cannot but take notice of - ) 
removed from that dutiful demeanour of the ancient Proieffors even to their 
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i c. He laid to their charge in that Libel, that they were wont to curfe him, 
and wilh for another Conftantine to chaftize his Impiety, that they frequented 
the Tombs of Martyrs to pray to God to deliver them from hts Tyranny, and 
followed him with noife and clamours when he went to the Temples. They 
upbraided him with his Religion, faying that X. and K. never hurt the C y in ^ ^ 

the leaft, by which two Letters they meant Chrifl and Conftantine thofe being 
the firft Letters of their Names. This oppofiton he met with in Chriftians did Tjmd ; l ; u ^ 
but whet his Courage, and inflame his Paflion to a greater degree of Malice. 
Undemanding that there were lbrne Churches built at Miletus near the Temple 
of Apollo Didynxeus , he wrote to the President of Cana , to fee them burnt, and 
levelled with the Ground. Artemius an old Soldier of Conftantine , being lent tor 
from his Government of /Egypt, and finding the Emperour in Examination of 
fomePrieftsof Antioch, for upbraiding him with his Apoftacy and Impiety, was 
after various Tortures put to death. He incouraged the Pagans in their revenge, 

His Crudt “* who to the Chriftians making oppofition, returned Wounds, Tortures, and Death 
■ it felf, in all places. At Afialon and Gaza the Priefts and Virgins they horribly 
abuted, ripping up their Bellies, which fluffing with Barley, they then calt them 
quick and breathing to the Hogs. At Heliopolis a Town of Phantcia, they pulled 
in pieces Cyril a Deacon, and refrained not from eating his Liver. They were fo 
highly incenfed againft him, becaufein the Reign of Conftantine he had deftroyed 
their Images, but Vengeance overtook them, the Teeth apd Tongues of thofe 
who did the Fa<ft rotting away, and the Eyes of fuch as beheld the Spectacle; 

Mark the Bilhop of Arothufa , being for the fame caufe fought after to be put to 
Death, firft removed out of the way, but underftanding that fome of his Friends 
were apprehended for him, returned. He had formerly in the Reign of Co»ftan¬ 
tics, deftroyed a (lately Temple in that place, and now condemned to re-edifie 
» it by Julian , refufed. Unfpeakable were the Torments he underwent, being at 
laft befmeared all over with Honey, and hung up ro the Wafps, for which Julian 
was noted of Ingratitude, whowasfaved from Deftrutftion by the care of this 
Bilhop, when he and all his were fought for to be deftroyed, fome fay he at 
laft elcaped, and both by his Example and Inftruftion, converted his Tor¬ 
mentors. Amachius Governor of a City in Phrygia , as a Pumfhment for break¬ 
ing their Idols, after long and various Tortures, was roafted with a fmall Fire. 

Such was the carriage of the Vulgar, backed by the encouragement of the 
Prince. 

16. When the Chriftians complained of thofe Outragious Dealings, his Im¬ 
pious anfwer was, that Afflictions rendred them more fit for the Kingdomi of 
Heaven, as alfo to fuch as Petitioned him for their Goods which his Officers had 
feized oil, under pretence of their having converted the Materials of the demo- 
lifhed Temples to their own ufes; for he executed upon them the old Laws made 
He lays heavy againft Sacrilege. Rendring them uncapable of Offices when he was undertaking 
Taxes upon his Expedition againft the Perfians, the better to furnifh himfelf with Money, 
chnitians. jj e f et pi nes upon all fuch as fhould retufe to Sacrifice, which Tax was very 
grievous, as Socrates writes, and duly demanded of Chriftians, not only where 
' the Emperour travelled, but alfo in fuch Countries as he came not near. Then 
did the Gentiles , faith he, infult over the Chriftians; the Philofophers celebrated 
their frequented Conferences, they folemnized certain deteftable Rites and Cere 7 
monies: they made Slaughter of Infants, fparing no Sex, they ufed their Entrails 
for Sooth-faying, and tafted of their tender Flelh, which horrible Practices were 
both at Athens , Alexandria , and other places. Julianna the mean time fconed 
at Chriftians for their belief, faying, all their Wifdom lay in the Verb Crede , 
and as the Heathens of old, fo he now derided them for worlhipping Crofles. 

But he thought he had ftill a notable device, which he kept fecret till times were 
ripe for its accomplifhment. Knowing what bitter Enemies the Jews were to 
Chriftians, which they had lately fhewn alfo in his time, by burning many of 
their Churches, that by owning and preferring their Worfhip, he might deprefs 
Chriftianity, render invalid our Saviour’s Priedieftions, and advance the Trade of 
Sacrificing, to which he himfelf was fo much addicted, he refolved to re-edifie 
the Temple at Jerufalem , which had lain wafte and demolifhed ever fince the days 
of Vefpaficin. By his commandment the Coft and Charges were awarded out of the 
publick Treafury, and all Neceflaries provided to the Work, which the Jews to 
think of, were ravifhed with Joy, and got them, for the Honour thereof, Silver 
Inftruments.

Infallible than the other, promifed him the fame, if not greater Matters, of <^««. ' 
which he was fo confident, as ftudying only to be grateful, he vowed at his re¬ 
turn to offer up the Chriftians as Sacrifices to his Gods, to deftroy and root 
out the whole Party, and place the Images of Venus in their Churches. Think¬ 
ing verily, that according to the Pythagorial Metamfychofis, Alexander's Soul 
was parted into his Body, he rejected all Auxiliary fupplies offered from other 
Princes, only to Arfaccs King of Armenia , becaufe a Chriftian, he wrote Letters 
(delcribed by Sozomen) full of contempt of Conflantius his Prxdeceflor, reproach 
of Arfaces , and Blafphemy againft Chrifl, threatning, that in cafe he failed to 
attend him with his Forces, the God whom he worlhipped, Ihould not be able 
to defend him. In his expedition he (ate up late writing Commentaries in imi¬ 
tation of Julius Ctefar , and as St. Hierome tells us, now he Com poled 
feven Books againft Chriftian Religion, which were abundantly anfwered by Cy¬ 
ril of Alexandria . Being affrighted with fome Prodigies, he is faid to have 
cut up a Woman to confult her Entrails about his fuccefs, and to have had a cd 
familiar Devil, which upon occafion, fent by him into the Weft to bring him * 
intelligence, coming to the place where a certain Monk called Publius inhabi¬ 
ted, was flopped there, not able to proceed any farther. His Gods indeed, if fo far 
they were permitted, did not ceafe, by ill Omens, to lay his danger before him, 
but nothing could deterr him from profecuting the means of his wretched end, 
which fome Heathens afcribed to the Chriftians, fome Chriftians to an Angel *

21. Theodoret writes, that having received the Wound, he filled his hand with 
Blood,and carting it up into the : Air,cryed out vicijli Galileo:. Nicopborus, that his 
words were Saturate Nazarene. It is reported alfo, that he complained much of 
his Gods, probably of Mars, which Ammianus confefleth ; but he was lo de- 
firousto be reckoned into the Number, and enjoy that efteem amongft the Vul- 
ga. r » .-which Libanius gave him in his Oration, of being reckoned amongft their 
Divinities, that the report goes, he would, have call himfelfinto fome River, and 
fo on a fudden difappearing, as /Eneas of old, Romulus , and others ; a report 
might have been plaufibly fpread by his Followers, that he was taken up into 
Heaven, but the defign was difcovered, and dallied by one of his Eunuchs. His 
Body brought back, was received every where with Scoffs and Derifton. The 
Philofophers and Magicians, his bofom Friends and Councillors, were no better 
treated, and the Viaory of theCrofs, or Chrift Crucified, was all over own¬ 
ed and magnified. His Character is varioufly taken, according to the affettion 
and Party of the Defigners, of which elfewhere we have faid enough, but much 
more in this Ecclefiaftical account, the length thereof may be excufed by the Im¬ 
portance of the Subjeft.

Being a Tribune, when Julian calhiered all Chriftians, he 
willingly quitted the Military Girdle; but for his Abilities he took him into 
Service again, and when he was now Elected, he refufed the Purple crying 
out he was a Chriftian, and would not command a Pagan Army, at which the 
Souldiers cryed out that they alfo were Chriftians. According to this begin¬ 
ning he proceeded fo faras his fmall time would permit, revoking what ever 
had been clone by Julian , againft Chriftian Religion, reftormg all the Profeffors 
thereof to their ancient Priviledges, and opening all ways tor the bamflied 
Bilhops to return to their own Sees. Amongft thofe 

thanafius , againft whom, as we formerly faid, the Arums and Pagans Conlpired, 
and moved Julian againft him. Julian therefore lets him know, that being 
banifhed he had not only returned to Alexandria which was lawful, but had

the Tribunal of the Bifliop began to be a common Pleading place, having Execu- 
ticm by the Mmiftery of the Magiftrate, and to gain the name of Epifcopal Jurii; 

Now the Emperours Valentinian l.i c.j eEP ir< 
and ralens, did much mcreale their Power, giving Bifliops the care over all the w, «^ ^

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by Toleration granted to their Perfecutors, andfomething altered in their Tem¬ 
pers from the patience of their Prsedeceflors, would hardly hold off their Hands 
from executing their Indignation and Spleen againfl the Pagan Rites and Tem¬ 
ples, and that within the Prcefeftihip of Rome, holden at this time by Symma¬ 
chus. 
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30. Hereupon grievous Complaintsbeing made by Pagans to the Magiftrates, 
they (it is very probable) appointed their Officials Apparitors or Serjeants, to 
prefs Men to watch and guard the Temples, being very many, if not mod of 
them both now, and long time after of that Religion, fuch as this Symmachus 
himfclf was. Now they, though they had Officers enough of their own (for 
Cities efpecially) or had the Power-of preffing fufficient numbers, yet out of 
Envy and Revenge, they would punifh Chriftians by the Prefervation of what 
they fo defired to deftroy, and forced them to this Employment, wherein their 
Eyes, Ears, Nofes, and all their Sences could not but be contaminated, vexed, 
and provoked by their Sacrifices, Incenfe, Prayers, and other Rites, their Com¬ 
plaints making Melody to the Pagans , who thereby had opportunity to infult. 

How grievous to a Chrillian thole abominable Rites were, Valentinian himfelf 

was very fenfible, who having, when an Officer about the Perfon of Julian, 2 udf’**'' 
waited on him to a Temple, was fprinkled by the Prieft with their Holy Lu- *' '***' 
lira I Water, which he received with fuch Indignation, as he returned the af¬ 
front with blows. Being fenfible therefore of the Indignity hereby both in¬ 
tended and otlered to Chriftian Religion, he forbad the thing by this fevere 
Edidr, at the Suit and Petition of Lilerius Bifliop of Rome , or feme of that 
City where this intollcrable Servitude was impofea. Therefore was this Con- 
ftitution direfted to Symmachus now Prafeft there, as alfo that we have even 
now hinted againfl the Condemnation of Chriftians to the fport of Gladia¬ 
tors , which fport as yet could not be removed; but feeing the Pagans 
we-, c Co tenacious of it, he would not have them double their pleafure by 
fuch objects. But as all Chriftians were not free from Crimes, fo did 14 
not exempt them from all Punifhments, but only fuch as were opprobious 
to their Profe/fion. They were therefore lyable to that of the Bakers, a 
Body of Malefactors ferving the City in that Imployment inforced alfo by 
another Refcript of this fame Emperour , to the faid Symmachus , which 
ieems with thofc other two to have made one entire Conftitution, in 
which we have longer infilled, to make out the State and Condition of the 
times. 

31. Valens being to undertake the Expedition againfl Procopius , thought fit to 
be Baptized, and received that Sacrament from the hands of Euzoius the Arian 
Bifhop of Conjlantinoplf, commended to him by his Wife, to whom he fwore to 
defend that Ha: re fie to the utmoft. Not long after he called a Synod at Singe - 
dinun: a City of Pannonia , wherein it was accounted fufficient to affert the 
Sons Likewefs to the Father. But the Legates fent into the Weft by the Coun¬ 
cil of Lampfacus , maintained the Controverfie againfl thole Arians , finding no 
greater countenance than in Illyricum , where a Council being aflemblea by 
the Authority of Valentinian , that Legates fhould be fent back to the Orien- 

tales, both in the Emperours Name and theirs, to take notice of their former &>«-./.*•*• u, 
Mellage, to applaud their Faith and Courage to affert it, and promife them 
all conftancy on their part, with all good Offices to be performed. This fame 2 .D. 366. 
Year died Acacias Sirnamed Lufcus Bifhop of Cafarea in Paltefline, the Antefig- ' 3 
nanus of the Arians who chofe to lucceed him Euzoius another of that Profefiion, 
not the la me with him, who in the time of Conflantius, as we faid, was ordained 
Bifhop of Antioch. 

32. The Year following, which was the Fourth of thefe Emperours, died 
Lilerius Bifliop of Rome , into whole See was Damafus elected, after it had 

« been void fix days. But he being of Fcelix his Party, though conflicted Vicar 
by Lilerius , great Diffentions arofe, and the Diflenting Party made choice of Dtma{us 
?Jrflcinm a Deacon of that Church to fucceed Lilerius. Such a Schifm and 
Tumult hence arofe, that both Parties armed with Power as well as Animofity, 
betook themlelves at length to their Weapons, to the great Scandal of Chrifti- 
an Religion, and Infultation of the Pagans , of whom Ammianus obferves, that Vlde ?« 
i n one day were taken up out of one place, no fewer than One hundred t hirty and-^^* 
leven dead Bodies, and Vinentius Praefedt of the City, not able to quiet them, ” 
was forced to withdraw into the Suburbs. But Damafus got the better of his 
Adverfary, and Zfrjtcinus was banifhed to Naples , where he ceafed not to foment 
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the Schifm, and promote his own Intereft, againfl that of Lilerius. This fame 
year the Emperours, by their Refcript dated May the Fifth, commanded all Goals c. th. 1. 9 . 
to be delivered at Eafier of all Malefactors, except Sacrilegious Perfons, Traytors, tif ' 38> 
Poyfoners, Adulterers, fuch as committed Rapes or Murder; and forbad any Mm ao§ ' 11 * 
one to be removed from Prifon to the Theatre to be punifhed. J 

33. About this time dyed Donat us, made Bifhop of Carthage by the Fadtion 
of the Donatifls , of whom he was the head , and main Adtor, into whofe 
place they chofe one Parmenianus, as earnefl a zealot of the fame Se£t. He 
prefently brandifhed his Quill againfl the Orthodox Party, and for that being 

The seas of challenged to a pubkek Deputation, refufed to entertain fuch Commerce with the 
DMtists. Bifhops , as unclean Creatures , whereas he efleemed himfelf and his Followers »«■«*• *- 
as the only pure, mdefiled, and the Children of God. But Optatus Bifhop of Mile-*™ 1 *' ***/ 
nit in Numidia, grappelied with him at his own Weapon, writing feven Books 
againfl him, wherein he chaflized his Folly to purpofe, yet treated his Perfon 
as a Brother; againfl that uncharitable and Heretical opinion of his, that 
the Catholick Church was only in Afr 'tck, and that within the Communion 
of the Donatifls, Ticonius an African alfo wrote , whom Parmenianus, having 
in vain exhorted by a Letter to revoke his opinion , did Excommunicate, as 
St. Auguftine teftifies in his Writings alfo againfl Parmenianus. During thofe 
flirs in Afrrick , Italy was flill difquietted by the Schifms in the Roman Church, 
though Pratextatus the Praefeft of Rome, and an Heathen, ufed all means poffi- Jmmian.Uj. 
bleto compound the differences, amongft which was banifhment of fome of 
the Party of Vrficinus : The Emperour gave him order to prohibit all ofthat 
Fadtion, any ingrefs into the City, thinking this would be fufficient, but they 
flill continuing refolute, and chufing rather to meet together privately, and in 
Conventicles, than to communicate with thofe that fided with Damafus; he 
commanded they fhould not be fufiered to come within Twenty Miles of 
Rome. 

34. This was much about the fame time that Valentinian the Emperour, having 
cfcfpatched the War againfl the Allemans, came to Milan, where granting out 
a Refcript in behalf of Auxentius Bifhop of that City, a notable Arian ; the 
zeal of Hilarius Bifhop of Poittiers, was much flirred up to undeceive the Prince 
as to his apprehenfions of him, and therefore came and accufed him ofBlafphe- 
my, whereupon a time was appointed for them to be heard, by two certain 
Commiffioners, affifled by feme Bifhops. Auxentius fo worded it in this 
Aflembly, by condemning the Perfon of Arius, and colouring his profefiion, 
that he went away with the credit, and Hilary was efteemed as an envious 
Perfon, a flanderer, and fewer of difeord, who dyed not long- after, having 
given an account of th? conference, in an Epiftle directed to all Catholick^ 
that they might fhun the Communion of the faid Auxentius. Hilary dyed 
at his own See at Poittiers, and became fo famous for his writings, and 
adherings to the Orthodox Faith, that he hath obtained the Reputation of a 
Saint, having a Church in the upper part of the City confecrated to his me¬ 
mory, wherein they fhewa Room appointed to the keeping of a certain Trunk 

of a Tree made hollow, they fay by his Bile or Choler, called the Cradle of St. Hi- dtSt Wari ' : 
lary, into which they put Mad-men, and think that by virtue thereof they re¬ 
cover their Senfes. Hereupon fuch as upbraid one another with madnefs, bid gM^p'IT 
them to be gone to St. Hilarys Cradle, though they tell fuch like Rories alfo at ° 1 

St. Tubery another Town of France, in the Province of Narloune. In the great 
Church alfo of Poittiers, dedicated to St. Peter , and founded by our Henry the 
Second, they fhow part of that JApoftles Beard, which they fay was brought 
thither from Rome by St, Hilary, zt his return from a Council held there againfl 
the Arians. , 

*■ Sfl- The warning which Hilary had given concerning Auxentius, feertis to 

have had this efleft, that feme Councils were called, wherein lie, and others of his 
Complices, were condemned, yet he kept his Bifhoprick till he refigned his life 
and it together. Much about the fame time that Hilary dyed, Eufebius b ifhop of 
Cafarea m Cappadocia left this life, into whofe place was brought Bafll with much 
adoe, who forefeeing what would follow, had withdrawn himfelf out of the way, in cskc - 
hut was eleiled notwithstanding, by the procurement efpecially of Gregory Nazi- Befit 
anzen. His Brother Gregory was about the fame time Ordained Bifhop of Nyfla, 23 - 
a City of the fame Country, who is gently blamed by Nazianzen tor giving 
his mind to theftudyof Rhetorick, rather more than became a Chriftian Mam 
But they were fcarcely warm in their Sees, when they forced to difllodge by

tion of the Orthodox. He publifhedan fldift for the banifhment of fuch as 
being formerly fent into Exile by Conftantius, had returned upon the promotion 
of Julian ; and forafmuch as many fince that time had been ordained , care 
was taken that they fliould be condemned in Synods called for that purpofej 
by virtue of thofe tricks were driven into Exile, Gregory Bilhop of Nyjfa> Bafil 
his Brother, Eufebius Bifhop of Samofata, Pelagius of Laodicea and others. About 
which time Eudoxius Bilhop of Conftantinople , the Confident and Ghoftly 
Father of the Emperour, went to his own place, after he had held that See Eleven 
Years. In the third Confullhip of Valentinian and Valens Emperours, the ^ 

Seventh of their Reign, of the Rome 112.3. A. D. $70. 

56. Into his place the Orthodox party Ele&ed Evagrius, a Man of their own 
opinion, who having been called out of Exile by Jovian , at that time re¬ 
mained in fecret at Conftantinople , to aflift and confirm fuch as were of the 
Faith of one fubftance, But the Arians made choice of Demophilus , whereupon 
arole liich Contefts and Diiorders, that Valcns then lying at Nicomedia, fear¬ 
ing worfe, fent great numbers of armed Men into the City, and drove Eva - 
grius into banilhment. The Arians grown infolent at this fuccefs, and as 
knowing whom they had to back them, heap all publick affronts and injuries 
upon their Adversaries, who thereupon betake themfelves to the Emperour for 
redrefs, fending Eighty of the Prieftly rank to Nicomedia, atnongft whom 
ZJrbanus , Tbeodorus and Menedemus were moft eminent. When they had open¬ 
ed their griefs, though he concealed much of his difpleafure, yet he was fo in- 
raged as to give order to Modeftus an Officer to apprehend, and put them to 
death, which order he executed In fo ftrange a manner, as Socrates thought 
His cruelty j ie was obliged to leave a defcription of it to Pofterity : Modeftus fearing to 
cou/mieimpU. Execute them pubiickly, made them believe they fliould be banifhed, and for 
that purpofe got them into a Ship, and thereby to be conveyed into Foraign 
Countries; but gave in charge to the Seamen that as foon as they came upon rideSKr - L 
the Main, they fliould fire the Veflel and there leave them ; they obeyed their 4 
orders to the full, for after they were come into the Aftacen Sea , they con¬ 
veyed themfelves into a Boat, and fet fire to the Ship, which was driven by a 
flrong Eaftern Gale into the Haven called Dacidazus, where, together with 
her Fraight, fhe burnt down to the Water. This cruelty, hithSocrates, was 
revenged from - Heaven by a grievous Famine, which forely afflicted Phrygia , 
whence the Inhabitants were forced to flyeto Conftantinople, and other Provin¬ 
ces for relief. Of which Famine St. Hierome alfo maketh mention at the Seventh InChnik 
ye ar of the Emperour Valerts. 

% 37. Some Biffiops yet elcaped the rage of thefe tempeftuous times, rather 

fecured by that veneration which their fan&ity ftruck into the Perfecutors, than 
out of any merciful inclination ; amongft which where Paulinas of Antioch, 
Epipbanius Bifhop of Salamina, and Bafil, who being tampered with to no purpofe 
He persecutes to change his Religion, was condemned to banilhment, when the Son of Valens 
0 the Emperour fell fick, upon which accident execution of the fentence was flop¬ 

ped, and he was fent for to pray for the Health and recovery of the Child, of

Theodoret delivers it for a truth,. tte&Falcns taking Pen in hand to 
fubferibetothe banilhment of Bafil, could not cut one Letter,, but fpoyling 
three Pens one after another, at laft proceeding to attempt it, he was feized 
with a trembling in his hand, whereat aftonifhdd, he fibre the Paper; yet pro¬ 
ceeded he to perfecuteat Cafarea , fuch as held theDo&rineofowe fubftance, and 
removing to Antioch, drove Meletius into Exile, turned the Priefts out of 
their Churches, and here, as well as in other places throughout the Eafti torment¬ 
ed them, and made them away by feveral forts of deaths, efpecially by drown¬ 
ing in the Sea.

But in the feeond year.after happened fo happy a one in the Weft, as oiade wiernjmJh 
a great Gompenfation to the Church, for her lofs of fo excellent a.Paftor chron ' 
BiL^oP Auxe » f ™* the Arian Bilhop ot Milan,.whom St. Miliary had ia vain.laboured y, ta x^broni 
wUn dies. to remove,: was now taken, away by. death, and great endeavours were, ufed 

by both Parties for the choice of fuch n-Man to lhcceed him, as rhight ferve * liim 
their Deftgns and Interefts. Valentinian obferving his rule mot to meddle- with 
Church! Matters, had called =ta ;him :the Bilhops, and given them fresi Power 
to chufe-whom they Ihould think fff; ,:hut. fuch ^ Tumult, happened invthe 
Church, in the heat of Contention, ther People having ra‘ffiare in tlieElerftiwi, 
that Amlrofe Governour of that Province, then in Town; fearing foihe;grfeat 
Inconvenience would follow, came to/appeafe it. Having admonillied them 
calmly to>igo to work about To ferious a bufinefs, jiticame to pafs riiat he 
himfelf was named. to he Bilhop, which hd heard with ;much trouble; excufed 
himfelf from the unfitnefs 'a& well .of-his Perfon; as' .AbUttae^i beingibas a ICA 
techumentfl^ i ^ whereas ifc (Was;flat .contrary to the Cahhon of tli &-Nicene 
Council ^ for; fuch to; Ipe!.ordained. When no exdufes would: feeve his turn^ 
the Multitude being violently: inclined towards him , : he withdrew rhimfelf; 
but the Mactefibeing referred tor the Emperour, he ackno^ledgeci a pattfeular Pro-

the People had fet to watch MnJ j but upon notice of the Emperours pfeai 
fore, was brought forth, and then dpptehendirig it his duty to fubrait to fo 
hy ltZroft fi g° al a-Providence, was Baptized ott the laft day of November , and confer 
crated on the Seventh of December following, both which days Fell upon the 
firft Feria. Though this Eleftion was againft exprefs Cannohs, yet was there 
much joy amdngft' all of the Orthodox Patty, and Congratulatory Letters 
written too and fro. And fo highly were the Citizens of MtUaike pleafed 
with it, that as * Socrates tells us* being forrherly at difcord amongft them- • 
felves, they thenceforth imbraced Peace dnd Unity. Valentinian it is faid C zs ' 
acknowledged the goodnefs of God towards him, that he had fuch an Ofifoet 
as was fit to be made a Bifhop j but he lived not long to fee the happy 
Ki/«r,»-w» Fruit of tIlis Ele & ion > d ying the year following at Bergutium , as we have 
dies. ' 1,1 already defcribed the manner of his death. His humour Was not to inters 
pole much in Matters of the Church, as to the Government thereof, faying. 

It was not proper for him, being a Lay-Perfon , and it is certain he did not 
meddle enough, fuffering his Brother to a<ft bis pleafure againft the Orth* 
dox Party, of which yet he feemed to be a Member. - But as he was unequally 
Yoaked with his Brother in the Empire, fo with an Arian Wife in his Bed, 
which unlucky Conjunction fo overpowered him, as to intercept and hinder 
that influence which elfe he might have had into the Peace and Tranquilli¬ 
ty of the Church. Though he meddled little himfelf with thfe Difcipline, 
yet as Emperour he joyned with his Brother in the enabling of feveral ConftU 
tutions, which being of an Ecclefiaftical Nature, and fo conducing to the know¬ 
ledge of the State of fuch Affairs, We muft add to thofe we have formerly men¬ 
tioned. 

46. The firft of thefe fufficiently difcovers how unwilling he was to med¬ 
dle with Church Matters in the cafe of Chromatius a certain Bifhop, who being 
condemned in a Synod of Seventy Bilhops from them appealed to-the Magi- 
ftrate. For fo doing by a Refcript in the Sixth Year of his Reign, he and 
his Colleagues impofe upon him a pecuniary Mul<ft, and take care for pte 
venting the like in time to come. But as he was earneft for maintaining Ec¬ 
clefiaftical Jurifdiftion, finding what eafe it procured to his Government, fo 
was he fen Able of the forward Zeal of Chriftians, - who according to the Na- 
- ture of Mankind, which is ever prone to one of the Extreams, though they 
could never give enough to the Church, and that Women efpecially acfted 


by that fervent Devotion which is commonly feed itv 1 firft Reformations to 
overrun difcretions, lay open to the covetous defigns of certain Church-raen 
For prevention hereof, in the Seventh year of his Reign, Valentinian and his 
Colleagues make the .firft Law of Mortmain , direfted to Damafus Bifhop df 
Rome, : whereby Ecclefiaftical Perfons, Clerks, or Monks, are inhibited to re- 
ceive-.any Inheritances, Legacies, or. other Gifts from Women. Both Hte- 
rome and Ambrofe take xfpecihl notice of the Caufe v rather than the Edift 
it felf, falling t ver.y ifoul upon the-great- and fordid Avarice of many Priefts 
and Monks of that time, , who accouriting Gain to be Godlineft, devoured Wid- 
dows'Houfes, and made a; prey of filly Women laden wit’h diVerfe Lufts. . But this 
Law.wafeafterward repeaLd} and bthefs eMewhere of ther fame and.iargerhature, 
enaa«l according to comportment qf times, and the inclination of fuch as were

practice: Arid permitted the Ethnicks fo far to abufe his Indulgence, as riot 
bnly to ufe the old, but ere<ft new Altars for fre/h Sacrifices, as it appears , , 
they did by feveral Infcriptioris. The Year following being the Ninth of ir,deInfiri ^ 
his Reigri, he makes a foarp Law agdirift the Martichees , prohibiting their cm* a* 
Meetings, fihrig their Teachers, and confifcatirig thfe Hoiifes where they held W. 
their Cdnybriticles; whilft his Brother Valent imploys himfelf in furmfhing 
Libraries at Cohflantinople. In that following, by another Law he reftrains „ 
the Praaice of Rebaptizirig, ufed fo much by the Donatijls in Africk. And 
although leavd Was given to Pagans to fin againft the Law of Faith , yet 
riot againft that of Nature; if as Chriftians the Emperours would not re- 
ftrairi them, yet as Princes and as Men- Therefore whereas they affumed 
the Ancient Barbarous Power of Life and Death over their.Children, thinking 
it a fmali matter to kill their Infants by a Conftitutiori iri the Eleventh of ’ 
Vdlentiniin , that unnatural Guftom is taken away. As for that Law men¬ 
tioned by Sdcrdtes, whereby but of love to Jaflina, he fhduld give liberty to 
all Perfons to Marry two lawful Wives, it indy juftly be fufpe<fted of falfe- 
hood. For-by Heathen Writers he is faid to have been very Chdft, that 
Jdflina which Sbcrates would; have a Virgin, had been Wife, as appears 
frbrii ZbzifhtH, to MdgneHiiiu the Tyrant, arid Married to Vdlentikidn after 
thfe Death of SeUei-a. It Was a thing fb contrary to Chiriftiariity, that Hea¬ 
thens thdrnfelVts difapproved it. Neither do the Hiftbriaris of thbfe times 
mdke mention of fuch a Paffage.

ciples, as to Religion, yet, out of a fence it leemeth of his remifnefs in point 
of Difcipline, and too great Indulgence towards the Arians , the Year alter his f u - * W. 
death, forbids their Aflemblies under the notion of Heretical Conventicles, ‘ 
and confifcates the places of their Meetings. The fame Year alio the Three 
Emperours, Gratian, Valentinian , and Valens , joyn in a Conftitution for the 
regulating of Ecclefiaftical Caufes, ordaining that the letter forts of Faults c.n.u s.tit.x. 
fliould be heard and determined in Diocefan Synods, but greater Crimes by 
higher Powers. In the mean while Paganifm rather recovered ftrength than 
otherwife, the Gentiles erefting many Monuments of their Superftition, as to 
the Mother of the Gods , the Great Gods , ( Dii Magni ) and at this (the j„r cri , 
Daughter of Gnaeus , which gave name to the Country of Attica) the Em- 
perours conniving at this. Practice, as not able to refill that Impiety, 
which had been foftered to fuch a degree of vivacity by Julian , as was 
to be dulled and abated by time, before the Scepter could give it its fatal 
ftroak. 

jo. But Valens, being at length taught fbme Moderation by Afflidtions, 
having received a great overthrow from his Enemies, which was feconded with 
dreadful Peftilence and Famine, began to be more favourable to the Orthodox cWo”#/. 7 . 
Bilhops, recalling them out of Banifhment, though he did not reftore them c 73, 
to their Sees. Yet they at Alexandria took heart, and being encouraged by 
the Letters which Peter their Bilhop brought from Damafus Bi/hop of Pome 
they expelled Lucius from the Bifhoprick, who got him in all haft to Con ft a nl 
tinople , and confirmed Peter in his Seat, wherein he fate but a Ihort time, for 
he died not long after, and left his Brother .Timothy to fucceed him. This fame 
Year the Emperours, by a Conftitution, exempt all Clerks from Perfonal Im- c.7*. 
ployments. And Gratian by another Refcript, reftrains the Donatifts in Africk V.J' H* 
from their common praftice of Rebaptizing, as alfo the AfTemblies of the Ma- 
nichees , amongft whom was Augufiine a young Man of the Age of Three 
and twenty, of which number the odd Three he had fpent as an Auditor and 
Novice in their Difcipline. He was born, as he himfelf writes, at Tagafte a & Qin M- 
Town of Numidia , in the- Nineteenth year of Confiantius, and the Confulfhip 
of Arbetio and LoOianus, on the Thirteenth of November. His Mother Monica 
being left a Widdow about the Seventeenth year of his Age, a moft Religious Ma¬ 
tron, was much affli&ed for him, feeing him run luch a courfe of Haerefie and 
loofenefs. And not only by her importunate Prayers and Tears laboured for 
his Converfion; .but dealt with fuch as Ihe thought moft able to convince 
him ot his Folly ,- to realbn him opt of the Manichcean Errors, and urged 
thereunto a certain Orthodox Bilhop, efpecially, who thinking it not feafon- 
abie as yet to incounter him .whillt young, hot, and newly entred into 
that courfe, he abounded fo much in his own fence, Ifie Hill followed 
him, weeping and bewailing her Sons condition. With which when the good 
Man was wearied, and could norput her off, he bad her. Go her ways, for it 
coHld yot be , that a Son of thofe Tears could perijh ] as we fhall lee it came to 
pals.

him the Syrname of the Divine. 

a difccurfe ^4. At this time there was much ado made about the word Hypoftafis , 

about n f po. Pome undemanding in the fame fence as Subftance, condemned fuch 

as aflerted three Hypoftafes in the Blefied Trinity , as thofe that hold three 
Gods; and on the contrary thofe, who took the word as it is ufed for Sub- 
(iftance or Per finality, it condemned fuch as re jetted if, as guilty of the Hanefie 
of Sabellius. Of this fort it, feems was Meletius , who importuned Hierome 
to confefs the Hypoftafes , but he refufed to comply with him therein, and 
confulted Damajus Bilhop of Rome by Letters. This Perfon whom the 
Church in all Ages fince his time hath, and that defervedly fo muchefteem- 
ed, was born at Stridon, a Town of Dalmatia, w'here his Parents lived in 
good rank. In his Youth he travelled to Rome with Bonofus his Fofter Bro¬ 
ther , a young Man of a very great Fortune, where they became Auditors 
to Donatus, and performed their exercifes in declaming, and otherwife, ac¬ 
cording to the Cuftom. Here when he arrived at ripenefs of Age, he was 
Baptized, and then leaving that courfe of life, which formerly had been Jn Ep 
none of the ftri&eft, he betook himfelf to great feverities and laborioufnefs />.■#>». in 
in Study : Afterwards he travelled Gall, Pont us, Bithynia t Galatia, Cappa- chron - * hhu 
elocia, Cilicia, Syria, and Thrace , to improve himlelt by the Converfation 
of learned and Pious Men, and being much taken with the Lives and Rules 
of fuch as profefled the monaftical life in Syria, he was fo allured by their 
example, that he chofe the Defert of Chalcis , a Province lying betwixt 
the Syrians and Saracens for his abode. Here befides the conftant pra- 
<Stice of Scleragogy, he followed his book with great diligence, having 
got togather in this place a good Library, through the affiftance of Evagri- 
us, one of his Afibciates, a very rich and noble Prieft, afterwards Bilhop 
of Antioch. But that which much Crucified the contentment he re¬ 
ceived from this courfe of life, was the jealoufie and fufpicion, which he 
being a Weft-Country Man, incurred with the Eaftern Monks, and the 
contention which foilowed about the word Hypoftafis.

Bilhop (with whom he continued as Amanuenfis for fome time, till he 
was wearied with the vitioufnefs of the placed he confulted him by Let- B ™ n ' 

ter s, and at length tired with the importunities of Meletius and his Party, ‘ 

againft whom, he feemed to patronize Paulinus , he returned unto him to 
Rome, after he had fpent fix or feven Years in that folitary courfe of life. 

Some fay he fit ft went to hear Gregory Nazianzen at Conftantinople, 
where he fpent three Years, and faw Jerufilem before his return to Rome. 

Nazianzen at the fame time was vifited by another Perfon of great Fame, 
one Maximus of Alexandria, a Chriftian made of a Cynick Phiiofopher, 
who boafted himfelf. born of Martyrs, and had got repute for being ba- 
nilhed for his Faith, into the Defert of Oafis ; coming loaded with Fame 
to Conftantinople, he was kindly received by Gregory , who honoured him 
with an Oration, made in his Commendation, of which afterward he chang¬ 
ed the Title as written in praile of Hero his Companion ; but in Ihort ndt 
time his defign was difeovered, which was to creep into the See of Con- ‘ff 
ftantinople, for which he had the incouragement of Peter the Alexandrian carm . it v u» 
Patriarch ; although he had formerly pretended to favour the caufe of Gre- fa* 
gory, who was very much defired by the People. Seven Bilhops by him E lt ' mre 
fet on, when Gregory lay fick in the Suburbs, ufing the help of fome Alex¬ 
andrian 
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andrian Marriners, whom they had hired for their purpofe, • privily in the 
Night endeavoured to thrull him into the Epifcopal See ; but the Alarm be¬ 
ing given, they were beaten out of the Church by the Multitude ; yet no¬ 
thing hereat difmayed, afterward they cut of his Han, which lie wore now 
after the Cynick falhion, ( for neither he, nor Hero, though they were Chrifti- 
........ ans abandoned their former Habit, and Deportment, as tf*zianzcn reports 

of them) and Ordained him Bilhop, in the houfe of a Player , which pra- 
. \ (Slice bei/ig, abhorred by all, as well Arians, as others, he was driven out 

of the City : Betaking himfelf to Theodofius , from whom he receded no 
incouragement, and being reje£ted alfo by Peter of Alexandria, he ti^ re .

y6. This fame Year which was the Fifteenth of Gratian, and the Fourth 
of Valentinian the Second, was very aulpicious to the Church, in the pro- 
m*de Ei^pe- motion of Theodofws to the Empire, who mended much what had been 
rour. marred by Valens. Socrates writes, that falling into a very dangerous Dit i- s c e 
eafe at Theffalonka ( in the Second year) he was very defirous of Bap- 
tifm, for of old he was trained up in Chriftian Religion, and addidled him¬ 
felf wholly to the Faith of one jubflance. Having lent for Acholius the 
Bilhop of the place, he demanded of him, of what Faith he was, to which 
Acholius anfwered, that the opinion of Arius prevailed not throughout 
Jllyrium , neither was the new-found invention of his peftilent Brain 
planted in the Churches of that Country, but that all Chriftians through¬ 
out thofe Coafts retained that ancient Faith, which had been delivered by 
the Apoftles, and continued by the Council of Nice ; which the Emperour 
hearing, willingly received that Sacrament at his hands .• A few days after 
being fomewhat recovered, he went towards Conftantinople, the Twenty

57. The following year was fully as propitious to the Orthodox, where¬ 
in the Emperours profecuring their Patronage already undertaken 
by another Law, commanded, that in all places their Churches be reftored 
to them, prohibiting the Arians , Photinians , Eunomians , with other 
Haereticks, to hold any Afiemblies within the Towns. But Theodofius y who 
was the prime Author and procurer of thofe Laws, that he might not feem 
to carry on all things by force, and -lihe terror of Imperial Authority, 
knowing how the Arians were addidled to Councils, and fufficienrly un- 
derftanding the intereft and univerfality the Catholick Faith at this time 
obtained throughout the World, and not doubting of the good effe $ of a 
Council, which Ihould be indifferent and free, and not clogged with the 
late force, and partiality of the Arians, he refolved to fubdue them by their 
own Weapons. The Haerefie of the Macedonians who denied the Divinity 
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of the Holy Ghofi , he efpecially intended to eradicate by this Council, having 
never had any fuch effeftual propel- Remedy as yet applyed,rereading himfelf 
that they were, not of f«ch obninate and refractory principles as th e Arians.

The fpace of Fifty Tears. 


1. 'T'HE Second Oecumenical Council, fummoned by Theodofius the Em- 
J perour to the City of Conftantinople , met together in the Month of 
May> the Fifteenth year of Grattan, the Sixth of Valentinian the Second, the 
Third of Theodofius , Emperours , of old Rome the 1134. of New Rome the 
One and Fiftieth, the Seven and fiftieth after the Afiembling of the Nicene Synod, 
the Firft of the Two hundred and ninetieth Olympiad , the Ninth Indiftion, the 
Four hundred and nineteenth of the JRra Hifpanica, A. D. 381. FI. Siagrius and 
FI. Ann his Each anus being Con fills. 

2. Of thofe which imbraced the Nicene Creed , here met Timothy Bilhop of 
Alexandria , who had lucceeded Peter his Brother, after he had pofiefled that Stcr.ls.eA.ht. 
Chair Eight years, (however Socrates faith, he continued but a ihort time,) 

Cyril Bilhop of Jernfalem , who now after his Recantation addi&ed himfelf to 
the Faith of One Sub fiance ; Meletius who had been called hither a while be¬ 
fore to the Enftallment of Gregory Nazianzen , Acholius Bilhop of Theffa- 
lonica , Gregory Nyften , with others, to the number of One hundred and fifty 
Bifliops. Of the Macedonian Secft alfo aflembled to the number of Six and 
thirty, whereof the greater part from the HeUefponty and thofe of moft note 
were Eleufius Bilhop of Cyzicum , and Maxianus of Lampfacus. It being a very 
wiu'rothVrs necefl ? r y I n g re dient to the Legality and Authority of a General Council to 
l^^have it free, we cannot imagine that Theodofius Ihut the Doors againft the 
this General ArianSy fuch as had been fairly pofiefled of their Bilhopricks, or that he fum- 
Councll: moned this Council of fuch Bilhops only as were of his Faith, which Socra¬ 

tes feemeth to affirm. But a good riddance had been made of the Arians 
out of the Churches, by thofe Laws enafted for Reftitution of the Carholicks 
to their proper Sees, and the Cuftom of Titular and Supernumerary Bi¬ 
fhops , (who cannot challenge fuch Intereft in Church Matters) their 
thrufting into Synods to give voices not yet being received j their Party 
was inconfiderable, (if they adventured to beprefent, who were only va¬ 
liant when backed with Authority,) and therefore no notice is taken of 
it. 

In this Council, at the beginning whereof Gregory Nazianzen prsefided, 

J-- c , a ~ were framed Seven Canons, “ The Firft of which confirms the Faith of the 
onsnowma e« Three hundred and eighteen Fathers, who aflembled at Nice in Bitbynia, to 
w anathematize all Haerefie, elpecially of the Ennomians , Arians , Macedonia 
“ anSy Pbotinians, and Apollinarians. The Second prohibits Bilhops to med- 
“ die with Matters which lye out of their Diocefles, and thereby confound 

Churches, which formerly had been regulated and bounded. Accordingly 9-cj z.Epifcopt 
“ they ordain that the Bilhops of Alexandria govern only the Churches in cxtrjt

“ cefles thereto belonging. The Third prohibits Bilhops, without invitation,

** fiantinople ought to have the Honour of Primacy next after the Roman Bi- civiutL 
“ fhop , and thereof renders this reafon , becaule it is New Rome, even the 
“ fame which procured to the other the Primacy of Order, viz. becaufe he was 
“ Bilhop of.the Old, or Mother Rome. The Sixth determines concerning Maxi- 
“ mus the Cynick, and his inordinate Ordination made at Conflantinople , that 
“ he neither be taken for a Bilhop, neither fuch for Clerks as had been ordained 
“ by him in any degree, all things appearing null which had been done by 
“ him. The Seventh Canon contains a Confeflion of Faith agreeable to 
“ that of the Nicene Council, which having not fpoken fully concerning 
u the Divinity of the Holy Ghoft, the Fathers now add, And in the Holy 
“ Ghofl, the Lord and Giver of Life , proceeding from the Father, together 
“ with the Father , and the Son, to he worjhipped and glorified, whofpake by the 
** Prophets. 

4. Not only were the Hserefies againft the Divinity of the Son and Holy 
Get condemned" condemned, but fuch as had been the Authors of them, wherein the 

Semiarians , though they had been fummoned by the Emperour, refuted to joyn, 
who together with the Biihops of his opinion, ufed all means polfible to per- 
fwade Eleufius and the reft of the Macedonians to reconcile theratelves to the 
Catholick Church. They put them in mind of the Meflage which Euflathius 
and others in their names carried to Liberius Bilhop of Rome, and the reft of 
the Weftern Prelates, that not long before they had communicated without ex¬ 
ception in all Churches with fuch as profefted the Faith of One Subfiance , and m ‘ 
they prefled them with what they had formerly owned and decreed, protefting 
that this their averfton was neither Godly, nor Chriftian, feeing they had for¬ 
merly ratified the felf fame opinion and Faith with them. But neither ad¬ 
monition nor reprehenfion would prevail, they faying flatly. That rather than 
they would fubferibe to the Faith of One Subftance, they would joyn with the Arians, 
and having made this anfwer, they left Conflantinople, and lent Letters abroad 
into all Churches, that they lliould not in any wife content to the Faith of the 
Nicene Council. 

5 - Though the bufinefs of the Council was finilhed, yet certain accidents UmM** 
happened, which held the Fathers ftill together. It happened that Meletius * 

fcop'of the of Antioch died, whom Gregory Nyjfen commended in a Funeral wt * ftt0 ‘ 

tch dies. Oration. Now according to former agreement, Paulinus was to Hand pot 
defied of the See as the Survivour; but certain Faftious Perfons named Flavia- 
nus a Prieft of Antioch to fucceed him, which was received, and enforced by 
the younger fort of Biihops, hot, and accommodating themfelves to the times, 
about £ r suc! andthe courfe ot Preferment, who urged that it was not to be endured, that 
ceflbr. a Perfon ordained by a Weftern Prelate (fuch Lucifer was) ihould be Bilhop 
of Antioch , and ftrenuoufly aflerting the worth of the Eaftern Church before 
that of the Weft, in that Chrifl himfelf had honoured the Eaft with his Na¬ 
tivity. Gregory Nazianzen endeavoured to compote the Tumults hereupon 
raifed, by propounding that Paulinus might be fullered to enjoy the Chair 
for that little time he was to live, and then the Orientals might maintain 
their right in the Ele&ion of his Succefior. But hereby he incenfed thote of 
the contrary Fadion againft himtelf, as favouring the Occidental Biihops in the 
Caufe of Paulinus. Whereupon he began to fettle in that Refolution he had e’re 
this taken up, of quitting the See of Conflantinople, and in much difpleafure de¬ 
parted from the Synod. He being withdrawn, they chofe Flavianus Succefior to 
Meletius, by which1 means the former Difientions and. Tumults were continued, 
the Church of Antioch being again divided, though one and the fame People was 
fubjett to two Biihops, who both of themfeemed to hold in Solidum.

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6. This difpieafed Timothy Bilhop of Alexandria alfo, who, whilft thofe things 
were m hand, came to Conflantinople with fome of his Suffragans, and certam 
of Macedonia. He declaimed alfo againft the Confirmation of Gregory 
VL}**™-? th j S f e of Conflantinople, as done by Meletius of Antioch, whereas he chaL 
f/o quits his lenged that right, as belonging to the Chair of Alexandria, which had prCce- 
^ dence next that ot Rome before the meeting of this Council. Herewith Gre 

gory was fo nettled, that now he perfe&ed his Refolution, and making feveral 
Orations to the Fathers, abdicated himfelf from that See, and having hereby 
obtained leave of Theodofius the Emperour, departed into his own Country 
with fuch difdain and ftomach, that he took up another Refolution never to 
come more into fuch Aflemblies, and though he was the year following urged

New Rome. Again, faith he, they ratifie tiie Faith of the Nicene Council 
they divide Provinces, and ordain Patriarchs, they decree-that no Bilhop 
lhall leave his own Diocefs, and intermeddle with Foreign Churches, for 
unto that time, by reafon of the great ftorm and heat of Perfection- it 
was at every ones choice and liberty. Nettarius Bilhop of Conflantinople 
had .that great City, together with all Thrace, allotted to his Jurifdftion; the 
Patriarchftup of Pontus was afligned to HeOadius Bilhop of Cafarea in Cap¬ 
padocia, after Bafil. Unto Gregory, Brother of Bafil, fell Nyffa, a City alfo of 
Cappadocia; unto Otreius the Bilhoprick of Meletina in Armenia. Amphilo- 
cbius Bilhop of Tcomum, and Optimus of Antioch in Pifidia, had the Patri- 
archflup of Afia. The Province of AZgypt fell to Timothy Bilhop ot Alexan- 
dna. Pelagtus Bilhop of Laodicea , and Diodorus of Tarfus, are appointed 
over the Eaftern Diocefs, referving the Prerogative of Honour to the Church 
ot Antioch, the which then prelently they granted unto Meletius. They de¬ 
creed moreover, that if necefiity did fo require, a Provincial Synod ihould 
determine Provincial Affairs. The Emperour gave his Aflent to "all aforefaid, 
and fo the Council was cnflolveL Thus whofe words concerning the 

divifion of Diocefles, are to be underftood according to thofe Rules we have for¬ 
merly laid down.

S& iT By Authority pf th$ fame Canon, Chryfoflome, when Biffiop of Conftan- 
tinople, depofed Fifteen Biffiops in Afia, ordained others' in their rooms, cele¬ 
brated a Council at Ephefus, and to it called the Afi an Plates, about Twenty a^pchaiK 
• Years after the making of this Canon, which'had they not counted authentick, xa.n.infim. 
they would not, by obeying him, have broken the other laudable orders of the 
Church. The Judgment of the whole Council of Chalcedon, and confequently 
of the whole Catholick Church of that Age was, that this Canon was to be 
received and approved. They both knew there was fuch a Canon, and that 
CuftomandPradice did concur with it; whereupon the glorious Judges, after j 

full difeuffing of this caufe (when the truth of this Canon had been diligently 
examined) teflijkd and fentenced, that the Bijbop of Conflantinople had right¬ 
ful Authority to ordain Metropolitan Bifbops in the Diocefles of Thrace, Afia, 
and Pontus, and the whole Synod confented to them, firft proclaiming. This is a 
juft Sentence , This we aB fay, and then in the very Synodical Epiftle to Leo 
teftifying the lame, viz. that they had confirmed that Cuftom to the Bi/hop of 
Conflantinople, that he jhould ordain Metropolitans in Thrace, Afia, and Pontus, 
and thereby had confirmed the Third Canon of the Second Council. And this they 
did, though the Legates following their Inftru&ions received from Leo, were Mf 157] 
fo averfe, That tjiey faid not without fome choller. Let our contradiction cleave 
to thefe Aiks. Jufthian the Emperour, One hundred and fixty Years after, con- 
firms this Canon amongft the reft, commanding it to be written inthe Difticks 
" or Ecclefiaftical Books, and publickly to be read in the Churches, in token of 
publick and univerfal approbation of the fame. The Emperour doubted not of 
obedience to be performed, as well by thole' of Rome as others, and they were 
filent, none contradifting or fpeaking againft this Canpn,, till after his time, be¬ 
ing loath to exafperate him. Yet did they not approye it,' as appears from what 
hath been faid, although the General Council, of Chalcedon, and the Catholick 
a General Church both approved, and eftabliffied it. So little. heceflSty was therefor a 
ScS particular Biffiop to approve or confirm what had been Decreed by the Major 
without Con- part in a Council; although fuch as coufented were faid to. confirm the Deeres;

. - ix. This fame Year, comtpand of Grattan the Emperour, and at the ear- 
Gr . neft defire of PaBadius and Secundianps two Arian Biffiops, a Council was held 
a s^noTae-at Aquileia, wjtiereat;■were prefent Two and thirty Biffiops, and amongft the reft 
Jiuilti*. Amlrofe oi Milan, and Philaftrius of Brixia, two Legates from the African 

Church, and Three from the GaBican. Herein the laid PaBadius and Secun - 2*m. u C»r 
dianus, though they appealed to a General Council, and to the Ssecular Powers, 
were with their Hserefie condemned, and all the work finiffied in one Atftion, 
from One a Clock till.Seven. And in this fame year (if Baronius guefs it 

rightly) 
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rightly" 1 fruitful in Synods, was another Synod held at Cafar-Augufia or 
§ur4gofa in Spain, on the Fourth of Ottober , againft Prifcillianus the Arch- 
Ano'icr : a °d his Difciples. This Man, as Sever us writes, being a Spaniard 

cJf°r-Z 5 np h^rn, wealthy, and of very good parts, but given much to vain Glory, and 
whereia ..above meafure to Magical Arts, had been infe&ed with the Herefie of the 
fhc'.^Arch-rie/ Guo ft IC > which one Mark an ^Egyptian of Memphis brought firft into France 
reticle^ con/ and afterward into Spain ; being oncepoyfoned himfelf, heufed fuch Arts and 
demhed. Induftries as Inftill the Venom into the minds of many others, of all forts of 
Sexes, fome Bifhops being alfo drawn in, as Sal'vianus and Inflantius. Here- 
^ at the Churches being ftartled, after fome private oppofition made by certain 
Bifto P s > a Council was got together, wherein the Parties not daring to appear 
were condemned abfent, yet had they fo much refolution and courage as to* 

Ordain Trifcillianus Biihop of Avila in Spain (the See long after olToflattu 
that voluminous Writer) and though the Orthodox procured a Refcript fom Gra- 
tian the Emperour to banifh them Spain, as condemned Perfons, yet ufed they 
fuch Induftry, that having in vain fought afliftance and incouragement from 
the Bifhops of Rome and Milan, at length, they corrupted Macedonius the Ma- 
gijter Officiorum, and by his means obtained the former order to be reverfed 
their Sees reftored, and their Perfecutors banifhed in their rooms. * 


13. Thefe Prifcillianifls held an hodge podge of all Hserefies together 
faked out of the filth of the Gnofticks, Manichees, and others. They taught

of this Lt. # thing to their difadvantage ; they hold with Origen, that Souls finned before 

they came into Bodies. With the Gnoflicks and Manichees , they made B l cnn ' in 
two Gods, one Good and the other Evil. They taught with Bardefanes that* 
every Man had his fatal Star, and that our Bodies are compounded accor¬ 
ding to the operation of the Twelve Signs of the Zodiack. They confounded 
the Perfons of the blefled Trinity , with Sabellius ; they declaimed againft 
Wedlock, feperating married Perfons, and with Tatianas and the Eucfatitas 
cryedout againft the eating of Flefh, as an unclean thing, and made by the 
Evii God, or malignant Angels. It was their Dodtrine and Practice to f a ft Caufa 
on the Lords day, and on Chriflmas day, becaufe they held that Chrifl did ZTZtpt 
not take true humane Flefh, againft their falling on the Lords Day the J}ithnisc * nz - 
Synod Decreed and Anathematized all fuch as faded on that day, whether in Tcm ' u tmc ' 
reference to anytime, mifperfwafion or Superftition. 

14. To faft on the Lords day,', it was ever accounted an abominable thing 

in Ignatius his Epiftle to the Philippians, he is called a killer of Chrifl, who ***** 
falts on the Lords day, and on the Sabbath or Saturday. Tertullian faith ct M unium 
exprefty, that they counted it wickednefs to faft on the Lords day, nay even ’mZdfcmtl 
the Montanifls themfelves, though otherwife frequent in their Falls, and .ex 3.

ly. This fame year the Emperours, taking notice how much Paganifm P pj»' 1 ' 7 ' de 
through the encouragement of Julian, and connivance cKValentinian had increa- “ g * n 
fed, forbid their Sacrifices and Meetings. But this Law flood but as Probatio- c.nj.z.dt 
nertill the year following, being then abrogated in part by another, which 
gives them leave to meet, yet fo as they wholly fhould abftain from Sacrifice. 

The truth is, they found their Zeal too ftrong for the Intereft, Peace and Secu- 
rityof the Empire, wherein Paganifm had yet fuch a Party, that moft of the meron ad 
Senators were of that perfwafion, and about this time the Conful and his Wife Mamiium -uz 
both Ethnicks. Another Law they made againft the Clandeftine Conven- c 
tides of the Manichees. And they publilhed alfo an Edidl for the reftraining Harenc. 9 ' * 
and punilhing Lufty Sturdy Beggars, which as fome have obferved, had been 
much increafed fince the times of Chriftianity : For the ancient Chriftians 
endeavoured nothing more than the manumiffion of Slaves, upon which 
account, out of defire of Liberty, many of that condition became Profelytes. 

Out of the Hiftories of Africk, we are told that Paulinas Bi/hop of Nola fold /. i. c . s . £ ' 
all that he had, and at lengtlrhimfelf to the Vandals, therewith to get Money to 
AnEdia a- re j eem Chriftian. Captives. Hence came Manumiflions to be made in 
£L? urdy Churches by the Biihops, and that on the Lords day, and after the time oCCon- 
0 ' fiantine, efpecially the number of poor and Indigent Perfons, having nothing 

they could call their own but liberty, increafed to fuch vaft Multitudes, that 
no greater grievance lay upon Cities, than fuch Confluence of beggerly Per¬ 
fons, having no Trade norcourfeto live. 

16. Hereupon at the earned defire of the Bilhops, Hofpitals and Alms-houfes 
for the fuftenance of Strangers, Infants, Aged, Sick and Lame, unknown to 
former times, began to be eredted by Princes or others. St. Ra/f/complaining 
in his Sermons, that the fighs and lamentations of fuch as languifoed in the 
Churches, were confounded and mingled with the Prayers of Priells and People. 

Julian the Apoftate, as we have already faid, perceiving this was a very taking 
and plaufible means to procure refoeft to Religion, refolded to Eredl alfo 
fuch Hofpitals, and to this piece of Policy excited his Pagan Priells. And 
for as much as thofe indigent Liberty or Freemen , did commonly expofe their 
Children, as knowing that upon the Chriftian Principles andprofeflion of kina- 
nels and mercy, they would be provided for, Gratian made a Law that they 
fhould remain in Servitude with thofe that educated them. Not long after 

Valens his Uncle permitted by an Edi«ft, that Vagrants and Beggars Ihould c.u.&fa. 
be reduced to Servitude, forbidding alfo upon pain of death, his Subje&s to be- 
take themfelves into defert places, there to lead an idle life, which he com- r "’ 
manded Ihould he infli&ed upon many, who contrary to the Laws, had with¬ 
drawn, and lived in thofe times folitarily in the Wildernefs; yet had not thofe 
•Laws fuch effetft, but that Beggars ftill increafing, and lufty Fellows able to 
work, chufing rather to live in idlenefs and penury, the Emperours re-inforced 
the former Edifts, by theirs of this Year, which was that following the Synod 
of Conjtanoinople. 

17. But although Damafus Biihop of Rome was againft the fummoning of 
that Council, yet this year immediately fucceeding, he had a defire to have a 
General and Oecumenical Synod held at his own City, and for that purpofe 
follicited the Emperours ; they having confulted the Eaftern Bilhops, anfwered 
it was neither neceflary nor convenient to have fo many General Councils cal¬ 
led in fo lhort a time; for this would make them cheap and contemptable, as 
Synods had been in the Arian days, and by the Journeys, and long abfence of 

a synod held Bifliops, the feveral Flocks fhould be expofed both to want and danger, 
at Rome. However Damafus and other Weftern Bifhops, are faid to have held a Synod at ^ D , 
Rome, the afts whereof are loft, but amongft others, one Canon was made, as^ 382.««//,»,•- 
Baronius tells us, quite contrary to what had been determined in the Council 0 { TKeCre J emia * a 
Confiantinople, in favour of that See; giving the firft place to the Patriarch of 
Q Rome , 
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lUwc ; the Second to him of Alexandria, his Sec having in the name of St. Peter 
been Conlecratcd by Mark his Difciple and Evangelift $ and the Third to the 
Patriarch or Antioch, b'ecaufe St. refer there refided before he came to Rome 
and there the Faithful were firft called Chriftians ; a realon indeed fufficient 
to have given him Precedence above the other two, had not the Polity of the 
Church imitated that of the Empire, and the Bilhop of Rome "^obtained prece¬ 
dence for the Dignity of that City, to which Conflantinople now .'being Second 
or New Rome, the Fathers had as much reafon to alter the Cafe], and advance 
the Sec to the fame place and Dignity. * 

Qru . tan l8 - Tiie Year following was very fatal to Paganifm, wherein Grattan the 
withdrew chc Empero.ir withdrew the former allowance for Sacrifices and Stipends allotted 
allowance for unto Priefts, and fo by taking away all incouragemenr, and removing the Fuel 
Sd S;. which hit licrto maintained the flame, ftruck at the Root of that Superftition. 

For tins caufe ; and not for having rejected the Title of Pontifex Maximus, which 
neither he nor any of his Chriftian Predeceflors ever ufed ) his Heathen 
Subjects might take part with Maximus the Tyrant,by whofe Treafon he was this 
Which cau- year murdered at Lyons; his Piety and worth is very much extolled by St.Amhrofe 
S th= h and Mow* his Schoolmafter, whom he dignified with the Honour and 
Tyrant tomur- Imployment of Ccnlul, and orherwife very gratefully rewarded, having as 
d,r him. Baronins obfc rves.fo much worth in him.as to underftand and confider that Matters 

equally with Parents, can never be fufliciently requited.This Aufonius Galius was 
a great Rhetorician, and an excellent Poet, as appears by what he hath writ¬ 
ten, and a Chriftian he fliows himfelf by his Religious Poems, however his 
Amorous Vcrfes have procured him, with fonie Readers, the repute of a Pagan ; 
his pains were fo well bellowed upon Gratian , that Theodojius wanting a 
Tutor ior las young Son Arcadius , whom he had named Auguftus, and affii- 
med asms Partner in the Empire, defired of Gratian that he would fend to 
him out ol the Weft, a fit Perfon for fo great a Truft. Gratian herewith 
acquainting Damn fits Bi/hop of Rome , he commended to him Arfenius a Dea¬ 
con f>! that Church, a Perfon very remaikable for Piety and Learning,

Chriftian Religion it felf was in a little danger in the Weft, where at this time a 
great Famine raged, efpccially in the City of Rome. Symmachus the year fol¬ 
lowing being Pre-left of the City, a Man exceedingly affefted to Gentilifm, 
but other wile ol good repute , and exceedingly eloquent , taking the 
advantage -aabided him by the death of Gratian, and Power of Maximus , 
when he thought Falentmian the young Emperour, would be very unwilling to 
di.obl'ge his I eople, prefen ted him a Petition in the Name of the Senate, for 
rdhtun.on o{ theWorllnp of the P agan Gods,put down by the late Laws of Gratian. 

According to the old Cuftomof Pagans , who if any difafter happened to the 
Commonwealth, aid the blame upon Chriftianity, and the negleft of the JST 
Gods,- he imputed the late Famine to no other caufe, than the takingaway the 
maintenance of Priefts, and Veftal Virgins j but the device was quickly 
fmelt out by Amlrofe of Milan, who writing to the Emperour and re-felling 

all 
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all the Arguments and Objections of Symmachus, prevailed fofar as that an abfo- 
lute denyal was returned. 

20 . This Year, as Baronius gathereth from the Date of certain Rcfcripts, 

DMiafus Bi- died Damafus Bifhop of Rome, though MarceQinus Comes placeth his death 3%4- 
J° p of «»«" Tw0 years before, at the Month of OSloher. Damafus Portuenfis in his Book SSJ * 11 * 
of Popes Lives, ol Popes falfely aferibed to this Bifhop, will have his Death 
to have happened on the Eleventh day of December, after he had fitten in that 
. See Seventeen years and three Months wanting Four days. The See was va- 
a SZ an “ C " cant One and thirty days, and then fucceeded him Siricius a Roman by Birth. 

About this time Theodofus taking into his confideration, that jews made Slaves 
of Chriftians, and many of them thereby became Profelytes to their Impiety, c.ih. i.j.tit.i. 
forbids by an Edift that any Chriftians be in Servitude to them. And by ano- §• *■ 
tiler prelcribes Arians, Macedonians, Eunomians, and Apollinarians, formerly 
expelled, who ftillhad the boldnefs to return and boaft of their Dodtririe. In 
the Weft Prifcilliaaus ftill created trouble to the Ortliodox Bifhops, to obviate 
whofe Haerefies, at the importunate Suit of Ithacius a Bifhop and great oppofer 
ASynod hdd Q f that Hceretick, a Synod was held at Bourdeaux in Aquitaine, by command 
at Bmrfaux. jiq ax j mus t [ ie Tyrant. So foon as Maximus had entred Triers , Ithacius puts 
up to him great Complaints againft Prifcillian, wherewith the Emperour (as 
Severus calls him) throughly moved, writes his Letters to the Prefect of Gall, 
and the Vicar of Spain, commanding that all Perfons tainted with that Hserefie, 
fhould be conveyed to the Synod at Bourdeaux. Of thefc Inflantius being snip, 
brought to his defence, when he could fay nothing confiderable for himfelf , aiUa -*- , 7 *- 
was pronounced unworthy of the Epifcopal Function. Prifcillian from the 5 * g, mini. 
Bifhops appealed to Maximus, and that by their permifiion (for which the Hi- 
llorian blames their Fatherhoods') and therefore to him go both the Criminals 
and their Accufers, of whom Idacius and Ithacius Bifhops are much blamed 
for their too violent Profecution, and the later as Audacious, Impudent, Talka¬ 
tive, Profufe, and given much to his Belly, whofe cuftom it was to accufe 
them that were either Studious, or ufed Falling and Scleragogy, as the AfTo- 
ciates and Difciples of Prifcillian , and was fo bold as to objeft the Crime of 
Hcerefie to Martin a Billiop of that time, and a Man to be compared with the 
Apoftles themfelves. 

21. For Martin (Bifhop of Tours') being now at Triers, continually urged 
Ithacius to defift from this Profecution, and befought Maximus to abftain from 
the Blood of thofe Wretches, whom it fufficed to have Excommunicated by 
Sentence of the Bifhops, being declared Hasreticks, alledging it was a new and 
unheard of Crime g{} for a Saecular Judge to decide Caufes of the Church. 

As long as Martin Gp^itinued at Triers, the Tryal was deferred, and when he 
departed, he got from Maximus a Promife, that he would not take their Lives, 
but afterward the Tyrant was drawn to the contrary Perfwafion by Magnus 
and Rufus, two Bifhops, and committed the procedure to Evodius a Man bit¬ 
terly fevere, who after two Hearings of Priftilliak, wherein he was Conviar, 
and confefled he had made Uncleannefs his bufinefs, kept Meetings of lewd Wo¬ 
men by Night, and accuftomed to Pray naked, he pronounced him Guilty, 
and committed him to cuftody till the pleafure of the Prince was known. 

Maximus was clearly for condemning him to death, which after Ithacius faw 
refolved, and the matter brought beyond poffibility of prevention, to decline 
the Odium he faw would fall upon him, withdrew out of the way. But for 

Whtrcin Prif. ^ orm fake, to conclude the Procefs, Maximus appointed another Accufer to 
“fe and demand Sentence, which was accordingly pronounced, and executed upon Prif 
dS7nd° n ' ctlllan -> Feliciffmus , Armenius, Latronianus, and Euchrecia the Wife of Dolphidi- 
atcuted. us the Rhetorician, whofe Daughter Procula, had been got with Child by Prif¬ 
cillian. Inflantius the Bilhop, and Tiler'tajtus, were banifhed into the Ifland Sy- 
lina beyond Brittaine, and others were either put to death, or for a time confined 
to certain places in Gall.

And, as it ufually happeneth in this cafe, the Haerefie of Prifcillian was not Crt fi'‘ l -i-‘s°. 

Which Sevcri. only not fupprefled by his death, but more ftrengthened, and farther propagated. 

tL Hcrcfie S For ^' s Followers, who formerly honoured him as a Saint, now reverenced him 
re ie ‘ as a Martyr. The dead Bodies were conveyed back into Spain, and their Fu¬ 
nerals celebrated with great Devotion. It became the greateft Point of Religion 
to fwcar by Prifcillian , and amongft the Orthodox fuch Differences continued 
and fuch abominable Diflentions, as could not be flilled for Fifteen years. And 
then, when by reafon of the difagreement of Bilhops efpecially, all things feemed 
to be difturbed and confounded, every thing being carried either by hatred or 
Favour, Fear, Inconftancy, Envy, Fa&ion, Luff, Avarice, Arrogance, Drow- 
zinefs, and Sloath j at laft many contended madly, and pertinacioully againft a 
few difereet and fober Perfons. And in the mean while the People of God, and 
every good Man, became a by-word, and a mocking flock. With thefe words 
Sulpicius Sever us concludes his Ecclefiaftical Hiflory, concerning the Excellency 
whereof, Jcfeph Scaliger and Giffalinus efpecially, a Learned Phyfician, who pn- 
blilhed it with Annotations, are to be confulted. Though all good Men out of 
an averfion they have to Vice, and by reafon we are only fenfible of prefent 
things, are apt to efleem their own times the mod vitious, yet his complaints 
confirm much to us the Charadler which Erafmus gives of this Age, that It was 
a matter of Wit to le a Chriflhn , that Faith was rather in their Papers , than 
their Souls, and there were almofl as many Creeds, as Profejfors. nLrJsmiH

z 3 - Ithacius, who had been the great Profecuter againft Prifcillian, continu¬ 
ing at Triers , where feveral Bilhops, who approved what he had done, and 
efpoufed his caufe as common, were aflembled, Martin the Bilhop of Tours was 
in behalf of feveral who had, according to their Allegiance, taken the part of 
Grattan, conftrained to go to Court. Maximus who protected the Bilhops, by 
their advice had refolved to fend fome Officers into Spain, furnilhed with fuffi- f r d t 
cient Power, to make Tnquifition after Hazreticks, and fpoil them of their Several. Dial. 
Lives and Eftates, by which courfe there is no doubt but a very great number 3-§-*r- 
of Holy Men would have been deftroyed, little diftindtion being made amongft 
the feveral forts, judgment being given from the eye alone, and one efleemed 
an Hxretick rather for his pale Face or Garment, than his Faith. The Bilhops 
knowing how little pleafed Martin would be with thefe things, yet were very 
much concerned left he Ihould refufe their Communion, as forefeeing that his 
Example and Authority would eafily procure him many ifollowers. Confulting 
therefore with Maximus, they think fit that certain Officers Ihould be fent to 
meet him, with orders not to come to the City, except his purpofe was in a 
peaceable manner to demeai% himfelf toward the Bilhops there refident. He 
craftily overreacheth them, profelfing that he came in the Peace of Chrift, and 
entring the City by night, went to the Church to his Devotions, and the next 
day to the Court, to follicite the Tyrant in behalf of many Perfons, of whom 
the chief were Narfes a Count, and Leucadius a Prefident, who both had been of 
Gratian s Party. 


2.4. But being as welldefirous to preferve the Hazreticks, as foch Orthodox erat 
Chriftians as would fuller with them, he made it his greateft bufinefs to 
vent the difpatch of the Tribunes into Spain with fo fevere a Commiflion. fiiumchroua- 
Maximus held him in fufpence a day or two, either for that he would put 
weight upon the bufinefs, or by reafon of his implacable dilpofition, or which "faLdi.fT 
was then generally guefled , out of Covetoufnefs, to which Vice, although ipfos etiam 
otherwife he vvas indued with many good qualities, as Severus reports, he • 

was much addidted, except in his excufe it be alledged, that the Treafury rar ‘* 
had been exhaufted by former Princes, and the great expence he was put to 

by 
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by the Civil Wars, and perpetual Marches necelfitated him to fuch courfes 
as were burthenfome to the People. But in the mean time thofe Bilhops, 
with whom Martin refufed to communicate, being fenfible of the danger 
to which they Ihould be expofed, in cafe the earneftnefs of Theognifius , 
who alone had publickly condemned them, Ihould be backed by the Autho- 
Uartin Bilhop r j t y of Martin, come trembling to the Emperour, complaining that Matters 
ofr«.wpsric- t j 1 ^ s they were precondemned and loft Men, that this Man ought 

HcmiS S- not to have been received within the Walls, who was become not only a 
ihops. Protestor of Hazreticks, but their Avenger, and in truth that they had pro¬ 
fited nothing by the death of Prifcillian , if Martin might be fuffered to 
revenge his Caufe. In fumm, they caft themfelves at his Feet, and with 
many Tears, and great Lamentations, implore his Royal Authority and Power 
to be imployed againft this one Man, who in Conjunction with Theognifius, as 
they had good caufe to apprehend, might procure the overthrow of their Caufe 
and Fortunes. 

z j. Little wanted of Martin his bejng condemned to the fame Lot with the 
Hazreticks. But though Maximus too much favoured thefe Bilhops, yet he 
had him in fo great efteem and reverence for his Piety, that he refolved to try 
another courfe, and therefore talks with him in private very lovingly, and 
labours to perfwade him that the Prifcillianifts had been condemned, rather 
by publick Juftice, than the Profecution of the Clergy, and that there was no 
caufe why he Ihould Ihun the Communion of Ithacius, and the reft of his 
Party: That Theognifius had done it. more out of Malice, than for any good 
reafon, and was Angular in this Separation; in conclufion, that Ithacius had 
been acquitted by a Synod, which had met a few days before. Martin being 
nothing moved with thefe fair words, Maximus was very angry, and ftarting • 
away from him, gave- orders that Executioners Ihould be fent to difpatch 
thofe for whom he had interceded; which as foon as he underftood, though 
in the night, he got back into the Court, and promifed, that in cafe they 
might be fpared, and the Journey of the Officers into Spain countermanded,' 

And forced :o he would communicate with Ithacius. All this was inftantly granted by Max - 
Sem K and the day following Martin, who judged it fit for hkn to comply, 

that he might divert the Sword which hung over the Necks of thofe former¬ 
ly condemned, communicated with thefe Prelates at the Confecration of 
Falix a raoft Holy Bilhop, and one that deferved to have been ordained in 
better times in the opinion of Severus. But the Bilhops having got Martin 
amongft them, with all earneftnefs imaginable prefled him to fubfcribe to 
what they had done, but could not wreft it from him; He departed the next • 
day, and in his Journey as he much bewailed his communicating with thofe 
Men, though for fo little a fpace, Severus tells us, that an Angel appeared to 
him, comforting and exciting him to re-affume his former Virtue and Con- 
Haney. From this time he never communicated with any of Ithacius his Fa¬ 
ction, confefled afterwards with Tears, that by fo doing, though but for a mo- Sedeeim p„n- 
ment, yet he had loft fome of his former Power over the Evergumeui. And al- 
though he lived Sixteen years longer, yet he never came at any Synod, but dum adut,.b 
ever Ihunned the Meetings of Bilhops. being of the fame judgment herein with 
Gregory Nazianzen, and fenfible of the great Corruptions of the times. tibutfirmwit 

26. The year following being the of our Lord, the Tenth of Valen- sotr.l.s.o. iz. 
tinian the Second, in the firft Confullhip of FI. Arcadius the Emperour, and 
FI. Banto; the'Year after the Birth of Honorius , Tmotheus Bilhop of Alexan- 
Me** dria departed this Life, and was fucceeded by Theophilus. Concerning Tima- 
ftop of Alex, theus this is memorable, that he ordained Ammon a moft Holy Monk, though 
£& to prevent being a Bilhop, he had cut off one of his Ears alledging, that the 
«ccdf. Law which was objefted to the contrary, had been obferved by the Jews, and 

profelfing that if he found a Man that had loft his Nofe, but retained his Piety, BAfam; 
he Ihould not at all ftick to ordain him Bilhop. This Year Valentinian the 
Emperour publilhed an Edidt for relealing Priloners at Eafter ,. whereat Am* 
irole Bilhop of Milan took occafion to upbraid him with Imprifoning Godly c.n.it.di 

Men 
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Men at the fame time, wherein it was the Cuftom to fet Malefactors at Liberty. 
yaiintinian For the Year following he fet forth another Edift, whereby he granted to the c 2 
^nans ta the Artans liberty to meet together, at the Inftigation and Procurement of Juftina c * ,k l - 
v/ert. his Mother, a Woman fo addicted to that Hterefie, that Ihe ufed all indea- 
vours poflible to promote it, and for that purpofe indeavoured to take from 
the Catholicks the great Church in Milan , and deliver it to them, which p* u u„ Vlt0 
Ambrofe oppofing , ihe railed a great Perlecution againft him. Theodofius in Amhr - * 
wi'deaTours^to f h® Eaft, bent his endeavours againft Paganifm , which ftill feemed to revive, s,cr ' 
fupprefs them, and recover ftrength, notwithstanding all the fatal ftroaks it had received. 

In the fame Year wherein Valentinian publilhed his Edift about emptying the c.Tb.dtp,^ 
Goals, he gave out another Refcript againft Idolaters, and fuch as conlulted 19 ' 
the Entrails of Beafts, for the knowledge of things to come. Yet were the 
times ftill fo bad, and the minds of his Subje&s ftill fo addi&ed to that Im¬ 
piety , that the Temples, and a great part of ,the Pagan Superftition, for all 
t-hefe Laws, he was conftrained ftill to permit, and the year following, he 
with his two Colleagues , Valentinian and Arcadius , inftead of dilfolving , 
decide a Controverfie about the Adminiftration of the Heathenilh Rites, 
in a Conftitution directed to Florentius the Prafettus Auguflalis to this purpole. 


27. In obtaining the Archyerofyna, or Chief Prieft-hood, 
let him fir ft be confide red, who has done moft Service in his i„ cmfequtnda XnhUrofpta nu fi p».

28. This Archyerofyna or Chief Priefthood , was' not the Prefidency in the 
College of Priefts, as fome have imagined. But thofe that bore this Office, as 
we may learn from the Epiftles of Julian in this Age, had it incumbent upon 
irhat hyero fi na them to overfee and order the Temples, appoint what was convenient to each , take 
' " care of their external Ornament, and govern, and moderate the Priefts therein Mu frpra. 

nift ring. Such Chief Priefts, in Greek were of old Scopilianus in Aft a, 

whofe Life is written by Philo ft rat us, under Julian the Apoftate, Arfacius in 
, Galatia, Theodoras in Aft a, (to whom he wrote two Epiftles yet Extant, the 

49. and 63.) and Chryfanthius in Lydia, as Euvapius fignifieth in the Life of 
Maximus. Thofe Solemnities of the Pagan Temples (as Tertu/lian ftileth them, 
befides others) were the Celebrations of Publick and Religious Mirth, and Vows, 

Feftival Aflemblies, Games and Solemnizations of Antient Sports; to which ad¬ 
hered fomewhat of Gent 'tlifm, and Superftition belonging to the Temples. Feafts 
and Banquets which were efpecially univerfally and Religioufly obferved on 
New-years-day , as befides many more ancient, feveral Writers of this Age do 
teftifie. Vows made on the Third of January in the Temples, with Feafts and 
well-wiflies for the Health of the Prince. Such alfo were the Saturnalia, the 
Bruma, or, as the Canon of the Synod in Trullo hath it, he Bromalia, celebrated 
in Honour of Bacchus , Syrnamed Bromius, and the Sacrifices of the Luftra. Thefe, 
and fuch like,were the Pagan Solemnities,to the obfervation and care of which, the 
Gentiles endeavoured at this time to force the Chriftians, who alfo many of them 
of their own accord joyned in the Celebration of thofe Myfteries, whereof the s 
Chriftian Writers of thofe times complain, and as TertuBian of old exhorted Chri- dfwiuDmini 
ftians to fly from fuch Impurities, foboth Synods and Emperours by Canons and 
Laws endeavoured to obviate this their Scandalous and (in many refpeefts) perni- c D ‘f dth:r,M 
cious Practice.

2.y. For this Archyerofyna or Superfluous employment being conferred on 
fuch as were Senators, and bore the greateft Offices in Cities, or had performed 
beft fervice to their Prince and Country was much fought after, even by fome 
Chriftians themfelves, who ftudied more their reputation than the difeharge of 
a good Confcience, cafily being perfwaded, that Prevarication and unlawful 
Communication in Heathenifli Myfteries, would not flick to this Action, which 
only refpedted the Decency and order of Adminiftration, and was void ofSuper- 
ftition in it felf; however it had regard to the Pagan Temples, and the Solemni- 
tiesthereof. Now by the Infcription or Direction of this Law, to the Prefeft 
of /Egypt (who as we formerly fhewed, was called Auguflalis ) this vicious 
Cuftom, as we may learn, was moft prevalent in that County, which having of 
old, been more than any other addifted to Idolatry, was ftiil more tenacious 
of it,-as appears by a Law made the preceding Year, which notwithlTanding 
yet the year following, viz. A. D. 587. So little Reformation was wrought, c.n.j e 
and former Conftitutionsfo little obeyed, that to inforce them was fent Cynegius Pag™* t. 9 . 
the Prafeflus Pratorio into /Egypt, who prohibited Sacrifices, as Zozimus with L 
great grief witnefleth, as alfo Idacita. And notwithftanding all thofe indeavours, ' 7 +> 
yet were not thefc Sacrifices wholly forborne, and laid afide, till the Year 391. chmn. 
througli the indeavours of Evagrius the Prafelhts Auguflalis , and the Count of 
s.Egypt , at the earneft importunity and procurement ot Theophilus the Bifhop of 
Alexandria, as appears from Eurapius, in the life /Edefius. Zozimus, our own L , f ft 799 
iiiisofficc of Ecclefiaftical Writers, and a Law Extant in the Code of Theodofius. Neither is n.c*m. 
£ rSddcn it to be doubted, but that Theophilus, by whole mediation and indeavours, Sacri- 
»cimitians. flees at length were prohibited and taken way, procured alfo that the Chriftians, 
within his Patriarchal care, fhould be forbidden to difeharge any more this Pagan 
and fcandalous Office, whereof wc treat. 

30. For although they themfelves dc-filed not their Perfons and prs>fcflion, by 
the SuperftitiousWorfliipufed in and about the Temples , and neither thofe 
Solemnities full of grofs Idolatry and Pagan Impieties, yet as the-Law expre/Terh 
it, it was unfeemly, or ro fpeak more truly, unlawful for Chriftians to have 
charge of Temples and their Solemnities, who ought to fliun fuch an employment, 
though not thereto obliged by any prohibition. This becoming in thofe times 
a cale of Confcience; the practice was condemned as unlawful by G rati an, as 
Zozimus the Hiftorian witnefleth, and Terrullian had long before fo decided 
it, in feveral places of his Book concerning Idolatry, for this charge, though it 
could not be called Sacrificing, yet as he terms it, might juftly have the name 
All Pagm of Adjacrificium, which word being rightly adjudged, and reftored to him by a * 0 $ c . 
Superftition learned Man, he might as well ufe as Admilitia is ufed by tiie Lawyer. Had 
ChriftiaRs" t0 thefe Solemnities been harmlefs mirths, deftined only to Recreation, no fuch 
‘ aiIS ' prohibition had been laid on Chriftians, but the very end and defign of them mad jacrifd - 
was fuperftitious and Pagan. As the Celebration of Games and votive Sports 
were in honour of their Gods obfervcd,in memory oftheirNativities,andDedica- 
tion of their Temples, as Laflantius writes, who thereupon concludes, that .what 
Chriftian foever was prelent at the Spcttacula, or fhews which were made for a 
Religious end, fuch an one departed from the worfliip of the true God, and betook 
himfelf to the Pagan Deities, whofe Nativities and Feftivals he fo Celebrated. 

For the Par an ufed to keep holy the Eucania, or days of the dedication of their 
Temples, and had their Feafts and Banquets Sympofia\ in honour of their Gods; 
whence alfo proceeded their Confraternities. 


Cuftoms of 31. As Chriftians of themfelves were too forward to undertake the charge of 
P»g«n origi. Archyerofyna , tempted with the reputation thereof, fo at thele Games and Feafts, in 
te 0 fe b m ; they were ftill conftrained by the Pagans to beprefenr, mother Countries befides 
'knto chriiu- dEgypt, infomuch that the African Fathers alittie after, about the year 399. ft.nJ. ftff. 
“*• could not but take notice of it, and ordain that the Emperours be Petitioned, 

that feeing in man y places, thefe Feafts were kept contrary to Divine Pr<scepts *£fg v ff* s * 
and which taking their Original from Pagan Error, Chriftians were compelled by 'a r/fiMya- 
Ethnicks to Ce/^ra/e,whereupon another Perfecution feemed fecretly to be made 
under Chriftian Emperours, they would pleafe to forbid fuch Cuftoms,and caufo 

them 
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them to be prohibited in Cities and Countries, under a certain Penaltv~al ~ ~~ 

ledging, that Chriftians ought not to be compelled to thofe things which are 
contrary to Gods command, and in doing which they fhould incurr ereatanS 
apparent danger ot their Souls. By fuch like means as this, it came to pafs that 
whereas by permiffion of fome Conftitutions of Chriftian Princes, thofe vo 
tive Feafts and Solemnities had been obferved through the parts of Africk 
vvith this caution, that they Ihould be Celebrated without any Sacrifice, or other 
damnable Superftition, as Honorius limits them ( which Law is ft ran aely re 
tamed in Jujtinian's Code) yet Nine years after they were .utterly removed" 
ta^en away, and prohibited by the fame Emperour in another Conftitution 
together with the other Reiiques of Pagan Superftition, who makes it utterly * 7, 
unlawful to hold thofe Feafts, or any other Solemnities; giving unto Billions 
Power and Authority to prohibit them, by the fame Law which Tribonianus 
though he retained the former, yet hath omitted in Juftinians Code. * c.tb.j tPa .

r ~. So jealous were the Fathers of the Church, leaft Chriftians fhould de- 
themfdveswith Pagan Impurities, and thereby give matter of fcandal both 
to Infidels and Proieffors, that by their own Writings, Canons, and Imperi. 
al Conlatutions by them procured, they laboured by all means to caufe them 
to fhun all appearance or evil in this refpeft. And for thofe reafons they were 
alio fometimesfo moved as to condemn, forbid, and put down fuch Cuftoms 
23 werereten from Pagan ■Precedents, though well intended and 
diredfed to a good end. So Ambrofs Bifhop of Milan at this time, perceiving how 
by the heedleinefs of Church Ofhcers, many Pagan Cuftoms had crept in amongft

rate, and fway the Councils of thofe in Authority, according to time and 
place, the exigencieof affairs, and the good or ill ufage of fuch Cuftoms and 
Inftitutions. Julian made ufe of fuch Chriftian Rites as he faw were prudent, 
and conducing in their very Nature and drift to order, fettlement, and exergeti- 
cai impreffions, and why might not Chriftian Governours, as well as he, aftume 
the quality of the Serpent, which is not inconfiftent with the nature of the Dove? 
and having to do with fuch Perfons as had been inured to fuch Cuftoms,by a change 
of the defign,and propofal of a new end,render them not only Innocent, but fignifi- 
cative, and edifying, all Creatures being the poffeffion of God, and the ufe of 
them as applicable to his Glory, as to vain and impious purpofes. 

34 - But as there are no certain and particular Rules for individual actions, 
thefe things being left to the care and charge of Governours, who are only 
limited by decency and order,and confined within the borders of ^Edification ; fo 
accordingly were they affetted, and fleered the Helm as varioufly directed by De invent . /. 
Comportment of things, times, and Perfons, in thofe primitive and more pure*-'- 6 - 
Ages ofthe Church ; yet may we obferve that the vulgar, as in all other cafes, 
fo in this, would be Mafter of Words, Phrafes, and Terms. Therefore though 
Pope Silvejler , as Poly Jo re Vergil is of opinion, out of hatred both to the Names 
and Memory ofthe Gentile Gods, gave order that the days of the week fhould 
The days. be call . ed by the name of Ferie, and the diftin&ionto be made by Prima Feria 
Secunda Feria, Tertia Feria, &c. Yet fo that the Sabbath and the Lords-day 
fhould hold their Jewifh and Chriftian Names, and Places, as they did before ; 
this became no certain Rule to Chriftians , Writers, or others. For though that 
day we ftill call Saturday, had amongft them the name of Sabbath, which was 
peculiar to it, and applicable to no other day whatfoever, for many Ages ; and 
although that day on which our Saviour arofe from the Dead, be by St. John 
called by the name ofthe Lords-day, by St. Paul the firft day of the Week; yet 
Jyftin Martyr givej it the appellation of Sunday , which it ftill referves, as alfo 
Tertullian by whom it is ftiled fomtimes Dies Solis, and fometimes Dominicus, and . - . , . 
in many Edi&sof Chriftian Emperours,in the Synod held at Dixfolufinum, in the " ™ mV ‘ s 
lower Bavaria, A.D.yjz.lt hath alfo the name of .SWa^not to fpeak ofWriters and ‘ 
the ordinary fpeech of the Vulgar, with which this fame name hath prevailed in 
all Ages downward. In like manner the Months have retained-.their ancient Pagan 
names,though at firft given tothem, as well as to the days of theWeek in memory of 
their Fictitious Deities, the ufe of which,neither as to the one,nor other forr,did the 
Fathers forbid and condemn,although perhaps they could better have liked others ; 

And Months tor if we keep the name ofMarch,and yet think not on Mars,why may we no tSaith a * * 
thi " by Prferve the name of Saturday, without thinking of Saturn.So Jong hath this *£lS 5 . 

Gultomot Speech continued, that the iunocency ofthe prefent defign, together 
with the ignorance of the Vulgar, as to its ancient fignification, may juftly re¬ 
move all fufpition of the prophanenefs, and confequently the unlawful ufe thereof. 

The HolyGhoft it felf hath hot difdainedto apply unto facred purpofes, words of 
Art ufed by Pagan Writers, as Paradifus. Hades , Apoftolus and Clerus.

was the Eighth of Theodofius, dyed Cyril Bifhop of Jtrufalem, who had much ex¬ 
perienced the viciffitude of humane afiairs, and the condition which attends 
thofe that will live Godly in this prefent World, having been often driven from hi s firip " W 
See and reftored again.from the times of Conflantius. There are extant certain Ca- 
techifmes,which,as it’s faid,he made in his Youth, but are fufpefted. He was fuc- 
ceeded by John , who as Hieronie writes, (inveighing againft him, under the ltUm ‘£- Cu 
name of Pretextatus) had formerly joyned with the Arians and Macedonians , 

and now of late, had been drawn offto the Orthodox Party, by the hopes of a 

Bithoprick. This year was alfo the laft of Philaftrtus Biffiop of Brixia, who 
wrote againft Hxrefies a good Book, wherein yet go under that name certain 
lenents which this Age will eafily excufe from error. Auguftine by this time was

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Rhetorick in that City, and Symmachus Prasfeft of Rome, being defired to fend a 
Man fit for fuch an imployment, by the affiftance of his Friends the Manic bees, 
refonmedfrom he procured to be fent, being now Thirty years of Age, where falling iuto the 
liisioofe courfe Company and Familiarity of Amhrofe the Biihop, by degrees he began to appre- , 

of life. hend and diflike the errors ofthe Manichees; yet for the time, this change con¬ 

duced fo little to his proficiency in Chriftian Religion, that he did but make an al¬ 
teration hereby to Antichriftianifm, being much inveighled by the Academick 
Philolophers, who at this time were in great efteem, and thereby hindred the 
progrefs of the Chriftian Dotftrine. For they openly ftuck not to affirm, that 
Chriftians had taken many Sentences out of Plato, and particularly St. John the 
Evangel# the Exordium of his Gofpel, fora fmuch as Plato talks much about the 
word or \oyo$, but info vaft a different manner from that wordy as it is facred in 
Chriftianity, that fuch as are but meanly converi'ant in both, may eafily difcover 
the cheat, that it is in vain to inftance in particulars ; however this prejudice 
was in this Age whereof we write, none of the leaft remora’s to the progrefs of 
Chriftianity, though fome of later times have fo canted in PJatonick expreffions, 
and doated upon his mifapprehended Myfteries, as to conjoyn them with the 
Magnalia of our Faith; and more mifchief had been the effedfc hereof, had not dJtfr.ihnA 
Amhrofe obviated the defign, by his Books written concerning Philofophy, aj.Ri/w&i* 
againft Plato and thole his Followers, wherewith Auguftine when older and 
wifer, confefied himfelf much edified. 

3 6. Monica his Mother, following himto Milan , omitted no means fibe thought 
proper for his effe&ual Converfion, which was better and more eafily accompliffi- 
ed, after the return of his Concubine into Africk, by whom he had a Son called 
Adeodatus. At the entrance of Banto upon his Confuhhip, he made a Panygyri- 
cal Oration, before ValentinicnHoe Emperour, upon occasion whereof, afterward, 
he bewailed the ftate of his Soul, at that time, which with fome impetuofity was 
carried out intheProfecurjonofCarnal and Ambitious purpofes, and wholly ta¬ 
ken up in a difquifition of Academick queftions, and Platonick Speculations. But 
at length, by the reading of St. /W,and the fruitful converfation of Simplidanus, 
a Pious and Learned Prieft, it pleafed God, by degrees, to inftilinto his heart the 

is Baptised knowledge and love of the truth, fo that being as we faid converted in the Thirt * 
*jmblofi by year ofhis Age, after he had continued a Catechumenus for two years or 
Bifhop. more, he was baptized in his Thirty fourth year at Milan, by Amhrofe the Biihop 
of that City, in the Feaft of Eafter, together with Adeodatushis natural Son, a 
Youth of about Fifteen years of age, of extraordinary parts, who dyed not long^ 
after in Africk , and Alipius of Hippo his dear Friend; after which they depart¬ 
ed for Rome , and there, expeded till the year following, a convenient time for re¬ 
turning into their own Countries. 

37. We have often made mention of the Catechumeni , concerning whom, 
though the Reader, by the Circumftances of the Story, may apprehend fufficient 
for the knowledge of their condition in reference to Chriftianity ,yet for his clearer 
infight into thefe Ecclefiaftical affairs, itfeems requifite to fpeak fomthingmore, 
both concerning thofe Perfons, and other forts, and ranks of Men, as they flood 
in relation to the Church. For there were feveral ranks and degrees, through 
which the ancient Chriftians thought fit thatConverts ffiould pafs,for the informati- 

Thc feveral on °^ t ^ ieir ^hids, and the fubjeding of their Spirits to the holy Difcipline, before 
Ranks and they would admit them to the Sacrament of Baptifm,the£«c£<»r/./?,or Holy Orders, 
primwve c th - ^ lie ^ ra °k ^ as thofe,who were to learn the firft Rudiments of Chriftianity, 

verts. ° a who were admitted to their Schools to hear the Chatechifts (fuch as Origen was in 
the Church of Alexandria , though not in Holy Orders, and but Ten years of 
Age) concerning whom Eufelius writes, that many Gentiles came to hear him 
Preach, and were converted, as Plutarch and Heracles his Brother, the 
firft of whom fullered Martyrdom, and the other became afterward Biffiop 
of Alexandria. Such as were bred up thus in Schools, were called Educati , and 
they and others being admitted to Homilies, Expofitions,and kiftru&ions in the 
tcs u ,cn ' Church, were called Audientes, this being the tirft ftep in the Chriftian School, 

and it pleafed God, by his Preaching and Inftrndion to convince fuch as came *&****•

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rather for Novelty many times than love to the truth, or perhaps to Scoff and 
Deride ; if they began to like of the way, and judge it worth their while to 
. lift at : though not juft take up) the Crofs of Chnft, they were admitted to rh P 
rank of Catechumen, for a more clear and full undemanding of the Myfteries of 
Faith, being permuted to ftand in a more convenient and honourable place than 
the Audientes, and as appertaining to the Church, though not yet fully received 
into her bofome, they were figned with the fign of the Crofs at their Admi/finn ^ Jeiii 
Thefe were the Chriftian Embrio’s, who increafing in the knowledge and 
Holy Difcipline, received from the Church fuch whoifome nouriffiment 
thereby to grow to the perfeiftion of Children, vivacious and ready for the birth un ' 
at what time they ivere regenera ted by Baptifm. 

38. Tot which, when they were thought fit, and fufficiently inftrudfed. thev 
gave up their names to the Bifhop, and humbly defiring to be partakers of that 
Holy Sacrament, they had die name of Competentes, to whom the Ninth Canon

have owned, and to which they have publickly profefled to adhere. Being 
iniirutii, thus Baptized and made Chriftians, they were termed, InfiruCliy Neopbyti , and 
by aliufion to the Saccular Warfare, Tirones. To exprefs the Effects of Baptifm, 
they wore White Garments, till the Oftaves of Eafter t the Lords*day following, 
or L ow-Sunday, which hereupon was called Dominica in Allis. Now were they 
Tidtiu. reckoned amongft the Fideles or Faithful , being permitted to ftay after the Ser- 
' mons and Reading of the Scriptures, allowed to behold the Holy Myfteries of 
the Altar, and partake of the Lords Table, all which had been denied to them 
when Catechumeniy to whom after the faid Sermons and Readings, Mijfa eft was 
pronounced, being not permitted to view the Sacraments. Yet were not thole 
Novices for all this, permitted fuddenly to enter into Holy Orders, it being againft 
exprefs Canons, for fuch to be made Priefts and Bifhops, although in the cafe of 
St. Amlrefe and feme others, the publick utility procured a Difpenfation and Ex¬ 
ception to this General Rule. 

40. But (to return from this Digreffion) the Year following, wherein 77 - 
m.ifius and Promotus were Confuls, the Fourteenth of Valentinian the Second, 
and the Eleventh of Theodofius A. D. 389. Auguftine having wintered at Rome, 
pa/Ted down to Ojlra, intending thereto Sail over into Africk, but there he was 
kept for feme time by the Sicknels of his Mother Monica , which Pious Matron # ,nw *' 
here ended her days. Having performed the laft Offices of Duty to her, he failed 
over with a profperous Gale, together with Alipius and Evodius his Companions, 
who accompanied him into the Country, where they fpent their time in difcharge 
of all Godly Exercifes, and Auguftine wrote feveral Books before he entred into ub. 1. 
the Orders of Priefthood, which he mentioneth in his Retractations. This fame 
Year alfo departed to a better Life, in the Sixty fifth Year of his Age, Gregory Na- 
Gregory i\a % zianzen Syrnamed the Divine, his Death happening Three Years before St. Hie- 
•danzen dies. rome wrote his Book concerning Ecclefiafiical Writers, which the Author himfelf 

affirms to have been in the Fourteenth Year of Theodofius . He was of a middle e J J J* 
Stature, a fweet and pleafant afpeCt, fomething pale, his Hair on his Head very *** 
thin, yet his Beard thick, his Nofe fomewhat flat, eye-brows high, his right A. D. 389. 
Eye being a little contracted by a Skar. Though he feemed to be of a robuft 
Conftitution, yet was he forely broken by continual pains of the Gout, and 
other Infirmities, which confining him to his Bed, he therein refrelhed himfelf 
with feveral Elegant and Witty Poems made concerning himfelf upon various 
Occafions, of which molt are yet Extant. He complains not lo much of his 
Bodily Infirmities, as the pricks of the Flefh wherewith he was forely afflidled, 
which having eafily conquered in his Youth, by all the means and endeavours 
he could ufe, he could very hardly fubdue in his old Age. He had made his Te- 
ftament feme years before, by which he gave all he had to the ufe of the Poor 
of the Church of Nazianzen, except certain Legacies left to his Kindred. There¬ 
in mentioning Alypiana by the Name of his Daughter, and Meletius his Son in 
Law; Baronius is careful to put us in mind, that neither was lhe indeed his true 
Daughter, nor he his Son in Law, forafmuch as he himfelf profefleth, that he re¬ 
tained his Virginity inviolable. But lhe, together with Eugenia and Nonna, were 
the Daughters of Gorgonia his Sifter, Married to. VitalianuSy to whom lhe bare 
alfo Two Sons Peter and Phocat. Alypiana was Married to Nicolulus an eminent 
Perfon, and was the Mother of Nicolulus the Younger, of whom Gregory alfo 
maketh mention. But although Nazianzen being a Bilhop, had no Children, 
yet his Father had, who was a Bilhop too, and begot them in Wedlock after he 
was initiated in the Holy Orders, which we are content, feeing he himfelf 
hath no mind to it, to obferve for the Cardinal. Amongft his Works which 
pafs under the Name of Nazianzen , the Tragedy doth not at all favour of his 
Style, nor obferves the ftridt Rule of Iamhicks , according to his Cuftom, imi¬ 
tating rather Euripides as our Fulke hath obferved.

in the Senate Houfe might be reftored. Hereat he conceived, fuch Indignation 
againft him, that he Banilhed him his Prefence • and although afterward he was 
fo far reconciled to him either through his Apology of the Mediation of a .No¬ 
vation Bilhop (as Socrates would have it) as both to pafs by the Offence, arid p Cr 'j £ CI4 ' 
the following year to honour him with the Title of Confiili yet he proceeded 
more vigoroufly againft that Superftition, for which he had . interceded.., For it nwhtan. 
appears from Prudentius the Poet, that after his arrival at Rome he made it his 
chiefeft care to purge that City from Paganilh Superftition and Idolatry, taking 
order with the Citizens, that Sacrifices and Heathenilh Feftivities Ihould be abo- 
lilhed, and the Statues of Idols be broken in pieces, except fuch as were moll 
notable for the exquifiteriefs of the Workmanlhip and fame of the Artifi¬ 
cers. . •. <; • ' 

41. Hence it came to pafs, to the great grief of the Pagans,. ;that the Capitol 
was deprived of its Gods, the Nefts where they had harboured, being all 
rent, and broken. And if Zozimus fays true. Avarice ploatfted it felf with 
the appearance of Zeal ; as it ever happens in Reformations: For StilieOy he Lib. j. 
tells us, took away the Plates of Gold from the Door of he Capitol, and his 
Wife Serenay depriving Rhea the Mother , of the Gods, of thofe Jewels which 
hung about, her neck, apply’d them; to (her own private ufe and ornament. 

But had the Chriftian zeal of Theodofius flayed here, the Pagans had not furrow- r 
Dcmo'.ifhing ed to fo high a degree. Still remained the Temple of Serapis at Alexandria , 
the Temple o f one of the greateft Marks and Encouragements of their fuperftition yet ftand- 
iexandria. ing, famous throughout the whole Worfdforthe ftamlinefs of its Stru&ure, the ^«^„. 

Solemnity of its Worlhip, and the antiquity thereof j . but this very Temple ceiiinm. 
this fame year, by command of the Emperour, was utterly destroyed* ..The Pa¬ 
gans of ''Egypt (as we noted before ) were of all others moft tenacious of their 
Heathenilh Rites,and comported themfelveslefs than any others to the pra&ice and 
courfe of the prefent times, not forbearing to teftifie their diflike.by extravagant 
pra&ices upon occafion, as they did at this feafon, railing great Stirs and Tu¬ 
mults againft the Chriftians their Neighbours, who had dilcovered and laid, open 
the wickedneft of fome of their Gentile Myfteries., The. deftru&ion of the Tem¬ 
ple had been predicted by Bejfarion an Abbat, as alfo by Antoninus an Ethnick Eunapius in 
Philofopher or Magician, which foretelling of ; his, did very, much incourage and /Edefiu 
confirm the Pagans, and open their Mquths in pleading for -their Gods, though 
othefwfte the lois diey had lhftaiued by, the deftru^tfon of their Temple, had 
fout them with Shame. aqd t Gfopftern^tion. ; This gave, occafion to St. Auguftine 
to write a Book concerning the Divination ;: of Spirits, ; as he himfelf teitifieth 
at the beginning of that Work. : . ; ...... 

which very 43. What indignation was conceived ; by the Pagans, for the ruine of this fa- 
rt)e C pa in anf eS raous Temple, appears from Eunapius Bar dianus t the Compiler, of the Lives pf 
t e agans. j Man extremely-additfeed to. Heathenilh Superftitipns and Magical 

Arts, and who lived at this time whereof, we write.He rails exceedingly againft 
TbeophiluSy whom he calls a Piacular Map, and the reft.that were employed in 
that work deriding them for making. War againft the .Stones, Statues, with 
other Materials, and twitting them for their. Avarice*; Sacrilege and Impiety, 
in fpoiling the place of its rich Ornaments and Treafure. But he hath no pa¬ 
tience when he comes to relate how into thefelacred places, as he calls them, 
were Chriftian Monks introduced, men in appearance (laith he) but living as 
filthily as Swine. He adds, that they did publickly commit infinite and un- 
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fpeakabIe Villanies,. yet was it held a piece of Piety in them to Conculcate ..' 

and defile theefteem and reverence of the Holy place; for at that time (To he 
goes on) every one that wore Black, and fhamed not to appear publickly in 
had Cloathes, obtained a certain Tyrannical kind of Authority, into fuch an 
opinion of Vertue was that fort of men advanced, of whom alfo is fpoken in 
the Commentaries of Univerfal Hiftory. They placed Monks (To he proceeds 
in his Ethmck fury) at Canobus , that for Gods who are feen no otherwife than 
by the mind, they might give divine Honours to Slaves and Flagitious perfons, for 
they Inewed for Gods the feafoned and felted Heads of fuch, as for the multi¬ 
tude of Villanies, had by the Judges been put to death, to thofe they bowed' 
the Knee, thofe they received into the number of Gods appearing all ragged and 
nafty at their Sepulchres: Amongft thefe fome were Martyrs, others Deacons, 
and were accounted Melfengers and Arbitrators of Prayers and Petitions with 
the Gods, whereas they were perfidious Slaves, ignominioufly fubje&ed to Stripes, 
and bearing Scars in their Bodies, the Marks and Tokens of their Wickednefs and 
Villanies. Yet fuch Gods doth the Earth bring forth. Thus the Impious 
Wretch out of his blafphemous mouth belcheth Lies and Slanders againft the 
glorious Martyrs; a very fit Authour for the Cardinal Annalift to ufe in be- 
half of his Catholick Religion and Worihip of Relicks, againft the Hereticks of 
this Age (us poor Prot eft ants) if all be confidered : Juft fuch another as Apion 
or Tacitus, or fome fuch lying and railing Rabjhekah , in the JeWifh Mat¬ 
ters. 

44. But Ruffims hath delcribed, together with this moft Magnificent Temple, l.2.c. 22 ,(Sc. 
thefe moft Flagitious Myfterieswont to be celebrated with thofe privy Frauds 
therein ufed to deceive the People. Socrates writes, how Theophilus the Bifhop L.y c.i 6 ,t 7 . 
of Alexandria being authorized by the Emperour to deftroy thefe Cages of un¬ 
clean Beafts, fhewed forth to the open face of the World the vain and ridiculous 
Praflices ufed both in the Temple of-W»and others, caufing fuch things among 
them as refembled the Yards ofmentobe carried through the Forum to their ui> 
ter Shame and Ignominy. That the Pagans inhabiting Alexandria, and above 
the reft fuch as profefled Philofophy, feeing how things went, could no longer 
contain themfelves, but added new and far more grievous Offences to their for- 
S 8 up?n m ^ r rh in Cruelty They all jointly fet upon 

the chriftianr,^ Chriftians, who ftanding upon their defence, a great Fray enfued 
Of whom a wherein died a far greater number of the Faithfull, than of the Panans who 

fr" nuw in their cold bloud confidering what they had done, and apprehending the 

' - Emperour s fore difpleafure, ran away and hid themfelves in feveral lurking pla¬ 

ces, of which number were Helladius and Ammonias, both Grammarians of 
whom Socrates faith, he was Scholar in his younger years. * 

But the Fray being over, the Governour of Alexandria and the General 
of the Army came to aflift Theophilus in the overthrow of the Temples which 
now went down apace, the Idols of the Gods being turned into Kettles and 
other neceflary Veflels, for the Emperour commanded they Ihould be fold for 
the benefit of the Poor. Yet <Ud Theophilus order that fome one Idol Ihould be 
referved and fet up m fome publick place of the City, therewith to difgracethe 
Ethmck Religion m after-time. Socrates aflures us, that to his knowledge Am- 
montus the Grammarian was much troubled thereat; faying, that the Pagan Reli¬ 
gion thereby was fubjefled to much Infamy and Reproach. This was the 
greateft blow that the publick profeflion of Paganifin had received, this place 
Gi Alexandria being, as it were, the Fountain of that Worihip and Superftkion, 
which being deftroyed and removed out of the way, the other HoufS which 
Amoneft were but as Chape s in companion of this Temple, were more eafily demolilh-' 
iSZSL * h ? <*" tlles w* "pair and rage, alTembled all mm for de- T . r —— .

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4A About this time it feemed good unto the Church, ( fo Socrates expref- L - 5 C **S* 
feth himfelf) to take away the Office of fuch Priefts, as were appointed throughout 
every Church, to receive Penitents after Confeflion, unto the Company of the 
Faithfull • and that for this occafion.. Since the time that the Novations fepara- 
ted themfelves, and refufed to communicate with fuch as fell in the Perfection 
under DeciusJ the Bilhops added to the Ecclefiaftical Canons, that in every 
Church a Prieft Ihould be appointed, for the re-admiflion of Penitents, to the 
end that fuch as had fallen after Baptifm Ihould in his hearing confefs their Sin 
and Infirmity; which Canon is as yet in force among other Se<fts, onely the 
true Chriftians imbracing the Faith of one Subfiance, together with the Novati¬ 
ons have Banilhed this Penitential Fuhcftion.

A certain 
Noblewoman came to fuch a Prieft and confefled orderly the Sins Ihe had com¬ 
mitted after Baptifm, at length accufed her felf of another Crime, declaring that 
a Deacon of that Church had abufed her Body. For this Offence, by this means 
brought to light, the Deacon was Banilhed the Church, and the People was much 
moved, afwell in regard of the heinous offence committed, as that the Church 
was thereby much loaded with Reproach arid Infamy. But the Priefts being 
lharply rebuked, and the aforefeid Crime obje&ed to them, Eudamon Minifter 
of that Church advifed Netlarius the Bilhop to take away the Funtftion of the 
Shriving Prieft, and grant free liberty to every one as his Confidence ferved him, 
to partake of the Holy Myfteries, to prevent the like Scandal for the time to 
come. So much did Socrates hear of this matter from Eudamods own 
Mouth. 

47. About the fame time Theodofius the Emperour committed fuch a piece of Se¬ 
verity as gave occafion to fuch an a of Church Difcipline,which as for the Dignity 
of the Subject hath been remarkable to all Pofterity. The thing was this.

The News coming to Milan , where the Bilhops were at 
CCn UrC ' fembled in a Synod, Ambrofe in the Name of all, firft by Letters fignified to 
the Emperour, how horrid a Fa<ft he had committed, and that thereby he had 
rendered himfelf unworthy of Chriftian Communion, arid wheri Theodofius came 
to give fatisfaftion, arid remove the Scandal, he publickly and ftoutly refufed 
him entrance into the Church for eight Months, till his Penitence might fully 
appear, enjoyning him withall to make an Edi<ft, whereby Sentence of Death 
and Confifcation of Goods Ihould be flopped from Execution for thirty days; 
that the Merit of the Caufe might in fufch a fpace of time be throughly weighed 
and examined. ... _ . 

48. The Emperour received this Chaftifement with wonderfull Humility, Pa¬ 
tience and Moderation, letting thereby fuch a Copy and Pattern of fubmiffion 
to Ecclefiaftical Cenfures, as St. Ambrofe , St. Auguftine, with the reft of the 
Churchmen and Writers of that Age, arid all ever lince have both applauded and 
admired. But Eraftus an eminent German Phyfician, fo learned in his Art that 

Riolan efteems him the greateft man that hath lived fince Femelius, whatever his in Anihrofo^ 
fuccefs was in Theology, wherein he travelled much alfo, hath palled a lharp 
Cenfure upon this Dilcipline fo leverely prefled upon the Imperial Majefty of VideHoJjpinra- 
Tbeodofius, terming it an unjuft A<ft, and affirming, that it can never be main- 
tained by any true and folid Reafons. However the Humility of Theodofius afwell 
herein was eminent as in another point, wherein St. Ambrose alfo largely ihewed 
his Ecclefiaftical Authority. It was the Cuftome at Conflantinople for the Em- 
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A "‘” perours to fit within the Chancel amongft the Clergy, at celebration of Divine 
tine; in the ‘ Service, which Theodojius thinking with as little difficulty to doe at Milan , the 
Chancel by Bifliop would not fuffer him to enjoy that privilege and convenience in his Church 
° f but bade hira 8° out and fit with the reft of the Laicksinthe body of the Church, 
to which order lie not onely fubmitted whilft he there refided, but at his return 
to Conftantinople is laid there allo to have obferved it, though invited by the 
JJilhops to reaftiime his former Seat: and Sozomen tells us, that his SiiccelTours 
herein followed his example, of which this Hiftorian himfelf was an Eye-wit- 
nefs. But here for the underft&nding this and other pallages more fully, we ihall 
ipeak fomething concerning the form and falhion of their Churches in thofe Pri¬ 
mitive times, with the order of their fitting, and how each Perfon was placed 
according to his calling and funftion, being much affifted in the difquifition of 
this matter from what our moft Learned Mountague hath written of this Sub* 
je#. 


49. The firft place we meet with wherein Chriftians made their Allemblies 
rh efirft p, a. was that 'rmtfov, or upper Room, mentioned in Scripture, where the Difciples 
to Divin c e s«- afl ®® bIcd P relentl y after our Lord’s Paffion. Yet according to convenience, and 
vice. as they might doe it with fafety they met fometimes in one place, and fometimes 

in another. In procefs of time, divers devout Chriftians gave their own Man- 
fion Houfes to be Meeting places for their Synaxes or Holy Allemblies, which 
- Theophilus (he to whom St. Luke Dedicateth his Book) is faid to have done 
at Antioch, being if not the very firft, yet one of the firft of thofe Benefadtours, 
which example was followed by Claudius Pudens a Senatour at Rome , who con- 
fecrated his Houfe to Divine Service, with the Title (as they called it) of Eccle- 
fia Pafioris, or the Shepherd’s Church. By little and little in fucceeding Ages 
ri • 1 2 ouIes w , ere budt f° r tb ' s very purpofe, efpecially in peaceable times, as under 

iatlon« apPC ‘" TitHS > Adrian, Antoninus Pius , Commodus and others. Thefe they called *Aides 
Sacra :, Oratoria , Evjeraeat, Martyria , Domus Orationis , Ecclejiee and by 

lome other Names, never in thofe ancient times Templa or Templum and Ec- 
cleftte ftanding UJitAit*, in oppofition, before the timeo i Conjlantine yet even in 
thefe times were fome called Kveoty#}, built and adorned more than ordinary, 
all which were demolilhed by Edicts of Dioclejian and Maximinus. After the 
converfion of Conjlantine they began to be built fumptuoufly, and to be called 
Templa, but not Monajleria , Semncea, Synagogcs , or the like. Yet in Ignatius 
his Epillle to the Trallians, the Chrillian Allembly is termed Synagoga , contrary 
to what is affirmed by Gregory Martin a certain Literator, who brauls againft us 
for fometime ufing the word Congregation for the Church (which we did in 
that notable Colled: before the late Revifing of the Liturgy) as if they two 
were incompoffible. 

yo. The moft ancient Chriftian Churches were of an Oval Figure, or ’£m u {y.i, t 
like fome fort of Ships (upon which account the Body of the Church by Cano- 
nifts is ftill called Navis) long, narrow before and behind, bulked out on both 
method of 3 fldes in . the ™ iddle - l n l he midft was the Bifhop’s Seat, ftyled for the Af- 
feating the cent to lf > an d G>*jvc f for its eminency. At the Eaft was placed the Altar, though 
Congregation, at Antioch fometime in the Weft. In the middle was alfo the Amto or Desk 
where the Old and New Teftament was Read to the People by the Anagnofles 
or Reader.. Round about the Bifhop’s Seat fate the Presbyters, and behind them 
Rood the Deacons, except the Primicerius Diaconorum , or the Archdeacon, who 
conftantly attending the Bifliop flood clofe by him, beingever the Eldeft in time, 
and not preferred out of afFedion ,• excepting alfo thofe Deacons who by courfe 
attended at the Women’s Seats to fee all things decent and in good order. On 
one fide fate the Lay-men, and on the other the Women, feparated from the 
Seats of the Bifhops and Priefts by Cancelli or Rails, as alfo from each other 
At the Mens Seats attended the O/liarii , as the Deacons at thofe of the Women, 

Young Men, ft there was room fate, if not, ftood ; Boys were with their Fa¬ 
thers , Girls with their Mothers. Widows and Elder Women fate foremoft, 

Married Wives and Mothers by themfelves. The Younger fort of Women, if 
there was room, ftood among the Grave Matrons ; if not, behind them. 

The Deacons took care that none talked, whifpered, laughed, coughed or fnee- 
zed aloud, flept or otherwife mifdemeaned themfelves in the time of Di¬ 
vine Service, every one being to demean himfelf with deferetion, as underftanding 
the bulinefs in Hand, with lobriety, watchfulnefs and attention to what was done ***»«*•* 
or faid. As for private Oratories or Chapels they had none, for private Hou- 
fes or feveral Families, which ufe when afterward it crept into the Church, be

f which certainly is the humbleft pofture ) a Stranger coming in ffiould not 
foe one Man in the Church befides the Minifter. A Cuftome which is both the 
effedt and the caufe of pride, Hath, irreverence and contempt of all good order.

a, The Law made by Tbeodojius for deferring execution Thirty Days, is yet 
extant both in the Code of Theodojius and JuJlinian, directed to Flavianus the ** 9 * 
Prafeftus Prcetorio of Illyricum and Italy , in the Name of Gration. Valentinian and ' 47 ‘ ' °* 
Theodojius from Verona, in the Confulfoip of Amonius and Syagrius, which is eight 
years before the true date thereof, for elfe Theodojius muft have come into Italy 
before the Expedition of Maximus, Which is againft the teftimony of all Anti¬ 
quity, dr the Law muft have been made by fome other than him, which at 
length was abrogated by Nicephorus Botoniates. But to pafs to other matters. 

Stirs about Jo- At this time great ftir was made by Jovinian a Monk of Milan, who holding 

Wedlock equal in Honour with Virginity, was oppofed arid condemned as a great Xk?8o 
Heretick by Sirictus Bilhop of Rome, Ambrofe of Milan, and Hierome, the later of tfc.

ny good Men, he was forced to write an Apology arid explain himfelf. Thefe 

And Origen. fti r f were followed or accompanied by others about the writings of Origen,. of 
which John Bifliop of Jerufalem waS the great Defender. To him firft wrote 
Epiphanius Bilhop of Salamina the chief City of ‘Cyprus, againft wliornhe had ebri- 
ceived great Indignation, both for ordaining Paulinzanus the Brother of Hierome 
in Palejline out of his own Diocefe, and efpecially when he prayed for ufing & £'**' 
this expreffion, Lord grant to John that he may Believe aright. Epiphanius in 
his Letter fo excufeth himfelf, that he alfo reckons up many errours of Origen 
maintained by him ,♦ and fignifieth, that the true offence he had given him was, 
his reprehending him for fo doing. 

y a. This Letter palling from one to another, Eufebius of Cremona delired Hie- 
rome to Tranllate it into Latin, and keep it private, which hfc did about eighteen 
months. But then John made means to get it into his Hands, dnd accufed 
Hierome both as an unfaithfull Tranllatour, and a turbulent Perfon, who fought 
to encreafe differences in the Church, by adding Oil to the Flame of that Con- 
tioverfie, which might elfe have been extiftgililhed. Hierome herewith netled, 
writes againft him two Letters to Pammachius his great Friend, a Man of Noble 
extra#, as defeended from the ancient Family of the Camilli, wherein he vin¬ 
dicates himfelf as to the Trarillation , having ufed no greater liberty than £ 
taithfull and Learned Man juftly might. And then he acciifeth John is addkfted 
to the Errours of Origen , which he foeweth to have been many,, and itiore bitter¬ 
ly inveigheth againft them than Epiphanius had done two years before, though he t m.£p. 
himfelf had cranflated many of Origen s Books, on which lie had riot been wanting 17. & 64. (0 
to bellow very large Encomiums. But upon this account he alfo began to fpeak p E f- ^ 

and W’rite very ill of Rafinus and others wliohi formerly he had extolled to the 
Skies. Toward the latter end of one of his Epiftles he makes inerition of a Solar Ep-17. 
Eclipte, which had happened a few months before, to the gr eat confternatioh of 
thoufands of people, about Whitfontide. This fell out on the fixth of June one arid 
twenty days after Whitfontide. And in the fame year the Sun was again obfcU- 
red on the lecarid of December, which Cabriciiis erroneoufly, if Capellus be Judge, 
cafteth back to the twentieth of November j and becaufe this Eclipfe preceded 
the Coronation of Honorius forty days, Projper and MarceUinus write as if it had

ed . to ^°mc other place, and the Chruch deprived of fo good a Paftour dealt 
with the Primate of Africk that he might be Confecrated in his life-time, it 
bemg a thing highly convenient, and not altogether without precedent. When 
he had prepared the matter thus, and made the defign known to the People, 
they received it with great applaufe, and in a manner conftrained Augufline to 
accept thereof, though it.was flatly againft the Canons of the Nicene Council 
or a fecond Bilhop to be ordained to a Church of which he confefTeth that 
both he himfelf and Valerius was at that time ignorant. About this time Friti- 
gildis a queen of the Maxomanns hearing of the fame of Ambrofe, imbraced fas 
Paulinas writes in his Life) the Chriftian Faith, and procured from him acer- 
tam Catechetical Treatife for her fuller information therein. At the requeft of 
the Bifhop, fhe perfwaded her Husband to fubmit to the Romans, and came to

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Milan to fee that good Prelate , but he had left this life e’er her arrival there, dy¬ 
ing not full three years after the departure of theodofius, the day preceding the 
Nones of April and Eafter- day, after hehadfitten in the See of Milan 2,3 years 
and about 4 months, and fcarcely completed his grand Clima&erical. As St. 

Amlrofe wrote feme Books which are not extant, fo many now extant under his 
jiame he never wrote as is confefled on all fides. Amongft the fpurious things af- 
cribed to him it’s obfervable that the Miffale going under his name makes mention 
of the Feaft of the Afiumption which was not received till After-ages. Neverthe- 
lefs his fervice Book or Officium Amhrofianum fuppofed made by him was long in Durand, l. 
refpedt and ufe, till Pope Hadrian calling a Council with Aftiftence of Charles the 3 - e-z- 
Emperour abolilhed and burnt it commanding that of Gregory univerfally to be 
ufed. But not long continued this in fuch efteem but that the Roman Service 
came to be of two falhions, the new and old, as may be feen in Pameltus his Pre¬ 
face before Micrologus, who reporteth alfo out of Radulphus de Rivo that about 
the year 1x77 Pope Nicholas the third removed out of the Churches of Rome the 
more Ancient Service Books and brought into ufe the Mijfals of the Friars Mino¬ 
rites, infomuch that about 100 years after the faid Radulphus happening to be 
at Rome found all the Books to be of the new ftamp. But of later chopping 
and changing hereafter.

To let pafs what the Car- 
dinal takes for granted, and which we lhall never yield, that the African Church 
was fubjedt to the Roman ,• though the African Fathers had nothing to doe to give 
Laws to that of Rome , yet they might doe it (^perhaps) to their own People for 
the Canon is not againft fuch aslhould take, but rather thofe thatlliould give* this 
1 itle which thofe of Afnck might doe to him as well as others. Whatever reafons 
Baromus alledgeth for the Roman Bilhops their refufal of this Title is not vefy ma¬

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of Origen srsel d^y at Rome, and after he had mightily extolled them to the World* 
had prelently thence withdrawn himfelf. He anfwered without making appea¬ 
rance by Letter, that he had not fled from Rome, but returned, into his own 
Countrey, which he had not feen for full thirty years j that he was now weary 
and broken with Travel and Old Age, and therefore refolved there to fix, and 
that he had not been the firft Tranflatour, nor had firft extolled and commended 
to the World the Works of Origen. This refufal provoked Anaftafius , not onely 
fhofrt%me to con demn Origen but Rufinas too, and the following year he renewed his Cen- 
di«. K lure. Afterward he feemed fomewhat to relent and incline a little to the Orige¬ 
nifis, but as Hierome writes, was then tranflated, left by intreaty he Ihould be 
brought to alter his Sentence formerly given. For he died on the twenty feventhof 
April of this prelent year, as fome gather from certain Writings of St. Hierome t 
after he had governed but three years, though Baronius contends that he died 
not till April following, and fo fate in the See of Rome four Years, a Month 
and thirteen Days. Of his A&ions recorded this is moft remarkable, that he 
compelled Thefts to Hand whilft the Gofpel was reading. For at this afwell as 
at other times, there being great emulation betwixt Priefts and Deacons in the 
Romijb Church, the Deacons puffed up by the continual Addrefies made to them 
from the People, becaufe they difpenied the Goods of the Church, prefled upon 
the Priefts, prefuming to fit amongft, and give them their Blefling in the ordina¬ 
ry Feafts, and the Priefts on the :other hand aefted by too much Indignation, dis¬ 
dained to ftand upon their feet, when the Gofpel was read by the Deacons. 

64. We hare formerly told the Reader, that Tbeopbilus Bilhop of Alexandria 
being by Hitrome incenfed againft the Origenifis , . banilhed fuch Monks as were 
of that Perfwafion out of *^%ypt. Thefe men betake themfelves to Conftantino- 
ple , the Bilhop whereof they acquaint with their grief, and indeavour to fet him 
againft Tbeopbilus. Having the advantage of fpeaking face to face, they brought 
him into a good Opinion of their Caufe, and made him patronize their perfons by 
writing to the Bilhop, whereby a very ill underftanding was begot betwixt the 
two Prelates. But the Monks perceiving that they had profited little by feeking 
the Patronage of John Chrjfofiome , and that Tbeopbilus was rather the more in¬ 
cenfed both againlt themfelves and him, made their Addrels to the Emperour, tp 
whom they accufed their Bilhop of lb heinous. Crimes, as very much indangered 
his Head. Chrjfofiome being fufpe&ed to have an hand in the defign, was ve¬ 
ry ill fpoken of by the Party of Tbeopbilus , and now Epipbanius ingages himfelf 
openly in the Quarrel, who having fent the Decrees of the Synods held at Alex* 
andria and Cyprus againft the Origenifis to Conflantinople , when he perceived he 
profited nothing, but thole men were rather kindly entertained, refolved’ to go 
thither and oppofe them in Perfon. In performing his Refolutions great Conteft 
happened betwixt him and Chryfoftoms, concerning which, various^ uncertain and 
feveral incredible Reports are made, but Epipbanius in one relpedt had a great ad¬ 
vantage of the other, for Cbrjfo(lqme by the feyerity of his Carriage and Rer . 
proofs had incurred the difplealure of many perfons, but efpecially the hatred of 
the Great Ones at Court. His rigorous Exa&ion of Difcipline made his Clergy 
hate him. His refufal to eat with other men, and to be prefent at Feafts and 
lawfull Divertifements increafed the rumours, and gained credit to the Reports Socra !i s L6 - 
whichthey had raifed, when he fell upon the Magiftrates and Courtiers, they C ' 4 ’ * 
by their Countenance and Intereft gave reputation to his Accufers, but When he 
came to fell out with Eudoxia the Emprefs, that utterly loft him. The infulting 
Inventive he made againft Eutropius the Eunuch, who took San&uary in the 
Church after he had procured the Emperour to take away the Privilege of thole 
places, being againft a man in mifery, though a guilty and obnoxious perfon, 
got him the Repute of Ul-natur’d and Cruel. The thing that preferred his Re¬ 
putation and life was his excellent Preaching, which yet was the lefs efteemed of 
by reafon of an yEmulatour he had in the City. 

6y. This was Severianus a Syrian Bilhop of Gahale, who underftanding that 
Antiochus his Countreyman the Bilhop of Ptolemais had got. good ftore of money 
by preaching at Conflantinople, made him a ftockof Sermons, wherewith he came 
and fet up in that City. At firft by his Flatteries he prevailed much upon. Chry- 
fofiome, and got his good efteem, but being popular for his Sermons, when the 
Bilhop had withdrawn himfelf to Ephefus for filling that See, then vacant by the 
death of the Diocefan ; he began, to make a Party for himfelf, and draw the af¬ 
fections of the People from their proper Paftour to himfelf. The Jealoufie which 
hereupon arofe was increafed into Enmity it lelf by means of Serapion , an info- 
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lent and turbulent Deacon of that Church, who on a time refuting to rife up 
and fhew refped to Sever jams, though a Perfon fo far above him as dignified by 
the Character of a Bifhop , Severianos thereupon could not forbear from revi¬ 
ling him, and brake into this Expreflion, if Serapion die a Chriftian , then chrift 
wm not made Man. The latter part of thefe words Serapion relates to Chryfof- 
tome as fpoken by themfelves, who thereupon having this advantage as he 
thought againft him, flew out into great Paffion and Inve&ives, neither would 
be reconciled to him till Eudoxia the Emprefs in the Apoftles Church caft her 
young Son Theodoftus, if Socrates was well informed, at his feet. Whatever fhe 
did in this cafe, if fhe was not already, long it was not e’er fhe fell out with him, 
and conceived an implacable hatred againft him. The Emperour Leo in his Ora¬ 
tion in praife of chryfoftome affigneth the original caufe to his rebuking of her 
for fpoiling the Widow of one TheognoRus of part of her Husband’s Eftate, who 
had been unjuftly condemned, and defrauding another Widow of Alexandria of 
a Sum of Money due to her. It’s reported of her, that fhe fell out with Epi¬ 
phanius at his coming to Conjlantinople -, becaufe he would not condemn John of 
Herefie, threatning to open the Idol Temples and permit the Pagans the exercife 
of their Superftition. However it’s reported from feveral hands that Chryfoftome 
and he parted in difpleafure, and at his departure they mutually prophefied, he 
that John fhould die in Exile, and John that he fhould not live to return to his 
own See, both which it’s faid came to pafs, though there be no great certainty 
concerning the time of Epiphanius his death. Amongft the Writings which go 
under his Name, the Oration in praife of the Virgin Mary is none of his, 
though cited by Baronius , Canifius , and a Caftro , but a Declamation of another 
Epiphanius of later time, fmaller Learning , poorer Credit and Authority in the Mouneague. 
Church, one of the Conveners at the fecond Nicene Council. 

66 . This fame year , viz. the CCCCII. of the ordinary ^£ra of Chrift^ was Tom.c<mc. t.

Numidia. feme fourteen years after, and the Canons of both are confounded by thecompilers, 
as alfo with thofe of other Synods, for the firft eight in order which refpedfc Pela- 
gianifm can hardly be thought to have been made by the Fathers at this time 
wherein that Herefie was fcarcely born, at leaft known unto the Worlds In the 
date the Colle&ours give the title of ClariJJimi to the Emperours, which how ridi¬ 
culous it is, appears by what we have formerly difeourfed of fuch titles of honour, 
they had found V. C. in the Copies , which ftanding for their fifth Confuifhip 
they thus ignorantly interpret. In the mean while the enemies of John Cbryfo- 
Jtome proceeded in their plots and defigns againft him. Socrates and others teU 
us, that being difpleafed with the Emprefs for taking the part of Epiphanius , he 
flew out into invedives againft all Women, and fpake fo defpitefully of them in 
his Sermons, particularly from that Text, Gather to me thofe that eat of the table 
of Jezebel, that (he being made to believe he meant no other than her felf, and 
Antiochus and Severianus, whom fhe maintained in the City, complained of him 
r° t ^ e Emperour. It happened opportunely for them that Theophylus Bifhop of A- 
lexandria, bcing then fummoned to Court as a criminal, Was on his way thither. 

He is received not as fuch, but in triumphant manner lodged in the Palace, fay 
fome, and now private Cabals are held for the methods and ways of deftroying 
John. They fent fome Spies to inquire out the faults of his youth, thence to get 
fome refleding matter, but thedefign not taking, feven and thirty of them met 
together at Chalcedon, whither they cite him tour times to appear before them, 
and when he refufed them as unequal Judges, and was defended by forty other 
Biihops which aflembled to him at Conjlantinople, they condemned him as contu¬ 
macious and depofed him from his BiJhoprick. When word hereof was brought to 
Conflantinople all the City was in an uproar,watching day and night left their Bifhop 
Johnchiyfi - fhould be taken from them, but the importunity of the Emprefs was fb prefling upon 
iZinoSr her Husband ’ that by his command a guard of Souldiers took him by force, andput- 
depofedf tirig him by night into a Boat, carried him to Pretenum a Mart Town of Bithynia o- 
ver againft Nicomedia,the People following andoppofing the Souldiers to no pur pole. 

67. This violent hurrying him away io inraged the Multitude thata great Sedi¬ 
tion followed. As thole in advcrfityare generally pitied,many that formerly had fpo¬ 
ken againft him,began now to take his part, and the Sermons of Sever ianus did but 
add Oil to the Flame, who ceafed not to declaim againft him,not as a Man that had 
been condemned for any Crime, but onely as a proud and infolent perfon. Things 
came to fuch a pafs,that the Emperour with thofe about him thoughts requifite to

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iied recall him and accordingly Brifo an Eunuch belonging to the Emprefs was. font and ^ 

ButrCC broughcTiim backto the City, fbeodoret f lays the caufe upon.ai great Earthquake 
whfc^ happened at this time,by which Eudoxia was terrified and driven mto this re- 
folution At his return hewould gladly have remained without die City .till he could 
be acquitted by another Affembly,and folicited the Emperour m that affair, but the 
People compelled him to go to his Church,and to preach to them as at other times, 
whence his Adverfaries gathered matter again wherewith they charged him upon 
the next opportunity. He continued in his Chair for about the fpace of a year preach¬ 
ing, to the People thofe excellent Difcourfes, which being taken from Ins Mouth m 
Short-hand by fome on 'purpofe appointed, were afterwards publifhed, to the 
great edification of the Church in all fucceeding Ages : At length lie fp.ic himfelf 
Upon the fame Rock, incurring affefli the difpleafure of the Emprefs upon this oc- 
ijir.difpiea- cafion. The People ereded her a Statue of Silver upon a pedefla. of Porphyre 
lure of the verv near to fa church of Wifedom , and at the Dedication celebrated Shews and 
E^ref,E«- I after thc accuftomed manner . Now either for that there was fomething in 
this Solemnity whichfavoured of Impiety and Superftition, the bonds ofClirilhan 
liberty, and Imperial Laws made concerning fuch matters being violated, or be¬ 
caufe the place being too near the Church the node and tumults made a diftur- 
bance in Divine Service, and in a manner prophaned the Ground j or out of his 
innate prejudice againft all manner of Spettacula , and the fevere aunerity where¬ 
with his beft friends cannot deny but he was much tranfported, he declaimed ear- 
neftly againftthe thing. The Emprefs herewith being fore netled, and with the 
many feoffs and taunts he ufed againft fuch as were Authows of the Solemnity, 
threatned him depofition and death alfo, and eafily perfwading Arcadius her Hus¬ 
band to lend her his Imperial Authority, wrote to the Bifhopshis Enemies reqm- 
ring them to meet with all fpeed at Conjlantinople. Chryfoftome upon notice ^ ^ • 

hereof fo far accommodated himfelf to the humour and condition of the times as Gr 
to make another Sermon againft her with this Exordium , fierodias rageth ufrejb,

68. His Enemies the Bifhops being re-aflembled coiifulted all manner of way? 
how to accomplifh the bufinefs for which they were called. In conoUfion, when 
they had examined many Witneffes but found no teftimonies ftrong enough to 
convid him of any crime, they fell upon that point upon intruding into his See, 
and produced againft him the Canon of the Council of Antioch, \vhich ordains. 

That 1vhofoever being depofed justly or unjuftly Jhould repojfefs himfelf of his See 
without a Synod confifting of a greater number than thoje who depofed him Jbould be 
again expelled and made irregular. Againft this Canon he juftly excepted that it 
was made by the Arians on purpofe to intrap Athanafius and therefore ought not in 
confcience to be urged againft him, but they eafily overruled Ins Plea by interett 
in the Emperour, whom having wearied with their importunities they procured to 
remove him. At firft he was commanded to keep his Houfe, but when he refilled 
to negted his duty in the Church, except compelled fo to doe, and his Enemies 
ftill urged his expulfion to Arcadius , lie was at length -carried bound .like ,a Male- 
fadour into exile, thofe Bifhops that were of his Party being imprifoned, and the 
People in vain bemoaning as well their own lofs as theifufterings or their 
Prefently after happened a dreadfull Fire, which beginning in the Church, flew 
thence into the Palace where the Scnatefate and did very much mucfrief. The ... 

followers of John the exiled Bifhop accufed the Partizans of Theopbiluszs 
thours thereof, and they again charged them with it, whom they branded wi® chiyfijiomi. 
the Name oijohanites. Socrates indeed lays .it upon them as done .out of ipdig- Aug. de Uu- 
nation at what the Bifhop fuffered, however,fuch inquifition was made^and luch 
tortures inflided upon them by Optatus a Pagan, the Prefed: of the Qty, that 
leveral of them upon this account have had the Honour, to be reckoned amonglt 
Martyrs. Chryfoftome feeing no relief could be obtained ^ the Lflft, where 
Theophilus lus bitter Enemy was fo potent, betook himfelf to the Buhop °i Borne, 
whom by Letters he acquainted with his cafe. This was Innocent who fueeqeded 
Anaftafius, after the Church had been vacant one and twenty dm. He would 
gladly have promoted and lhewed the Power and Iqtereft of his in giving 
him afliftence, but his endeavours.afwell as aims w^re to no purpofe.

His Works yet extant were 
by Erafmus digefted into five Tomes, fince that publifhed in an Excellent Edition 
by our Sir Henry Savil. Many Spurious pieces bear his name, which Sixtus Se- 
nenfis and others have dete&ed. The Liturgie faid to be his is of the lame ftamp, 
for it hath a Prayer for Alexius the Emperour who was Born long after his death, 
and for Nicholas the Pope or elfe the Patriarch of Confiantinople. The Copies 
riiuch differ one from another. Amongft the Saints there remembred mention is 
made of Chryfoftome himfelf. Worfhipping the Image of Chrift is fpoken of, where¬ 
as he in his genuine writings as his 50 ih Homily upon Matthew accounts the Art of 
Painting Superftitious j and the fecond Nicene Synod though it ferape up all the 
Teftimonies it can in behalf of ImageSj yet never citeth the Liturgie of Chryfof-

71. Eccleliaftical Writers obferve that many and remarkable Judgments fell up¬ 
on his perfecutours not long after they had accomplifhed the eftetfts of their Ma¬ 
lice. Obfervable is that ftory told of Cyrinus Biihop of Chalcedoh, on whole foot 
Maruthas Biihop of Mefopotamia treading againft his will, wheii they were afiem- 
bled in a Synod againft John , itfo corrupted of the bruife that he was forced to Vide So* »r. 
cut it off,but the putrefa&ion running over his whole Body,and falling at length in- , 

to his other Foot he was conftrained to lofe both and miferably died. Theo- j^cepbru. 
philus Bifhop of Alexandria whofe cariiage in this bufinefs makes Us fufped he too 
much deferved the Character given him by Socrates , notwithftariding that Baroni¬ 
ns would fain make him a good and holy Man, not long after was taken With H 
Pain ih his fide and died. Antiochus and Severianus fcarcely overlived him. 

Hail of an unufual bignefs fell at Confiantinople , four days after which Was takeri 
away Eudoxk the Emprefsby a miferable manner. Neither were other Calamities 
wanting, as Plague, Famine, Inundations, Earthquakes, Droughts, Wars and fuch 
like mileries as fhortly after befell Greece. However Chryjoftome was looked uj* 
on in the Eaft whilft he lived, when dead his memory prefently began to be 
( very pretious throughout the whole Church; which Innocent the Biihop of Rome 
perceiving excommunicated Arfaciushis Succeflour, though already departed this 
World, together with the Emperour Arcadius and Theophilus the Bifhop of Alexan¬ 
dria, if credit may be given to the later Greek Hiftorians, and a Book in the Va* 
tican Library cited by Baronins , whereas the more Ancient Writers arid thofe of 
better Note relate iio fuch matter, and Theophilus whom they will have depofed 
fate faft in his See till his death, hot to fpeak that the Synod which Condemned 
Chryfoftome how unjuftly foever, could hot with more Juftice be cpndemned by 
Innocent without an hearing. 

7%. The year following, being the 408 of the ordinary *AEra of Chrift, Honori- 
us the Emperour publifhed fome Relcripts againft the Donatifts and Pagans, which c.Tkdeh<ent. 
upon the death of Stilico were become high and domineering in Africa to fuch an <*. de 
’ height that pretending fuch Laws as had been made formerly againft them to Pa i anir - 
have been his mere device without any Imperial Authority, they rofe up againft v , , 
the Orthodox Chriftians and murthered certaiii Bilhops. In one ofthofe Relcripts Coa.juftji^L 
of the Emperour together with the Donatifts are the Ccelicohe condemned, who are tit . 9. 
alfo in another Editft of the following year joyned and fentenced! with Jews, ^mlnina™- 
What thefe Coelicolee fhould be is very obfeure, the name being new and tmheard ditum quofani 
of as the Edid it felf bears mention, though they are joyned alfo in an Edicft of mo f° n ™ um 
conftantine. Some have thought them Pagans and Worlhippers of the Dea Ccelef- 
tis formerly mentioned, fome a fort of Effeni amongft the Jews, who Worfhipped dicavit. inde 
the Hoft of Heaven ; but that they were Chriftians herein appears becaufe they 
were Baptized. Yet are they not reckoned amongft Hereticks by thofe that have Aug. e?! 
made Catalogues of fuch, fo that they feem to have beeri a fort of Judaifing i6 3 - 
Chriftians or Chriftianized Jews, and to lhun the Odium of Judaifm might take 
upon them this name of Ccelicohe living under their Majores, as the Jews did under 
their Patriarchs. But this fame year alfo Theodofius the Emperour gave out ano- * 

ther Edid againft the Jews who upon pretence of celebrating the Memory of the 
hanging of Aman dragged Crofles Up and down the Streets and burnt them in . . . 

derilion and defpight of Chriftian Religion. He requires the Governours of Pro- li ' 

vinces to prevent this Scandal and upon Commiflion of the like Offence threa¬ 
tens the Jews with forfeiture of their remaining Privileges. About this time died 
Porphyrins Bifhop of Antioch a great Adverfary of Chryfoftome's, who after the death 
of Flavianus had invaded that See by fraud and Tyranny. For whilft the whole Soim i 2.

In his place Was chofen Alexander a Man brought 
ceeds him. U p in the Monaftical courfe of Life, arid of great repute for Piety and Learning, 
who by joyning in one the parties of paulinus and Meletius reftored Peace to that 
Church, and made an end of that Schifm which had lafted fixty years, from the 
Ejection of Euftathius. : . 

Aiarictu toys 73. The next year was the City of Rome befieged by Alaricus , upon which oc- 
sicge to Home. ca f lon w hen as the Pagans betook themfelves to their falfe Deities, Zozimus their 
Hiftorian relates that Innocent the Bifhop of that City did fecretly confent to cer¬ 
tain folemnities of that fuperflition induced by the great proffers made by the 
Tufcan Arufpices, for which report as a mere Scandal Baronius is exceedingly? 
concerned. Confidering the temper of the relater we cannot but joyn with the 
Cardinal in his charitable opinion, (though this be riot fo much a reafon to him 
as fomething elfe, and he refufe on Authority how vile foever of which he may make 
ufe againft usHereticks) yet cannot but wifh that he who fhewed fo much zeal 
in behalf of a particular Bifhop would have employed a little in oppofing fome 
Reliques of thofe Heathenifh impieties which yet cleaved to the Profeflours of 
Chriftianity. For not to fpeak of that Deluge of Wickednefs of which Chryfof- 
tome, Hierome and other Fathers of this time complain, which fpread both over 
the Eaftern and Weftern Empire, the Emperours though Chriftians as well as 
their Pagan Predeceflours fuffered their Images to be adored, and this very year 
according to the old Cuftome fpeak of themfelves as Gods, and Attribute Divinity 
to their Perfons,none opening his Mouth in reprehenfion of fo unwarrantable a pra- 
tice. Notwithftanding the Fathers of the Church, to give them their due in this KumhabetM 
particular, ceafed not to declaim againft the Speftacula and the Licentious practices ambiguume- 
of the Stage, of which the Pagans, as Auguftine obferveth, were the firft Founders, b*n- 
Honcrius fends yet Chriftians ft ill too much loved and retained thefe obfcene Sports, frequenting tmSuJf. 
forth hisE- Bawdy Houfes, Salvian alfo complains, and the Emperour Honorius is noted zsferefiripta 
Magicians f guilty ofinceft for having Married two of Stilico’s Daughters Succeflively. Yet 
Pagans, jears amidft thofe great difficulties wherewith at this time he was incumbred, he c.rh.Li.t. z. 
and Cal,cola. f 0r g 0 t not to publifh feveral wholefome Laws againft Magicians , Pagans , Jews /• i°- 
and the lately mentioned Cxlicolce, which are yet extant in the Code of Theodofius • 
in behalf of Prifoners alfo, commanding that every Lord’s day they fhould be let cufiod.remm. 
out of Prifon to receive the Aimes of good People, and to the publick Bathes 
for the Improvement of Religion j the confideration of which made St. Hierome 
deny it was for his Sins that fo great Calamity now befell his People, and lay the 
Siege and Captivity of the City of Rome at the Doors of the obftiriate and perfi¬ 
dious Gentiles.

74. The year following wherein Rome was taken by Alaricus being the 410 of 
the ordinary *s£ra of Chrilt, Ruffinus the Prieft of Aquileid and great Patron of 
the Perfon and Works of Or 'tgen died in Sicily , having retired himfelf thither up¬ 
on aproach of Alaricus. Againft him Sr. Hierome unhandfomely infults being rom , E 
now dead, and not able to anfwer for himfelf; but he had given him fuch Nick- 16. 59. 
names whilft alive, that no wonder he fhould maintain what he had formerly Pra f- in Hie - 
faid and done : For in his Writings he ordinarily gives him the name of Scorpius , on ‘ 
fometimes he calls him Grunnius , the forerunner of Pelagias, and other good 
Epithetes he gives him, by the confent and Approbation of Baronius , who over and 
above accufeth him for foifting into the Books he Tranflared things quite dif¬ 
ferent from the Defign of the Authour. Indeed his Tranflations of Greek Authours 
as now extant feem to have been the products of a molt negligent, ignorant and 
diflolute Interpreter, but the Annalift hath no great reafon to condemn him in 
this Point having made fo much ufe of him in reading thofe which he could nor 
underfland in their own Language. This makes him accufe Jofephus molt falfely 
for contradicting himfelf about Salome , as if he fometimes called her Herod’s Sif- ^ 
ter, and fometime his Wife, whereas the very place he quotes is Sifter, butf"£ p ‘ 
herein he follows Ruffinus his Tranflation, and having no skill in the Language 
(which certain it is he had not, faith one who was able to judge) or otherwile 
relying upon Interpreters he is often plunged upon Abfnrdities as in due time and 
place may be made apparent. In the mean time wefhall take notice that Theodofius 
the Emperour this year publifhed feveral Refcripts againft Prifcillianijls , Eunumians 
and Montanifts to be feen in the Title of Hercticks in the Code of T'beodofius.Hs alfo 
chat about this fame time Synefius whofe Epiftles arc yet extant was made Bilhop

try 7<d°Thbthat Euagrius writes of him is but agreeable to what he faith himfelf 
in his Epiftles ; yet Baronius concludes that affuredly there was rio fuch matter as 
his betg ordained by Theophilus , the Bifhop of Alexandr^ holding fuch an 
oDinion concerning the Refurre<ftion, pronounces thofe highly miftaken that be- 
E h, a “iwing fully his mind affirms he did but jeft and not wrtte 
what he thought, his defign herein being to preventtheimpofltionoftieEpd'- 
rnoal function upon him, which he as much as death abhorred. Certainly Eua 
nrius and Nicephorus might by living nearer to his Age have as good opportunity, 
fo know the meaning ofSynefius as the Cardinal, whofe good opinion of Theopht- 
lus (for Men muft be good or bad as maketh for his great defign) hath no good 
foundation in Antiquity. SyneRus not onely refufed to be Bilhop upon the nc- 
count ofthe Referreftion (for kereticks feldom refufe fuch condmons as may 
enable them better to propagate and countenance their errours) but out of a Lazy 
humour which very hardly would admit of bufmefs, and efpecially becaufe he flatly 
Sed w live without his Wife in theMiniftery (which fince the promotion of 
Sir ictus had become too commendable) neither converfe privately with her as a 
Concubine whom both God,the Law and the facred hand of theophilus^ he faith 
hSf hadgivento him. Notwithftanding this his Proteftation yet the People was 
fo importunate that Theophilus ordained him Bifhop, not hoping that he would 
change his mind as to keeping his Wife, but in his behefas to the Refurreaion; 
for the Cardinal is not ignorant (however he conceals all he may) that notwith- 
Sndfog the Cuftome which atks time obtained in Thefalj (mtroduced by 
ThSus a Prieft of Triva and Authour of certain wanton and amorous Books in- 
titled eAlthiopica) that a Prieft ufing the Company of his Wife which be Married when 
a Lay-man fhould le depofed, yet fuch Bifhops and Priefts m the Eaft as refrained 
thei/ Company did it at their own choice without any Law orCompuffion, and 
many of them notwithftanding their Government and Adminiftration of their E- 
pifcopal function, in the tirSe of Socrates begat Children on thmr lawfull 5 - - **. 
Wives, which we fhaU have occafion to fhewthat in the Eaft they ever did, and 
in the Weft for many Centuries yet downward, till the Decrees of the Roman See 
Hi. works at length with much adoe obtained. As for Synejtus after lus Confecration he 
and Charac- nte ® ded againft Herefies indeed, and exhorted his Presbyters fo to doe # Ofhis 
Writfogsfew are extant, except a Volume ofhis Epiftles, from which itappears that 
he thought foterly and orthodoxly concerning the Holy Trinity concerning 
other Doctrines he fpeaks not much, but of this little whateverhe thought of th 
Refurredtion, feme things cannot be commended, as that the Mmd of Man is the 
Seed of God. that Angels by their converfation with Men have contraifted ill 
afledtions, that thereupon the Son of God came down, that fins arepurged by pu- 
nifhment. When Bifhop he wrote feme Books concerning hunting, much bufied 
himfelf about the works of Homer and fuch frivolous things. In adverfity he was 
fo overcome with paffion and dejetftion that he was near foiling h mfelf for the 
death ofhis Son. It repented liim that he had fuffered the Episcopal funftion to 
bJimpofedonhim. Hrilived ftUl with his Wife, and begat Children after his Con¬ 
fecration, and was of a candid, free and open fpirit. But enough ofSynefius.

dons For if all depend merely upon our own WjlJ, the Law might fend them 
to Heaven whoUved under it, afwell asthfeGofpel can do.us. and if they real y 
were not, yet they might have been without Sin; and to what purpofe fhould 
the Church put up her Prayers and Petitions for Infidels* and fuch as reftftthe 
Truth or that thofe who are already converted, fhould grow .m Grace and Ver- 
me and perfevere in them till the end, if we receive not thefe things from 
God but are endowed fufficiently with Power within our own felves, and the 
Grace of God be onely conferred on us according to our own Merits anff felf 
Sufficiency > what need Saintspray to have their Sins forgiven if they live without 
them or not to be led into Temptation, if they ftand not in need of Gods 
Affiftence, but have Power enough in themfelves, and their Wills be Meiemto 
wither it out againft aU hardfhips and. oppofitipn? As Tor the Grace of. God, 
it appears from the fourth Canon of the Council of Mtlttiis { which as wefaid 
beforcTmuft have been holden not till the difcovery made^f this Herefie ) that 
Pelaqius and his moft thorough paced Difciples, underftood no more by it than 
fhe Revelation of the Divine Will, whereby a Man might know what was a- 
preeable or difTonant to it; but as for the Power of fulfilling Gods Command, 
tfiat a Man hath for his own natural ftrength, ftanding m no need tlierein of his 
Grace and Affiftence. Though Pelagius by his great diflimuktion impofed u^u 
the Fathers aflembled at Dioppolis, yet their jealoufie fthereof feems not utterly 
u/ontiriCT in that they gave him no Letters teftimonial of his Repentance and 
Sincerity whkh happened well both for themfelves and other Orthodox Chn- 
Rian^ he in a fhort^ace recanting what he had before thetn renounced, and 
licking up his Vomit, which he had in appearance fpued out m their prefence.

theGovemour 'vanting to himfelf on the other hand, in laying open the Inlblence and Crueltv 
ft^rifeih ofthe 1 ^> yet defired to be friends with Orefies, which offer the other Would 
1 " ot clof ® with, either merely by reafon of his Ethnick, and inveterate prejU- 
dice, or for that he intended to aft the fecond part of what the Jews had for: 
merly performed. But their Enmity daily increafing, the Monks that inhabited 
the Mount Nitna took notice thereof, and being at leifure, alfo as hotly difpo- 
fed, as lately when Theophtlus armed them againft the Party of Diofcorus re- 
folved to maintain the Quarrel of t Cyril his SuccefTour, and fifty of them com- 
ng to Alexandria ^aflaulted the Governour as he rode in his Chariot, calling 
him Sacrifice^ a Heathen, and giving him much other opprobious Language 
He to appeafe them, told them he was a Chriftian, having been baptized bv At- 
itcus Bifhop of Constantinople, but they would give no credit to his words 3 ^ and 
profecuting what they had begun, one amongft them. Ammonias by Name,’gave 
him fo fore a blow on his Head with a ftone, that the bloud gufhed out about 
his Ears, and the Officers and Sergeants attending him out of fear fhifted for 
themfelves,, the Governour continuing in this danger, till the Citizens came in 
to his refcue* and feized on Ammonias, whofe Fellows had made a fhift to get 
awa>. Him, the Governour caufed to be tortured to death, and both he and Cyril 
again by writing make their cafe as good as they can poflibly to the Emperour 
But the Bifhop buries the Corpfe of the Monk in a peculiar Church, changeth 
thp 6 r° m Amm P om “ s Thamnafius, and in a kind of Funeral Sermon extolls 
the noble Courage of_the Man, the great Combat he endured for Godlinefs 
and gives Command he fhould be called a Martyr,which gave offence to the more

Which is fcan- Thefe juft and fober Sentiments of the judicious fort of ChrHKcmc a

grudge continued betwixt him and Orefies, which produced another piece of im! 
prudence, and Randal on the Chriftian Part, after this manner. There was a Wo- 
man at Alexandria by Name Hypatia, the Daughter of Theon the Phifofoper 
who trained up m her Father s way excelled all the Philofophers of that time’ 
continued in iV<!7/0s School* the exercife formerly pradtifed by Plotinus publicklv 
read the Dotftrine of all Philofopers to fuch as from all Countries’flocked to 
hear her, and was had in extraordinary Honour and Efteem, not onelv for her 
Learning, but exceeding Modefty, Gravity and Courage, which ihe had fucked 
m from her Philofophical Principles. Many Letters of Synefius to her are vet 
extant, who cal s her Lady and Miftrefs, and Saidas takes notice of her as a 
molt chaft Virgin. This Perfon it feems being in great favour with the Gover 
nour, the Peoplegrew jealous, that Ihe did ill Offices betwixt himfnd theB iAod’ 
and in conclusion certain frantick and rafli Fellows headed by one a Re£ 
der of the Church, watching her as ihe came home to her^oufe puBed her 
out of her Chariot, and dragging her into the Church called Ceefarium ftripped 
her ftark naked with lharp ihells rent the Skin from her Bo^tUl SHied then 
quartering her brought the Quarters to a place called Cinarol, where they bufnt 
them to Alhes.

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done againft thofe of that perfwafion. However We commend the Cardinal for 
his Charity to a Perfon of fo eminent Dignity, in the ; Church, or rather, if one 
might dare to judge, to his Champions the Monks,, of Whofe bald Skulls (if they 
lhaved themfelves at this time) he is as tender as of the Bifliops Mitre, yet out 
of a principle of indifference we muft alfo tell the Reader,that others converfant 
in Antiquity do obferve, that as this Age was generally very .corrupt, fo no 
greater Plague happened to the Church and Common-wealth, than that , of the 
Monaftical Life, which for about an Hundred years had filled the World with 
fo many drones, that lcareely did any hope he could be faved except. quitting 
his ftation , in which God’s Providence had placed him, he expoled the 
Church and State to the Luff: and Tyranny of Robbers and Thieves, who at rhis 
time broke into all Places. And becaufe Faithfulnefs is the raoft requifite Quali¬ 
ty in an HiftoEian, we cannot but farther alledge in Socrates his behalf, that 
thofe times whereof he now wrote, were as the Morning to his own Day, 
and therefore however, he or any other might Counterfeit what there W'as no 
clear Light to difcern, and tell Stories which none Could contradict, being be¬ 
yond the. Memory of any alive, yet at fuch time as the Knowledge of matters 
muft needs be freih, it were extreme Folly to afiert fuch Fables as both their 
frelh Date, and Eminence of Perfons by whom, and of Places where, they 
Ihould be aded muff: neceflarily lay open to the Contradiction and Derifion 
of Eye-wimefles and By-ftanders. . 

. 8z. But as for the Jews, their fufferings were fo far from humbling them* that 
inftead of making amends for what they formerly committed ,. they. perpe-Sccp./.7. c . 16. 
trate other outrageous ads, which draw down more fevere puniihments upon 
them. For lhortly after in a place betwixt Chalcis and Antioch in Syria, called 
Inmejiar at the time of their Plays and Interludes, in. derifion of Chrift and Pro- 
feflours of Chrillianity they nail a Child of that Profelfiojn to a Crols, lift him 
up into the Air, and having derided and other ways abufed him,, fcourge him 
to death * which being known procured great diforders betwixt the Chriftians 
The lews and them 1 . And the Emperours acquainted with the horrible Fad, gave orders 
grown more to the Magiftrates of. the Countrey to make diligent inquifition, and feverely 
puniihed by 6 puniili it ; whereby it came to pafs. (as the Hiftoriau phrafeth it) that the Jews 
EdiiSbfrom inhabitingthofe Parts, for what, they had ihamefully committed in jeft were pu- 

nifcd inearneft. The Refcript.it felf is not extant, in either of the Codes ,c.Th.de jud. 
rour5 ‘ but this year Theodofius by an Edid ftill remaining ip his own Book, commands L 22> ® ^ 
the Honorary Prefedfhip to be taken from Gamaliel (whom Baronius rationally 
ponjedureth to have been their Patriarch mentioned. by St. Hterpme') and other 
puniihments to be inflided on that vagabond People, which example Honorius 
following in the Weft, a Jittle after publilheth fuch another Law againft Jews ha¬ 
ving any Civil or Military employment. 

John Bifhop 83. In the twenty fourth year of the Reign of Honorius , the four hundred and 
&iT'Pr<iyUis fifteenth of Chrift, died John Bifhop of Jerufalem, after he had governed that 
fucceeds. See thirty years, into whofe room Prajlus was eleded. And the year following 
was the laft of Innocent Bilhopof Rome, who died on the twentieth of July, after 
libopoffiowe kad fate in that See fifteen years, one month and ten days. Platina telleth 
departs this* 6 us iii his Life, that bufying himfelf much with things appertaining to Chriftian 
Jife- . Religion, amongft other things he ordained that the Sabbath or Saturday fhould be 
Sa’bbati^or* 6 a Fall, both becaufe our. Lord lay that day in the Grave, and for that his Dif- 
Saturday for ciples thereon failed. This we find in a Decretal EpifUe to Decennim Bifhop of 
aFaft. Eugulium going under liis Name, wherein the reafon for Falling on Saturday is gi¬ 
ven, became that day and the day before were fpent in forrow and Ueavineft by Tpn. i.Conc. 
the Apoftles, who alfo hid themfelves for fear of the Jews. As for thefe Decre¬ 
tal Epiftlesof his, Learned Men do very much fufpeCl them forged, becaufe they 
contain many Traditions utterly unknown to the Divines and Writers of that 
Age ; and intire Paragraphs are found in them, which are alfo to be feenin. the 
Writings both of the preceding and following Popes. The third Epiftle to Exu- 
perius makes mention of five Books of Solomon ; the twenty fecond talks of the 
Epifcopal Infulce, which then were not in ufe amongft Chriftians. The Epiftle 
to the Council of Carthage is filly and ridiculous ; the ninety firft and the ninety 
third amongft thofe of St. Auguftine are efteeiped no better than fpurious by £- 
rafmus. However we muft own this Falling oh Saturday to have been a Cuf- 
tome in the Roman Church before this Decretal of Innocent, . if fuch there were . Can - *s- 
Indeed in the Eaftern Church the Sabbath or' Saturday was kept, as a Feftival, 
as appears by one of the Canons going under the Name of the Apoftles, and it 

was 
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was unlawfull /to Fall on it, if we give credit to it and the Epiftle which bears *e tTitxj, uaK '„ 
the Name of Ignatius, to the Philip plans, infomuch that this practice in after «re¬ 
times was charged as a fault upon thofe of Ronie by the Sixth Council of Conjtmi-V&Z&y 
nople, and Photius Patriarch of that See ; yet in the Weftern Parts where there SV© 0 ^-*’ 
were fewer converted Jews ("whole ordinary meeting oh that day might give oc- x^^ 
cafion to the Cuftome, as alfo a defign to draw in thole of their Nation) and 
where thofe Hereticks mentioned by Irenceus, who held themfelves bound toFaft lL - I CC * 20 ^-' 
on the Saturday, becaufe they fanfied the Evil God who created the World had 
finilhed his work, and that day was the beginning of all evil • where thefe, I fay, 
gave no occafion to crols their Folly and Superftition by a contrary Ciiftome, it 
was deftinate and appointed to a Publick Faft. 

84. Some have conceived the Cuftome thence taken, that St. Peter being on 
the Lords Day to conteft with Simon Magus, the Church of Rome fet the pre¬ 
ceding day a part for falling and humiliation, to implore the Bleffing of God 
upon a bufmefc of fo great importance, which yet molt of the Romans them¬ 
felves did not believe. Others thought the difference of Cuftoms proceeded 
from the different Apprehenfion and Senfe which Chriftians had of Chrift refting 
in the Sepulchre, whereupon the Eaftern People in memory of his Reft would 
hot make it a faffing day, whereas thofe of the Church of Rome, in fign and 
token of his humiliation chofe to faft upon it. But the reafon given by the 
Decretal of Innocent , feems more full and proper than any. Now when we fpeak 
of the Weft, we do not mean that all Weftern Churches followed herein the 
Church of Rome, for as they were inclined feme obferved one, feme the other 
Which hath Cuftome. In many things it’s clear, that the Britifh Churches conformed them-* 
wife obferved felves to the manners of the Eaft, which it’s evident alfo that Milan did in 
infome parts this particular. For Paulinas allures us in the Life of St. Amhrofe, thar he never 
and^iuhe u *® t * to ^in® on Day of the Sabbath, the Lord’s day, and the Anniverla- 
Eaftern Chur- ties of Saints and Martyrs, yet fo as when he was at Rome he would not be fin- 
chei. gular, but conform himfeJf to their Falhions and Cuftoms. In Africk alfo we 
are informed by St. Auguftine, that fome Churches in the fame Province dined, 
and fome failed on this day, and fo continued the difference, thofe of the Eaft 
fretting in vain againft the Church of Rome , till after various ftrugling in feveral 
refpedis this Church got ground, and in this as other matters impofed her Cuftoms 
as Laws upon the reft of the Weftern World. But, enough of this. Platina tells TheAtjio an¬ 
us farther, that he ordained certain Rules concerning jFewx, Pagans and Monks , nuente - 
that by confent and approbation of Theodofius, he .either baniihed the City or 
drove into Monafteries the Catophrygx Hereticks, erf whom Montanas, Prife ilia. 
and Maximilla were Founders. And he dedicated a ftately Church to Gervafe 
and Prothefius, for which a certain Matron called Vefiina, had left a great Summ 
of Money.

to interpofe his Authority, we have formerly mentioned. But Jet any.Perion 
reade -tlle Letter of the Fathers to Cosleftine, and withall confidcr, that about this 
very time this Council of Milenisytas held., as Baronius liimfelf proves, and if he 
judge whether all circumftances ednfidered, Gratians Nifi forte be of any value, 
aritf whether the Bilhops intended that the See of Rome, againft whole Juril- 
didtion they had fo ftrugled, Ihould be excepted. As for the Canon of the Sy* 
nod oiSardica, the Cardinal to vindicate his Popes from forgery (of which fome 
Innovatours, as he calls the. Centuriatours, do accufe them) thinks it miftaken 
by them for fome other of Nice, or fome one of Nice put amongft thofe of Sar- 
dica, or becaufe the Synod of Bar died was held to confirm the Council of Nicd, 
it was accounted^ as it were, the fame with it, nay in fome relpedfs prefers it 
before that of tf/re; for as it was equal with it in being Oecumenical, fo there 
was in it thirty five Bilhops, together with Grains Biihop of Carthage, where¬ 
as in the Nice Council no more African Fathers are found than onely one Cacilia* 
tins, whereupon he concludes that the African Bilhops could not without breach 
of the Catholick Peace rejedt the Canon of tlfe Synod of Sardica. . _ 

90. But if this be not plain Ihuffling, let any indifferent Perlon tell What 
is. Perhaps arid perhaps the Cardinal may fay now ,• but furely he could not think 
that in all thefe Debates and Pleadings pro and cpn, if they had meant this or that, 
found the thing here or there, upon denyal that there was any fuch matter as 
the-NVce/M? Canon, it would not have been mentioned, inftanced, and thereupon 
Ifliie have been joyned. But, to fee how Baronins takes and refufech, accepts arid 
rejedfs, imbraces and fcorns every thing, any. thing, the fame thing, as they 
make for or againft his great Delign, let but the Header confider what he writes 
of that Council of Sardica , how he confefleth that by reafon of the contrary 
manner of proceeding in that Council, the Refolptions and Adis thereof have 
been varioufly reported and accepted of in later times, that many things are ci¬ 
ted as decreed by the Sardican Council contrary to'the teftimonies of Athanafws; 
and that St. Augujline and others granting feveral Decrees to have been made by 
this Synod, yet excepting againft it as Heretical and Arian: in conclufion, 
fo great was the uncertainty and confufion, in thofe times themfelves, ,amongft 
fuch as had beft reafon to- know, in relation to this Synod, that the Cardinal 
writing of it is thereupon feized with admiration. . Now it’s, not onely an 
Oecumenical Syriod, but fuch an one as though all Orthodox Chriftiatts in the 
bpft times were Ihie of receiving its Decrees, yet, the Africans muft under pein of 
Schifm fubmit themfelves to its Canons and Decrees. But what if there were 
no fuch Canons made by this Synod ; what if neither that of Sardica nor any 
other Council ever ordained any fuch matter about' the Roman Jurifdidlion, and 
Appeals to that See, from the time of Chrift, to that of this Controverfie ? By 
the decifion of that Queftion before an impartial unprejudiced Judge we are 
content to abide, and our Witnefles are thofe African Fathers, who it any fuch 
thing had been, they had certainly better reafon to know than any of thefe laft 
* Ages, hear therefore their Teftimony. The. feventh pretended Canon of,the 
Council of Sardica ordains, that in Cafe of Appeal the Biihop of Rome may fend 
a Latere his Legate or Legates to hear, and by his authority to determine with 
other Bilhops the matter in Controverfie ; but the Bilhops of Africk in their 
Letter to Ccelejline fay in fo many words, Z>t aliqui tanquam a tuaefanftitatis La¬ 
tere mittantur nulla tttvenimus Patruni Synodo conftitutum. : viz. that any may be fent 
as a Latere from your Holinefs we do riot find ordained in any Synod of theFathers.

Many they fliut 
up in pits, and put therein Rats and Mice to devour them alive, having bound 
them fo as they could neither with their Hands or Feet defend themfelves. 
Notwithflanding all that Devils 'and the Magi their Inftruments could invent* 
yet were the Faithfull fo far from being terrified, that as m the mole Primitive 
times, they rather offered themfelves and ran to meet the Crown of Martyrdom. 

Of thefe Hormhda and Saene were eminent Courtiers, together with James , who 
by the King’s perfwafion firft renounced his Religion, but was again reduced by 
his Wife and Mother, and ftoutly confefling his Faith in his Saviour, had by the..

97. The following year which was the 4x1 of our Lord, 
in the Confullhip of Eujlathius and Agricola, an Ed id: was 
publiflied by Theodojius the Emperour direded to Philip the 
Prcefeftus Prat trio of Illyricum,{o r removing of Innovations , 
olfervance and vigorous Execution of the Ancient Ecclefiaftical 
Canons through all the Provinces of that Countrey ; that if 
any doubt full matter arofe it Jhould be determined in a Synod not 
- without the Cognifance of the mofl Reverend Bifhop of Con- 
theEmperour ftantinople, which City enjoyed the Prerogative of old Rome. 

Tbeodqfiusjde- Baronins the Champion of old Rome mightily quarrels with 
Pr^ogativeof Law, as publilhing falfe Dodrine through the fugget 
Ccnfianti- tion of Atticus the Bilhop of the New, who for the advance- 
nopie. mentof his See feigned Canons fo Ancient that indeed they never had any begin¬ 
ning. He not onely queftions the being of fuch Canons, but denies alfo that by 
any other Authority than that of the Secular Prince, by Decrees of any Council, 
the City of Conjlaatinople enjoyed the pierogative of old Rome in matters Ecclefiaf¬ 
tical. As to the bufinefs of Illyricum, he both affirms this See never to have had 
any Jurifdidion over it before this time, nor for many years after enjoyed 
any. But if Atticus his concern for his own See lo far Tranfported him as to 
impofe upon the credulity of the Emperour, the Cardinal’s 2eal for that of Rome, 
fometimes alfo bribes his Underftanding to call: Mifts before the Eyes of his In- 
cautelous Readers, which he may doc at a cheaper rate than Atticus furely could 
in Matters of fuch Confequence abufe his Prince. Had any fuch Canons been made 
for the Intereft of the Roman Church, he would have told us that fuch they were, 
but they are loft, for the Council of Nice doubtlefs made more than thofe twenty 
which are commonly aferibedto it • that the Canon of Sardica cannot be found, 
which, doubtlefs, once had a being, becaufe fevcral Popes did not fear to cite it 
to the African Fathers in behalf of their Right to receive Appeals ; that an Edid: 
of the Emperours was a thing more folemn than, to be founded upon light Sur- 
mifes. Lyes, and Fallhood ; that many things were which do not at this diftance 
appear to us ; that if no credit be to be given to Authentick Laws, there is no 
heed to be taken of any pubJick Monuments; in conclufion, that Atticus never 
would have dared to broach fuch a thing w'hich he knew could not be concealed, 
but coming to the Ears muft needs open the Mouths of his Aimulatours, efpeci¬ 
ally thofe in Italy. 

98. Whether the Cardinal tell truej when he writes, that the City of Conftan• 
tinople at this time did not enjoy any Prerogative of Old Rome by virtue of the 
Canons of any Synod, let the Reader judge by what we have faid at the begin¬ 
ning of this Chapter concerning the Conftantinopolitan Council. As great heed is 
to be taken of what Reflexions he makes upon a bufinels which happened the 
Qatrodu, year following.

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fay, but dee not as I doe. He writes this at the. fame time as he endeavoured by 
all means to intrude into the Affairs of Africk , and challenged the Privilege of 
Appeals upon pretence of a Nicene Canon, which the BUliops rejecting as forged, 
had lent to Alexandria for authentick Copies, which this lame year were lent 
by the Patriarch of that See. As for what he ordains about the Metropolitan he 
tells him, lie acts according to the Prelcript of the Nicene Canons, the fixth indeed 
of that Council taking care of the Jurifdkftion of the Metropolitans. Whence 
Baronins '.t ill perfuadc his Reader, that he moil manifellly lees that the Nicene 
Council fo rook order for having the feveral Provinces fubjedt to Metropolitans, 
that yet file Apofiolical See as he calls it, lliould Jus dicere or exercife Jurifdidlion 
over ail. Certainlv his Reader cannot but fee moft manifellly that this is a 
mighty Confequcn’cc, let him lhew where any yet foe , any Inch provifo or falvo 
is made by any true Canon of that Council. He will find it perhaps written on 
the Lack lide of that other Canon concerning his Popes Jurifdidtion over the Afri¬ 
can Churches. It is certainly a courle fo weak as any one may moll manifeuly 
difeern it, to argue from pietenceto true Title, from intrufion to rightlull and 
juft polleifion ; Which would have notably ferved the defign of Fatroclus. It 
feems becaule Rouijace and his Fellows thrull their Sickles into the Corn of the 
Africans and Galls , therefore they had a Right to reap their Harveft, and in truth 
the one afwell as the other by permiifion (nay Ordination of the Nicene 
Canons. 

99. The enfuing year Theodofius the Emperour let forth feveral Edicts againft 
7-Jereficks , Jews and Pagans , yet to be feen in his own Code. As to the latter L. 5 . 6. 

Theodora tells us, that lie commanded ail footileps of their Superllition to be re- 
moved, that nothing might remain to theoblervation of future times, and in- 
deed two years after by a Refcript he forbad all Pagan Worlliip upon pain of gam's. 
Death, commanding all their Temples, Chapels and Oratories, if any remain- 
cd, to be demolifhed and expiated, by placing there the fign of Chrillian Rcli- 
gion ; which Edidts had not the wiihed effects, as appears trom others publifhed 
long after Ly Mart ianus and Valent ini an, Leo and Anthemius , to be mentioned in 
their proper places. This fame year which was the lail of Honorius the Em- 
lir.niftcer.i- perour, die .1 Boniface Bifhop of Rome on the 25/^ of Otloher, after he jiad gover- 
tilT l l J ^ Me r,et * l !yc years all but two Months and three Days, and was buried in the Via 

Salaria near the Body of St. Felicity the Martyr. Tlatina tells us of great mat- in vitaBmi- 
tcr.s ordained by him: viz. That a Woman or Nun Ihould not touch the Sacred fi>aiprimi. 
falla or Surplice, nor the Frankincenie : That no Slave or Indebted Perfon fhculd 
be received into the Clergy. He built an Oratory in the Cemetery of St. Feli¬ 
city, and adorned her Sepulchre with Marble, gave a Silver Platter of twenty 
Pounds, a great Cup to the value of ten, three Silver Crowns, and of the Jefler 
(oit of Chalices two. Under his Name are extant three Epiflies, One to the Tcm. uConeil. 
Kmptrcur Jloncrius , wherein having mightily applauded the Vcrtucs of that 
in. Works. Prince, lie prays him to prelcrve the Peace of the Church of Rome again ft ambi¬ 
tious and ladlious Pcrfons ; to which the Emperour anfwered, that iris pleafure 
was, and hereby declared it to be, that if in a Schifm two chanced to be elec¬ 
ted, neither of them Ihould hold, but a third Perfon freely and Legitimately clio- 
frn. His l’ccond is directed againft one Maximus a Bifhop and a Mant¬ 
el, ee, accufcd of Impiety, Murther and Contumacy', againft whom he orders the 
Bilhops of Gall to proceed, whether he appeared or not • concluding, that what- 
leever they 7 rcfolved w as necefiarily to be confirmed by his Authority, fo cun¬ 
ningly ambitious were the Roman Prelates at this time, that if any Church out of 
rcipebt to the Dignity of their See or Ability of their Perfons asked them any ad¬ 
vice, they would prefently pretend to Jurifdidtion, this being their flight where¬ 
with at f irft they began to lay the Yoke upon the Provinces. His this third Epi- 
fl!c lie w rote to Hilary Bifhop of Narlone , about the bufinefs whereof we have 
already fpoken. Befides thefe in his Letters, the firft Tome of the Councils men¬ 
tions five other Conftiiutions. “ 1. That none Ihould be ordained Prieft before 
“ lie had completed thirty’ years of Age, how worthy foever, becaufe Chrift bc-

ioo. In the time of this Boniface begun the. Seventh Council of Carthage, as 
it is called, or the African Council, which it feems continued a long time, the 
Prelates going and coming as there wasoccafion. But thefe Carthaginian Councils 
are ftrangely confounded one with another, and probably the lixth and feventli 
were tlie fame. After the death of Boniface the Roman See was Vacant nine days 
calcftinus exclufiv'ely, and then was chofen and ordained Ccsleftinus a Campanian by Birth off 
fucceeds him. ^ f ourt h of November the firft Feria, being the forty fifthBiihop of Rome accor¬ 
ding to Platina , the forty firft after the account of Proffer, and tlie forty third 
in the Opinion of Mariams, fo great certainty is there of this Succeffion fo much 
talked of.

104 About this time lived Faftidius firnamed Prifcus , born m this Ifland of Gennadius, 
Britain, who being very learned in the Chriftian Do&rine was made Bifhop of 
the MetropoUtical Church of London, and preached the Gofpel throughout the 
Iftand. For the clearnefsof his wit, the excellency of his memory, ana integrity 
of his life he is faid to have excelled all the Clergy of this Countrey, and to have 
written certain Pieces, of which voracious time has deprived us. Apd about this

Whilft the Gofpel 
thus flourifhed in the Northern Parts, and the errours of Pelagius met- with 
fuch as difeovered their rottennefe and danger, the Devil was ready to beg'm 
another alfeult upon the Church, and had already furnilhed himfelf with a frelh 
Champion, for Nejlorius by this time, warm in his Patriarchal See, began now to 
vent thofe Doctrines which for want of fit advantages he had hitherto concealed;

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Being of old principled by Theodorus Bifliop of Mopfuejlia and Diodorus of Tarfus Eva ri 
he had the luck alfo to be Nephew ot Paulas Sdmofdtenus , whofe opinionsdid him no iS" 
good, though he pretended to be a great Enemy to them,and an earneft Maintainer $r il linear. 
of the Nicene Faith. He broached not his Herefie firft himfelf, but Anajldfids a Prieft sSS; 
whom he had brought with him from Anttoch , whom he highly efteemed, and ca f- 32* ' 
ufed as a Councillour in all his matters. This Prieft on a certain time taught 
j hs Hereiie publickly in the Church, that , none ought to call the Virgin Mary Theotocos, 
of bSeftorius or the Mother of God, becaufe Ihe was but a Woman, and of a Woman God 
vitimpte!’ 1 ' cou ^ not be born. This raifed a marvellous diforder amongft both Laity 
1 ' and Clergy, who had had it of a long time inculcated into them, that 

Chrift was true God, but when they blamed Anaftajius , and expedted he fhould 
be called to an account for fuch Language, Nejlorius became his Patron, and 
not onely his but the Patron of his Opinion, not mincing at all the matter, but 
in his Sermons maintaining what he had aflerted, that the Bleffed Virgin could 
not be the Mother of God. This put the People befides their Wits. Somefaid 
one thing fome another, many thought he was of opinion that Chrift was but 
a mere Man, and that he went about to revive the Herefie of Samofatenus and 
Photinus. Not onely difputing there was, as happeneth upon fuch occalion, butfo 
great were the heats anddiflentions, and the Schifms came to fuch an height, that 
the fummoning of a general Council feemed needfull for deciding the Contro- 
verfie, and appeafing the minds of Men. 

io 6 . But Nejlorius not contenting himfelf with publifhing his opinions in 
his own Diocefe, divulged them by Books fent into all Places, and gypt 
amongft others, where fome Monks were intoxicated with this new Dodlrine. 

Hereupon Cyril the Alexandrian Patriarch beftired himfelf, as appears by 
this Epiftle. Yet with caution, for knowing that Theodojius the Emperour had 
been the Promoter of Nejlorius to that See, at firft he fent to Conjlantinople onely 
a Confutation of fuch Opinions, not naming the broacher of them ,• at length 
when all the World began to take notice of them he wrote to himfelf the Here¬ 
tick feveral times, defiring him to beware of fuch aflertions, to which he anfwered 
with very great fcorn and ftomach. Cyril feeing there was no good to be clones 
and having by Letters confulted with Cxlejtinus the Bifliop of Rome, and others, 
tizyinaPro- he refolved to caI1 a Provincial Synod of Bifhops to Alexandria , wherein the 
vinciai Synod opinion of Nejlorius was condemned as Heretical, and twelve Anathematifms 
at Alexun- formed, which were afterwards fent to Nejlorius, therewith if poflible to re- 
dr,a ' clame him from his Errours. Thefe becaufe directed againft his Tenents, dis¬ 
cover what they were to us, and therefore we lhall fummarily repeat diem, 
i. “ He that fhall not confefs God to be Immanuel, and therefore the Blefled 
“ Virgin to be Theotocos , Deipara , or Mother of God, according to the Flefh 
“ let him be Anathema, z. As alfo fuch as fhall not confefs, that the word

Cy - ri l a * by them condemned, but accufed Cyril as an Heretick of the Sedl of Apollinaris, 
the Em\*e-" and afterwards drew up twelve Anathematifms againft him, to which he fuffi- 
rour. ciently anfwered. At prefent he could not be condemned, forafmuch as he 
impeached his grand Accufer of the fame Crimea nay it was fo far from that 
that vehemently accufing Cyril to the Emperour, as a turbulent and ambitious 
Perfon, he procured Letters to be written to him, wherein he was chidden and 
threatned, except he would ftudy Peace and Union with Nejlorius. Cyril nothing 
herewith terrified,fet himlelf with all Alacrity to write to the Emperour, and liis 
Sifters,and laying before them the dangerous Principles of their Patriarch, defired 
an univerfal Council might be called,for the full and clear examining of the Truth. 

Theodofius perceiving matters come to that pafs, that no Peace could be elfe ex- 
wiio fum- pedted, by liis Imperial Letters dated Novemler 20, fummons an univerfal Synod,- 
mons an uni- to meet at Epbefus againft Wbitfontide, adding after the Precept that he fhould 
at £pW2i° d not excufe any that failed to be there by that time either to God or Man, for- 
afinuch as fuch as refilled to be prefent at the facred Meeting of Bifhops could 
not poffibly bear any good Confcience : Not onely were the Bifhops of the 
Eaft fummonedjbut fuch of the Weft alfo as were moft eminent,amongft whom St. 

St. Auguftine Augujline, who yet e’er the Meflenger arrived at Carthage, was departed to a placfc 

dies ' void of all dillention and errour. For God had removed this moft Reverend and VAe Baron. 

Learned Bifhop, this moft eminent orthodox Chriftian, out of the way; left he" ”‘ 43 °' 
fhould either fee or feel the Cruelty of the Ar'tan Vandals, who had now befieged 
Hippo above two Months. He lived 7 6 years, whereof 36 hefpent in the Epifeopal 
Function. He preached to his laft, and prayed in his Church befeeching God ei- poffidius in 
ther to remove the Siege, give his Flock patience to endure it, and fubmit to his T,M - 
good pleafure, or take him out of the World to himfelf. Falling lick of a Fe¬ 
ver, he fhut himfelf up, permitting none to come to him, but at fuch time as the 
Phyficians vifited him, or when hemuft neceflarily take fome refrefhment^ fpen- 
ding ten Days in continual Prayers and Tears; for his Judgment was that a good 
Chriftian, efpecially a Prieft, ought not to die without fome remarkable figns of 
Repentance and Humiliation. 

108. As for aTeftament he made none, having nothingto difpofeor bequeath 
thereby, nor ever had any intention to inrich his Kindred. His Books and Li¬ 
brary he had committed to the Church, there to be preferved for the benefit of 
Pofterity, and concerning his own Works this is very remarkable, that about a 
year after when the City was taken and fet on fire, yet they were wonderfully 
Kb Work*, preferved. Thofe that were Written againft Pelagias and his Tenents had various 
reception, not onely as the World were inclined to, and againft that Heretick; 

But they Were realigned and oppofed by feveral in Gall, who pretended: to ab¬ 
hor thofe Errours againft which he wrote, and they were as earneftjy defen¬ 
ded by Hilary Bilhop of Arles and Prof per of Aquitain. To his Works Which 
are very many, are added many fpurious and fome doubtfull, which have been 
detedled, and branded by Erafmus and others. Amongft the former fort is the 
14 Homily, de Nat. Demini, of which he was not the Authour, the Learned Mo* 
lanus with the Divines of Lovain, having rejected and cenfureditto.be as it is the 
Work of an unlearned Novice, yet Barsnius cites it to prove that jojeph was urn Bp .Mmi* 
acquainted with any Matrimonial A £t, which is sow brought to be the Coin- 
Y * mon 
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mon Tenent of th ft Roman Schools. Amongft the Books which he wrote himfeif 
there is one which is not to be read without caution,- and that is his Book 
online, from the Authority of which fome Romanifts will prove Stews to be to¬ 
lerated in a Chriftian State. But when Auguftine wrote that Book as our ’Jewel 
obferves, he was not St. Auguftine. He was yet a very young Man, and bufa 
Novice in the Faith, not yet well inftru<fted, not yet baptized in the Name of 
Ghnft, himfeif as yet keeping a Concubine, and living in Whoredom. What 
matter then if he fay in it, take Harlots away from among Men, and ve 
filial! the Countrey With Ribaldry and Villany. Afterwards lully inftrudta 
Chnflened andI grown older and wifer, he wasof another mind as appearsX 
a place m Ins Book De CiyitateDei, * which Work he finilhed but four years bS * 
fore his Death. As all his Works are large Teftimonies of his Learning In<r e - 
nuity and Prety, fo that of his Retractions of his Candour and Humility^ &££ 
an efpecial manner, wherein of his own accord he confefleth and revoketh T'™ 4 civit « 
hjs former fl.p s> faults and erroure. Long before him Hippocrates had Tne^SSi 
the fame. After him Cardin and many other great Perlbns, yet few in 
companion ofthofe, who rather again!! their Confciences plead for than 
own and tetrad their Errours. The Example of thofe Worthies, every one 
knows, every one commends rather than Opiniaftrity, but when ftcomee 
to the eifedt not manypradife.

CHAP. VI. 

From the third Oecumenical Council fummoned by 
Theodofius the Second to the City of Ephefus. io 
the fourth Oecumenical Council fummoned by the 
hmperour Martianus to the City of Chalcedon. 

The Space of Ttoeatj Tears and alout Four Months. 
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any Capacity to fend any confiderable Legation: onely Capreolus Primate of Can 
thage, doing aftnuch as in himlay,fent Bajfulas a Deacon of his Church .with Let¬ 
ters of excufe to the Synod. Very many Bilhops indeed were perfonally abfenr, 
and prefent onely by their Legates or Agents, asalmoftali the Weflern ^ifliops, 
and by Name Caleftine Patriarch of Rome, whole Legates came not till the 10 th. 
of July, and the Council had done molt of their Work. Some its probable upon 
other occasions negle&ed this bufinefs, as the Bilhops of Gangra and Heraclea in 
Macedonia, who were not at this Synod. Divers others wilfully and obftinately 
refufed to be prefent at this Holy Synod, as Neftorius himfeif the Patriarch of 
Conftantinople, John Patriarch of Antioch and fome forty Bilhops, who at the fame 
time while the Holy Council was held in the Church of the Blefled Virgin at 
Ephefus, held a Conventicle bythemfelves in an Inn in the fame City, as we 
lhall fee hereafter. Yet, notwithftanding the perfonal abfence of the firlt, the 
negligent of the fecond, and wilfull abfence of the laft, and although no Pref- 
byters at all were therein, not in their own right, tills Holy General Council 
faith of its Synodical Judgment given by thole that were prefent, that it 
nothing elfe hut * the common and confenting Judgment of the whole World. For * Nihil s liui 
the Council was lawfully called, all were liunmoned univerfally, it was free for 
all to be prefent, and therefore all the Bilhops in the World did either perfo- terramm orbit 
nally, by their Agents exprefs, or elfe in a tacit and implicit manner, wrap finfaScm. 
Wherein Ow 7 U p (heir Judgment in the fynodal Decree made by the Bilhops prefent in fhe J E pi(t.concU. 
Uxmdria * Council, of which Cyril was Patron or chief, afwell after as before the coming of Ephef ad imp. 
prefidej. Caleftine his Legates to die Synod. 

3. For prevention of Tymults the Emp.erour fent thither Candidianus aCount, e?. 
and to keep diforderly Perfons from the Council, to fee that no diflention and Fom. j. ar. 
private Quarrels might hinder their grave Confultations, with the free and exadt fff'f. pje ^ 
difeuflion of the Caufes propofed, and to provide, that every one might freely zit diugenter 
and with Ieiliire propound what was needfull, and to have .feope to refute all pro/jnciat,&c. 
doubts propofed by others. At the firft opening of the Synod Neftorius was prefent, 
whom Cyril when they came to fall upon the bufinefs in hand, did vehemently 
tax, and with other Bilhops contended earneftly for Chrill’s Divinity, affirming 
him one and the lame Son of God, begotten of his Father before all Ages, and in 
the laft times made Man of a Virgin,thjit he was not one and another, and that 
the Blefled Virgin ought properly and truely to be called osnU©-, or the Mother 
of God. Hereat Neftorius rofe up, told them plainly he would not own a God, 
that grew to Man’s Eftate by two and three Months and fo forth, and that there¬ 
fore lie waflied his Hands of their Bloud, and thenceforth would come no more 
into their Company. With fix other Bilhops he ftreight departed out of the 
Aflembly, and kept himfeif afterward private with thofe Men and others, he 
thought fit ior his purpofe.. And when the Day after, three Bilhops were fent 
by the Council to cite him to appear, and he was called once and again after¬ 
ward, yet he flatly refufed to come to them, ufing the Meflengers contumeli- 
1 oufly, and frighting them by the armed Guards he had got about him by his 
great Intereftin Irenceus a Count he had brought with him, and Candidianus, 
both whom he had infe&cd with his Herefie. The Synod perceiving how con- 
tumacioufly he bore himfeif, refoived to proceed to the Merits of the Caufe. 

They cauied to be read the Nicenefmh, the Epiftles of Cyril and Neftorius, 
written upon the Controverlie, with another lent from Caleftine the Roman Pa¬ 
triarch. Theodotus Bilhop of Ancyra and Acacius of Melita, depofed on the blafphe- Neujfuatem,. 
mous words they had heard him utter publickly at Ephefus. Other Speeches were 
alledged, the Teflimonies of Scriptures and Fathers for Incarnation of the word, p atr is coiief 
and the Divinity of Chrift were cited, all which being done after adviied andjw; nofiri

Council excommunicated and anathematized John, PaulTheodoret, Has and all 
their Fadhous Adherents, the Conventicle anathematized Cyril and 
all his Adherents, arrogating to themfelves the glorious Name of the Holy £- 
phejive Council, and ; flandering them that held with Cyril as a Conventicle, an 
unlawfull and diforderly Affembly, terming them Arians, Apollinarians and Cv- 
rtlltans, afwell as thofe with Cyril called themfelves, as indeed they were the 
Holy and Oecumenical Council, and termed John , with his Adherents a Fa&ioti 
and heretical Conventicle of Nejlorians. In fine, as the Council conftantly refilled 
to communicate with them, till they confented to the depofing of Neftoriut 
and anathematizing his Herefie, the Conventicle not onely refufed Communion 
with Cyril and other Catholicks, but bound themfelves by many folemn Oaths 
and that afterward in the prefence of the Emperour, that they would ne¬ 
ver communicate with the Cyrillians , except they would condemn the twelve 
Chapters of Cyril , adding that they would rather die than confent to any one 
SSSS of the twelve Chapters. But though the Fathers of the true and genuine Coun- 
the Empe- wrote their Enc} chcal Epiftle to all Chriltians, and continually upon urgent 
row*. occafion humbly informed the Emperours of their proceedings, fending Letters 
after Letters, yet either were the Meflengers ftopt or their Letters intercepted, 
fo that not the leaft notice of them came to their Majefties, whereas on the o- 
ther fide the frequent Letters of the Conventicle frought with Lies and Slanders 
had every day accefs and great applaufe at Court; for Count Candidianus, whom 
the Emperours made their Deputy and Prefident of the Council, to fee all 
good and Canonical Orders therein obferved, fo far was faulty to his truft as 
being moft partial to Nejlorius and his Herefie, he not onely was Privy and afi 
fiftant to the flopping of the Councils Letters, but by his own difpatches, fe- 
condedand confirmed all the Lies which the Conventicle had writ unto the 
who being Emperours.

r e Ad *ticf e the Afiociates they fufpended for a while, partly to prevent a greater Schifm, Which 
atK Ba- John by his great intereft might procure, but efpecially in hope that as well he 
niflunent to as t jj e Eaftern Bilhops might in time be brought off, and reduced to Unity with 
Cyril and the Catholiek Church, which in the height of their prefent heat and 
ftomach could not be expedted. And thus was the Council at Epbefus diflbl- 
ved, a far greater Rent being by this means left at the end, than had been at 
the beginning thereof, and fo that Malady for which it was called not prefent- 
ly cured but increafed. Nejlorius was permitted to flay as yet in the Mohaftery 
of St. Euprepius at Antioch , to fee if he would recant his opinions, but growing 
more obftinate, was at length after fome three or four years banilhed into the 
Wildernefs of Oajis. The EmperoUr alfo animadverted upon his Courtiers Evagr. Ucy. 
who had been falfe to their truft, and done fo ill Offices for the Epbefine Fa¬ 
thers. 

7. But befides what thefe Fathers did diredly againft Nejlorianifm we milft 
not omit certain Canons of this Synod of Ephefus , mentioned after a Preface; 
wherein they fignifie, that being called together by the Emperour’s Eduft, above 
thirty of their Number had feparated themfelves in behalf of Nejlorius , and 
Several other therefore remained excommunicate and depofed. Then follow feven Canons 
Canoiu ‘ of which this is the Summ, that if any Metropolitan Bilhop or Clerk imbraced 
the Herefie of Nejlorius or Ccelejtius , he ihould be excommunicated and degraded; 
if aLay-perfon he ihould be excommunicated; And the fame to extend againft 
foch as produced, wrote or compofed any form of Faith, befides that of the 
Nicene Council ; As alfo fuch Perfons as ihould appear of Charijius his opinion 
who thought not aright of the Humanity of Chrift. The eighth Canon was 
made upon occafion, that the Patriarch of Antioch, took upon him to ordain in 
the Churches of Cyprus , which thing being an innovation contrary to Ecclefiajli- 
cal Confutations^ and the Canons of Holy Fathers , and for that Epidemical Difeafes 
require a greater Remedy, becauf b they are more dangerous than others , therefore the 
Fathers decree that it betaken for a Rule in all Diocefes and Provinces whatfoevtr , 
that no Bijhop invade or occupy any Province, which and from the beginning hath 
not been under his Jurifdittion or that of his Predecejfours. If any hath already 
invaded any fuch Province and by force made it his own , the Holy Synod com* 
mands he do reflore it, lejl the Canons of the Holy Fathers be neglefted, and lejl 
under pretence of Adminijlration of Holy things, the Arrogance of fecular Power 
creep in, and by degrees we imprudently lofe that Liberty which our Lord Jefus 
Chrijl the Saviour of all Men, by the price of his own Bloud hath bejlowed upon 
us. therefore it pleafetb the Holy Synod, that the Rights of every Province, which 
according to the Ancient Cuflome it hath had from the beginning, be preferved to it 
pure and inviolable , every Metropolitan having liberty to take Copies of thofe Alls 
for his Security. And if any ¥ erf on Jhall produce any Santlion contrary to what is 
here defined, it is the pleafure of all the holy and univerfal Synod, that it be void 
and'of none effett. That this Canon was made tacitely againft the Incroachments Tom. 2. Epbef. 
of the Roman Patriarch, fome do gather not obfeurely from the A<fts of this 
Council, it evidently from them appearing, that this Canon prevailed and was of ' p ' 
force, notwithftanding the Epiftle of Innocent the Firft to Alexander, whereby 
he declared thit the Cyprians did not catty themfelves like faithfull Men, ex¬ 
cept they fubje&ed themfelves to the Patriarch of Antioch. Yet we fee this Ca¬ 
non of this Oecumenical Council, is quite contrary to the Sentence of the Roman 
Bilhop, for it decrees that attempt to have been made upon Cyprus by 4 iim of 
Antioch , againft Ecclefiaftical Conftitutions and Decrees of the Fathers, andthere- 
foreall Sanctions or Epiftles in this Cafe to be utterly null. But befides thofe Ca¬ 
nons ( that we may conclude with this Synod } the Fathers made another Com 
ftitution againft the MaJfalian Hereticks, Euchytee and Enthufiajls ( having in 
the ninth Seffion condemned the Pelagians ) and anathematized a Book of thofe 
Hereticks, going under the Name of Afceticon , which fome think near a-kirt 
to the Afcetica, reckoned amongft the Works of Bafil.

Cyril 
feeing they added as he faid Contumelies, who fhould have asked pardon 
and recanted* would neither admit of their fecond Epiftle, but when Paul 
earneftly endeavoured to excufe them, affirming upon his Oath, that their pur- 
pofe was not to exafperate, but dofe with him in Charity, he was content to 
admit this excufe, Paul having in Commiflion to work him ofF as much as could 
be, but however to make an Agreement with him confented to anathematize 
Nefiorius and his Herefies, to thedepofmg of him and the Ele&ionof Maximia¬ 
nus into his place, which when he. had fubfcribed with his own hand, Cyril 
received him into Communion.

Catholick Faith. All this they not onely fuppreffed, but to colour the matter, 
forged alio a Letter under Cyrifs name, whom therein they made to confent.to 
the condemnation of his own Doftrine j winch Letter lias m h^ Epftl e mclo- 
fed and fent unto Maris the Heretick. AU thele thmgs our Learned DodtourCr^- 
kanthorp had detedted, evinced and confuted, and hath moreover difcovered how 
Baronius hath perverted the narration of this union, and ftrengthned the calumny 
of the Nefiorians by his mifreporting of the fame, and all to ferve the great de- 
fiens of his Pope Figilius his infalUbility, and to make lnm appear orthodox and 
right in the Faith, but to how little purpofe in due time will be difcovered..

When any difficult Caufe, and unknown to c Jf r * 
all the Judges of the Scotifli Nation fkall arife, it is rightly to be referred to the 
See of the Archbijhop of the Irifli (viz. to Patrick} and to the examination of the 
Prelate thereof But if by him aiid his Wife Men a Caufe of this nature cannot eafily 
be made up: we have decreed, it Jhall be fent to the See Apofiolick • that is to fay, 
to the Chair of the Apoflle Peter, which hath the authority of the City of Rome. 

Onely this I will fay, that as it is moll: likely that Sr. Patrick had a fpecial regard 
unto the Church of Rome , from whence he was fent for converfion of this Ifland 5 
fo if I my felf had lived in his days, for the refolution of a doubtfull Queftion, 

I fliould as willingly have liffried to the Judgment of the Church of Rome as to 
the determination of. any Church in the whole World, fo reverend an eftima- 
tion have I of the Integrity of that Church as it flood in thofe good days. But 
that St. Patrick was of ppinion that the Church of Rome was fure ever afterward 
to continue in that good eftate, and that there was a perpetual privilege annexed 
unto that See, that it fliould never err in Judgment, or that the Pope’s Sentences 
were always to be heid as infallible Oracles • that will I never believe: fure I am 
that my Countreymen after him were of another Belief, who were fo far from 
fubmitting. themfelves in this fort to whatfoever fliould proceed from the See of 
Rome, that they oftentimes flood out againfl it, when they had little caufe fo to 
doe. For proof whereof I need to feek no farther than to thofe very allegations 
which have been lately urged for maintenance of the fupremacy of the Pope and 
Church of Rome in this Countrey.

their Churches, and conftrained Rufticula their Biihop to hold private Conven¬ 
ticles. For unto that time (faith Socrates) the Novations flourimed at Rome, en- Lib. 7 . c . it. 
joyed there many Churches, and had under them great Congregations. Tb this 
he adds this bote: But then they Began to Be hated out of meafure , rdhenay the 
Bifhop of Rome (no otherwife than the Bijhop of Alexandria) faffing the Bounds 
of his Prieftly Order , prefumed now to challenge to himfelf Secular Power and Autho¬ 
rity. Befides his Epiftles and the Decrees therein contained, Gratian hath four 
which are hardly worth relating, onely one of them inflicts punilhment upon 
the Biihop or Prieft thatlhould lye with the Woman whole Confeflion they heard.

By this teeming Piety and 
Humility the Emperour was fo moved, that he referred the bufinefc wholly to 
Sixtus, who now become both Judge artd Party, condemned both his Accufers, 
neither upon their repentance to receive them to favour, when one of them pleaded 
that Chrift teacheth us thus to ^tay,Forgive us our trefpajfes as we forgive them that 
trefpafs againft us; he replying, that it was alfo Written that the fin aganft the 
Holy Ghoit Ihould neither be forgiven in this World, nor that which is to come. 

Bajfus, as Principal in the Hander was Banilhed, and his eftate feized to the ufe 
of the Church, three months after which he died, and then the Bifhop, as it 
feems, relenting, caufcd him to be Imbalmed, and (as Platina tells us) with his 
own hands Buried him near to St. Peter in the Sepulchre of his Anceftours. At 
Poljcbronius this fame time Sixtus accufed Polychronius the Biihop of Jerufalem, as having for 
r£Z°fut * Reward in Money ordained feveral Bilhops and Minifters, and caufed him for 
pended. fome time to be fulpended from his Fundfron, being condemned by this Roman 
Synod. It’s reported he was angry with him for having once laid that it was 
more fitting the City of Jerufalem Ihould obtain the preeminence than Rome, be¬ 
ing the place where Chrift taught and fullered, and where the HolyGhoft was 
tent down firft upon the Difciples. But in a time when Jerufalem was Befieged, 
this Biihop telling his Lands, and diftributing the price amongft the Poor, ( Sixtus

two Furlongs diftant from Antioch, to Petrie, a piace in the Wildernefs of Gafis. Lib. 1. c. 7. 
Being afterward (as Euayrius tells us) fet at liberty hiy the People called Blemmyes 
in Libya, and Theodofius having by his Edicts ordained he fliould return, as he 
wandred from place to place abprit the' fartheft Part of TheBais, bruifing and 
beating himfelf to the ground, he had fuch an end as was agreeable to the'life he 
had formerly led, and thereby fhewed himfelf a fecqnd Arius. For, as this Au-

This the Emperour religidufly 
performed, writing a Letter or Petition exprefied both by Nicephorus and Baro-

due afcribes.unto him. The Emperour’s Letters were brought to the dead Gorpfe 
and with great Reverence .laid upon the Breaft of Chryfoftome, which done the 
next day with eafe the Pnefts took Up the Body, and bringing it to Constanti¬ 
nople, placed it m the Church of the Holy Apoftles. . : ■ •.

Any one of them doting after fuch miraculous Re¬ 
ports, would have painted out this Miracle of Miracles with all the wit and words 
they had. That which l onely obferve is, the ftrange, and if you pieafe, . mira¬ 
culous lewd dealing of Baronius. ThisEpiftle of Theodofius , though it was writ¬ 
ten to Chryfoftome more than thirty years after his Death, the Cardinal ap¬ 
proves, applauds, and for a rare Monument commends it, and all that ap{»en-

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dant fable to all Pofterity. Why i It is an excellent ftory, indeed to perfwade 
the Adoration of Reliques, Innovation of Saints, Prayers for the Dead and fuch 
like. Had theEpiftle of Theodoret (hereafter to be mentioned ) contained fuch 
fluff, it fhould have had every way the like ap^laufe from his Cardinalfhip, 
becaufe it wants filch matters, arid crofleth in very many things the Cardinal’s 
Annals ; oh litis nothing but a Fidtion, and a very forgery of fome naughty 
On rhe fifth Varlet.

To tliefe times 
ailb Theodoret (of whom we ffiall have too much occafion to fpeak more here¬ 
after) continued his Hiftory confifting of five Books, the Style of which is more 
Hifiorical than either that of Socrates, Sozomen or Euagrmsi n the opinion both 
of Pbotius and Raffias. Thefe Greek Authours were firftTranflatedI into Latin 
by Epiphanius an eloquent Man, and the friend ^ of Caffiodorus, wlio having pro¬ 
cured this to be done, of them three he compofed the Tripartite Hiftory, left elo- 
quent Greece, as he faith, Ihould infult above thofe of the Weft, injoying thofe^ija

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Epiftle Theodoret declarethhis eagerriefs for defending the Doftrine qf Neftonus, 
and infulteth over dead Cyril as the chief Oppugner of that Herefie,the very fame 
eagernefs for Neftorianifm, and love .to his Herefies, as alfothe like joy forces 
death, doth his Sermon exprefs,. and that more fully with fuch Expreflions as 
thefe • None doth hm comped any man to hlafpheme , feeing Cyril is dead, mere are 
thofe who teach that God was Crucified. It was the man Chrifl and not God who was 
crucified. It was the manjefus that died , and it was God the Word who ratfed 
him from the lead. Now there is ho contention (feeing Cyril is dead.) the Edft and 
<s£ Z ypt (that is, afivell thofe who are under the Patriarch of Alexandria, as fuch 
as are fubjedt to the Patriarch of Antioch) 4 re all under one Take, or allfubmit 
themlelves to one Faith, viz. Neftorianifm. Envy is now dead and all Content ion dead 
and buried with him. Let now the Theopafchites (that is the Catholicks who 
taught God to have fuffered and died) let them now be quiet. Now who can ima- 
<une but that the Epiftle which maintains, the fame Herefie, and mfults in the fame 
muniphing manner at the death of Cyril was written by Theodoret when he pub- 
lickly in a Sermon before a Patriarch uttered the famfe Matter ? Would he forbear 
to write that in a Letter which he neither did fear nor forbear to profefs openly 
in a Seimon, and th^t in fo folemn a place and Aflembly ? Or^was Theodoret Or¬ 
thodox, and a lover of Cyril in his Writings before his death (as Baromus alledg- 
eth) who was Heretical and fo big with Neftorianifm after lus death, that he 
iiiuft vent them, and with them dilgorge his malice and fpite in an open Pulpit, 
and fuch an Audience > It is not the Infcription or Title of the Epiftle, but the 
Epiftle it felf, which the Fifth Council and we after it ftand upon, put that they 
knew the Epiftle to be Theodoret% they needed not by it to have proved that lie 
after the Union, yea, after the death of Cyril , was eager, violent, yea, viriileiit 
in defence of the Herefies of Neftorius , his Sermon had been a lUfficient demonftra- 
tion of that: ButbecaUfe they were fttre this wis the true Epiftle of Theodoret , 
they thought good to teftifie that he was the felf fame man in writing that he was 
in preaching, an<I id both a malitious Neftorian ; that long after the Union made 
betwixt John and Cyril , yea after Cyril s death he continued both to write and fpeak 
the lame. 

19. Next the Dotftour obferveth the fraudulent dealing of Baronius and Binius 
in this Caufe, who though they carp riot at the Sermon, yet deny the Epiftle, 
whereas though the Epiftle had never been extant, yet the Cardinal’s Pofition for 
Theodoret's Orthodoxy and Catholick Faith ever after the Union betwixt John and 
Cyril is clearly and certainly refuted by his Serttibn made twelve years after the 
Union. Then whereas the Cardinal ftrongly urgeth the Epiftles, which irt their 
Vaticane or Minthcufe, are ftamped with the Name of Theodoret , to prove his 
Orthodoxy for fix and twenty years, this Sermon alone convkfts them of fallen 
hood, wherein he Vomits out in a moft Solemn Aflembly, together with the 
Blafphemies of Neftorius, moft flaftderous Revilings, not onely againft Cyril, at 
whofe death he infulteth, but againft all Catholicks, whom after the Neftorian 
Language he ftiles Theopafchites and Hereticks : With fuchfalfe, feigned and lying 
Writings doth theCardirlal fight againft the Fifth Synod and the A<fts thereof 
After this to meet with the Objection which Baronius might make againft the 
Epiftle from the falfenefs of its SuperlcHption, by many InftanCeS our Authour 
proveth an Epiftle may be true, when yet the Title is falfe and erroneous. As 
1 ft. in the Epiftle of Clement to James, the Infcription whereof, though both he 
and Binius confefs to be falfe, y6t held the Letter it felf t6 be Clement's. Excufing 
it they fay it was onely an errour in writing Jbmts iriftead of Simeon, and had 
they not been too malitious againft the Fifth Synod, they would as eafily have 
faid the Epiftle is truly his but in the Infcription, in the Atfts, the Name of John 
is by the Writers miftaken for that of Domnus. ±: In theodoret's Hiftory and the 
Venice Edition of the Councils by Nicholinus Pope Damafus is laid to have Writ an 
Epiftle to Pdulinui Bilhopof Thejfalohica, whereas it ought to be read, 5 a s Baronin? 
and Binius confefs, Bilhop of Antioch. 3. The fixteenth Novel of Juftihian is di- AdAnXi. 31&. 
re< 3 :ed to Anthimus Bilhop of Conftantinople , Whereas Mennas at that time gover- 
ned that See. 4. The Epiftle of Foelix the fourth to Sabina, was' d^ted on the 
twelfth of the Calends of November, at which time Foelix was dead, Whole Name 
as the Cardinal faith might eafily creep iri for that of Boniface his Succeflour. By 
feveral other ihftaaees not neceflary here to be exprefled,doth he make the Cardi- Ad An. ss* 
nal’s Exception againft this Epiftle of Theodoret very ridiculous. 

30 . Arid no lefs ridiculous doth he lhew the Cardinal’s reafons to be U'hy John 

A a a died 
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died before Cyril. He confefieth it true that John did die before him, becaufe of 
many undoubted teftimonies of the Council of Chalcedony not one of which the 
Cardinal had the grace to alledge, but his reafons are fo weak, and withall fo full 
of fraud and untruth, that the Do&our counts it worthy of confideration to lee 
his blindnefs arid perverfenefs, even in proving that which is true. He firft tdls us : 
l have Jhewed this mofl manifejlly that John died feven years before Cyril, by the 
Epiftle which Theodoret wrote to Domnus four years fince (that is four before this Ad Ann. 
year 444) in the behalf of one Fselicianus, whofe iftate Theodoret recommends to 444 * i«. 

Domnus. The Doftour obferves how egregious a trifler the Cardinal hathlhewed 
himfelf hereby. For neither in the four hundred and fortieth, nor in any four 
years either before or after that doth he fet down any Epiftle of Tfaeodoret's to 
Domnus in behalf of Falicianus. The Epiftle which the Cardinal dreameth of, 
is in behalf of Ceeleftianus, and that is indeed exprefied Ann. 440. where note, I 
pray, that the Cardinal by a flip either of his own Pen or Memory ( as I verily 
fuppofe) or of his Scribe, names Ftelicianus inftead of Ceeleftianus. God even by 
tins demoriftrating how unjuftly he carps at the Synodal Adis, for that very er- 
rour or flip of a Pen, which the Cardinal himfelf falls into, even vfffiile he for 
the like flip declaimeth againft thefe Holy Synodical Adis. And yet there’s a 
worfe fault in thisReafon. For it is no more Ihewed that John died before Cyril 
by that Epiftle than by TuUys ad Atticum. That Epiftle having neither date nor 
any Circumftance to induce that, and may afwell be written Ann.448. as 440. His 
fecond Reafon is: Thefe are Letters extant of Theodoret to Domnus the year fol¬ 
lowing QAnn. 43 7.) and that Epiftle I will fet down in its due place, the next year. 

Now in the next year, viz. Ann. 43 7. there is no Epiftle of Theodoret fet down by 
the Cardinal, nor is either Domnus or Theodoret lb much as named in all his dif- 
courfe of that year. Is tiot this now Ihewed mofjk manifejlly ; you may be fure 
he would riot have feared to perform his promife, but that there Was iomewhat 
in that Epiftle which would have bewrayed his lewd dealing in this Caufe. His 
third Reafon is drawn from the Teftimony of Nicephorus , from whom he faith it 
is certain. No it is fure and certain by Nicephorus that Baronius is erronious in this 
matter, for heaccounteth John to have been Bifhopof Antioch 18 years, and the 
Cardinal will allow him no more than 13, now the firft year of John cannot pofii- 
bly be before the year 427, for in that year Theodotus his next Predeceflhur died, 
as Baronius himfefif proveth. Add now unto thefe 17 more, and then the death of 
John will be Ann. 444. which is the felf fame year wherein Cyril died. 

31. But fee farther, how the Cardinal is infatuated in this Caufe. John (faith 
he) died Ann. 436. having been Bifhop 13 years. John fucceeded to Theodotus 
who died Ann. 427. Say now in truth is not the Cardinala worthy Arithmetician, 
who of 427 and 13 can make no more than 436 ? And is not this a worthy rea¬ 
fon to refufe Nicephorus ? But this is not all, for Baronius glofiing upon Theodo¬ 
ret’s Letter to Diofcorus, which, as he faith, was written Ann. 444, there obferves 
with a Memorandum, that by this Paflage of Theodoret, you may fee how long 
Theodotus , John and Domnus , had fitten in the See of Antioch , viz. z6 years in 
all, from that time that Theodotus was made Bifhop unto that year 444, viz. Theo¬ 
dotus 6, John 13, and Domnus 7, untill that year. Theodotus , as Baronius will 
allure you was made Bifhop Ann. 423. Add now unto thefe 6 of Theodotus , 13 
of j fohn, and 7 of DomnuSy and tell me, whither you think the Cardinal had lent 
his Wits when he could fum thofe to be juft 444. Or will you fee the very quin- 
teflence of the Cardinal’s Wifedom? I will (faith he) jet down the next year (viz. 

Ann. 437.) *he very Epiftle of Theodoret to Domnus, which was then written unto 
him, and I will fet down in his due place (viz. Ann. 444 .) that Epiftle of Theodo¬ 
ret to Diofcorus, whereby is fhewed, that John was'Bifhop of Antioch juft 13 years. 

Thus the Cardinal, who by thefe two Epiftles of Theodoret will prove both thefe. 

As much in effedl as if he had faid, I have already proved that John began to be 
Bifhop of Antioch Ann. 427. and this being fet down for a certainty 5 I will now 
prove by Theodoret s Epiftle to Domnus, that John died Ann. 436, that is, in his 
ninth year • and then I will prove again by Theodoret's Epiftle to Diofcorus, that 
he died in his thirteenth year, and fo died not till the year 440. Or, as if hehad 
thus faid, I will firft prove that mine own Annals are untrue^ wherein it is laid, 
that John died in the year 43 6, which is but the ninth year of John, becaufe hedied 
not, as Theodoret in one Epiftle witnefleth, untill his thirteenth year, which is Atm. 

440. And then 1 will prove unto you,that mine own Annals are again untrue,where¬ 
in it is faid that John was Bifhop 13 years, and fo died not till Ann. 440. (begin¬ 
ning the firft Ann. 427.) becaufe Theodoret in another Epiftle witnefleth, that John

d ied Ann. 4 3 6 . Or thus,I will firft prove that John was dead Ann. 43 6,thbugh he was 
alive Ann4 40, and then I will prove unto you that John was alive Ann. 440,though 
he was dead Ann. 436 . Is not this brave dealing in the Cardinal ? Is he not 
worthy of a Cap and Feather too, that can prove all thefe, and prove them by 
Theodorefs Epiftles ? Or do you not think thefe to be worthy Epiftles of Theo¬ 
doret y by which fuch Abfurdities, fuch Impoffibilities may be proved ? 

3 2. Doth hot this alone if there were no other evidence* dembnftrate thefe 
Epiftles of Theodoret to be Counterfeits? If that to Domnus be truely his as 
Baronius tiflures you, whereby John is laid to have died Ann. 436, then cer¬ 
tainly the other to Diofcorus muft needs be a forgery, whereby John is fhewed 
to live Ann. 440. Again if that to Diofcorus be truely his as Baronius allures 
you, wherein John is laid to live 440, then certainly the other to Domnus muft 
of neceflity be a forgery, wherein John is laid to be dead Ann. 43 6 . And as either 
of thefe two Epiftles demonftrates the untruth and forgery of the other, fothey 
both demonftrate the great Vanity of BaroniuSy who applauds them both, and 
who will makegood what they both affirm ; that is the fame Man to be both 
dead and aliVe, a Bilhop and no Bifhop at the felf fame time; and by thefe wor¬ 
thy Reafons doth the Cardinal refute his own witnels, Nicephorus, who by gi¬ 
ving eighteen years to John, fhews plainly that John and Cyril died within one 
year, which account perhaps gave occafion to the Exfcriber of the Synodal Adis 
to thruft in the Name of John, whom upon Nicephorus his account he thought to 
live after Cyril, whereas in very deed he died fomething before Cyril. His fourth 
and laft Reafon is drawn from a Canonical Epiftle of Cyril to Domnus , fet down 
in the additions to Theodore Balfamon, where he concludes it out of doubt that 
John died, feeing one Cyril writ to his Succeffour Domnus, yet are there two great 
doubts in it. The firft whether that Epiftle be truely Cyrils, what the Cardinal 
brings being much againft it, the Epiftle afcribing fo great Authority to Domnus, 
as to put out Bifhops and reftore them at his pleafure, quite contrary to the Ca¬ 
non of the Council of Antioch, which requires that the Metropolitan doe no- Concii. Ami . 
thing in fuch Caufes without the advice and confent of the other Bifhops oi^ u ^ ulioU 
that Province. The other doubt is whether Domnus, to whom this Epiftle is writ- ' 9 ‘ 
ten be Domnus Bifhop of Antioch , and Succeflour to John. In removing hereof 
the Cardinal is much troubled, winding himfelf divers ways, and concluding 
that He who had fuch Authority muft needs be fome eminent Bifhop , and not one of 
an inferiour See , although he might be a Metropolitan, though no Patriarch, 
and lb have inferiour Bifhops under him. 

33. But he adds that, There is no Domnus elfe, but this Domnus Bifhop of An¬ 
tioch, mentioned either in the Council of Ephefus or Chalcedon, who had fuch Au¬ 
thority as to depofe and reftore Bifhops ad libitum. But in fuch lawfull manner 
as Domnus of Antioch might doe it, there were others called by the Name of 
Domnus mentioned in thofe very Councils, who might upon juft caufe, and by 
due and Canonical proceeding, depofe and reftore their inferiour Bifhops. Look 
but into thefe Councils, and you will admire both the fupine Negligence of the 
Cardinal in this point, and his moft audacious down-facing of the truth,* for, 
to omit others both in the Conventicle of Ephefus , and the Council of Chal- ~ Cme 
cedon, there is often mention of Domnus Bifhop of Apamea, a Metropolitan Tii-chatty if6. 
{hop. And that you may fee how fraudulently the Cardinal dealt in this very 
point, he neither would fet down that Epiftle, nor acquaint you with that which 
in Balfamon is exprefly noted; that Peter the Bifhop, whom that Domnins , to 
whom Cyril wrileth, had depofed, was Alexandrihus Sacerdos , a Bifhop of the 
Patriarchate of Alexandria. Now what had Domnus of Antiochl o doe with the Alex¬ 
andrian Bifhops? Soclear itis by Balfamon, that this Domnus, to whom Cyril wrote, 
was nor Domnus of Antioch, as the Cardinal I fear againft his Knowledge a- 
Voucheth. But thus you fee all the Reafons the Cardinal bringeth to prove John 
to be dead feven years before Cyril, not onely to be weak and unable to en¬ 
force that Conclufion,but alfo tobe full fraught with frauds and untruths. So that 
if I had not found more found and certain Reafons to perfwade this, I could ne¬ 
ver by the Cardinal’s proofs have been induced to think that an Errour inthe 
Infcription of Theodoret' s Epiftle. But feeing upon the undoubted Teftimonies in 
the Council of Chalcedon, it is certain that John died before Cyril, I willingly 
acknowledge a flip of fome Writer in that Infcription, but yet the Epiftfe itlelf 
muft be acknowledged to be truely Theodoret's, which is all that the Synod a- 
voucheth, and that which the Cardinal undertook to difprove, but by no one 
♦ Reafon doth offer to prove the fame. And even for that Errour aHo in the In- 

feription,

fcription, I doubt not but thofe who can have a fight of the Greek and Original, 
nay perhaps fome ancient Copies of the Ads of the fifth Council, fhall find 
either no Name at all, or which I rather fuppofe, that of Domnus expirefled there¬ 
in ; inftead of which, though fome ignorant audacious Exlcriber hath thruft in 
the Name of John ; it is not nor ought not to be any Impeachment at all to 
the Synodal Ads, unlefs the Cardinal will acknowledge his own Annals to be of 
no credit, becaufe in them Pafchalis is written by fome fuch errour for Pelagi- 
us, John for Vigilius, Juftinus for Juftinianus, Tbcodorus for Theodofius, Sexta ior 
Quinta , Ftelicianus for Cmleftianus , and a Number the like in other Caufes, molt 
of thefe flips pertaining to this very Caufe of the three Chapters of which we do 
entreat. Thus Dr. Crackanthorp the Baroniomaftix , to whofe Arguments nothing 
can be added, it’s pity any thing Ihould be detracted, but that we onely write 
an Jnftitution. In due place we lhall again hear of him. 

To Cyril of 34. Cyril the Patriarch of Alexandria was fucceeded by Diofcorus , of whom 
fucceefedDi- raa y h ear t0 ° muc ^ hereafter. Leo Biihop of Rome, in the mean time vigo 
efiorus. *' roufly profecuted the Manichees, as alfo Valentinian the Emperour, who by an „/ c )p deMa ‘ 
Ed id commanded them to be punifhed as facrilegious Perfons. At this fame 
time Leo iriterpofing himfelf into the Ecclefiaftick Affair of Gall, was earneftly 
oppofed by Hilary the Biihop of Arles, a Man very famous in this Generation, 
who being a Monk of the Lerinenfian Monaftery had for his Merit been promo- Pnfpor. Ga¬ 
ted to the Archbilhoprick of Arles. All he could get together hediftributed to n ad t us. <da. 
the Poor, and the better to inable himfelf to be charitable toiled much at Huf- 
Conftantinople bandry and Countrey-work, yet without neglcd of his particular Calling. A

The year following Theodofius the Emperour to appeafe the Wrath of God which 
much appeared at this time in the Deflations and Waftings of feveral Countries 
by the Invafion of the barbarous Nations as otherwife, publilhed Laws againft AftaContil. 
Heathens and Neftorians commanding the Books of Porphyry , and others made Ephef. 
againft the Writings of Cyril to be fought out and burned. But the Devil being 
driven out of this hold betook himfelf ftreight to another Device, and made ule 
herein of the Zeal wherewith Catholicks were inflamed againft Neftorianifm, , 
turning it fofar into the other Extreme, as out of an extravagant defire to Ihun bt^Ut!c. n. 
Charybdis they ftruck upon Scylla and, made a change from one Herefie to another, t beod. in IT 
Eutyches md ^he Ringleader of this Party was one Eutyches an Abbat or Archimandrita, as the 
1* ere ie . $ ree fo called i t , of Conftantinople , who fo far contended againft two Perfons in inter Leoml 
Chrift, that he alfo denied two Natures. At firft he faidChrift was not Corifub- Leovariisut 
ftantial with us according to the Flelh, but brought his Body \yith him from Hea- t 
ven, afterward he held that the Natures which were before the Union two, and 1 3.4. 
diftindl each from other, after the Union became one and the fame. Accor¬ 
ding to the former Aflertion Theodoret tells us he revived the Herefie of Valenti¬ 
nus , who imagined that the Son of God took nothing from the Virgin, but being 
made flelh palled onely through her Body, Eutyches began to publiih this his Opi¬ 
nion to the World in or about the year of our Lord 448, the Confullhip of Fla¬ 
vius Pofthumianus and Flavius Zeno.

held aMTon- ec * by * Synod aflembled there by Flavianus for that purpofe. This fame year cbaic. 
ftantinopie. were two Synods held at Tyre and Berytus about Ibus Biihop of Edeffa in Syria, 
who was accufed of Neftorianifm , and as Baronius tells us, was thereof acquitted, 
not onely at Berytus but alfo afterward in the General Council of Chalcedon , how 
truly we lhall hereafter declare. In the mean time the Friends of Eutyches know¬ 
ing what difreputation the late Synod at Conftantinople had procured him, labour¬ 
ed by all means to null the Decrees thereof; efpecially Chryfaphius the Eunuch 
out of a particular Grudge to Flavianus, upon whom he lludied how to devolve 
all the Odium and Infamy. This Chryfaphius at firft was much difpleafed with 
his advancement to the See of Conftantinople, and to pick fome Quarrel lent to 1 
him to tell him it was fitting he ihould prefent the Emperour with fome gift at his 
promotion. He fent him accordingly fome White-Loaves, whereat the Eunuch Mceph.Hk 
being difpleafed, and pleading for Gold as moft worthy of the Prince, the Biihop ,4 ' cap ‘ 47 ' 
affirmed he had none but what belonged to the Church, and dedicated to thq 

Servic^ 
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Service of God, and ufe of the Poor. Chryfaphius rather irritated by this his ~ 

refolute Anfwer ftudies all ways how to oiit him of his See, and- perceiving he 
ihould profit nothing in any fuch attempt as long as Pulcheria Augufta the Sifter 
of Theodofius fate at the Helm, by falfe SuggeftionS he brings her into diferedic 
with Eudocia the Emprels firft, and then with the Emperour hiirifelf, arid con* 
trives how to deveft her. of her Imperial Power, and reduce her into a condition no 
better than that of the Deacohefles of the Church, which being made known to 
her by Flavianus, {he of her own accord quitted the Government and retired to a 
private life.

His fuit was Very eafily'granted through the intereft of Chryfaphius, who 
fo far alfo prevailed in his behalf that though the Fathers of this new Synod cal¬ 
led for examination of this matter oppofed ir, he procured him a difpenlation 
as to appearance, and the matter to be examined in the prefence of his Procftours, 
which favour yet could not be granted to. Eufclius Biihop of Dorylaum his Ac- 
cufer. But by this Aflembly of thirty Bilhops, who as Evagrius .writes fifted r e. 9. 
out the doings of Flavianus , were the Records found true, and confirmed. Eu¬ 
tyches to bring Flavianus into greater, diferedit with the Emperour, and all good h ibcratus in 
Men, accufed him asaFautor of Neftorianifm, whereupon Theodofius demanded Brcvw,oeAU 
of him a Confefiion of his Faith, which inveighing againft and anathematizing 
as well the one as the other Herefie, perceiving he nothing profited by any of 
thefe Ihifts, being advifed and governed by Diofcorus and Chryfaphius, he defires 
a general Council Ihould be called, whereof Diofcorus Ihould be Prefident or 
Moderatour. Chryfaphius by the Mediation of the Emprels eafily. obtairieth his 
foit, openly pretending to clear the difficulty in the Caufe of Eutyches, but in his 
mind defigning afwell the advancement of his opinions, as the depoficing and 
CoS to be Ru ‘ ne °f Flavianus.

Diofcorus brought 
a rout of his own Egyptian Bilhops, and procured a Military Guard iimder Com¬ 
mand of Elpidius and Eulogius , moreover a great Company of Eutychian Monks, 

Men clamorous, importune and audacious,, gave .their attendance at .this Synod 
which becaufe all things were carried irregularly, unjuftJy, and by force and yfc> 
fence in latter Ages, hath obtained the Name of the Ephefine Latrociny. 

37. Diofcorus the Moderatour would permit no Clerk to take the A<fts of th CARtConcii 
Synod but one of his own making, yet permitted, thofe of his own faeftion t oChatni. Eva- 
take what notes they pleafed. At the opening of the Aflembly was read the gr,w/,A - *• 
Emperour’s Letters, wherein he permitted fuch as had formerly condemned Eu- ^ X °' 
tyches in the Synod of Conftantinople to be prefent, but with injun&ion of filence, 
becaufe their Ads were now to be examined, he alfo commanded all things to 
be done according-to the prefoript of the Nicene Faith, and that they would doe 
their utmoft to extirpate aft'Herefie.

tre ' Bafilius Priefts, and Julianas Bilhop of Coa. Anatolius Patriarch of Constantinople , 
who had fucceeded Flavianus, here alfo appeared, as alfo Diofcorus the Alexandrian 
Patriarch, Juvenalis Bilhop of Jerufalem, Domnus the late Patriarch Of Antioch , 
and Maximus who enjoyed his place. The African Church and that of the Sara- Lib. 2. c. 2. 
cens were not wanting to fend their Reprefentatives, Zachary Rhetor reported that 
Nefiorius was fummoned to appear, but Euagrius contradSSfceth him* telling Us it 
was plain it could not be fo, for that Nefiorius was commanded under pern of be¬ 
ing accurfed, not to lhew his face in the Council, which Euflathius Bilhop of Befy- 
tus wrote plainly in his Letters to John the Bilhop and John slPrieft, touching 
the Canons of this Council, wherein he ufeth thefe words.- There came to the 
Council fuch as diligently fearcbed for the Relicks of NeftoriiiSj dMwtfh open mouths 
they exclaimed againft the Council. What Reafon or Confidence h there that holy 
men fhould be accurfed ? So that the Emperour was greatly tncenfed agatnfl theni, and 
commanded his Guard to fet them packing. Wherefore F cannot fee Euagrius) 

how Nefiorius being dead fhould be called to the Council Sometimes Martianus 
the Emperour himfelf with Pulcberia Augufia was alfo prefent ; but becaufe he 
could riot always be prefent in perfon, he deputed certain Secular Judges td execute 
the ufual Imperial Prefidency, to fee that all things fhould be done lawfully With¬ 
out Force, Fraud or Tumult. Thefe were Anatolius a Magjfter Militum, PaOadius 
a Prcefettus Sacrorum, Tatianus the Prefed: of, the City, Vzncemalus the Magifier 
Sacrorum Officiorim., Coun iMartialis, Geuetklius the Comes Rerum Prroatarum ; 
Florentine the Prafebtus Preetorio, Senator Patricias, Patricias Nonius, protogents 
the Prefer, the Prefed: Zoilus, Theodoras, Apollonius, Romanos Prafrihir $aefi 
Cubiculi, Theodoras Prefed: of IUyricum, Conftantinus the Prdf&us 
riorum , Artaxerxts the Preepofitus Sacri Cubiculi , and Euloghts Prefect of lay- 
ricum. ' .

That they might with more Facility obtain this en fll 
ivould irnpofe this as a Law Upon them that now Jhould dare to difpute or arvue con 
cerning the Perfon of our Lordjefus Chrift contrary to the Faith of the three hundred 
Fathers laid down in the Nicene Synod. As for bimfelf he affured them he camenot 
thither for the Oftentatton of his Power or Authority, but to confirm the Faith and 
fupprefsall ft rife and dijfention that might arife. Having fpoken to this purnofe 
the Fathers fee about their Synodical Work. At the beginning the Legates of Leo 
Patriarch OfRome began much to takeupon thefn, willing that Diofcorus the Alex 
andrian Patriarch might be put put of the AlTembly, and faid, Either'let Diofcorus Autiihr 
depart, or we will be gone The Judges gravely reproved this their unrrafona- 
ble humour, telling them, If they would be Judges, they mud not profetute as Ac - Eximus > ea. 
cufers ; neither did they fuffer Diofcorus to depart, but commanded him, as was 
fitteft, to fit m the Place of the Rei, or accufed Perfons. Then did Eufebius of 
Dorylaum ftep forth and accufe him of Injury done to himfelf afwell as the Death 
of Flavians, giving into the Synod the Petition he had put up to the Emperour 
which being read, together with the Ads of the Ephefine Latrociny,, by all which 
appeared afwell guilty of the Blafphemous opinion of Eutyches as of 
what Eufebius had laid to his charge. The Synod therefore condemned him. With 
his principal Affiftants: -Juvenalis Bifliop o f Jerufalem , Thalaffius of Cafarea 
Diofcorus Bi- Eufebius ox Ancyra, Euftathius of Berytus , and Bafilius of Seleucia. -To the coni

Ie *, in Afiemblies after the Debate and Confultation ended, extraordinary 
StaS^ST Acclamations were wontto be made to the Honour of the Emperours. Forthough 
the word dothfigmfie a vocal afient given by any one to what is faid by another 
yet there were Acclamations extraordinary and folemn made upon certain Occa- 
fions, a Cryer or Officer dilating to the Multitude. So Trebellius Pollio tells us 
in the Life of the Emperour Claudius, that after the reading of his Letters in the 
Temple ox Apollo, it being, faid, Claudius Auguftus. The Gods keep thee , the Af- 
fembly acclaimed it fixty times. Claudius Auguftus We have ever wifht for thee 
or fuch an one as thou art to be our Prince - this was reiterated forty times. Clau- 
dius Auguftus the Commonwealth fought after thee j this was repeated forty times.

We make thee an Emperour 
not a Souldier j twenty tun es Do thou give orders, let the Souldiers fight -thirty 
times. Thou art prudent, and haft a good Brother ; ten times. Severus faid. The 
Head ought to Govern and not the Feet ; thirty times. And we make choice of thee 
for thy Mind, not thy Body ; to which they acclaimed twenty times. Thefe 
forms of Acclamations being Recorded, Hiftorians copied them out of the Rolls, 
and fome Coins have beenftamped with a Memorial of them, fo much did Princes 
think they tended to theu-Fame and Reputation, as in a medal of the Emperour 
Conftantius, wherein is, read, Gaudium Populi Romani, or The Joy of the Roman 
People-, being words of Acclamations whereby the People teitiried the publick

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- Joy, and within a laurel Crown, fic or (ic Quinquies,fic Sexier, that fo fix, V*_ ; 

or feven times the People acclaimed. Triftanus mentions a medal of Conftans the Tom-34.6*7 
Emperour with the fame notes, which he interprets fic Quinquennaha, ftc De- 
cemtalia and indeed .Antiquaries took no notice of thefe Acclamations exprefled _ 
upon Coins, till Jacobus Chiffletius began to obferve them, as appears in his Book * ?• 

Cal l Cd Nowofde < r / thfn r that in fo Solemn and Holy AlTemblics, wherein the Pray¬ 
ers of the Faithfull avaUed much, fuch Religious Acclamations Ihould be made, 
exprefling praife and glory to Almighty God, and prayers for the welfare of the 
Emperours; the nurfing Fathers of his Church. It was the ancient Cuftome 
of the Eaftern Churches to handle matters in Councils in a publick meeting of all, 
and upon occafion popular Acclamations did often happen, and fometimes tumul¬ 
tuous, which notwithftanding did conclude in concord, andI in the end the Bi- 
ftiops tranfported with Joy, for the uniform Determinations, did pals to Acclama¬ 
tions in praife of the Emperours, who had aflembled and favoured the Council, 

, , r n ,; n commendation of the Dodtrine declared by it, in prayers to God for his con- 
I L tinual aid and affiftence afforded to his Church, for the welfare of the Empe- 

' rours, and the health and profperity of the Biihops, which were not premedi¬ 

tated, but as the Spirit did excite fome Bifhops more zealous to break out fitly 
into fome of thefe Expreffions, fo die multitude acclaimed or cried with him. 

This was imitated oflate in Trent, yet not giving place to the extemporary Spi¬ 
rit of any, but meditating what fhould be propofed and anfwered, and repea- 
tins it out of a Paper,the Cardinal of Lorain took upon him to be the Prcecoo r Cry¬ 
er not onely being chief in compofing the Acclamations, but thundering them out 
alfo which was generally accounted lightnefs and vanity, not befeeming fuch a 
Prelate and Prince to doe an Office belonging rather to the Deacons of the 
Council, than to fo principal an Archbifhop and[Cardinal. But the Cardinal 
roared and the Tridentine Fathers anfwered fuch things as will.not edify the Rea¬ 
der toknow, and if he pieafehe may find them in the excellent Hiftory of thatpre- 
tended General Council. Thus much by the way concerning Acclamations, once 
for all, and perhaps not unprofitably. 

6 At the fecond Meeting, Eufebius Bifhop of Dorylmm renewed his com¬ 
plaint afwell in behalf of Flavians as himfelf, and after fevera things petitioned, 
defired that Diofcorus might be fummoned to anfwer for himfelf, for, this lecond 
time, he had not appeared. Three feveral times was he fummoned by three 
Biihops and a Notary, but as often excufed himfelf, and in the mean time came 
certain Priefts and Deacons of his own Church, accufing him afwell of Blafphemy 
the frron . as Robbing them of their Goods. Upon this occafion being fummoned again, and 
Meedng S- refufing to appear, he was condemned as Contumacious, and depofed; the Le- 
c/corits is Ba- sates of Leo by the confent of the Synod pronouncing the Sentence, wherein 
r!m»! ,oGrf ”* tliey attributed enough to his Authority that font them. W.th thefe things the 
Eniperour was made acquainted, and under his Authority the form of DepoC- 
tion was fent to Diofcorus who was Banilhed to Gangrena a City of Paphlagonia, 
and his Sentence being written to the feveral Churches, was confirmed by Im- 
In the third pedal Authority. On the thirteenth of Ottoler was the third Seffion held, where- 
the Biihops j n mo ft ofwhat had formerly pafied being repeated, the feveral Biihops were 
SS? oftheir commanded to give an account of their Faith, forentius Bilhopof Sardis as wa- 
Faith, verino-, defired refpite, but Cecropius Bilhop of Sebaftopolts publickly declared 
his Faith to the Fathers, averting that of the Nicene CouncU confirmed by the Fa¬ 
thers and lately by Leo the Roman Patriarch. After this were read and appro¬ 
ved the Nicene Creed; the Decree of the Synod of Conftantinople, wherein the 
Herefie o? Eutycbes had been condemned, the Faith of the Firft. Ephefine Council 
held againft Nejlorius, the two Epiftles written by Cyril to Neftorius and John 
Patriarch of Antioch; with the Confelfion of the faid John approved by Cyril 
in which writings the middle and fafe way betwixt the fronts of Neftorius and 
Eutyches was pointed out. Next was read and approved the Epiftle of Leo to 
Flavianus. Then whereas fome Biihops doubted concerning fome expreffions m 
Cyrils Letters, by the advice of Anatolius certain Bilhops_who had already lub- 
feribed were appointed to explain and give fatisfa&ion to fuch as ftaggered. 

In the fourth 7 - The Fourth Seffion was held on the feventeenth of Ottoler > wherein firft it 
Seir.on f0 t U he h was demanded by the Secular Judges, Whether the Nicene Faith, and the 
Biihops are Decree G f ^ Synod of Conftantinople were agreeable to the Epiltle oi Leo, to 
fubfcrfbe £ which an Anfwer being given in the affirmative, the Biihops were required to 
Epiftie of Leo. fubfcribe it, for therein being plainly and exprefly condemned the Herelie 01 
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Eutyches this was judged a more certain expedient to try the minds of the Fathers* ~ 

fbrafmuch as fuch as are content toclofe with the more general expreflions of l 
Council and wreft them to their own fenfe cannot fo eafily evade the drift of a 
particular Paper deftined to the Condemnation of an Heterodox opinion. Then 
tvere admitted into the Synod, ten Egyptian Biihops, and the Confeflion of Faith 
which they had written to the Emperour was read, wherein they profefled to Un¬ 
brace the Dodtrine of the Apoftles, the Niceue Creed , with the Faith of Athana- 
fius, Theophilus and Cyril. Condemning all Herefies, particularly thofe of Arius 
Eunomius, the Manichees, Neflorius and fuch as affirmed the flefh of Chrift to have 
come from Heaven, not to have been truly Born of the Virgin Mary, which was 
indeed the Do&rine of Eutyches. The Synod command them to fubferibe the E- 
piftle of Leo, but they refufed it, denying that they reprefented all the Egyptian 
Bifliops, wherefore they would not preferibe to them, nor could they doe it legal¬ 
ly having no Archbilhop fince the depofing of Diofcorus. The Synod had well 
nigh pronounced a rafh fentence againft the Biihops, crying out that they were 
Heretical. But the Judges knowing well that they forbore to fubferibe becaufe of 
a Cuftome they had that they might doe nothing without their Patriarch not then 
chofen, and not as thinking Heretically in the Faith, moderated the Synod, telling 
the Fathers that to themitfeemed reafonable and agreeable to good nature not 
to condemn them but flay till their Patriarch be chofen, to whofe grave and fo- 
ber fentence the Synod confented, making a Canon for this fame purpofe, and or¬ 
daining that in cafe they would give fecurity not to depart out of the City, or that 
asfoon as they had a Patriarch chofen, they would fubferibe, they Ihould be dif- 
The Emyche- penced with as to prefent fubfeription. At the end of this Seflion feveral Eutychean 
&?££? Monks Petitioned the Synod and made great ftir about Diofcorus, their Patriarch, 
efiorus rejec- being Headed by Barfumas the principal Archimandrita. But the Fathers after 
ted. much contention found reafon Bill to Anathematize Diofcorus and caft out their 

Petition, giving the Monks three days time to confider and revoke their Heretical 
Tenents. 

8 . In the fifth Seflion more contention happened about the Perfon of Diofco¬ 
rus whom Anatolius if poflible would have cleared as to the Crime of Herefie. 

The Emperour perceiving there was no end to be expe&edin thofe perfonal caufes 
and that the Bifliops fpent all there time therein, ordained that fix Eaftern Bi¬ 
ihops, three of Fontus, three of Afia, three of Thrace, and as many of Illyricum 
together with Anatolius and the Legates of Leo Ihould confult together and lay 
down fuch a form of Faith as the reft ihould own and fubferibe. A form of Faith 
they accordingly compofed in writing, whereof the firft part contained a cen- 
in the fifth fure of the Herefies of Neflorius, Eutyches and the Macedonians. TotheCon- 
feffionof * demnation of their opinions was added a confeflion of Faith to this purpofe ? ac- 
Faith compo- cording to the example of the Holy Fathers, We confefs one and the fame Son of 
led. <W, Chrift our Lord, and unanimoufty affirm him perfeft in the Divinity, and 

perfeft in Humanity : true God and true Man, having both a rational Soul and Body; 

Coejfential with the Father according to Divinity, and Coejfential to us according to 
Humanity, in all things like to us, fin excepted: begot of his Father before all Ages, 
as to his Divinity : in thefe laft times for us and for our Salvation manifefted, being 
born of the Virgin Mary the Mother of God according to Humanity , one and the 
fame Jefus Chrift the Son of God, the Lord and onely begotten, in two Natures, 
ivithout confufion, converfion, divulfion or feparation: the difference of Natures being 
no wife taken away by unity, but rather the propriety of both Natures concurring 
to one Perfon, and one Subfiftence being preferved, not that he is parted or divided 
into two Perfons, but is one and the fame onely begotten Son, God the word, and our 
Lord Jefus Chrift, and in old time the Prophets foretold, Chrift himfelf hath taught 
us and the Fathers have delivered to us. This being read, the whole Synod Ac- 
clamed : This is the Faith of all the Fathers, let the Metropolitans fubferibe it, 

. this is the Faith of the Apoftles, let us all follow this: we are all of this Judgment. 

Then did the Synod decree that what had founiverfally palled and pleafed the 
Fathers Ihould be reported to the Emperour Martianus. Notwithftanding this 
final Accord, in making the Definition of Faith, a great diflibntion there was in 
the Synod, fome would have it one way, fome another way fet down, infomuch 
that the Legates of Leo were ready to make a Schifin, to depart from the Coun¬ 
cil and hold another Synod by themfelves. The glorious Judges then fas they 
are ftiled) propofed this proper expedient to have the matter peaceably delated smumonme. 
and concluded. But outcryes and Tumults prevailing, the Judges complained of a&nmr* 
thefe diforders to the Emperour, and Martianus injoyned them to follow the di- clamare! &*•

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redtion of the Judges, wherein they obeyed him, and fo at length came to a full 
conclufion arid definition of Faith. . , ♦ _ r . - 

o At their fixth meeting came Martianus with the Emprefs mto the Synod 
where hefnoke to the Fathers firft in Latin (according to the Cuftpme of preler- 
vina the repute and grandeur oiOld Rome, and then in Greek to the fame purpofe 
as formerly After he had made an end, Aetius the Archdeacon of Constantinople^ 
in the name oftke Synod briefly recounted what hadbren hitherto done, and 
then read a writing which declared the Faith of the Fatheaato be agreeable to that 
In the fixth form we lately mentioned. The Emperour demanded if that was the Act and

:S 5 believed accordingly , he publiflied his Edit* importing that whereas the Ca¬ 
che Empe- tholick Faith was now explained, and defined by the holy and umverfal Synod, 

rour ’ according to what had been deliver’d by the Apoftles and Fathers, he thought it 

ncceflary & to cut off for the future all occafions of difputes in matters of Religion. 

Therefore he commanded and declared that no Perfon whatfoever whether 
Clerk, Souldier or others (called Idiot re. Plebeians or private Perfons)ftiou\& 
move any queftion publickly concerning the Faith, under Pern of Banilhment 
to a private Perfon, to Clerks and Military Men or of the Senatorial! rank lofs 
of their Degree and Dignity, with other penalties. This was applauded by feve¬ 
ral Acclamations of Many years to the Emperour , Many years to the pious andChrtJ- 
tian Auguftus, Many years to the Orthodox Emprefs, and Anathema^ to Diofcorus, 
and the like. After this he told them there were certain things which he thought 
fit to propound to them as for their nature being proper for their Cogmfance, 
which refpe&ing Clerks and Religious Perfons we ftiall mention when we come 
to fpeak of the third, fourth and fiithCanons of this Council. Euagrtus writes that LiL ^ c . ultf 
the Emperour now commanded the Biihops to continue there three or four days 
more, and prepare more matter fuch as they fhould think to be expedient. And 
they ftaid not onely three or four days but many more, new matter ftill arifing 

In the feventh Seflion an Agreement betwixt Maximus Bilhop of Antioch

But after ?• 
long contention both parties being fatisfied, the matter was in this Seflion brought 05, 

to this Council before which Maximus and Juvenalis profefled they were both 
willing that the Bi/hop 0/Antioch fhould hold the two Phoenicia’* W Arabia, and 
the Bilhop of Jerufalem the three Paleftina’j, and they both defired the Synod to de¬ 
cree, confirm and ratifie their Agreement. The whole Council upon their Petition 
ratified it, all the Bifliops crying, We all fay the. fame and confent thereunto. And 
after them the molt glorious Judges in the Emperour s name added the impemi 
Authority and Royal aflent to their Decree, faying. This by our Decree and Judg¬ 
ment of the Council jhall abide firm for ever, that the Church of Antioch have un¬ 
der it the two Phoenicia’.* with Arabia, and the Church of Jerufalem have under it Lib ^ e . uh - 
the three Paleflina’j. Euagrius witnefieth that this Agreement betwixt Juvenalis ■ocrfusfincm. 
and Maximus after Confutation had both by the Judges and Bijhops wasconfirmed.™' -gW™ 
Nicephorus teftifieth the fame. So untrue it is that William of Tyre and from him 

Baronius avoucheth that the Church of Jerufalem was firft made a Patriarchal See 
or had the Provinces and Metropolitans df Cafarea and Scythopolis annexed unto it 
by the fifth Council, that it is undoubtedly certain, that it had together with 
the Title and Dignity, true Patriarchal Authority and power over divers Provin¬ 
ces with their inferiour Bifliops conferred upon it, by a plenary coiifent of the 
whole Church in this Council of Chalcedon.

So they, who z6 - 
yet in hatred againft the A6ts of the fifth Council (the reafons of their hatred 
ihall be declared in due place} with Faces of Adamant deny that truth which 
here upon this occafion they confefe to be clear and confpicuous. But the Car¬ 
dinal obje&eth that this Decree of Chalcedon was made Poft abfentiam Legatorum, Ad 5 55 . 
when the Popes Legates were now gone, and fo they being ablent, is to be held """- 
invalid. Othe forehead of the Cardinal! were the Pope’s Legates abfent? were they 
gone i Truly they were not onely prefent at this Decree and confenting to it, but 
after it was propoled by Maximus and Juvenalis, they were the very firft that 
gave fentence therein, the Council following their fentence. For thus runs the aei. i-p. n> s . 
Itory, Pafchafinus and Lucentius the mojl Reverend Bijhops, and Boniface the Pref- 
byter holding the place of the Apojlolick See,faid by Pafchafinus; Thofe things betwixt 
Maximus and Juvenalis are known to be done for their good and peace, & nojlrce hu- 
militatis interloquutiom firmantur, and are confirmed by the Interlocution of our hu¬ 
mility, ut nulla in pojlerum in hac caufa fit contention that never hereafter there 
jhould be any contention about this matter between thefe Churches. Is it credible that 
the Cardinal Ihould be fo audacious and impudent as to utter fuch palpable un¬ 
truths ? unlefs he had quite put off, I fay not Modefty, but Reafon, Senfe, and 
almoft Humane Nature. 

12. Baronius following on his charge, in the fecond place obje&eth that Pope 
Leo himfelf withftood this Decree of this Council of Chalcedon, becaufe it was 
prejudicial to the Rights of other Churches, and by realbn of his Averfenefs, it 
was not put in Execution as it was after the Decree of the fifth Synod, Dr. Crack- 
ant horp coming in here alfo to the relief of the Council, aflirmeth that had the 
Cardinal and his Friends been well advifcd they would have been afraid and 
much alhamed once to mention the refiftence of Pope Leo, to the Council of 
chalcedon, either in thefe Patriarchs or the ot\\zrofCon(lantinople : for firft, the 
refiftence of Leo which was merely ineffectual, demonftrates that the Popes 
contradiction, with all his might and power, can neither difanull nor infringe the 
Judgment of a general Council, which is no fmall prejudice to his principality or 
Princely Supremacy. Again it convinceth Leo of a very foul and inexcufable 
Errour, judging the Nicene Canons concerning matters of Order, Polity, and 
Government of the Church (fuch are thefe concerning the extent of Sees or Su¬ 
periority of one Bifhop above another} to be unalterable and Eternal, no lefs than 
the Decrees of Faith. The condition, faith he, of the Nicene Canons (pointing in Lea Epifl. 53. 
the margent to the lixth and feventh both which concern the Limits of Sees} be- 
ing ordained by the Spirit of God, is in no part foluble ; and whatfoever is divers 
from their conftitution, omni penitus author it ate vacuum eft, is utterly void of all Au¬ 
thority by whom Joever it be Decreed. Much more in this and the following E- 5-4 
piftle he addeth to the fame purpofe. Particularly concerning Juvenalis who was 
truly at this time made a Patriarch, for keeping the Statutes of the Holy Fathers, 
which in the Nicene Synod are confirmed inviolabilibus decretis by Inviolable De- Ep. 6r. 
crees, I admonilh your Holinefs faith he, that the Laws of the Churches may con¬ 
tinue, let no Man’s Ambition covet what’s another Man’s, let no Man feek by 
impairing another to advance himfelf, for though they feek Afliftence from 
Councils, Infirmum atq • Irritum erit.quicquid a preediflorum Patrum Canonibus dij- 
creparit ; whatfoever differs from thefe Nicene Canons fhall be void. And to Maxi- Ep. fov 
mus Biihop of Antioch ; Let it fuffice that I pronounce this in generaW omnia, as 
to all matters, concerning Limits of Se« and the like, that. If any thing beat- 
tempted by any Man, in any Synod againft the Statutes of the Nicene Canons, 
nihil prcejudicii poteft inviolabilibus inferre decretis , It can bring no prejudice to 
thefe unalterable and inviolable Decrees. Thus Leo erronioufly judging the or¬ 
der prefcribed in the Nicene Canons for the bounds and pre-eminence of Bilhops to 
be Eternal, and not to be altered by any Council whatfoever. 


13. Be- 
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13. Behold the wifedpm of the Cardinal in alledging Pope Leo. If the Decree 
of Chalcedon was not of force becaufe Leo contradicted it, then neither can that 
Other Decree, fuppofed to be made in the fifth Council, be effectual, becaufe 
Leo contradidteth it alfo, feeing that by the Judgment of Leo, at no time, by no 
Perfon, by. no Council, by no Authority can the order of Nice be changed. If 
this at Chalcedon was not in force, to which the Pope’s Legates confented, how 
can the Cardinal think that of the fifth Council to be of force, to which neither 
Pope nor Legate confented, nor was fo much as prefent in the Council ? If the 
Judgment of Leo ftand for good, then neither is, nor ever was either Conftantino- 
ple or Jerufalem Patriarchal Sees; and then the Decree of the eighth Council and 
the Lateran, and I know not how many moremuft he rejected as unlawfull and 
Impious. If the Judgment of Leo be (as by their eighth Council and the Laterart 
it is adjudged} Erroneous, then was Jerufalem a Patriarchal See, notwithftanding 
the contradiction of Leo to that Decree. In a word, if Leo his Judgment be of 
force, it repeals the Decree of the fifth, eighth, and all other General Councils 
decreeing this; if it be not of force, it neither did nor could infringe the Decree 
pf Chalcedon. But to fatisfie the Cardinal yet a little more fully, it is an untruth 
which he faith, that the Decree of Chalcedon was not put in Execution, before 
the time of the fifth Synod and the fuppofed Decree thereof. For this Council of 
Chalcedon decreed that their fentence in advancing Jerufalem to a Patriarchal See; 
ihould ftand in force in omni tempore, and therefore doubtlefs even then, and from 
that very time it was truly aPatriarchal See,the contradiction of Leo no more hin¬ 
dering it the very next or fecond year, than it did two Hundred or two Thoufand 
years after that Decree made. Agam, as it is certain that the See of Conftantinople 
both before and after the Decree of Chalcedon (which was not introdudtive but 
confirmative in that point} exercifed Patriarchal Authority, JuJlinian alfo by his Newel. i 3J , 
Imperial Law made fome twelve years before the fifth Council confirming the e - n 2. 
fame ; fo it is not to be doubted but the Cjhurch of Jerufalem did the very like in 

it’s own Patriarchal Diocefe, efpecially confidering that juftinian’s Imperial Law 
is as forcible for the one as the other. So that for any one to have denied, or 
fought then to have infringed the Patriarchal Authority confirmed to Conftantino¬ 
ple, conferred to Jerufalem by this Council of Chalcedon, had brought him into 
danger, not onely of the Ecclefiaftical cenfure ,• but of civil punilhment with the 
Emperours high indignation. 

14. But if the Cardinal will not be fatisfied, unlefs he fee the pra&ice of that 
Patriarchal Authority, let him look into the General Council under Mennas, and AS. 5.?. 455. 
there he fhall fee John Biihop of Jerufalem, hold a Provincial Synod of the Bi- & c - 
ihops of the three Paleflines, quifub eo fuht, who were under him, two whereof 

as by their fubfcriptions appear, were the Metropolitan Bilhops of Cafarea and 
Scythopolis, with thirty more ,* fo many were then fubjeeft to the Patriarch of 
Jerufalem. Again in another Provincial Synod held at Jerufalem in the tenth ContraSe- 
year of JuJlinian, Peter Patriarch of Jerufalem, was Prefident over all the Bi- ve . rum ^ 
ihops of the three Paleflines there alftmbled with liim, two of which were the * Cml°^ 72 :

The Canons ex¬ 
clude him, God detefteth him. Knowing him to have formerly imbraced and de- ' 
fended the Neftorian Herefie, they would not be iatisfied otherwife than by the 
appointment of the Judges, heihouldfit onely as an Accufer of Diofcorus, not as 
one having Judicatory Power, or a decifive Voice, till his own caufe Ihould come 
to be heard and thoroughly examined. Now in this eighth Seflion when he ap- 
peared for this purpofe, no lboner was he efpied but the Bilhops cried out again. 

Let Theodoret forthwith anathematize Neftorius, let him do it fpeedily and without 
delay. He offered to them a Paper containing a Confcflion of his Faith, but they /S 8. 
refufed to hear it. Then began he at large to clear himfelf, telling them he came N *w 
thither out of a fenfe he had, that he was calumniated as if he had taught He-fiST* 
relic, that as he had been bred and educated amongft the Orthodox, lb he had Nefimium. 
ever taught* being averfe to Neftorius, Eutyches and all others who held falfe 
and heterodox Opinions. But as he was proceeding, the Synod fufpeding that 
heufed thefe delays as unwilling to anathematize Neftorius, cried out, He is an 
Heretick, He is a Neftorian, put out the Heretick, and out they had put him, but 
that leaving all Circuition and delay, he prefcntly cried out Anathema to Nefto¬ 
rius, and to them that either do not confefs Mary the Virgin to le the Mother of 
God or divide the one onely begotten Son into two. He told them alfo, that he 
fublcribed to the Definition of Faith, and the Epiftle of Leo the raoft Holy 
Archbilhop. With this the Synod was fully Iatisfied, the glorious Judges fay- 
mg, Now all doubt is quite removed concerning Theodoret, and receiving him into 
Communion as Orthodox reftored him to his* See, of which in the Ephefine La- 
trociny he had been outed, all crying out, Theodoret is worthy of his See, let the 
Church receive their Orthodox Faftour , To Theodoret a Catholick Dofiour, let the 
Church be reftored. 

16. In the Ninth Selfion was examined the Caufe of Has Bilhop of Edeffa, 
who had alfo been depofed by Diofcorus and his Ephefine Juntto. He had formerly 
held the Herefie of Neftorius , and after the Union betwixt Cyril and John, had 
written a Letter full fraught of Herefie and Blafphemy, to Maris a Perfian. A- 
bout this his Herefie a Synod was held at Werithus, befor cPhotius, Euftathius and

Herefie, that Epiftle, he conformed himfelf to their order, profefling that he believed as 
the Letters of Cyril unto John did teach, and that he consented to all things done 
by the nrft Ephefine Synod, accounting their Judgment as inlpired by the Holy 
Ghoft. Moreover, at thelnftance of Photius and Euftathius he publifhed in Wri¬ 
ting, what he now profefled for full fatisfaftion of fuch as had been fcandalized 
by his former Dodfrine. And on his own accord he promifed before thefe Judges, 
that he would in his own Church at Edeffa, and that publickly accurfe Neftorius 
as the Ringleader in that Impious Herefie, and thofe alfo who were of his Judg¬ 
ment, or who ufed his Books or Writings. The Adis of thefe matters being read 
in Councill, Eunomius told the Fathers that feeing in pofterioribus or in pofiremis ,. 
lbas had made a right Confeflion, C though he did formerly write againft Cyril 
and the Faith; he judged him worthy of his Bilhoprick, provided he accurfed 
Neftorius, Eutyches with their wicked Herefies, and confented to the Writings of 
Leo, and this General Council. Now the Orthodox Confeflion of lias made be¬ 
fore Photius and Euftathius, the accurfing of Neftorius and his Hereffc, and the 
unbracing of the Ephefine Council is that which Eunomius calleth pofterioraot

The Decrees of the Holy Fathers and acknowledging that lately read , of i£i t 
privilege* ot pfe Bijhops lovers of God, we alfo decree and ordain the fame things concer 
ConfUntino- ”ing the Privileges of the mofi holy Church of Conftantinople being New Rome. °^‘ f ™ iSnit - 
ple. For on the throne of Ancient Rome, hecaufe that City was the feat of the Empzreyo, 

the Fathers defervedly lejlowed Privileges. And the 150 Bijhops moved by tbe«*°AdH&c 
fame confederation gave equal Privileges tothemofl holy Throne of New Rome, right- 
ly judging that the City which was honoured with Empire and a Senate and enjoyed e - AstW 
qual Privileges ivith the Ancient Lady Rome, ought to le extolled and magnified f* 
no lojs than Jhe alfo in Ecclefiafiick matters, being the next to her , and that the Me- 
tropolitans onely ef the Diocefes of Pontica Afiana and Thracia, as alfo, the Bilhops 
of the faid Diocefes amongft the Barbarians Jhould be ordained by thefor ef aid Throne 
of the mofi holy Church of Conftantinople, each Metropolitan of the faid Diocefes eW ‘ 
together with the Bijhops of the Province ordaining the Provincial Bijhops , as it is 
delivered in the Divine Canons. But as is faid the Metropolitans of the forenamed 
Diocefes are to he ordained by the Archbijbop of Conftantinople convenient Electi¬ 
ons beingmade according to Cujiome, and thereof Notice being given to him'. ' 

16. By this Canon the firft dignity and Precedence was confirmed to the Ro¬ 
man Patriarch as bellowed on it by the Ancient Fathers, not out of any confidera- 
tion that his Church was founded by St. Peter or any other , but out of a fecular 
refpedt to the Dominion and Sovereignty of that City, as Miftrels or Sovereign 
of the Empire; the Polity of the Church correfponding as near as pollible with 
that of the State. Now that Conjlantinople was put into the fame Capacity with 
Old Rome as to Majefty, Sovereignty and Dominion, the Fathers found the fame 
reafon for conferring the fame Privilegesupon her, though much to the regret and 
ftomach of Leo his Legates,who not being prefent when the thing palled,came into 
the Council the next meeting and proteiled againft it. But this would not doe, 
their alledging the Nicene Canons fignified little, the Fathers having in their Memo¬ 
ry what had pa fled between the Bilhops of Africk and the former Roman Prelates. 

They urged that the fubferiptions to this Canon were forced and wrefled from 
the Bilhop by plain conftraint which was flatly denied by fuch as had lublcribed. 

Then did the glorious Judges interpofe and gave fen tent e that the chief Honour 
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was to be given to the See of Old Rome, yet Primacy and the like Privileges to that 
of the New, which now as well as the other was ordained with th eFafcei 
of the Empire, fo that the Bilhop thereof fhould have power to ordain Metropoli¬ 
tans in Afiand, pdntica and Thrace , leaving the Authority to the Metropolitan of 
each Province fo confecrate Bilhops. Yet would not the Legates be fatisfied, but 
required that the Decree might be fufpended till the Judgment of Lao might be 
had about it, to which it’s faid the Synod Aflented. But Liheratus affirms that 
the contradiction and Proteftation of the Legates was rejected, and how little ac¬ 
count was made of it, or of the opposition of Leo himlelf appears by the practice 
of following times, as well as what formerly has been laid of this Subject. As 
for this Canon none either have called in queftion the truth or the force and vali¬ 
dity of it, except thofe concerned in behalf of Rome. Its found in all Greek Co-

ah which are 27. All bufinefs befog now difpatchecf, the Synod defired of the Emperour inperpetuum 
C h ft Emue! ,y that he would confirm what they had done. He accordingly gave his RoyalAf- 
rour’s^didt. lent which was followed by Acclamations often ingeminating Thou haft confirmed 

the Orthodox Faith. The Fathers alfo caufed their Synodical Epiftle full ofrefpecft Orthodoxam 
to be written to Leo the Roman Patriarch wherein letting him know that they 
were aflembled by the Sanction and Decree of the Emperour, they tell him what 
An Epiftle they had done and defire him to honour * them with his Approbation. For it * Rpzamm 
fubfcribe to'° was requifite for the Peaceofthe Church thatfuch Bilhops as could not be prefent mftrum'hm- 
whathad been in thele Oecumenical Councils Ihould approve and confirm what had been done ra judicium, 
therein. Not that there was any need of judicially determining and defining any 
controverfie or giving the Decilion full and perfect Authority, tor that had been al- n : 
ready done in the General Aflembly wherein all Bilhops were either perfonally 
prefent or implicity and juftly fuppofed to be there. But when they fhould give 
their exprefs confent to what they had formerly ratified but implicitly, this 
would ftop their mouth for the time to come, remove or prevent all objections 
arifing from difference and oppofition, and whereas we are apt to be drawn more 
by Example than precept, gain greater repute and conformity to the Decrees. 

Therefore did this Council feek the Approbation of Leo f who being molt eminent 
for the dignity of his See, and very confiderable for his perfonal Qualifications, 
might be more capable through his Example of doing good or hurt; after by 
confenting to procure Peace and Conformity, or by diflentfog to make a rent and 
fchifm in the Church. On this fame account did Theodofius the Emperour and 
Cyril labour fo much to have John the Patriarch to confent to the Decrees of the 
Ephefine Synod againft Nejlorius , for they knew it would be a great means to draw 
in the reft of the dillenters, as indeed it proved. The truth was, all the Fathers 
could doe was little enough to preferve the Church in quiet, and prevent that ex¬ 
travagance both in opinion and practice which the lufts and paflions of Men fo 
frequently procured. Therefore to revive the Memory of former Decrees did each 
Council, as it were, prefent a new Table of what had pafled in fuch as had been 
before it. So did the Council of Conftantinople confirm that of Nice with the Can. 1. 
Faith decreed therein, and this of Chalcedon all three preceding Oecumenical Sy¬ 
nods, and the fecond Nicene Synod or Conventicle all the lix which had been 
before it, although each of them was of as great Authority before, and as to 
their intrinfick value needed not the Confirmation of the iubfequent elpecially of 
thelatet Santlo. 

28. Farther, the Ancient Chriftian prudence of thefe Fathers, for thele very 
reafons, directed them to make ufe not onely of General Councils but of Provin¬ 
cial Synods, not onely of Patriarchs but particular Bilhops to confirm their Ge¬ 
neral Synods, and the Decrees thereof. Thus the great Nicene Council was con- Confirmare 
firmed, as they themfelves phrafe it, by Eufehius Bilhop of Nicomedia and Theog- ,

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Chalcedon at the inftance of Pope Leo , when fome began to carp at its Decrees, 
was confirmed by an EdiCt of the Emperour Leo, who commanded alfo the feve¬ 
ral Bilhops to declare their Judgments concerning its DoCtrine, that the Council 
of Chalcedon might be again confirmed, faith BiniuSy by the Confent and Confeflion 
of all thefe Bilhops. In obedience to his Command fome did it of themfelves, 
as Anatolius, Lucianus, Sehaftianus and Agapetus, befides feveral others, fome 
jointly as the Bilhops of Egypt and Europe in their Synodal Epiftles, which are 
joyned to the Acfts of this Council. It is not to be imagined, that the Telli- 
mony of Angle Bilhops could give any Authority to an Oecumenical Synod, 
nor yet Provincial Councils which confifted but of 19 Bilhops as that of Milan, 
or but of leven as that of Syria, or fix as that of Mafia, five as that of Syria 
Secunda, or no more than four as that of Ofroena. But much advantage was 
gained by thefe Teftimonies, and this may be added to what we have formerly 
mentioned out of Dr. Crackanthorp , that every one hereby either approved him¬ 
felf to be Orthodox in Judgment, or upon refufal appeared to be heretical in 
Dodtrinc, and flood fufficicntly convidted, fo thatfuch a Wolf could not doe mif- 
chief in Sheeps cloathing, the Church having fufficient notice and warning of 
him. But thus as the forementioned Learned Perfbn obferveth. Confirmation 
a twofold of Synods by Bilhops was twofold. The Confirmation of thofe prefent in 
confirmation Counci j is fi^icial, the latter Confirmation by the Abfent is Facifical. The 
former Authoritative , fuch as gives the whole Authority to any Decree, the 
latter whether by fucceeding Councils, or abfent Bilhops is Teftificative witnef- 
fmg them to be Orthodox in that Decree. The former joyned to the Imperial 
Confirmation f which is neceflary to the making of aLawfull Council) is Effential, 
eflentially making both the Council an approved Council, and a.l the Decrees 
thereof approved Synodal and Oecumenical Decrees : the latter is Accidental 
wh.ch graceth a Bilhop, but little or nothing the Synod, and being denied doth 
neither difgrace the Council, nor impair the Dignity or Authority thereof, but 
extremely disgracing the party that denies it, pulls down upon him both the 
juft Cenlures of the Church, and the Civil Punilhments due to Hereticks and 
Contumacious Perfons. 

2.9. So fmall realon is there for Baronius to infer, that becaufethe Fathers de¬ 
fire the Aflent of Leo , therefore they thought their A<fts invalid without his 
Confirmation. But thus ended this famous Chalcedonian Synod, which our Lear¬ 
ned Crackanthorp tells us he never read or almoft remembred, but with a kind of 
Amazement; lie admired the rare Piety, Prudence, Integrity, Moderation and 
Gravity of thofe moft Glorious Judges, who fopptyirig the Emperour’s place in 
his Absence were the Imperial Prefidents in this Council. Had they or fuch 
been wanting at this time it may juftly be feared, confidering the eagernefs and 
temerity, not to lay the iufolency of the Pope’s Legates in this Synod, that this 
Council of Chalcedon had proved a worfe Latrocfoy, than was that fecond of 
Ephefus. All being difpatched, the Fathers returned to their feveral Churches. 

Diojcorus was baniihed to Gangra, a City of Paphlagonia where he died. In me¬ 
mory of the Condemnation of the Eutychiqn Herefie, the Greeks ordained an 
Anniverlary folemnity on the 1 6 th. of July, as appears by their Menology.

43. This Conftitution is dated on the 17th of December, in the Confulihipof 
Armatius alone, who bore that Office with Bafilifcus the Tyrant, who yet is not 
mentioned here, nor named in the Fafti, becaufe he was an Ufurper, and was 
condemned by Zeno. This Confullhip fell in the 476 Year of our Lord, and 
confequently the third after the Death of Leo the Elder, fo that it muft belong 
to his Grand-Son the Young Leo, and made by his Father Zeno, though Baro¬ 
nins place it at the 47z, and the i6tb of the Old Emperour. However, it being 
made (as the Cardinal faith) fo behalf of the See of Conftantinople, and the pre¬ 
cedence of all others next after the Patriarch of Rome, it is manifeft that by the 
antiquating of Innovations, and reftoring the ancient Rights of this Church, it 
had and enjoyed this precedence before the making of this Law. If it was 
procured through the folicitation of Acacius, and that Simplicius the Roman Biihop 
was much concerned about it, be it fo, If it was Acacius his due, as it verily 
feems to have been, hb had more right to feek it than the other to grudge ir. 

But this is certain afwell from this Law as others, that this Privilege was granted 
in confideration of the Royal, and if that was the Reafon why the See of Old 
Rome obtained the Firft Dignity, as we have feen it was from good teftimony, 
certainly there was no reafon they ihould quarrel. But fuch are the humours and 
palfions of Men otherwife good : and as here we leave them, fo we lhall find 
them again engaged in this quarrel about the Primacy. About this time was 
Sidomm A Sidonius Apollinarh, that Man fo famous for his nobility and excellent wit, made 
polinaris Bi- Biihop of the Arvemi or Auvergnais in Gallia Celtica. He had Married Pdpianil- 
Arvemi \n fa the Daughter of Avitus the Emperour, and lhe was frill living. Though in 
a taCeittca. j^jg^ty e fteem, yet he thought fo meanly of himfelf, that in his Epiftles he of- 
teA complains of liis linworthinels for fuch a Calling, and betook himfelf from 
mefudies. ' his wonted Feftivity to a more fober Convention.

At this time the condition of the Churches in Gall was 
very fad, the Arian Goths making havock of all things. And not onely there, 
but in the Weft, generally things both EcclefisdHcailand Civil had a very bad face, 
the Barbarous Nations overturning all, and filling all places with their Cruelties 
and Herefies. Thefe difafters put an end to the Roman Empire in the Weft, Au- 
guftulus being depofed by Odoacee , and confined to a Caftle near to Naples. The 
Church, blefled be God, had not juft the like meafure - but Church and State are 
the weft o- fo nearly allied, and fo much fympathize, that if the one languifh, the other can 
verthrownby f carce ly be in an healthy condition. As the fame caufes produce the fame effedts 
oJoacer. in both> fo a f we n t h e remedies arealike, as fuch prefervatives as-keep both in life 
and vigour. Therefore did Ancient and Primitive prudence as Twins cloth them 
with the like forms and fafhions of Government, which dayly experience applauds 
as raoft agreeable. And becaufe fuch is their Alliance and agreement we fhall limit 
and terminate our obfervations of both with the feme Periods, thofe matters 
laft mentioned falling out the year preceding the depofing of Auguftulus*
